The Deputy Chairman acquainted the Court, that fmce their 
laft meeting, the Court of Dire&ors had received advices from India, 
containing the fettlement of the Myfore Dominions, in confequence of 
the capture of Seringapatam.

It was, on a motion, 

Ordered, That fuch Papers as the Court of Dire6tors may think 
proper, relative to the fiege and conqueft of Seringapatam, and the 
fubfequent treaties, be printed for the information of the Proprietors. 
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Extract of Letter from the Secret Committee of the Court of 
Directors, to the Governor General in Council of Bengal ; dated 
18th June 1798. 

We take the earlieft Opportunity of acquainting you, that we have received In¬ 
formation from His Majefly’s Minifters, that a very large Armament of Ships, Troops, 
Military Stores, &c. &c. has been lately fitted out at Toulon, and that it failed from 
thence on the 19th Ult. Although the ultimate Object of this Armament has not 
been afeertained, it is not improbable, from many Circumftances that have tranfpired, 
and from the Spirit of daring Adventure, by which the French have been actuated 
during the prefent War, that its Deftination may be for India, either (having fir ft 
taken PolTeffion of Egypt) by way of the Red Sea ; down the Coaft of that Sea; or 
even perhaps by the Black Sea, or by Buffora ; His Majefty’s Minifters have there¬ 
fore informed us, that immediate Meafures will be taken for a confiderable Aug¬ 
mentation of the European Force in the Eaft-Indies: You may therefore exped: that 
not lefs than Four Thoufand feafoned and difeiplined Troops, and perhaps a larger 
Number, may be fent to the Company’s Settlements with all poflible Expedition, Part 
of which will, we truft.reaeh India not many months after the Receipt of this Difpatch. 

Should the Expedition, notwithftanding the Meafures taken by His Majefty’s 
Government to intercept and defeat it in the Mediterranean, reach Egypt, and be de- 
ftined for India by either of the Routes we have mentioned, a Part of His Majefiy’s 
Fleet, confifting of Two Men of War, and probably a Sloop, now under Difpatch for 
India, will be ordered to be ftationed in the Straits of Babelmandel, and in the 
Gulph of Perfia, for the Purpofe of intercepting any Force that may be proceeding to 
India that Way. 

A Copy of a Proclamation iflued at the Mauritius in the Month of March laft, 
has been already tranfmitted to our feveral Prefid ncies by Mr. Pringle, the Com¬ 
pany’s Agent at the Cape of Good Hope. We are unable to judge whether this 
Proclamation be in Reality what its Import declares it to be, 2nd Tippoo has really 
conceived any hoftile Defigns againft the Britilh Empire in India, or intended merely

It is highly improbabl

Furtherance of their Defigrt. If fuch therefore, dial! have been the Cafe, it would 
be neither prudent nor politic to wait for aflual Hoftiliries on his Part, We there¬ 
fore recommend, that if you fhall not have adopted the neceffary Meafures for 
bringing Tippoo to a fuisfad'ory Explanation before the Receipt of this Difpatch, 
that you lhould immediately cake the proper Steps for fo doing, accompanying this 
Enquiry with fuch a Difpofition of your Force as may give died to it; and fliould 
yon judge, either from his Anfwers, or from the Steps he is taking, that his Defigns 
arc fuch as the French Proclamation reprefe.pts, and that he is making Preparations 
to ad hoftilely again ft us ; we think it. will be more advifeable not to wait for fuch 
ah Attack, but to take the molt immediate and moll decifive Meafures to carry our 
Arms into our Enemy’s Country., not failing, at the fame Time, to make known to 
the Powers in Alliance with us, the Neceffity of fuch Meafures, and that we have 
not in View a wanton Attack upon our inveterate Enemy, with a Defign to augment 
our own. Power, but a neceiiary and juftifuble Defence of bur own Poftrfiions, and 
calling upon them for the A Alliance they are under Engagements to furr.ifh us. 

But although we have thus recommended Energy, Firmnefs, and Decifion, in 
•our Conduct towards Tippoo, we rely upon your ufuig the Latitude allowed you

in the preceding Paragraph with the utmoft Difcretion, that we may not be involved 
in a War in India, without the moft inevitable Necefiity, of which Necefiity we 
leave you to be the foie Judges. And as it is impoffible for us to conjecture, lhould 
either the Proclamation circulated at the Mauritius be founded, or the Force now 
in the Mediterranean be really deftined for India, what Meafures the implacable 
Revenge and rafh Enterprize of the French, may induce them to undertake againfi: 
the Britifh Power in India * we can only exhort our feveral Governments to be 
conftantly upon their Guard, and watchful againlt Surprife, by not only keeping the 
Troops in perfect Order for Adtion, and our Forts and Garrifons in conftant Prepa¬ 
ration of Defence, but if it lball appear neceflary, by encouraging Military Affocia- 
tions amongft our Civil Servants and others, as in this Country, which may be 
prepared to aft on any Emergency; and in carefully keeping in view every Channel 
through which it may be poffible for France to get an European Force out to India, 
and taking precautionary Meafures to prevent it. 

We have tranfmitted Copies of this Difpateh to our Governments of Madras 
and Bombay.

Copy of a Letter from the Secret Committee of the Court of Di¬ 
rectors to the Governments in India ; dated the 26th November, 
1798. 

Our Letter to you of the 18th June laft, inclofed a Copy of our Orders to the 
Governor General in Council of the fame Date, relative to the Expedition from 
Toulon under General Buonaparte, and directing your Obedience thereto, fo far as 
lhould refpedt your Prefidency. 

Our fubfequent Advices of July and Augult, will have informed you of the 

Appointment of Mr. Jones to refide at the Court of the Pacha of Bagdat, as well as of 

the 
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the Gbje&s of his MilEon, and of the Reinforcements alrsadjTteftt and now fending 
out to India. f* .yv ; : 

Since the Date of our Letter of June laft, above alluded to, the landing of Buo¬ 
naparte in Egypt, has been fully confirmed ; and although, by the glorious Victory of 
Admiral Nelfon over the French Fleet near Alexandria, and the Oppofition made to 
their Progrefs through Egypt by the Arabs under the Authority of the Porte, the 
Defigns of the French have been confiderably impeded, yet if, contrary to our Hopes 
and Expe&ations, he fhould.be able to eflablilh himfelf in Egypt, we cannot butftiil 
be under Apprehenfiohs for the Safety of our Indian Poffeffions. Thefe Apprehenfions 
are confiderably increafed in confequence of fome Hints lately fuggefted by the 
Right Honorable Henry Dundas, that, if the French fhould be able tolubdue Egypt, 
and to eftablifh their Authority in that Country, it is likely their next progrefiive 
Meafure would be to fecure the Communication of the Red Sea with the Gulph of 
Cambay, at the narrow Straits of Babelmfinde !; and, if in their Power, to detach a 
fufficient Force to lake Pofleffiow of the Iflaad of Perim, fituate between the Two 
Points which include thole Straits. 

The Pofleffion of this Station will be of the greateft Importance to the French, 
in fecuring the Advantages they propofe to tbemfelves in the Conqcieft of Egypt, 
and confequently it is well deferring of the utmoft Vigilance and Exertion on the 
Part of Great Britain, to defeat any Plan they may entertain to get it into their 
Hands, If we fhould fucceed in making ourfdves Mailers of that Ifland, it would 
be impoffible, in the firft Inflanse, for any Ships to pafs the Straits agamffa fuperior 
Naval Force ftaftd'ncd thei’e, It may then be iecured; and fortified, by the Applica¬ 
tion of fuch Materials as its Situation may afford, for completing its permanent 
Defence, and lot effe&ually commanding the Channels through which Ships mull 
pafs to the Indian Ocean. 

We underlfand that the Ifland of Perim is a low rocky Siibftatvce, about Five 
Miles in Length and Two in Breadth; that it poflefli-s a good Harbour; that the 
Channel which divides it from the African Coaft, chough Fourteen or Fifteen Miles 
acrofs, is but little frequented, on account of the numerous Rocks and Shoals which 
obflruft it, info much as to render it neceffary for Veffels that do attempt it, to fleer 
clofe-under the weltem Point of the ifland, and that the extreme Breadth of the other 
5 ;. Channel 
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Channel is lefs than two Leagues, and that this Space cannot be navigable, nor 
the deep Water every where at fo great a Diftance from the Ifland as to be out of 
the Reach of its Batteries, whether ereded on the Shore, or on artificial Projedions 
within the Sea, if fuch fhould be found necefiary to the entire Command of the 
Paflage. 

We have entered thus fully into Detail, to fhew the Importance of taking 
Poffcflionof the Ifland of Perim without Delay; nor is Difpatch alone neceffary, but 
Secrecy is equally indifpenfable, as it is not improbable that provifional Meafures 
have been taken by the French to affctnble fome Vefiels of Burthen at the Port of 
Suez, to co-operate, in whatever Way their Services may be wanted, with the pri¬ 
mary Expedition, and if the Defign were known, they would detach a Force, at all 
Hazards, to fecure the firft Poflefiion of it. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas has further informed us, that although the Commanders 
of His Majefty’s Fleets in India have already been direded to ufe every Effort in 
their Power to fruftrate the Designs of the French in the Expedition unde r Buona¬ 
parte, yet fpecial Orders will befent out to the Commander in Chief of His Majefty’s 
Naval Force in the Indian Seas, as loon as poffible to detatch to the Straits of 
Babelmandel fuch a Force, as according to the Information he fhall have received, 
he may judge fufficient for the Service, in the Inftrudions to take Pofleflion of the 
Ifland of Perim, by whatever Power it may be occupied at the Time. 

The Importance of the Meafure we have thus pointed out, will enfure your 
moft cordial Endeavours in promoting the fame by every Means within your Power: 
The Security of our moft valuable Pofleflions in India, if not our very Exiftence 
there, depends upon defeating the prefent formidable and inveterate Defign of the 
French againft thofe Pofleflions.

Power of which they acknowledged the dangerous Influence, and dreaded the 
deftrudtive Effedk 

19. The Principles of the French Officers commanding this Army, were 
avowedly the fame with thole of the Perfons who, for fomeTime pad, have exercifed 
the Powers of Government in France, and their Enmity to the Britilh Interefts was 
declared on all Occasions. While this Army, commanded by Frenchmen of fuch 
Principles and Views, and of fuch uncontrolled Power, remained in: the Service 
of the Nizam, his Highnefs's Alliance mult have proved a Source rather of Danger 
than of Advantage to the Company in the Event of a War with Tippoo Sultaun, 
arid that Danger would have been greatly aggravated by any Co-operation which 
might have been afforded to Tippoo from France. Various other Confiderations will 
occur to the Wifdom and Experience of your Honorable Court, to prove the direct 
and collateral Effe&s which the Exiftence of a numerous armed French Party, in 
the Center of the Decan, mult have produced, whether in Time of War or 0! 
Peace, upon the whole Frame of your Political Interefts in India. 

20. Under thefe Ctrcumftances the Expulfion of the French Party from the 
Court of Hyderabad, appeared to me to be a necelfary Part of that Syftem of Pre¬ 
caution and Defence by which 1 hoped to be enabled either to encounter the Prdfure 
of War, or to fecure the Advantages of Peace. 

21. With thefe Views, on the 8th of July, I inftru&ed the a£Hng Refident at 
Hyderabad to open a Negotiation with his Highnefs the Nizam, propofing an Addi¬ 
tion to the Britilh Detachment i'erving at Hyderabad, and llipulating for the Difmif- 
fion of the Corps commanded by French Officers in His Highnefs’s Service. 

22. Anew Sublidiary Treaty, founded on this Bafrs, and embracing other col¬ 
lateral Arrangements (particularly fuch Conditions as appeared necelfary for the 
Removal of all Caufes of Jea’oufy, and for the Reftoration of Union and Concord 
between our two Allies, the Pelhwah and the Nizam) was ligned by His Highnefs 
at Hyderabad on the xft September, and ratified by me in Council on the x8th of the 
fame Month, 
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r z 3 ‘ Tieaty an Increafe is made in the Rritiffi Subfidiary Force ferving 

with His Highnefs of 4,400 Men, and an Increafe in the Annual Subfidy paid by His 
Highnels, of about Nineteen Lacks of Rupees; the former Subfidy having been 
53 > 7*3 At cot Rupees per Menfem, and the Subfidy under the new Treaty being 
2,01,425 Arcot Rupees per Menlem, or 24,17,100 Arcot Rupees per Annum. 

24. The Subftance cf this Treaty was communicated to the Pefhwa, both 
previoufly and fubfequently to its Conclufionj and at both Periods he expreffed his 
entiie Approbation of the Nature and Pendency of the new Engagements, as well 

in their Operation upon the Interefts of the Mahratta Empire, as upon thofe of the 
Nizam. 


25. On the 13th July I ordered the Government of Fort St George to aflem- 
ble fuch a Force in the Guntoor Circar, as might enable me to fulfil the Subfidiary 
Engagements of the Company under the new Treaty, at the earlieft poffible Period 
i'ubfequent to its Conclufion. This Meafure was executed with the utmoft Degree 
of Promptitude and Alacrity by Lieutenant General Harris (at that Time uniting in 
his 1 erfon the Offices of Governor of Fort St. George, and Commander in Chief 
on the Coaft of Coromandel); to whofe Zeal and Public Spirit, and prompt Obe¬ 
dience on all Occafions wherein I have entrufted him with the Execution of my 
Orders, I am happy to be able to bear this-public Teftimony. 

26. TheBritifh Detachment under the Command of Lieutenant Colonel Roberts 
reached Hyderabad on the 10th of Odtober; and on the 22d October, under the 
Orders of His Highnefs the Nizam, and with the Co-operation of a Body of his 
Cavalry, furrounded the Camp of the French Army, difarmed all the Sepoys, and 
feeured the Perlons of all the French Officers then in the Camp. 

27. This Operation was happily effected without Bloodlhed and without Conteft. 
A Mutiny having broken out iu the French Camp on the preceding Day, and the 
Sepoys having imprifoned their Officers, the Refident at Hyderabad and Lieutenant. 
Colonel Roberts, with the Confent of the Nizam, judicioufly availed themfelvcs of 

this favourable Opportunity to execute this important Meafure without Difficulty 
or Danger. 


28. Tne Amount of the French Force difarmed on this Occafion, was about 
11,000 Men, from which Circumftance your Honorable Court will obferve that a 
Part of the Corps was abfent on Detachment, as will appear by Reference to the Re- 

D turn. 


torn, N? 2, of the French Officers atrefted on the a?.d of October; Me a fu res have 
been taken for the Arreft of thole who commanded the detached Force. The French 
Officers, by my particular Orders, were treated with every practicable Degree of 
Attention and Humanity* At the Period of their Arreft by our Troops, their Perfons 
were in Confinement, and their Lives in Danger, from the Mutiny prevailing in their 
Camp; and the greateft Difficulty which Colonel Roberts encountered was, that of 
velcuing the impril'oned Officers from the Violence of their own Sepoys. Particular 
Care was taken to fave the Property of the Officers for their Ufe, as well as to obtain 
for them fuch Arrears of Pay and Allowances as were due to them from His Highnefs. 
Captain Kirkpatrick informs me, that he has been completely iuccefsful in effecting 
both thefe defirable Objects. The French Officers are now on their Paflage to this 
Prefidency on board the Bombay Frig re, which I had previoufly ftationed at Mafuli- 
patam for their Accommodation : Oh their arrival at Calcutta, it is my Intention to 
receive them with the Confideration due to their refpe&ive Ranks, and to allow them 
every Indulgence compatible with the Security of their Perlons. I propofe to fend 
them to Europe by the earlieft Opportunity; ulirrg the Precaution of difperfing them 
in different Ships. 

29. On their Arrival in England, I have engaged that they (hall not be treated as 
Prifoners of War, but fhall be immediately tranfported to France, without fuffering any 
Detention for an Exchange of Prifoners. The Treaty under which this Meafure was 
executed, has been already forwarded overland to your Secret Committee, and it now 
forms a Number of the Secret Difpatch by the Eurydicc. 

3c. The Effect of the Meafure will, I truft, be highly favourable to your Poli¬ 
tical Interefts in the Peninfula of India. The Britilh Subfidiary Force now ftationed 
in the Dominions of His Highnefs the Nizam, while it muft tend to cement the Con¬ 
nection between the Company and that Prince, and to render him a more ufeful and 
efficient Ally in the Event of War, will operate at all Timer as an effectual Protection 
to your Pofleffions in the Northern Circars; and the total Subverfion of the French. 
Influence in the Decan, under all the Circumftances of the prefent Moment, is an 
Event from which I expect to derive, not only additional Security for your Territories, 
but for the general Tranquillity of India. 

3T. Among your Servants who have been concerned in the Execution of my 
Orders on this Occafion, I have already recommended Lieutenant-General Harris to

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■your favourable Notice •, to his Name it is my Duty to ackl thole of Captain Kirk¬ 
patrick, and of Lieutenant-Colonel Roberts. I found the former in the Situation of 
^Cting Refident at Hyderabad ; and to his Zeal, Addrels, Difcretion, and I'irmnefs, I 
attribute the early Succefs of the Negotiation entrufted to his Management. 

32. Upon the Refignation of Colonel Kirkpatrick, 1 took Occafion to mfinifeft 
my Senfe of Captain Kirkpatrick’s Merits, by appointing him Ref dent at the Court 
of the Nizam. 

33. To the Ability and Temper of Lieutenant-Colonel Roberts, aCting under 
the judicious Inftruftions of the Refident, I attribute the complete and fatisfadory 
Execution of the Articles of the Treaty relating to the Difmiffion of the French Army ; 
and his conciliatory and humane Conduct towards the Officers deierves tffi kiglicll, 
Commendation. 

34. The Rumours which have prevailed of the intended Approach of Zeman 
Shah to the Frontier of Hindoftan, although of a vague and contradictory Nature, 
appeared to me not wholly undeferving of Attention; and I have the Satisfaction to 
inform you, that every poffible Precaution has been taken for the effectual Defence 
of the Frontier of Oude. I am happy to be able to inform you, that although. I 
found the Subfidy of the Nabob Vizier confiderably in Arrear, I have fucceeded in 
perfuading his Excellency to difcharge a large Part of it; and, in Juftice to his Ex¬ 
cellency, I am bound to declare, that I have found him fincerely dilpofed to fulfil 
his Engagements under the Treaty concluded by Lord T. eignmouth, and to manifeft 
on every Occafion a cordial Attachment to the Interefts of the Company. The Situ¬ 
ation of Affairs on the Coaft of Coromandel, and the Neceffity of providing againft 
the poffible Event of War with Tippoo Sultaun, have hitherto prevented me from 
vifiting the Upper Piovinces. But I have not been unmindful of the Affairs of Oude, 
and I truft that I ffiall foon be able to turn my undivided Attention to the Improve¬ 
ment of the Civil and Military Eftablifhments of the Nabob Vizier. 

35. Although I have deemed it my Duty to call your Armies into the Field 

in every Part of India, my Views and Expectations are all directed to the Preferva- 

tion of Peace, which, in the prefent Crifis, cannot otherwife be fecured than by a 

State of forward Preparation for War. In the meanwhile, you may rely on my 

unremitting Efforts to confine your Expences within the moft narrow Limits, and 

to rife your commercial inveftment to the higheft Scale compatible with the in 1 
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pcnfable Neceflky of providing for the Security of your Poffeffions. In the Execu¬ 
tion of tny Orders for the Protection of your Territories on the Co?ft of Malabar, 
I am much indebted to the Zeal and Diligence of Mr. Duncan and General Stuart; 
and the Vigilance arid Firrnnefs manifefted by the Government of Bombay, on the 
firft Intelligence of the Progrefs of the French Arms in Egypt, have obtained my 
public and cordial Approbation. It is alfo a peculiar Satisfaction to me to inform 
your Honorable Court, that I have received from Lord Clive the mod ready and 
honorable Support in the Preparations for the Defence of the Carnatic; and that, 
repofing the nioft implicit Confidence in his Lordfhip’s anxious Solicitude for the 
Profperity of the general Adminiftration of your Affairs entrufted to my Hands, as 
well as in his affiduous Attention to the peculiar Duties of his own Station, I expeft 
to derive confiderable Benefit to your Service from a fincere Union with him, in the 
important Talk of preferving and improving the Interefts committed to our joint 
Charge. 

36. Notwithftanding the great ftrength of the military force now in India, I 
have deemed it my Duty, for the further Security of this Prefidency, to embody 
the Militia, competed of the European and Armenian Inhabitants of Calcutta, and 
my Orders for this Purpofe have been obeyed with an Alacrity and Zeal which 
ftrongly indicate the Resolution of your Civil Servants, and of all the European and 
Armenian Inhabitants of Calcutta, to devote their perfona! Services to the Defence 
of the Seat of your Supreme Government, in any Exigency which may arife. My 
Intention is to eftabiifli this ufeful Corps upon a permanent Foundation, as an Inlti- 
tution from which great Advantage may hereafter be derived.

The Governor General. 

Tlje critical ftate of our adhsal fixation with Tippoo, muff neceffarily require 
frequenc references to the Governor General in Council, on a variety of important 
points., which will demand a pronipt and immediate decifion. My continuance in 
I>cngal during luch a crilis, might have been attended with great inconvenience to 
the pyblic Iervice, and the feafon for adtive operations might have been confumed, 
before my opinion could have been obtained or: the feveral emergencies which may 
be expected to arile. The confideration of this inconvenience is the principal mo¬ 
tive, which has induced me to proceed to this Prefidency ; and 1 am happy to take 
this opportunity of declaring, that I fhould not have felt my prelence to have been 
at all requdite for the ptirpofe of adding energy or vigour to fuch branches of the 

public fervice, as fall within the particular duty of this Government. _[ am per- 

fechiy fatisfied with the condudt of this Government, in the refpedtable hands to 
which it has been committed; and I am perfuadefi that I fhould always have found 
the fame cordial, manly, and honourable fnpport from your Lordfhip in Council, 
which has already obtained the public teftiniooy of my unqualified approbation. 
My objedt, therefore, in taking my feat at this Board, is no other than to deprive 
our enemies of the advantages which they might derive, under the prefent circum- 
fiances, from tne remote fituation of the power entrufted to me from the probable 
feene of adfibn—The provtfions of the law require, that the authority of the Go¬ 
vernor in Council at Port Sr., George, fhould be vefted in my hands during my refi- 
dence at this Prefidency: the public adts and proceedings of this Government mu ft 
accordingly pafs in my name; but I, anxious as well from motives of perfortal re~ 
ipedt, as from confideratiotis connected with the public Iervice, that my refidence at 
tnis Prefidency fhould In no degree impair the prefent or future dignity and infiu- 
ence of Lord Clive i I therefore am defiro.93 of abftaining from all unneceffary inter- 
iCreneb'in the details of this Governnwntphor do I wifh to difturb the fyftem efta- 
bliflied under his Lord fhi p’s immediate diredtion by the iriterpofition of my power 
of fuperuitcndance on the fpot, beyond the limits of the ordinary exercife of that 

power 
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power at the feat of the Supreme Government in Bengal; I therefore requeft that 
Lord Clive, and the members of this Council, will take the trouble of conducing 
the details of this Government, efpecially thofe which relate to the patronage of the 
Governor in Council, according to the principles which have been obferved by his 
Lord (hip fince his arrival in India; and I am fatisfied that I fliall derive the utmoft 
degree of advantage from the united zeal, talents, experience, and aflitkiity -of thofe 
whom I have the honour to addrefs, while my principal attention muft be devoted 
to the fuperintendance of the general interefts of all the Company’s poffeffions, and 
of the fecurity and defence of the Bricifh empire in India, againft the various dan¬ 
gers by which it has recently been menaced.

To the Secret Committee of the Honorable Court of Diredlors. 

Honorable Sirs, 

I have the honor to inform you, that the army under the command of General 
Harris entered the territory of Myfore on the 5th inflant. 

The General commenced his operations by the capture of feveral farts upon 
the frontier of Myfore, which it became necefiary for our troops to occupy, in 
order that the different convoys from the Baramahal might fuflfer no interruption. 
Thefe forts were all furrendered without rehftance. 
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The lateft accounts from the army are of the ioth inftant, when it had ad¬ 
vanced to Aricul; at which time General Harris expeded to reach Seringapatam 
by the 24th at fartheft. 

On the day General Harris paffed the frontier, he forwarded, by my diredion, 
a letter from me to Tippoo Sultaun, of which a copy is inclofed. No anfwer had 
been received to that letter on the ioth inftant. 

No fatisfadory account of the ftate of the French army in Egypt has yet reached 
me. nor any intelligence of Commodore Blanket s arrival at his ftation. Since I 
had the honor of addreffing my laft letter to you, I have received the fulleft and 
mofl authentic information of the circumftances dated in the poftfcript of my letter 
of the 13th February, relative to the million of Monf. De Berc with native Vakeels 
from Tippoo Sultaun to the Executive Diredory of France. They embarked on 
the 7th ultimo from Tranquebar, and are to touch at the Ifle of France. 

I have the honor to inclofe a Copy of a Declaration publiftied by Lieutenant 
General Harris, in the name of the Allies, on entering the territory of Myfore.

Copy of a Letter from the Right Honorable the Governor General 
to the Court of Directors; dated 20th March, 1799* 

To the Honorable the Court of Diredors. 

Honorable Sirs, 

1. In my feparate difpatch of the 21ft of November, by the Eurydice, I informed 
your Honorable Court, that although I had deemed it my duty to call your armies 
into the field in every part of your poffefiions, my views and expedations were all 
direded to the prefervation of peace in India. 

2. In the letter of the 13th of January, from the Governor General in Council 
at Fort St. George, I apprized your Honorable Court ot my arrival at this re 1- 
dency, to which I thought it my duty to proceed from Bengal, in the hope o 
opening a negotiation with Tippoo Sultaun, for the amicable adjuftmwit^o^t^e 
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drfil-rences which iii .rife* bet*. Prince and It* MnM Company's 

Government. 

, In my difpatches to the Secret Committee of your Honorable Court I have 
regularly tranfmittcd advices of the ftate of political affairs m 

fullv explained’ the principles which have governed my condud not only coma d, 
Tippoo Sultaun, bin towards all the Native Powers, fince I have taken charge o. toe 

Government General. 

, Having ultimately been compelled to commend: hoftilities again!! Tippoo 
Su'taun, it is now become my doty to lay before your Honorable t-ourt an accurate 
detail of the caufes of the war, in which we are engaged. 

, 5 . For this purple, it will be neceffary to draw your attention to a period of 

time a remote as the month of June, 1798, and to trace from that date the progrefs 
of thofe events, which have finally produced the neceffity of retorting to arms or 
the fecurity of your interefts committed to my charge. 

6. A proclamation iffued by the Governor General of the Ifle; of France, m 
the month of February, 1798, made its firft appearance at Calcutta on the at* june 

of the fame Year. 

7. This proclamation ftates, that an embafly had arrived at the Ifle of France 
with letters from Tippoo Sultaun, addreffcd not only to the Government of that 
Iflitnd, but to the Executive Dire&ory of France; propofing to cone u e an a en- 
five and defenfive alliance with the French, to fubfidize and to fupply whatever troops 
the French might furnilh to the Sultaun, and to commence agamft the Brmflr power 
in India, a war of aggreffion, for which the Sultaun is declared to be fully 
waiting with anxiety the moment when the fuccour of France all enable him to 
fatisf^s ardent defire of expelling the Britilh Nation from Indra. The proda- 
mation concludes by offering encouragement to the lubjedcs of France, “ 

the fervice of Tippoo Sultaun, on terms to be fixed with his Ambaffadors then on 

the fpot. 

8. Although I was inclined, in the firft inftance, to doubt the authenticity 

r ,• niihliration I thought it adviieable to trarnmit a copy or it, 

of this extraordinary publication, 1 uiuugu < fi#nrcre 

on the . 9 th of Tune, to Lieut. Genera! Harris (then Governor of Fort St. George 
and Commander in Chief on the Coaft of Coromandel) informing him, tjaof the 
piockmatiou mould prove authentic, it mull lead to a fetious d.fcuffior. wuh 1 ippou 
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Sultaun ; and dire&ing' Lieut. General Harris to conlider, without delay, the means 
of afiembling the army on the Coaft of Coromandel, if neceflity fliould unfortunately 
require fuch a precaution. 

9. On the 18th June, 1798, I received a regular authentication of the procla¬ 
mation, in a letter from his Excellency the Earl of Macartney, dated the 28th of 
March; and, at the fame time, feveral perfons arrived at Calcutta, who had 'been 
prefent in the Ille of France at the time of the publication of the proclamation. 

10. By a ftridt examination of the mod refpe&able of thefe perfons, I was 
enabled to obtain an authentic and accurate ftatement of all the material circum- 
ftances attending the publication of the proclamation at the Ille of France; the 
fubftance of which ftatement I have already forwarded to your Secret Committee, 
and now have the honor to fubmit to your Honorable Court. 

n. Tippoo Sultaun difpatched two Ambaftadors, who embarked at Mangalore 
for the Ille of France, and arrived at Port Nord-oueft in that illand, towards the 
clofe of the month of January 1798. The Ambaftadors were received publicly and 
formally by the French Government, with every circumftance of diftindtion and 
refpedt, and they were entertained at the public expence during their continuance 
on the Illand. 

12. Previous to the arrival of the Ambaftadors on the Illand, no idea or 
rumour exifted there of any aid to be furnilhed to Tippoo Sultaun by the French, 
or of any profpedt of a war between that Prince and the Company j but within two 
days after the arrival of the Ambaftadors, the proclamation in queftion was fixed up 
in the molt public places, and circulated through the town of Port Nord-oueft. 

13. The Ambaftadors, far from protefting againft the matter or ftyle of the 
proclamation, held without referve, in the moil public manner, the fame language 
which it contains with refpeft to war of aggreffion to be commenced by Tippoo 
Sultaun againft the Britifh pofleffions in India, and they even fuffered the procla¬ 
mation to be publicly jdiftributed by their agents at the place of their refidence. 

14. The Ambaftadors were prefent when the French Government proceeded to 
a£t under the proclamation in queftion; and the ambaftadors aided and aflifted the 
execution of the proclamation, by making promifes, in the name of Tippoo Sultaun, 
for the purpofe of inducing recruits to enlift in his fervice.

ic, The Ambafiadors propofcd to levy men to any practicable extent, Hating 
their powers to be unlimited with refpccc tb the force to be raifed in the name of 
Tippojo Sultaun. They entered into certain ftipulations and engagements in the 
name of the Sultaun (according to the tenor of the laft paragraph of the pro¬ 
clamation) with feveral Frenchmen, and others, particularly with Mr. Dubuc, 
whom the Ambafiadors engaged in the forvice of their Sovereign, for the exprefs 
purpofe of a flitting in the war to be immediately commenced ago in ft the Britifh 
power in India. 

16. The proclamation therefore originated in the arrival of Tippoo’s 
Ambafiadors at the Ifle of France; it was diftributed by their agents, it was 
avowed in every part by their own public declarations, and finally it was executed, 
according to its tenor, by their perfonal affiftance and co-operation. 

17. On the 7th of March, 1798, the Ambalfadors embarked at Port Nord- 
queft, on board the French frigate La Preneufe, together with the force thus railed 
in the name of Tippoo Sultaun, amounting to about two hundred men, inqlufive 
of fever.il officers, the chiefs of whom were M. Dubuc and Chappy. 

18. Such is the fubftance of the evidence obtained from the perfons who 
were prefent in the Me of France during the refidence of Tippoo’s Ambafiadors; 
from other authentic foutc.es I learnt the (equel of the tranfaction. 

19. The French frigate La Preneufe, with the Sultaun!* Ambafiadors, and 
the French troops levied for his fervice, arrived at Mangalore on the 26th April, 

>79 8 * 

20. An opportunity now occurred of ascertaining, beyond the poflibility of 
doubt, whether the ads of the Suliaun’s Ambafiadors in the Jfle of France were 
conformable to the infirudions of their Sovereign. For although the prelurnprion 
was already fufficiently powerful, that the Ambafiadors would not have ventured to 
tranfgrefs the limit: of their commifiion in a matter of fuch momentous importance, 
as the conclufion of offenfive engagements with the French againft the. Englilh 
Eatt-India Company, it yet remained a queftion, whether Tippoo Sultaun would 
venture openly to avow proceedings, which could not fail to expofe him to the juft 
releritinent of your Government. 

St. This quefiion was immediately, folved, for the Sultaun, without hofitation, 
permitted the French force to land publicly at Mangalore; and, far from manifelling 
, * the 
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the leaft fymptom of difapprobatipn of the conduit of the embafly in any part of the 
negotiation, he formally received his Ambafiadors, and the French Officers, and 
principal perfons in their fuite, with public and extraordinary marks of honor and 
diftindlion ; and finally, he admitted the greater part of the French force raifed for 
the purpofe of making war upon the Honorable Company, into his fervice, in which 
it is ftill entertained. 

22. By this public and unequivocal fanition, he muft be confidered, not only 
to have perfonally ratified the engagements contained in the proclamation of the 
Governor General of the Ifle of France, but to have taken the preliminary meafures 
for accomplifhing the defign which the Ambafiadors had avowed in his name. 

23. Tippoo Sultaun therefore, having adtually concluded ofFenfive and defen- 
five engagements with the French againft the Honorable Company; having collected, 
by the aid of the French, a force openly deftined to carry thofe engagements into 
effedt; having applied to the Executive Diredtory of France for a more powerful 
force deftined to the fame end; having fignified, through his public Ambafiadors, to the 
enemy, that his preparations for war (as far as they depended upon himfelf) wer e 
actually complete; having avowed the objedt of thofe preparations to be the fub- 
verfion of the Britilh Empire in India ; and finally, having declared the delay of the 
meditated blow to proceed from no other caufe, than his expectation of receivirg 
further aid from the enemy ; I could not hefitate to pronounce, that he had flagrantly 
violated the treaties of peace fubfifting between him and the Honorable Company ; 
and that he had committed an adt of diredt hoftility and aggreffion againft the Britifh 
Government in India. 

24. To confirm the conclufions neceflarily refulting from the fails already 
ftated, I received undoubted information, that Tippoo Sultaun had, for fotne time 
paft, been employed in military preparations, conformably to the hoftile fpirit of his 
engagements with the enemy; that the greater part of his army was adtually in a 
ftate of equipment for the field ; and that a large portion of it was then encamped 
under his perfonal command. 

25. To your Honorable Court it would be fuperfluous to obferve, that no pro¬ 
vocation had been offered by any of your Governments in India, to juftify or to pal¬ 
liate any adt of hoftility, or even any emotion of jealoufy or fufpicion, on the part of 
Tippoo Sultaun ; but I think it neceflary to remark in this place, that at the very 
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moment of receiving the authentic copy of the proclamation i fitted in the Iile of 
France, 1 had ordered the difputed diftrid of Wynaad to be delivered to the Sultaun, 
after a public acknowledgement of the juftice of his claim to that poffeflion, and I 
had propofed to open au amicable negotiation for the purpofe of adjufting his recent 
chums to a part of the diftrid of Coorga, on fimilar principles of equity, according to 
the tenor of the feventh article of the treaty of Sermgapata.n, 

26. The Sultaun himfelf had not attempted to alledge even the pretext of a 
grievance againft the Britifh Government, in his letters to Sir John Shore (written a 
Ihort time before the return of the Myforean AmbalTadors from the Iflc of France, 
and received at Fort William on the 26th April, <798, the day on which the French 
force landed at Mangalore) Tippoo declares, “ That his friendly heart is difpofed to 
“ pay every regard to truth and juftice, and to ftrengthen the foundation of harmony 
8< and concord between the two nationsand he fignifies his defire, that “ Sir John 
84 Shore would imprefs .Lord Mornington with a lenfe of the friendfhip and unanimity 
84 fo firmly fubfifting between the two States.” 

27. This is not the language of hofiility, nor even of difeontent. From what 
difpofition in the friendly heart of the Sultaun thefe amicable profeffions have pro¬ 
ceeded, how they are connected with a regard to truth and juftice, or calculated to 
ftrengthen the foundations of harmony and concord, and to imprefs me with a fenfe 
of the firmnefs of the Sultaun’s friendfliip, your Honorable Court can now determine 
without difficulty, fince it is now proved, that thefe letters were written at the very 
crifis when he was is* anxidhs expedition of the hourly arrival of that military iuc- 
cour which he had earneftly folicited from the enemy, for the exprefs purpofe of 
commencing a war of aggrefifion againft the Company's pofl’effions. 

28. That Tippoo Sultaun had not yet received the effectual fuccour which he 
had folicited from the French, might have been aferibed either to the diftraded ftatc of 
the Government of Mauritius, or to their want of zeal in his caufe, or to the ralhnefs and 
imbecility of his own councils; but neither the meafure of his hofiility, nor of our 
right to reftrain it, nor of our danger from it, were to be eftimated by the magnitude 
of the force which he had adually obtained, fpr I knew that his demands of military 
afiiftance were unlimited ; I knew that they were addrriled not merely to the Govern¬ 
ment of the Mauritius, but to the Executive Diredory of France, and I could not 
afiicTtain how foon, either by fonte revolution in the Government of the Mauritius, 

or 
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or by direct intercourfe with France, thofe demands might be fatisfied to the full ex- 
tent of his acknowledged expeditions. 

29. Under all thefe circumftances an immediate attack upon Tippoo Sultaun, 
for the purpofe of fruftrating the execution of his unprovoked and unwarrantable 
projeds of ambition and revenge, appeared to me to be demanded by the founded 
maxims, both of juftice and policy. 

■30. The aft of Tippoo Sultaun’s AmbafFadors, ratified by himfelf, and fol¬ 
lowed by the admiffion of a French force into his army, was equivalent to a public, 
unqualified, and unambiguous declaration of war. But while his hoftile purpofe had 
been clearly manifefted, the immediate means of accomplifhing it had happily dil- 
appointed the ardour of his hopes. 

31. The inconfiderable amount of the aid which he had already received from 
the French, .while it could not be conftrued as a limitation of my juft right to vin¬ 
dicate the public fafety, afforded a ftrong argument of policy in favour of attacking 
this defperate, implacable, and treacherous enemy, before he could either complete 
the improvement of his own army, under the French officers whom he had already ad¬ 
mitted into his fervice, or could receive a further acceffion of ftrength, under the 
progreffive operation of his alliance with France. 

32. In the moment of his comparative weaknefs, of his difappointment, and 
probable dejedtion, the principles of juftifiable felf-defence, and of prudential pre¬ 
caution, required that we fhould ftrike fuch an inftantaneous blow againft his power 
and refources, as fhould preclude the poffibility of his deriving any fubftantial advan¬ 
tage from the aid of France, whenever it might reach his dominions. 

33. Such was the tenor of my opinions as early as the 20th of June, 1798. 
Although at that early period I could not afcertain from what quarter the French 
would attempt to affift the Sultaun, I recorded my convidlion that fome attempt to 
affift him would be among the earlieft of their operations. 1 he conclufion of peace upon 
the Continent of Europe, the weak ftate of «ur allies in India (particularly of the Ni- 
zam,whofe councils and army were at that period fubje&ed to the overbearing influence 
of a powerful French fadlion) might appear both to Tippoo and to France to offet 
a favourable crifis for the attack of the Britifh Pofleflions in India. 1 he difpofition 
of the French Government to attempt fuch an enterprize has never been difguifed, 
and although I had not obtained pofitive proof that any formal and regular corre- 
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i'pondence between Tippoo Sultaun and the Executive Directory of France, had 
exifted, previous to the embaffy and letters which arrived at the Mauritius in January 
1798, yet the nature of that tranfa&ion afforded a ftrong prefumption that a previous 
intercoufe of the fame hoftile chara&er had taken place. This prefumption was 
further corroborated by my certain knowledge, that for fome time paft various 
emiffaries of France had reached the councils of Tippoo Sultaun, and that through 
their reprefentations lie had been taught to entertain a confident expectation of Ipeedy 
and effectual fupport. 

34. Even admitting that this expectation was likely to be fruftrated, either by 
a failure of faith on the part of France, or by the vigilance and foperior power of 
HisMajefty’s fleets, I was apprized that Tippoo had alfo difpatched an embaiTy to 
Zemaun Shah, the objeCt of which could be no other than to encourage that Prince 
in the profecution of his long threatened invafion of Hindoftan. The whole tenor of 
my advices from the north-weftern countries of Hindonftan, led me to believe that 
Zemaun Shah would crofs the Attock, and would endeavour to purfoe his avowed 
jpifojeCt of invafion in the courfe of the enfuing feafon ; and it appeared probable that 
ids approach, which muft neceffarily engage the attention of the army in Bengal, 
might be the figrial to Tippoo Sultaun for an irruption into the Carnatic. 

33.. In addition to thefe confiderations, it appeared by no means improbable, 
that the impetuofuy of Tippoo Sultaun’s temper, exafperated by thejaffiduous and un¬ 
remitting inftigations of the emiffaries of France, might break forth into hoftilities 
without waiting for the aCtual movement of any Indian or European Ally. His late 
embaffy to the ifle of France, fufficiently manifefted a difpofition capable of purfuing 
ics favourite objeCt of vengeance againft the Britiih Nation with more zeal than difere- 
tion. It is my duty further to remark, that in the month of June 1798, the dillri- 
bution and condition of the army on the Chaff of Coromandel, to which I fhali advert 
more fully in a fubfequent part of this difpatch, offered but too ftrong a temptation 
to the enterprizeof a faithlefs and a&ive enemy. Under fuch circumftanccs it would 
have been an unmanly and weak policy to have confided the fafety of the Carnatic 
to the precarious forbearance of Tippoo Sultaun, or to have left him any longer in 
the undifturbed poffdTion of the powerful advantage of being able to chufe, accord¬ 
ing to his convenience, the time and mode of the attack which he had openly me¬ 
naced. 

36. I therefore recorded my decided judgment, that it was necdTary to affembla 
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the armies on the Coaft of Coromandel and Malabar without delay, and I iffued my 
final orders for this purpofe on the 20th June 1798. 

37. To affemble the army cn both coafts was an indifpenfable precaution, 
which I could not have been juftified in omitting, from the moment that I was ap- 
prifed of Tippoo Sultaun’s offenfive engagements with the French, and of the landing 
of a French force at Mangalore. But being refolved on all occafions to fubmit to your 
Honorable Court a full and diftinct view of the whole fcope of my motives and in* 
tendons, I have no hefitacion in declaring, that my original refolution was (if circum- 
ftanoes would have admitted) to have attacked the Sultaun inftantly, and on both 
fidesof his dominions, for the purpofe of defeating his hoftile preparations, and of 
anticipating their declared object} I was concerned however to learn, fromperfons 

, molt converfant in military details at Fort St. George (not with Handing the diftin- 
guiflied difcipline of your army on the Coaft of Coromandel, and the eminent valour, 
adtivity, and Ikillof its Officers) its difperfed ftate, and certain radical defects in its 
eftablifhments, would render the affembling a force, equal to offenfive movements 
againft Tippoo, a much more tedious and difficult operation chan I had appre¬ 
hended. 

38. Some Officers of approved military talents, experience, and integrity, at 
Fort St. George, declared that your army in the Carnatic could not be affembled for 
offenfive purpofes before the commencement of the year 1800, and that a period of 
fix months would be required for its equipment, even for the purpofe of defending 
the Carnatic againft any fudden attack. The difficulty of affembling and moving 
your army on the Coaft of Coromandel, furniflied indeed an alarming proof of the 
defencelefs and perilous ftate of the Carnatic in that arduous conjuncture. But in 
proportion to the preffure of that difficulty, the neceffity of an inftantaneous and active 
exertion became more urgent; for whether the army, when affembled, was to anti¬ 
cipate or to await the attack of Tippoo Sultaun, it appeared an equally indifpenfable 
meafure of precaution to refume, without delay, the power of meeting that vindictive 
and reftlefs Prince in the Field. 1 was not therefore difcouraged, either by the fug- 
geftions to which I have referred, or by fubfequent reprefentations of a fimilar cha¬ 
racter and tendency, from infifting on the immediate execution of my orders fo r 
affembling the army ; and adverting to the fatal confequences which have formerly 
been experienced in the Carnatic, by neglecting to keep pace with the forwardnefs of 
hoftile equipments in My fore, I refolved to entruft the protection of your poffeffions 
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on the Coaft of Coromandel , to no other fecurrty than a complete and early ftate of 
preparation for war. 

39. At Bombay, my orders for afiembling the army were executed with great, 
promptitude and alacrity, unaccompanied by any fymptoms of indifpoficion to thofe 
united and zealous efforts, which the exigency of the crifis demanded from every 
branch of your civil and military fervice. 

40. The unavoidable delay which obftru&ed the affembling your army in the 
Carnatic, having compelled me to relinquifo my firft intention of riking an imme¬ 
diate blow againft the power and refources of Tippoo Sulcaun, I applied rnyfelf to the 
formation of fuch a permanent fyftem of preparation and defence, as while ir tended 
to reftore to the Government of Fort St. George, with all pradficable difpatch, the 
power of repelling any ad of aggrefiion on the part of Tippoo Sultaun, might uki~» 
mately enable me to demand both a juft indemnification for the expence which the 
Sultatm’s violation of treaty had occafioned to your Government, and a feafonable 
fecurity againft the confequences of his recent alliance with the enemy. 

41. With this view, while the army was affembling on the Coaffs of Coroman¬ 
del and Malabar, my early attention was directed to ftrengthen and improve the de- 
fenfive alliance concluded between the Honorable Company, and Their Highndles the 
Nizam and the Pefowah, under the treaties of Paangul, Poonah, and Seringapatatn, 
for the purpofe of eftablifhing a barrier againft the ambition and revenge of Tippoo 
Sultaun. 

4Z. The ftate of this alliance afforded abundant matter of painful anxiety; I 
found both the Pefowah and the Nizam (whofe refpeftive power it was the objesff 
of the treaty of Seringapatam to maintain in fuch a ftate of efficiency as might 
render them ufeful allies in the event of a war with Myfore) reduced to the iowelt 
condition of depreftion and weaknefs, the former by the intrufion of iJoulut Ivow 
Sindia., and the latter by the threatened hoftilities of the fame Chieftain, and by the 
eft i-bli foment of z numerous and aftive French fadtionin the centre of the Dccan; and 
while the internal convulfions of each State had diminifhed the refources of both, 
their co-operation againft Tippoo Sultaun had become impracticable by the ptogn.c 
0/ their mutual animofities and diffentions. 

43. in this feene of general confofion, the power of Tippoo Sultaun alone 

(which it had been the policy of all our alliances and treaties to reduce) had 
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remained undifturbed and unimpaired, if it had not been augmented and im- 

44. The final refult to the Britifh Government appeared to me to be, firft, 
the entire lofs of the benefit of the treaty of triple alliance againft Tippoo Sultaun, 
by the utter inability of our allies to fulfil their defenfive engagements with the 
Company; and, fecondly, the eftablifhment of a French army of 14,000 men, in 
the dominions of one of our allies, in the vicinity of the territories of our irrecon- 
cileable enemy, and on the confines of the Carnatic and of the Northern Circars. 

45. In this ftate of our political relations, the Company was expofed, without 
the aid of a fingle ally, to the hazard of a conteft with the united force of Tippoo 
Sultaun and of the French. 

46. My feparate difpatch, under date the 21ft of November, forwarded by the 
Eurydice, will have'apprized your Honorable Court of the meafures which I took 
for the purpofe of reftoring to His Highnefs the Nizam, the power of fulfilling his 
defenfive engagements with^the Company. 

47. At the fame time my endeavours were employed, with equal afiiduity, 
to give vigour and effeCl to the treaties fubfifting with His Highnefs the Pefhwah. 
The return of Nana Furnaveefs to the adminiftration, afforded, for fome time, a juft 
expectation that our alliance with the Mahrattas would fpeedily be reftored with 
additional vigour and advantage; but the increafing diftraCUons of the Mahratta 
Empire, unfortunately fruftrated the wife counfels of that experienced and able ftatef- 
man, and difappointed my views at the Court of Poonah; I had however the fatif- 
fadtion to afcertain, that the difpofition of that Court, under the adminiftration of 
Nana, continued perfectly favourable to the Britifh interefts } and that want of power 
would be the foie caufe of its ina&ion, in the event of a war with Tippoo Sultaun. 

48. Towards the commencement of the month of Auguft 1798 ,1 learnt the pre¬ 
parations making by the French in the Mediterranean. Various circumftances attend¬ 
ing the equipment of that armament, inclined me to apprehend, that at leaft a part 
of it might be deftined for an expedition to India, although I could not believe that 
the attempt would be made through Egypt. Under thefe impreffions, I took the 
earlicft opportunity of directing the attention of Rear Admiral Rainier to the Coaft 
of Malabar, and at the fame time I propofed to ftrengthen His Majefty’s fquadron

in thefe leas,' according to any arrangement which his Excellency might fuggeft, 
and I ilTued orders ro the Governments of Fort St. George and Bombay, to attend to 
His Excellency's fnggeflions on this important fubjed. i am happy to inform your 
Honorable Court, that His Excellency, with the utmoft readinefs, acceded to the 
proportion which I had fuggefted to him, with refped to the defence of the Coaft 
of Malabar, although his original intention had been to proceed, in the firft imunce, 
to t h^ .Straits of Malacca, 

.49. On the 18th of September I ratified the new fobfidiarv treaty with the 
Nizam, of which I have Bated the fub/tance in my feparate difpatch of the 21ft of 
November, by the Eurydice. 

50. On the 18th of October, I received the firft authentic Information of the 
invalion of Egypt by the French, and of the progrefs of their arms in that country. 

51. It is unnecefTary to call the attention of your Honorable Court, to the 
evident connexion of the invalion of Egypt with the joint defigns of the French 
and of Tippoo Sultaun, againft the Britifti Power in India; and l truft it is now 
equally fuperftuous to enter into any detailed reafoning for the purpole of fatjsfying 
you of the fecuricy which, at that period of time, would have refulted to your inter- 
efts in India, if my original intention of anticipating the hoftile projeds of Tippoo 
Sultaun could have been carried into immediate effed, according to my anxious 
with. The neceffity, however, of either compelling Tippoo Sultaun to detach him- 
felf from the interefts of France, or of depriving him of the power of co-operating 
with the French, if they ihould be enabled to reach India, now became too evident 
to admit ot any doubt. My opinion had long been decided, that no negotiation 
with Tippoo Sultaun could be fuccefsful, unlefs accompanied by fuch a difpofition 
of our force as Ihould alarm him for the fafety of his Capital, and that no military 
operation could effed: an adequate or fpeedy redudion of his power, unlefs direded 
immediately to the liege of that city. 

52, On the 20th of Odober, therefore, I gave peremptory orders to the Go¬ 
vernment of Fort St. George, for completing the equipment of their battering train, 
and for advancing it with all pradicable difpatch to the moft eligible ftation on the 
frontier of the Carnatic, with a view of proceeding towards Seringapatam at the ear- 
lieft poffible period, if fuch a movement into Myfore Ihould become neceffary. At 
the lame time* I fignified to the Government of Fort Sc. George, my intention of 
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reinforcing their army with 3,000 Volunteers from the native infantry, on the 

eftabliihment of Bengal, who had offered their fervices with the utmoft alacrity and 
zeal. 

53. To the Government of Bombay I iffued further orders, for the collection, 
not only of their troops, but of the largeft poffible fupplies on the Coaft of Malabar. 

54. On the 22d of October (as I have already informed your Honorable Court) 
the difmiffion of the French faCtion in the Nizam’s army was happily accomplilhed 
at Hyderabad. 

55. On the 31ft of October, I received the intelligence of the glorious vic¬ 
tory gained by His Majefty’s fquadron under the command of Sir Horatio Nelfon; 
but being ftill uncertain of the fate of the French army in Egypt, and ignorant 
whether an additional force might not have been intended to co-operate with it in 
India, by the ordinary pafiage round the Cape of Good Hope, I did not relax any 
part of the naval or military preparations which had been commenced under my 
orders. The opportunity now appeared favourable for opening a negotiation with 
Tippoo Sultaun. I had already communicated to the Allies, the Nizam and the 
Pelhwah, a circumftantial detail of the conduct of chat Prince, and had received 
fiom both the molt unequivocal affurances of their entire concurrence in my fenti- 
ments and views, as well as of their determination to fupport my juft claims of fatif- 
faCtion for the infraction of the treaty of Seringapatam. 

S& On the Sth of November, therefore, I addreffed to Tippoo Sultaun the Enclofure, 
Letter, of which a copy (N? 2. A. and B.) accompanies this difpatch. N? 2. A. and 

57. Your Honorable Court will perceive, that in this Letter I have carefully 
avoided every hoftile exprefiion, merely apprizing the Sultaun of my knowledge of 
the nature of his intercourfe with the French Nation, and propofingto him to receive 
Major Doveton, on the part of the Allies, for the purpofe of proceeding to an ami¬ 
cable arrangement of all fubfifting differences. 

. 58 1 My expectation was, that the neceflary impreflion of the fuccefs of His 
ajefty’s fleet againft the French in Egypt, the revival of our defenfive alliance with 
the Nizam, the deftruCtion of the French influence in the Decan, the declared difpofi- 
tion of the Pefhwah to fulfil his defenfive engagements to the utmoft extent of his 
power, the prefence of His Majefty’s fquadron on the Coaft of Malabar, reinforced 
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by fucb of the Honorable Company’s fhips, as hod been equipped for the.,purpofe 
and finally, the progrefs of our military preparations on both Co:fts, might have 
induced the Sulraun to accede to my propofals for opening the channels of pacific 
negotiation; and under thefe circtimftances I trufted that the terror of the Britifh 
arms might have rendered their adlual employment unnectilary. 

59. With fuch expectations I refolved to proceed to Fort St. George, for the 
purpofe of conducting the expected negotiation with the Sultaun, which I flattered 
myfelf my pi e fence on the Coaft of Coromandel might enable me to bring to an 
Hue, before the feafon fhould be fo far advanced as to relieve Tippoo Sultaun from 
thole alarms for the fafety of his Capital, on which I founded my foie hope of 
obtaining any latbfadtory adjuftment with him. 

60. On the 10th December, I addrefied the Letter, marked N? 3. to the 
Sultaun, informing him of my intention to proceed to Fort St. George, and again 
urging him to receive Major Doveton. On the 2.5th of December, I embarked on 
hoard His Majefty’s Chip the Sybille, Captain E. Cooke, and arrived at this Pxefi- 
dency on the 31ft of the fame month. 

6r. A few days previous to my arrival, the corps of Native Volunteers from 
Bengal had landed in perfect fafety, and in the higheft fpirits; and foon after a 
corps of Artillery arrived from Fort William under the command Colonel Montague- 

62. The Letter, marked N? 4. was delivered to me on my arrival at Fort St. 
George. 

D * 

63. In this Letter your Honorable Court will obferve the prevarication and 
falfchood which mark the Sultaun’s flatement of his late intercourfe with the French, 
and you will perceive the evafion by which he eludes the moderate and amicable 
propolition of the Allies for opening a negotiation. 

64. To this letter from the Sultaun, I returned the anfwer, dated the 9th of 
January, and marked FT . 1 5* * n which I renewed the propolition of opening a 
negotiation, and urged the Sultaun not to delay his reply beyond the period of one 
day after my letter ihould reach him, intimating that dangerous confequences might 
refult from a longer delay. 

65. The advanced period of the feafon abfolutely required that I Ihould afeer- 
rain the Sultaun’s views within a Ihort time: my propofition contained nothing dero¬ 
gatory to the honor or dignity of the Sultaun. It was now urged for the third time 
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without variation, and it related limply and diftin&ly to the admiflion of an Ambal- 
fador, for the purpofe of opening a negotiation. To demand an immedi ate anfwer 
to a propofition of fuch a nature, could not therefore be deemed either offenfive or 
unreafonable. 

6 <o. Subfequently to the difpatch of my letter (N? 5.) I received from the 
Suit ay n the letter (N? 6.) in reply to my letter (N? 3.) difpatched from Fort 
William. The Sulcaun’s fileo.ee in his letter (N? 6.) with refpeck to the admiffioo 
of Major Doveton, afforded an additional proof of his" dilpofition to evade the 
pacific advances of the Allies. 

67. I now employed every effort to advance the military preparations in the' 
Carnatic, which had already made a confiderable progrefs during the months of 
November and December. From the moment of my arrival at Port St. George, all 
the inhabitants of this fettlement, and every officer, civil and military, appeared 
to be animated by an unanimous determination to difeharge their refpedtive duties 
with a degree of cheerfulnefs and ardour, correfpondent to the exigency and im¬ 
portance of the occafion ; and I was foon fatisfied that the difpofition, of which 
I lamented the appearance in the months of July and Auguft, had either been fub- 
dued by the juft exercife of authority, or corrected by reflection, and by the more 
full difclofure of the views of the enemy. The zeal, alacrity, and public fpirit of 
the bankers and commercial agents at Madras, as well as of the mofl relpeCtable of 
your Civil Servants at this Prefidency, enabled me, within a few weeks, to raife a 
large fum of money, by loan, for the public fervice. Previous to my departure 
from Bengal, I had remitted 20 lacks of rupees in fpecie for the ufe of this 1 refi- 
dency; I now difpatched the Sybille to Calcutta for a further fupply; and the 
extraordinary exertion of his Excellency the Vice Prfefident in Council, affifted by 
the diligence and ability of Mr. Thomas Myers, the Accountant General of Bengal, 
furnifhed me with an additional aid of twenty lacks, within fo ffiort a time, that 
the movement of the army was not delayed for an inftant, on account of a defi¬ 
ciency of treafure, and Lieut. General Harris was provided with a fufficient fupply 
of fpecie to maintain his army in the field until the month of May. 

68. Tippoo Sultaun remaining filent for a confiderable time after the receipt 
of my Letter of the 9th of January, I concluded that his object muft be to delay 
his anfwer until the feafon ffiould be fo far advanced, as to render the capture oi 
Seringapatam impracticable during the prefent year. 
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6’*, In the meanwhile the advices from Bufforah, Bagdad, Conftantinople, 
and Bombay, were of fo uncertain a nature, as to leave me fiill in doubt with 
Tefyefit to the condition of the French army in Egypt. The only fafe condufion 
which could be drawn from thole advices being, that the French Bill maintained the 
pofleflion of that country with a large army. 

■jo. No intelligence had been received from the Red Sea refpefting the arrival 
of any of His Majefty's (hips on that ftation, nor had I been able to alcertain with 
any degree of accuracy, what means the French might either have provided, or 
might find on the lpor, to enable them to reach the Sultaun’s dominions. 

y i. In addition to thefe circumflances, I knew that while Tippoo Sultaun had 
declined to receive an Ambaflador from the Honorable Company, and had omitted 
to anfwer my late Letters, he had difp.itchcd native Vakeels from Seringapatam, 
who, together with Mr. Dubuc (one of the leaders of the French force raifed in the 
Ifle of France, under Mr. Malartie’s proclamation) were on the point of embarking 
at Tranqucbar, with an avowed million from the Sultaun to the Executive Directory 
of France. 

72. On the 3d of February, I had received no anfwer from the Sultaun to my 
Letter of the 9th of January, although the communication between Seringapatam and 
Fort St. George does not require, at the molt, a longer time than eight, and is fome- 
times effedted in four days. 

73. In order therefore to defeat the objeft of the Sultaun’s filence, and to avail 
myfelf of the aftual fuperiority of our force, and of the advantages of the prefent 
feafon, before the French could draft any junftion with him, I determined to com¬ 
mence hoftilities without delay, and to fufpend all negotiation, until the united 
forces of the Company and of their Allies lhould have made luch an imptellion on 
the Territories of Myfore, as might give full effeft to our juft reprefentations. 

74. With thefe views, on the 3d of February, I direfted Lieutenant General Har¬ 
ris to enter the territory of Myfore with the army aflembled under his command ; on 
the fame day I ilfued orders to Lieuienant General Stuart to be prepared to co-operate 
from Malabar, and I lignihed to Rear Admiral Rainier, and to the fcveral Allies of 
the Company, that I now confidered the Britifh Government in India to be at war 
with Tippoo Sultaun. 
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75. At length, r on the 13th February, I received from Tippoo Sultaun the 

Letter marked N? 7, informing me, that being frequently difpofed “ to make excur- N? 7, a & b. 
“ lions and hunt,” he was “ accordingly proceeding upon a hunting excurfion,” 
and defiring “ that I would” difpatch Major Doveton “ (lightly attended.” 

76. But the feafon for negotiation through the pacific channels, Co often offered 
by me, was now elapfed. After mature deliberation on the grounds already ftated, I 
had directed the advance of the army into the territory of the Sultaun, and I had fig- 
nified to the Allies my determination to proceed to hoftilities. To have delayed the 
advance of the army, would at once have thrown the advantages which I then pof- 
feffed into the hands of Tippoo Sultaun, and have rendered the liege of his Capital 
impracticable during the prefent feafon. On the other hand an embaffy, combined 
with the hoftile irruption of our army into Myfore, would have been liable to the 
imputation of inlincerity towards Tippoo Sultaun, and while it bore the appearance 
of indecifion in the eyes of the Allies, would have promoted, and perhaps warranted, 
a fimilar degree of inftability in their councils and operations. 

77. The delign of this tardy, reluCtant, and infidious affent to the admifiion 
of an embaffy from the Britifh Government, could be confidered in no other light 
than that of a new artifice for the purpofe of gaining time, until a change of circum- 
ftances and of feafon might enable the Sultaun to avail himfelf of the affiftance of 
France. This conclufion was now confirmed by my knowledge of the aCtual em¬ 
barkation of Mr. Dubuc and two native Vakeels, on an embaffy from Tippoo to the 
Executive Directory of France; an event which took place at Tranquebar on the 7th 
February. 

78. I therefore replied to the Letter of Tippoo Sultaun in the terms of the 
enclofure, N? 8 ; in which I have declared Lieutenant General Harris to be the only N? 8, 
perfon now authorized by me to receive and to anfwer whatever communications the 
Sultaun may think fit to make, with a view to the refloration of peace, on fuch con¬ 
ditions as appear to the Allies to be jndifpenfably neceffary to their common fecurity. 

This Letter I directed General Harris to forward to the Sultaun on the day on which 
the army under his command Ihould pafs the Frontier, and, at the fame time, I inftruCt- 
ed him to iffue, in the name of the Allies, the accompanying declaration, marked 
N? 9. N? g. 

79. The Nizam’s Contingent confifts of above 6,ooo of the Honorable Company’s 
troops, fubfidized by his Highnefs, of about the fame number of his own Infantry 
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including a portion of Mr. Peron’s Sepoys, now commanded by Britifh Officers) and 
of a large body of Cavalry. 

So- This force, under the General Command of Meer Alluna, formed a jun&ioa 
■with the Britifh Army on the 19th of February and it is with the greateft fatisfa&ion 
that i remark to your Honorable Court, the beneficial effefts which th« Company has 
already derived from the recent improvement of our alliance with the court of Hydera¬ 
bad. The Nizam's Contingent adlually arrived in the vicinity of Chittoor, in a 
Bate of preparation for the field, before General Harris was ready to proceed on his 
march from Vellore, 

81. I have annexed to this difpatch, No. 10, the laft return of Lieutenant 
General Harris’s army, previous to his palling the frontier; an army more completely 
appointed, more amply and liberally lupplied in every department, or more perfect 
in its difcipline, and in the acknowledged experience, ability, and zeal ofits Officers, 
never took the field in India. The army on the Coaft of Malabar (of which I alfo 
inclofe a return. No. 11) is in an equally efficient and refpedtable condition ; and the 
extraordinary efforts which have been made by Lieutenant General Stuart and Major 
General Hartley, feconded by the cordial attachment and unremitting affiduity of 
the Rajah of Coorga, have colle&ed, within a very fhort period of time, a fupply fo 
abundant, that I am induced to tranfmit the particulars of it to your Honorable 
Court, as ^ teflimony of the diftinguifhed merits of thole valuable Officers, and 
of the loyalty and active exertions of that faithful tributary of the Honorable Com¬ 
pany. 

82. A confiderable force, under the command of Lieut. Colonels Read and 
Brown, will co-operate with Lieut. General Harris in the fouthern diftrifts of the 
Carnatic and Myfore. 


83. Under thefc circumftances General Harris entered the territory of Myfore 
«o» the 5th March, with orders to proceed direftly to Seringapatam. 

84. Having thus fubmitted to your Honorable Court, according to the order 
of dates, a detailed relation of the events which have led to the war in which we are 
actually engaged, and having declared to you the motives and obje&s of my condudl in 
everv ftage of this important tranfa&ion, I muft requeft your permiffion to conclude 
this difpatch with fuch refle&ions as arife in my mind from the review of my pall 
meafures, and from the profpeft of their ultimate confequcnccs and permament 
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From the firft difclofure of the nature and object of Tippoo Sultaun’s 
cmbaffy to the Ifle of France, every principle of juftice and policy demanded from 
your Government in India, that an inftantaneous effort (hould J>e made to reduce his 
power and refources, before he could avail himfelf of the advantages of the 
alliance which he had concluded. The defeft of means ip the foie confideration 
which can juftify me, for not having made that effort at the early period when 
its fuccefs would have placed the fecurity of your poffcflions on a foundation, 
which the invafion of India by a French force could not have impaired. 

86. For without the aid of fome Native Power, it is fcarcely poffible that the 
French fhould ever make any permanent impreffion on your Empire in India; 
and no Native Power (excepting Tippoo Sultaun) is fo infatuated as to be difpofed 
to afiift or receive a French army. 

87. The progrefs of events fince the date of my orders of the 20th June 
1798, has not only confirmed the principles of juftice and policy, by which an 
attack upon the Sultaun was at that time demanded, but has manifefted that the 
defigns of France, as well as of the Sultaun, were of a much more extenfive and 
formidable nature, than any which have ever been attempted againft the Britilh 
Empire in India fince the hour of its firft foundation, 

88. While the magnitude ard danger of thefe defigns were gradually difclofed, 
I had the fatisfadfion to feel that the means of averting them were augmenting in a 
proportion nearly equal, by the futcefs of the negotiations at Hyderabad, and by the 
advance of the military preparations which I had ordered throughout your poffeflions. 

89. At the commencement of the month of February, the crifis arrived in 

which I was called upon to forari my ultimate decifion on the important queftion 
at iffue with Tippoo Sultaun, ind to determine the final refult of the whole fyftetn 
of my meafures. 1 

90. On the one hand, t/he apparent eftablifhment of the French army in Egypt, 
and the uncertainty of the fta|c of our naval power in the Red Sea, rendered the 
danger ftill urgent from that quarter ; while Tippoo Sultaun’s repeated evafions of 
my propofals for negotiation, combined with his embaffy to the Executive Directory 
of France, under the condtift of Mr. Dubuc, appeared to preclude all hope of 
detaching the Sultaun from his recent alliance with the enemy. On the other 
hand, I now poffefied ample means of fruftrating the molt dangerous effc&s of that 
•alliance, by a feafonable application of the powerful force, which the treachery 
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and aggreffionof the^ulwun bad compelled me to called at a Heavy expence to your 

finances.

\)i. Your Honorable Court will determine, whether, in this Hate of affairs, 
my orders of the ^d'liebruary were premature, and whether I Ihould have been 
juftified, on the 13th February, in recalling thofe order's, for the purpofe of admit¬ 
ting, at that late period, 1 a negotiation which would have enabled Tippoo Sultaun 
to defeat every object <\f the armament of the Allies for tt prefent feafon, and 
would have afforded him'.ample time to reap \ he full benefit of his connection with 
France, before the feafon for bdieging his Capital ftiould return. 

92. In deciding thefeUmportant queftibris, you will neceffarily confidtr what 
degree of reliance was to be placed on the finc.driry of the Sultaun's difpofition to 
conclude an amicable adjuilnv nt: with your Government, at the very moment when 
he had actually difpatched, origan embafiy to the Executive Diredory of France, the 
Commander of the French troops raifed in the Mauritius, and admitted iuto the 
Sultaun’s fervice, for the expre 
your pofltlTions in India. 

93. The admirable condit on of your armicson both Coafts, and the unequalled 
perfection of their equipment in every department,!added to the extraordinary fpirit 
and animation with which the campaign has be At opened, afford every reafon to 
hope, that the iffue of the war will be lpeedy and plofperous, and that it muft ter¬ 
minate in a confiderable reduction of Tippoo Sultaun's refources and power. 

94. The wifdom of your Honorable Court will anticipate the extenfive benefits 
which muft refult to your intcrefts, from an event nW become cffcntial to the peace 
and fecurity of your pofleffionsin India. 

95. The policy of the treaty of Seringapatam, Certainly was not to maintain 
Tippoo Sultaun’s power in fuch a Hate as lhould iQave him a conftant objeft of 
alarm and apprehenfion to the Company: that he haspbeen juftly fo confidered for 
fome years paft, cannot be doubted by any perfon acquainted with the Records of any 
of your Governments in India. The prefent is the fecodd crilis within the laft three 
years, in which the Government General has thought \i necdTary to aflemble the 
army on the Coaft of Coromandel, for the foie purpofe oi checking his motions; and 
the apprehenfion of his intentions has obftrudted our operations againft our European.

96. The continuance of Tippoo’s power on its actual fcale, and under fuch 
circumftances, muft have proved to the Company a perpetual fource of folicitude, 
expence, and hazard. But the engagements which he has contracted with the French, 
the public proofs which he has given of his eagernels to receive in Myfore as large 
a force as they can furnifh, combined with the prodigious magnitude of their pre¬ 
parations, and the incredible progrefs of their arms, evidently directed to the de- 
ftrudion of the Britifh power in India, form new and prominent features in our po¬ 
litical fituation in this quarter of the world. 

97. Admitting the wifdom of that policy which dilated the preservation of 
Tippoo Sultaun’s power, at the clofe of the laft war with Myfore, the fpirit of our 
prefent councils muft be accommodated to the variation of circumftances, and to 
the adual pofition, charader, and views of our enemies. 

98. In fuch a conjundure of affairs, I am perfuaded that your Honorable Court 
will be of opinion, that no objed can be deemed fo urgent, or fo neceffary to the 
fafety of your poffeflions, as the effedual redudion of the only declared ally of France 
now exifting among the Native Powers of India. 

99. If Tippoo Sultaun had been difpofed to content himfelf with the quiet 
poffeffion of his prefent dominions ; if he could have been brought to a fenfe of his 
own peril in forming a connedion with the French, the reprefentations which I 
addreffed to him would have produced an early and falutary impreftion. Whatever 
fpeculative opinions might have been entertained with refped to his interefts, views, 
and power, the juftice and moderation of the Britifh Government would never have 
diflurbed his tranquillity. But he refolved to. attempt the recovery of his loft do¬ 
minions, at the hazard of thofe which he ftill retains, and in the ardour of his 
paffionate purfuit, he overlooked not only the certain deftrudion of his own inde¬ 
pendence, the inevitable confluence even of the moft profperous fuccefs of any 
alliance with France, but alfo the predominant influence of the Englifh Eaft-India 
Company, which would deted his treachery, and turn againft his own Empire the 
ruin which he had meditated againft theirs. 

100. The fecrecy of his councils, the promptitude of his refources, his conftant 
and adive ftate of equipment for war, added to the facility of his intercourfe with 
the f rench, through his remaining territories on the Coaft ©f Malabar, form the moft 
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dangerous circumftances in the a&ual condition of his power and dominion, and 
constitute his principal means of offence. *

cicnce that thofe dangers will either be wholly averted, or fo couliderably ditntmihed. 
as to afford to your Government in India the profped of durable fepunty and genu.ne

Citizens, 

Having, for feveral years, known your zeal and your attachment to the interefls 
and to the glory of our Republic, we are very anxious, and we feci it a duty, to 
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make you acquainted with all the propofitions which have been made to us by Tip> . 
poo Sultaun, through two ambafladors whom he has difpatched to us. 

This Prince has written particular letters to the Colonial Aflembly, to all the 
Generals employed under this Government; and has addrefied to us a packet for 
the Executive Directory. 

1. He defires to form an offenfive and defenfive alliance with the French, and 
propofes to maintain at his charge, as long as the war (hall lad in India, the troops 
which may be fent to him. 

2. He promifes to furnifli every necefiary for carrying on the war, wine and 
brandy excepted, with which he is wholly unprovided. 

3. He declares, that he has made every preparation to receive the fuccours 
which may be fent to him; and that on the arrival of the troops, the Commanders 
and Officers will find every thing necefl’ary for making a war, to which Europeans 
are but little accuftomed. 

4. In a word, he only waits the moment when the French (hall come to his 
aflidance, to declare war againd the Englifh, whom he ardently defires to expel 
from India. 

As it is impoflible for us to reduce the number of foldiers of the 107th and 
108th Regiments, and of the regular Guard of Port Fraternite, on account of the 
fuccours which we have furnifhed to our allies the Dutch, we invite the Citizens, 
who may be difpofed to enter as Volunteers, to enroll themfelves in their refpedtivc 
municipalities, and to ferve under the banners of Tippoo. 

This Prince defires alfo to be affided by the Free Citizens of Colour; we there¬ 
fore invite all fuch who are willing to ferve under his flag to enroll themfelves. 

We can aflure all the Citizens who fliall enroll themfelves, that Tippoo will 
allow them an advantageous rate of pay, the terms of which will be fixed with his 
ambafladors, who will further engage, in the name of their Sovereign, that all French¬ 
men who lhall enter into his armies, fhall never be detained after they (hall have 
exprefled a wi(h to return to their own country.

From Tippoo Sultaun : Received 24th October, 1798. 

The Talooks of Ameera and Souli'% in which Cauntmuhgie.'and Colvorbac/ree 
are fituated, have belonged to Couryai (Mangalore) from the year Rejah 1070 Mo- 
hurmnudee to the end of the year Shadab 1226, a term Of 156 years. Thirty-os 
years ago, a body of 2000 Coorga Peons were employed in ferviceof the State; and 
fotne villages in the Talooks above-mentioned, yielding 3423 pagodas, continued 
for a Ihort time to be afligned for their pay ; but fince fix-and-thirty years, that even 
.has ceafed.,!; This trivial affair can only be aferibed to the turbulent difpofitifcm of 
intcrefted men, who by nature are ever fecking opportunities of lowing the feeds of 
dLQenfiqn, Of this I am confident. Your Lordlhip muft be well convinced, the 
perfon who is now in Coorga is not of the pofterity of the Coorga Rajahs, but of a 
different flock. 

Conftantly gratify me with Friendly letters. 

Poftfcript. 

Mr. Duncan, the Governor of Bombay, bas written to me, that two perfons 
Of integrity and ability from among the civil officers (Talookdars) on the Coaft of 
Malabar, have been deputed to Inquire into the claims of the above-mentioned 
Talook, and wiil fhortly arrive. Orders have been iffued from my Sircar alfo, nomi¬ 
nating Shaikh Sbahaubuddien and Meet Mohumnlud Ally, perfons of integrity and 
honor, to negotiate with the deputies above-mentioned, and alcertain rrom records 
and faffs the dependency of the abovermehtioned Talooks in Couryai.

To Tippoo Sultaun : Written 8th November, 1798. 

1 have received your letter, informing me«-(Recites the fubftanCe of the Letter 
received on the 24th October.) 

It 
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It affords me fincere fatisfafhion to learn, that you have nominated two perfons Enclofure in 
of integrity and honor to meet and confer with the deputies appointed, utlddr my 
orders, by Mr. Dundan (the Governor of Bombay) for the pu'rpofe of inveftigaring 
the queftion regarding the Talooks of Ameera and Soulia. It is only by rntans 6f 
regular enquiry and amicable difcuffion, that fuch queftions can be adjufted among in¬ 
dependent Powers. My determination, in the cafe of Wynaad, wasdi&ated by thofe 
principles of juftice and moderation which always diredt the Company's Govern¬ 
ment ; nor fhall my fcrupulous adherence to the fame principles be lefs manifeft in 
my decifion on your claim to the diftridls at prefent in queltion; the poffeflion of 
which fhall not be withholden from you for an inftant, if, after full inveftigation, I 
fhall be fatisfied of the juftice of your title to them. 

It is a well known truth, that they are always the mod ready to refpett the juft 
rights of others, who are the moft vigilant and refolute to maintain their own. 

I have underftood your fentiments concerning the “ turbulent difpofition of 
“ intcrefted men, who by nature are ever feeking opportunities of fowing the feed* 

“ diffenfion.” For the happinefs of mankind it is to be lamented, that thefe authors 
of confufion are too numerous, afliduous, and fuccefsful, in all parts of the world. 

In no age or country were the baneful and infidious arts of intrigue ever cultivated with 
fuch fuccefs, as they are at prefent by the French Nation. I fincerely wifh that no , 
impreffion had been produced on your difcerning mind by that dangerous People; 
but my fituation enables me to know that they have reached your prefence, and have en¬ 
deavoured to pervert the wifdom of your councils, and to inftigate you to war againft 
thofe, who have given you no provocation. 

It is impoffible that you fhould fuppofe me to be ignorant of the intercourfe 
which fubfifts between you and the French, whom you know to be the inveterate 
enemies of the Company, and to be now engaged in an unjufl: war with the Britifh 
Nation. You cannot imagine me to be indifferent to the trarifaflions which have 
paffed between you and the enemies of my country ; nor does it appear neceflary or 
proper, that I fhould any longer conceal from you the furprize and concern with 
which I perceived you difpofed to involve yourfelf in all the ruinous confluences 
of a connection, which threatens not only to fubverc the foundations of friendfhip be¬ 
tween you and the Company, but to introduce into the Heart of your kingdom the 
principles of anarchy and confufion, to fhake your own authority, to weaken the 
obedience of your fubjedts, and to deftroy the religion which you revere. 

M Immediately 
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Immediately after my arrival in Bengal, 1 read your correspondence with the 
late Governor General Sir John Shore, and with the ailing Governor General Si? 
Alured Clarice; and I perceived with great l'atisfa&ion, that in all /pur Letters you 
conftantly profefied a difpofition to flrengthen the bonds of fincere attachment, and 
the foundations of harmony and concord eltablilhed between you and the Honorable 
Company. I received particular pleafurc from reading your lad Letter to Sir John 
Shore, in which you fignified your amicable defire, that he ihould imprefs me with 
a fenfe of the friendfhip and £ unanimity, fo long fubfilling between the two States. 
Your fubfequent letters to me have abounded with profeffions of the fame friendly 
nature. 

Combining thefe profeffions of amity on your part, with the proofs which the 
Company’s Government have given of their fincere difpofition to maintain the rela¬ 
tions of friendlhip and peace with you; and adverting, at the fame time, to your 
reputation for wifdom and difeernment, it was natural for me, to be extremely flow 
to believe the various accounts tranfinitted to me, of your negotiations with the 
French, and of your military preparations; but whatever my reludtance to credit 
iluch reports might be, prudence required, both of me and of the Company’s Allies, 
that we Ihould adopt certain meafures of precaution and felf-defencej and thefe 
have accordingly been taken, as you will no doubt have obferved. The Britifh 
Government and the Allies, wilhing neverthelefs to live in peace and friendlhip with 
all their neighbours; entertaining no projects of ambition, nor any views in the 
lead incompatible with their rtfpeftive engagements, and looking to no other objedls 
than the permanent fecurity and tranquillity of their own dominions and fubjedts, 
will always be ready, as they now are, to afford you every demonftration of their 
pacific difpofition. 

The Pcfhwah and His Highnefs the Nizam concur with me in the the obfer- 
vations which I have offered to you in this Letter, and which, in the name of the 
Company and of the Allies, I recommend 1:0 your mod l'erioos confideration; but 
as I am alfo defirous of communicating to you, on the behalf of the Company and 
their Allies, a plan calculated to promote the mutual fecurity and welfare of alt 
parties, I propofe to depute to you, for this purpofe, Major Doveton, who is well 
known to you, and who will explain to you more fully and particularly, the foie 
means which appear to myfelf and to the Allies of the Company, to be effectual for 
the falutary purpofe of removing all exiding diftrud and fufpicion, and of edablifh- 
ing peace and good undeiftanding on the mod durable foundations.

I expedt to have the pleafure of finding your anfwer to that Letter on my arrival 
at Madras, for which place 1 am on the point of fetting out from Calcutta; I hope 
to arrive at Madras about the fame time that this Letter reaches you, and fiiould any 
circumftances hitherto have prevented your anfwering my laft Letter of the Sth 
November, I allure myfelf that you will immediately, on your receipt of this, dif- 
patch a fatisfadtory reply to it, addrefied to me at Madras.

From. Tippoo Sukaun : received at Fort Sf. George 25th December 1798. 

I have been made happy by the receipt of your Lord (hip’s two friendly Letters, 
the contents of which I clearly comprehend (vide thole written 4th and 8th Novem¬ 
ber.) The particulars which your Lordfliip has communicated to me, relative to 
the viftory obtained by the Englilh Fleet over that of the French near the fhores of 
Egypt, nine of their (hips having been captured and two burned, on one of which 
of the latter was their Admiral, have given me more pleafure than can poffibly be 
conveyed by writing. Indeed I poffefs the firmed: hope that the Leaders of the 
Englifh and the Company Bahaudcr, who ever adhere to the paths of fincerjt), 
friendlhip, and good faith, and are the well-w ilhers of mankind, will at all times be 
fUccefsful and victorious; and that the French, who are of a crooked difpofition, 
faithlels, and the enemies of mankind, maybe ever depr.effed and ruined. Your 
Lordfliip has written to me with the pen of friendlhip, “ that in no age or country 
" were the baneful and inlidious arts of intrigue ever cultivated with fuch jfuccefs as 
“ they are at prefent by the French Nation. Would to God that no impreflion had 
“ been produced on my mind by that dangerous people; but that your Lardfliip’s 
“ funation enables you to know that they have reached my prefence, and have en- 
“ deavored to pervert the wifdom of my councils, to inftigate me to war againft 
41 thofe who have given me no provocation. That it is impolfible that I (hould 
** fuppofp your Lordfliip gnorant of the intercourfe which fubfifts between me and 
“ the French., who I know 10 be the inveterate enemies of the Company, and to be 
*■' now'engaged in an uojult war with the Britifh; and that I cannot imagine your 
** Lordfliip indifferent to the tranfa&ions which have palled between me and the 
“ enenves of the Englilh.” 

In this Sircar (the Gift of God) there is a mercantile tribe, who employ them- 
lei ves in trading by fea and land. Their agents putchafed a two-mafted vellel, and 
having loaded her with rice, departed with a view tp traffic. It happened that Ihe 
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went to the Mauritius, front whence forty perform, French, and of a dark colour, of 
whom ten or twelve were artificers, and the reft fervants, paying the hire of the {hip, 
came here in fearch of employment. Such as chofe to take fervice were entertained, 
and the remainder departed btyond the confines of this Sircar (the Gift of God)-, and 
the French, who are full of via and deceit, have perhaps taken the advantage of the 
departure of the fhip to put a^out reports with the view to ruffle the minds of both 
Sircars. 

It is the wi(h of my heart, md my conftant endeavour, to obferve and maintain 
the articles of the agreement of tieace, and to perpetuate and ftrengchen die bafis of 
friendfhip and union with the Sircar of the Company Bahauder, and with the Sircars 
of the Maha Rajah Saheb, Sure Munt Pelhwa Bahauder, and His Highnefs the Nabob 
Afuph Jah Bahauder. And I am jefident at home, at times taking the air, and at 
others amuling rnyfelf with huntingat a fpot which is ufed as a pleafure ground. In 
this cafe, the allufion to war in jpur friendly Letter, and the following paflage, 
namely, “ that prudence required that both the Company and their Allies lliould 
“ adopt certain meafures of precaution and felf-defence,” have given me the greateft 
furprize. 

“* | 

It was further written by youi friendly pen, that as your Lordfhip is defirous 
of communicating jo me, on the behali of the Company and their Allies, a plan cal¬ 
culated to promote the mutual fecuritj and welfare of all parties; your Lordlh’p 
propofes to depute to me for this purpcfe Major Doveton, who formerly waited upon 
me, and who will explain to me more fully and particularly the lole means which 
appear to your Lordlhip and the allies to be effedhual for the falutary purpofe of 
removing all exifting diftruft and fufpicion, and of cflablifhing peace and good 
underftanding on the muft durable foujdations; and that therefore your Lordlhip 
trulls I will let you know at what time and place it will be convenient to me to receive 
Major Doveton. It has been underllood, by the bleffing of the Almighty, at the 
conclufion of the peace, the treaties and erlgagements entered into among the four 
Sircars were fo firmly eftablilhed and confijmed as ever to remain fixed and durable, 
and be an example to the rulers of the age;; nor are they, nor will they ever be liable 
to interruption. I cannot imagine that means more effedlual than thefe can be 
adopted, for giving liability to the foundations of friendfhip and harmony, promot¬ 
ing the fecurity of States, or the welfare anti advantage of all parties. 

In the view of thofe who infpeft narrowly into the nature of friendlhip, peace 
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and amity are the firft of all objcds, as indeed your ijwiftiip has yourfetf written to 
me that the allied Sircars look to no other object than/.he fccurity and tranquillity of 
their own dominions, and the cafe and comfort of th* fubjeds. Praife be to God, 
that the fum of my views and the wilh of my heart /re limited to thde fame points. 
On fuch grounds then a juft and permanent obferya# of exlfting treaties is necef- 
fary j and thefc, under the favour of God, dail^Mcquire new tbeogth and im¬ 
provement, by means of amicable corrcfpondcnce. A our Lordfhip is a great Sirdar, 
a firm friend, and the redifier of all things, and y/u poffcfs an enlightened judg¬ 
ment. I have the ftrongeft hope that the minds Jbf the wife and intelligent, but 
particularly of the four States, will not be fullied/iy doubts and jealoufies, but will 
confider me from my heart defirous of harmony aid friendlhip. 

Continue to allow me the pleafure of your /orrefpondence, making me happy 
by accounts of you* health. What more fhall 1 j written ?

In purfuance of the intention which I. had the honour of communicating to 
you in my Letter of the xoth December, I embarked at Calcutta on the 25th of the 
fame month, and on the 31ft following ar/ivcd at this place. 

Previoufty to my departure from Calcutta, I had the honour to receive your 
Highnefs’s Letter of the 1 ith Jamaudy ubffaunee (20th November.) 

(Recapitulate.) 

My Letter to your Hrghnefs of the/ 8th November, will have explained to your 
Highnefs theobjed of the military prep irations which have been advancing in every 
part cf the dominions of the Allies, ever fince the beginning of the month of July. 

On 
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On my arrival at Madras, 1 had the honour to receive your I.etter of the 9th 
Rejeb (or 18th of December) in anfwer to my two Letters addrefl'ed to your High- 
nefs on the 4th and 8th of November. 

I am happy to find that in this Letter your Highnefs has been pleafed to admit 
<f That the Englifh Nation and the Honorable Company ever adhere to the paths 
“ of fincerity, friendfhip, and good faith ; and that they are the well-wifhers of 
“ mankind.” This declaration is peculiarly fatisfaftory to me in the prefent mo¬ 
ment, becaufe I am perfuaded that a Prince of your Highnefs’s difcernment would 
not exprefs fuch fentiments without full deliberation; I therefore accept with plea- 
fure this declaration, as affording not only an unequivocal teftimony, on the part of 
your Highnefs, tothejuftice of that caufe in which the Englifh Nation and the 
Company are engaged, but an unqualified admiflion that you have no ground of 
complaint againft the Englifh Government. 

In anfwer to that part of my Letter of the 8th of November, in which I la¬ 
mented the unhappy connexion which you have formed with the French Nation, 
your Highnefs is pleafed to mention, “ that in the Sircar (the Gift of God) there 
“ is a mercantile tribe, who employ themfelves in trading by fea and land : that their 
“ agents purchafed a two-mafted veffel, and having loaded her with rice, departed 
“ with the view to traffic : that it happened that fhe went to the Mauritius, from 
“ whence forty perfons, French and of a dark colour, of whom ten or twelve were 
“ artificers, and the reft fervants, paying the hire of the fhip, came to your country 
“ in fearch of employment: that fuch as chofe to take fervice were entertained, and 
“ the remainder departed beyond the confines of that Sircar (the Gift of God); and 
“ that the french, who are full of vice and deceit, have perhaps taken advantage 
,c of the departure of the fhip, to put about reports with the view to ruffle the minds 
of both Sircars.” 

I had no knowledge of the tranfaflion which your Highnefs has thus defcribedj 
until I had the honour to receive your Highnefs’s Letter. Nor was it to this tranf- 
a&ion I adverted, when I expreffed my concern at the intercourfe which your High¬ 
nefs had eftabliffled with the French. The fadts to which I referred, were of a na¬ 
ture entirely different from thofe which your Highnefs has related. If the tranfac- 
tion of which I complained had not indifputably proved the exiftence of a connec¬ 
tion between your Highnefs and the French, entirely incompatible with your en¬ 
gagements to the Honorable Company, and to its Allies, neither the Allies nor I 
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would hav-e refortfcl to thofe meafures of pEccaUtioti and defence which have attrafled 
your Highnefs's attention. 

I will now fully and explicitly ftate to your Highnefs, the ctr’cumftances to 
which I refe rred in my Letter of the 8th of November, wherein iremonftrated againft 
the tendency of your intercourfe with the 1: tench. 

Although I had been, for fome time paft, apprized that your Highnefs had 
engaged with feveral Powers of Alia, in various negotiations of the mod hoftile ten¬ 
dency towards the intcredsof the Company and of its Abies ; and although your con¬ 
tinued military preparations covrefponded with the fpirit of your negotiations; I (till 
hoped that a fenfc of your own interefb, and a regard to the acknowledged maxims 
of prudence and good faith, would have induced you to relinquifh projeds of ag- 
greffion fo inconfiftent with your own profeffions, with your real interefts, and with 
the charader of your wijfdom and discretion. But I had fcarcely formed that decifion 
on your Highnefs’s claim lb Wynaad (by which 1 had afforded an unqueftionable 
teflimony of my tlifpofuion to render impartial and ample juffice to your rights, and 
to cultivate and improve the relations of amity and peace with your Highnefs) when 
I received from the Ifle of France, an authentic copy of the proclamation, a Perfian 
tranflation of which accompanies this letter. 

In addition to this proclamation, 1 poffefs full and accurate information of all 
the proceedings of your Highnefs’s Ambafladovs during their refidence in the lilt of 
France; of the whole cf their cotidud in exerciftng the powers delegated to them by 
your Highnefs,' and of your Highnefs’s condud lince the return of your Am- 
bafladors. 

From the whole evidence in my pofieffion, the following fads are inconteftibly 
proved. 

Your Highnefs difpatcbed two AmbalTadors from your Prefence, who embarked 
at Mangalore for the Ifle of France, and arrived there at the clofe of the month of 
January? 1798 *• The fhip on which the Ambaffadors were embarked, hoifted your 
Highnefs’s colours upon entering the harbour of Port Nord Oueflin the Ifle of France. 
Your Ambaffadors were received publicly and formally by the French Government 

under a falute of cannon, and with every circumftance of diftindion and refped; 
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and they were entertained, during their continuance on the Illand, by the French 
Government, at the public expence. 

Previoufly to the arrival of your Ambafladors on the Hand, no idea or rumour 
exifted there of any arid to be furnifhed to your Highnefs by the French; 06 of any 
profpeft of a war between your Highnefs and the Company. But within two days 
after the arrival of your Ambafladors, the Proclamation, of which I now forward to 
you a tranflation, was fixed up in the mod public places, and circulated through the 
Town of Port Nord Oueft. 

Your Ambafladors, far from protefting againft the matter or ftyle of the Pro¬ 
clamation, held without referve, in the mod public manner, the fame language which 
it contains with refpedt to the offenfive war to be commenced by your Highnefs 
againft the Britifti poflfcffions in India •, and they even fuffered the Proclamation, to 
be publicly diftributed at their own houfes. 

In confequence of thefe circumftances, anuniverfal belief prevailed in the Illand, 
that your Highnefs would make an immediate attack upon the Britifti pofleffions 

in India. 

Your Ambafladors were prefent in the Ifland, when the French Government pro¬ 
ceeded to a£t under the Proclamation in queftion ; and your Ambafladors aided and 
afiifted the excution of the Proclamation, by making promifes, in the name of your 
Highnefs, for the purpofe of inducing recruits to enlift in your fervice. Your Am- 
baffkdors propofed to levy men to any practicable extent, flating their powers to be 
unlimited with refpedt to the numbers of the forces to be raifed in your Highnefs’s 
name, for the purpofe of making war on the Company. 

The Ambafladors entered into certain ftipulations and engagements, in the 
name of your Highnefs, according to the tenor of the Proclamation (fee the margin) * 
with feveral Frenchmen, and others who entered into your fervice, particularly with 
Monfieur Dubuc, whom the Ambafladors engaged in your Highnefs’s name, for 


* Wc can allure all the Citizens who fliali enroll themfelvcs, that Tippoo will allow them an ad¬ 
vantageous rate of pay, the terms of which will be fixed with his Ambafladors ; who will further en¬ 
gage, in the name of their Sovereign, that all Frenchmen who (hall enter into hk armies, fliail never be 
detained, after they fliail have exprefled a wifh to return to their own country. 
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the exprefs purfiofc of affifting in the war to bs commenced by jour ■Higtaeti 
againft the English in India.- 

The Proclamation therefore is proved to have been the ad of your AmbafTadors. 
St originated in the.r ttttiv,! at the Me of France; it was diftribuced by then 
q Jm tSi i t was avowed in every part by their own public declarations; and, finally, 
h was executed, according to its tenor, by their perfonal affiftance and co-operation. 

On the 7th of March 175)8, the Ambaffa.ton embarked at Port Nord On&ft, 
on board the French frigate La Preneufe, together with the force thus railed in 

your Highnefs’s name. 

This French frigate, with your AmbafTadors, and with the troops railed in the 
rnenrds country for your fervice, arrived at Mangalore about the 26th of April 
'L'fc Your Highuefs permitted this force to land in your dominions ; and far 
from* manifefling the lead fymptom of di Approbation of the concutt of your 
Atnbafliidors in any part of this trapfaftion, you formally received them, anu the 
French Officers and principal perfens who accompanied them, with public marks 
of honor and diftindion j and you now entertain in your ferv.ee a large p*rt 
of the force thus raffed, for the purpofe of making war upon the Honoraofe 

Company. 

From thefe feveral fa< 51 s, the following conelufions lefult. 






Firft That the Ambaflklors difpatched by your Highnefs to the IAe of i'ranee 
did propoYe, and actually did conclude, an offenfive alliance with the French, for 
the exprefs purpofe of commencing a war of aggreffion againft the Company, and 
confequently againft the Allies, the Paiihwa and the Nizam. 


Secondly. That your Highnefs’s AmbafTadors demanded military fticcovirs 
from 'the 0 French for" he purpofe of profiting the faid war; and declared that 
vour Highnefs had already completed your hoftile preparations againft the Com- 
L, (ami confequently againft the Allies) ; and that you only watted the atnva, 
of effectual aid from the French to break out into open noftilmes. 


Thirdly That your Highnefs’s AmbafTadors levied a mil.tary force in the life 
of France under the conditions of the Proclamation, and for the avowed pfirpole 
of carrying into effect the offenfive alliance, comra^ed m the name of you, 
Highnefs, with the enemy of the Company, and of the Allies. 


Fourthly, 
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Fourthly, That your Highnefs approved the condudt of your Ambaffadors, Ed°fare 
fuffered the French force, raifed for the purpofe of making war upon the Company 
and the Allies, to be landed in your country, and finally admitted the laid force 

into your army. 

Fifthly, That your Highnefs, by thefe feveral perfonal and unequivocal adts, 
has ratified the engagements contained in the Proclamation publifhed in the Ifie of 
France; and has taken the preliminary fieps for fulfilling thole engagements 
according to the tenor of that Proclamation; and that you have thereby precluded 
whatever hope might otherwife have been entertained, that the proceedings of your 
Highnefs’s Ambaffadors were unauthorized by your orders. 

Sixthly, That your Highnefs has for fome time pad been employed in military 
preparations, conformably to the hoftile fpirit of your engagements, contracted with 
the enemy of the Company and of the Allies. 

Seventhly, That your Highnefs was prepared to make an unprovoked attack 
upon the Company’s poffelfions, if you had obtained from the French the effectual 
fuccour which you had folicited through your Ambaffadors. 

Eighthly, That your Highnefs, by thefe feveral acts, has violated the treaties 
of peace and friendfhip fubfifting between your Highnefs and the Allies. 

Such are the grounds on which I founded my complaint, in my letter of the 
8 th of November; and fuch are the motives which now compel the Allies to feek 
relief from that ambiguous and anxious ftate in which they have been placed, 
for fome years paft, by the condudt of your Highnefs. The Allies complain that 
your frequent preparations for war, together with your hoftile negoclations and 
offenfive alliances with the enemy, continually expol'e the Allies, during a period 
of fuppofed peace, to all the folicitude and hazard and much of the expcnce 
of war. 

Even under all thefe circumftances of provocation, the Allies entertain the 
molt earned; defire to eftablifh with your Highnefs a real and fubftantial peace, 
accompanied by the intercourfe and good offices ufual among friendly and con¬ 
tiguous ftates. We ard, therefore, ready to renew and confirm the bonds of amity 
with your Highnefi, on fuch conditions as (hall preclude the continuance of 
thofe jealoufies, which mud fubfift fo long as a final and fatisfadbory adjuftment of 
all caufes of fufpicion Hull be delated. 


Your 
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Tour Highnefs !» pleafed to fay, << That you cannot imagine how means, more 
'Nf'VHI. c ( e {f e( aual than the exifting treaties, can be adopted for giving liability to the 
« foundations of friendfhip and harmony, or for promoting the fccurity of the 
« States, and the welfare and advantage of all parties. 

In this fentiment I entirely concur with your Highne's; and if your Highnefs s 
wifdom had not been yververted, by evil councils, from a due oofervance oi your 
engagements with the .Allies, no new or more cffedual means would now be neceffary 
« for giving [lability to the foundations of friendfhip and harmony, or for promot¬ 
ing the fecurity of the States, and the welfare and advantage of all parties.’^ But 
a new arrangement is become indifpeniable, in coniequence of your Highnefs s new 
engagements with the common enemy of the Allies. And I again entreat your 
Highnefs to meet with cordiality the friendly and moderate advance of the Allies, 
towards an amicable fettletnent of every ground of jealouiy and danger. 

Had your Highnefs received Major Doveton, that gentleman would have ex¬ 
plained to your Highnefs, on the part of the Company and of the Allies, how tots 
advantageous arrangement is to be obtained. 

The Allies, being always anxious to enter into the friendly explanation with 
your Highnefs, I once more call upon your Highnefs, in the moft fenous and foletnn 
manner, to affent to the admiffion of Major Doveton, as a meafuje which 1 am 
confident would be prod naive of the moft lading advantages to all parties. 

I trufl that your Highnefs will favour me with a friendly letter in reply to this-, 
and I moft earneftly requeft that your reply may not be deferred for more than one 
day after this letter {hall reach your Prefence; dangerous confequences refult from 
the delay of arduous affairs.

From Tippoo Sultaun: Received 13th February, 1799. 



I have been much gratified by the agreeable receipt of your Lordfhip’s two 
friendly Letters; the firft, brought by a Camelman, the laft by Hircarrahs; and 
underftood their contents. The Letter of the Prince in Ration, like Tumfheid with 
angels as his guards, with troops numerous as the liars, the Sun illuminating the 
world, the Heaven of empire and dominion, the luminary giving fplendour to the 
Univerfe, the firmament of glory and power, the Sultaun of the fea and the land, 
the King of Room (i. e. the Grand Seignor) be his empire and his power perpetual, 
addreffed to me, which reached you through the Britifh Envoy, and which you 
tranfmitted, has arrived. Being frequently difpofed to make excurfions and hunt, I 
am accordingly proceeding upon a hunting excurfion. You will be pleafed to dif- 

patch Major Doveton (about whofe coming your friendly pen has repeatedly written) 
flightly attended. 

Always continue to gratify me by friendly Letters, notifying your welfare.

To Tippoo Sultaun. Written 22d February, 1799. 

I had the honour, on the 13th inftanr, to receive your Letter, acknowledging 
your receipt of ray two Letters of the 9th and 16th January, informing me of your 
intention to proceed on a hunting excurfion, and. defiring me to difpatch Major 
Doveton unattended to you, 

I lament moft fincerely, that the friendly intimation contained in my Letter of 
the 9th Janyary, regarding the dangers, of delay, produced no eM on your dis¬ 
cerning mind, and chat you deferred your reply to that Letter to fo late a period of 
the feafon, Your long filence on this important and prefling occafion, compelled 
me to adopt the refolution of ordering the Britiih forces to advance in concert with 
the armies of the Allied Powers. You are not ignorant that the period of the feafon 
rendered the advance of the army abiolutely neceflary to the common fecurity of the 
Allies. This movement, of the army is to be imputed entirely to your repeated re¬ 
jection of my amicable propofal of (ending an Ambaffador to your Prefence. 

Under the prefent circumftances, to fend Major Doveton to you, could not be 
attended with thofe advantages which would have refulted from his million at a pro¬ 
per feafon. 

The AUies, however, retaining an anxious defire to effect an adjuftment with 
you. Lieutenant General Harris, Commander of the Britiih troops, has been em¬ 
powered to receive any embafi'y which you (hall difpatch to him. Lieutenant Ge¬ 
neral Harris will alfo authorize fuch perfons as he may think proper, to concerc, 
in communication with your Ambaffadors, a new treaty of friendfhip with your 
Highnefs, founded on fuch conditions as appear to the Allies to be indifpenfably 
ncceflary to the eftablilhment of a fecure and permanent peace.

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(j.)— —-Copy of a Declaration of the Right Honorable the 
Governor General in. Council, for all the Forces and Affairs of the 
Britiih Nation in the Eaft-Indies, on Behalf of the Honorable the 
East-India Company and the Allies of the faid Company, their 
Highneffes the Nizam and the Peshwa. 
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A folemn treaty of peace and friendfhip was concluded at Seringapatam, be¬ 
tween the Honorable Company, and the Nabob Afoph Jah and the Peffiwa, on the 
one part, and the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun on the other part; and from that day all 
commotion and hoftility ceafed. Since that day, the three Allied States have inva¬ 
riably manifefted a facred regard for the obligations contracted under that treaty with 
the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun. Of this uniform difpofition, abundant proofs have been 
afforded by each of the Allies. Whatever differences have arifen with regard to the 
limits of the territory of Myfore, have been amicably adjufted without difficulty, 
and with the moft exaCt attention to the principles of equity, and to the ftipulations 
of treaty. Such has been the folicitude of the Allies for the prefervation of tran- 
quillitv that they have viewed with forbearance, for fome years paft, various em- 
baffies and military preparations on the part of Tippoo Sultaun, of a tendency fo 
evidently hoftile to the interefts of the Allies, as would have juftified them, not only 
in the moft ferious remonftrances, but even in an appeal to Arms. On the part of 
the Britifh Government every endeavour has been employed to conciliate the confi¬ 
dence of the Sultaun, and to mitigate his vindictive fpirit, by the moft unequivocal 
acknowledgment and confirmation of his juft rights, and by the removal of every 
caufe of iealoufv, which might tend to interrupt the continuance of peace. Thefe 
pacific fentiments have been moft particularly manifefted in the Governor General’s 
recent decifion on Tippoo Sultaun’s claim to the diftrift of Wynaad, and m the 
negotiation opened by his Lordffiip with regard to the diftrifts of Ameera and Sou- 
, la In every inftance the conduit of the Britifh Government in India towards 
Tippoo Sultaun, has been the natural refult of thofe principles of moderation, juf- 
tice and good faith, which the Legiflature of Great Britain, and the Honorable the 
Eaft-India Company, have firmly eftabliffied as the unalterable rule of their mter- 
courfe with the Native Princes and States of India. 

The exemplary good faith and the pacific difpofition of the Allies, fince the con- 

clufion of the treaty of Seringapatam, has never been difputed even by Tippoo Sul- 
' taun. 
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taun. Far from having attempted to allege even the pretext of a complaint againft 
their conduct, he has conftantly acknowledged their juftice, fincerity, and good 
faith; and has preferred, in the mod cordial terms, his defire to maintain and 
strengthen the foundations of harmony and concord with them. 

In the mid ft of theft amicable profefiions on the part of Tippoo Sultaun, and 
at the moment when the Britifh Government had iftiied orders for the confirmation 
of his claim to Wynaad, it was with aftonifljment and indignation that the Allies 
dii'covered the engagements which he had contracted 'with t ie french Nation, in 
direft- violation of the Treaty of Seringapatam, as well as of his own mod folcmn 
and recent proteftations of friendftllp towards the Allies. 

Under the malt of thefe. fpecious profefiions, and of a pretended veneration for 
the obligations of treaty, Tippoo Sultaun difpatched Ambatfadors to the Ifte of 
France, who, in a period of profound peace in India, propofed and concluded, in 
his name, an oftenfive alliance wjth the Ftench, for the avowed purpofe of com¬ 
mencing a war of aggrefiion againft the Company, and confcquently againft the 
Fefhwa and the Nizam, the Allies of the Company. 

The Ambafladors, in the name of Tippoo Sultaun, demanded military fuccours 
from the French, and actually levied a military force in the Me of France, with the 
declared view of profecuting the intended war. 

When the Ambafladors returned, in a French (hip of war, from the Me of 
France, Tippoo Sultaun (offered the military force, which they had levied for the 
avowed purpofe of making war upon the Allies, to land in his country ; and finally, 
he admitted it into his army : By thefe perfonal afts ratifying and confirming the 
proceedings of his Ambafladors. 

This military force, however, was not fufficiently ‘powerful to enable him im¬ 
mediately to attempt his declared purpofe of attacking the Company’s pofleffions j 
but in the meanwhile he advanced his hoftile preparations conformably to his engage¬ 
ments with the French ; and he was ready to move his army into the Company’s 
territories, whenever he might obtain from France the effectual luccours, winch he had 
affiduoufty foliated from that nation. 

But the providence of God, and the victorious arms of the Britifh nation, JruF 
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trated his vain hopes, and checked the prefumptuous career of the French in Egypt, 
at the moment when he anxioufly expe&ed their arrival on the Coalt of Malabar. 

The Britifh Government, the Nizam, and the Pefhwa, had not omitted the 
neceffary precaution of affembling their forces for the joint proteftion of their refpec- 
tive dominions. The ftrid principles of felf-defence would have juftified the Allies 
at that period of time in making an immediate attack upon the territories of Tippoo 
Sultaun j but even the happy intelligence of the glorious fuccefs of the Britifh lleec at 
the Mouth of the Nile, did not abate the anxious defire of the Allies to maintain the 
relations of amity and peace with Tippoo Sultaun. They attempted, by a moderate 
reprefentation, to recall him to a fenfe of his obligations, and of the genuine principles 
of prudence and policy ; and they employed every effort to open the channels of 
negotiation, and to facilitate the means of amicable accommodation. With thefe 
falutriry views the Governor General, on the 8th November 1798, in the name of 
the Allies, propofed to difpatch an Ambaffador to Tippoo Sultaun, for the purpofe 
of renewing the bonds of friendlhip, and of concluding fuch an arrangement as might 
afford effectual fecurity againftany future interruption of the public tranquillity •, and 
his Lordfhip repeated the fame propofal on the iorh December 179s. Tippoo Sultaun 
declined, by various evafions and fubterfuges, this friendly and moderate advance 
on the part of the Allies, and he manifefled an evident difpofition to reject the means 
of pacific accommodation, by fuddenly breaking up, in the month of December, 
the conferences which had commenced with refpett to the diftricts of Ameera and 
Soula, and by interrupting the intercourfe between his fubje&s and thofe of the 
Company on their refpedtive frontiers. On the 9th of January 1799, the Governor 
General being arrived at Fort St. George (notvvithftar.ding thefe difeouraging circum- 
ftances in the conduct of Tippoo Sultaun) renewed with increafed earneftnefs, the ex- 
preffion of his Lordfhip’s anxious defire to difpatch an Ambaffador to the Sultaun. 

The Governor General exprefsly folicited the Sultaun to return an anfwer within 
one day to this Letter; and as it involved no propofition either injurious to the rights, 
dignity, or honour of the Sultaun, in any degree novel or complicated either in form or 
fubftance, it could not require a longer confideration. The Governor General waited 
with the utmoft folicitude for an anfwer to the reafonable and diftindt propofition 
contained in his Letter of the 9th January 1799. Tippoo Sultaun, however, who 
muft have received this Letter before the 15th of January, remained filent, although 
the Governor General had plainly apprized that Prince, that dangerous confequences 

would 
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already advanced tofo late a period, as to render a fpeedy dccifion indifperifable to the 
fecurity of the Allies: Under thefe circomftances, on the 3d of February (eight days 
having elspfed from the period when an anfwer might have been received from Se* 
ringaparam to the Governor General's Letter of the 9th of January) his LordHiip 
declared to the Allies, that the necefiary meafures mu ft now be adopted, without 
delay, for feeuring fuch advantages as fhould place the common fafecy of the Allies 
beyond the reach of the infincerity of Tippoo Sultann, and of the violence of the 
French. With this view, the Governor General on the 3d of February iflued 
orders to the Britifh armies to march, and fignified to the Commander of His Ma- 
jetty’s fquadron, that the obftinatc filence or the Sultaun mutt be considered as a 
rejection of the propoled amicable negotiation. 

At length, on the 13th of February, a Letter from Tippoo Sultaun reached the 
Governor General; in which the Sultaun fignifies to his Lordfhip “That being 
“ frequently difpofed to make excurfions and hunt, he was accordingly proceeding 
upon a hunting excurtton adding “ That the Governor General would be pteafed 
“ to dilpatch Major Doveton to him, unattended.” 

The All ies will not dwell on the peculiar phrafes of this letter; but it mutt be 
evident to all the States of India, that the anfwer of the Sultaun has been deferred 
to this late period of the feafon, with no other view than to preclude the Allies, by 
infidious delays, from the benefit of thofc advantages which their combined military 
operations would enable them to fecure. On thofe advantages alone (under the 
recent experience of Tippoo. Sulraun’s violation of the Treaty of Seringapatam., and 
under the peculiar circumftances of tha: Prince’s ofFenfive alliance with the French) 
can the Allies now venture to rely for rhe faithful execution of any treaty of peace 
concluded with Tippoo Sultaun. 

The Allies cannot fuller Tippoo Sultaurv to profit by his own ftudied and fyfte-- 
matic delay, nor to impede fuch a difpofition of their military and naval force, as fhall 
appear belt calculated to give effeft to their juft views. 

Bound by the facred obligations of public faith, profefling the moft amicable 
difpofition, and undifturbed in the pofieffion o( thofe dominions fecurcd to him by 
treaty, Tippoo Sultaun wantonly violated the relations of amity and peace, and 

compelled 
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compelled the Allies to arm in defence of their rights, their happinefs, and their 
honor. 

For a period of three months, he obfiinately rejected every pacific overture, in 
the hourly expedition of receiving that fuccour, which he ha 9 eagerly foliched for 
the profecution of his favorite purpofes of ambition and revenge. Difappointed in 
his hopes of immediate vengeance and conqueft, he now reforts to fubterfuge and 
procraftination, and by a tardy, reluCtant, and infidious acquiefcence, in a propo- 
fition which he had fo long and repeatedly declined, he endeavors to frufirate the 
precautions of the Allies, and to protraCt every effectual operation, until fome change 
of circumflances and of feafon {hall revive his .expectations of difturbing the trati” 
quillity of India, by favoring the irruption of a French army. 

The Allies are equally prepared to repel his violence, and to counteract his 
artifices and delays. 

The Allies are therefore refolved, to place their army in fuch a pofition as (hall 
afford adequate protection againft any artifice or infmeerity, and fliall preclude the 
return of that danger, which has fo lately menaced their pofirfhons. The Allies, 
however, retaining an anxious defire to effeCt an adjuftment with Tippoo Sultaur, 
Lieutenant General Harris, Commander in Chief of His Majefly’s and the Honor¬ 
able Company’s forces on the Coaft of Coromandel and Malabar, is authorized to 
receive any Embaflfy which Tippoo Sultaun may difpatch to the Head Quarters of. 
the Britifh Army, and to concert a treaty on fuch conditions as appear to the Allies 
to be indifpenfabiy neceflary for the eftablifhment of a fecure and permanent peace.

Extract of a Letter from Lord Mounington to the Secret Com¬ 
mittee; dated Fort St. George, 2zd April 1799. 

Since my arrival at this Prelidency, I have addrefled three feparate Letters to 
your Honorable Committee, under date the * 13th January, 13th February, and 
35th March 1799 ; my feparate Letters of the 20th of March, and oi this date, to 


* The fubftancc of thefe Letters have been detailed in Lord Mornin^ton’a Letter of the 20th 
March 1799* 
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the Court of Directors, and the Letter to your Honorable Committee from the Go¬ 
vernor General in Council at Fort St. George, of the 7th April, contain a view 
of fuch events as have happened in this quarter fince the date of my laft Letter to 
you. 

To thefe advices, I do not feel it neceflary to add any thing at prefint, further 
than my affurance that every circuniflance promifes a fpeedy and advantageous 
iffue to the war with Tippoo Sulcaun, and that all Inch private intelligence as I have 
received concurs to favor this expectation. 

I have the fatisfadtion to inform you, that notwithftanding the export of 40 
lacs of rupees in fpecie to this Prefidency, and the adtual commencement of hoftilicies 
with Tippoo Sultaun, the difeount upon all the public fecurities in Bengal has ex¬ 
perienced a confiderable diminution during the courfe cf the laft month-, and with 
the aid of the fupplies in fpecie which we expedt from England, I flatter myfelf 
that I fhall be enabled, within a Ihort period of time, to diredt an enlargement of 
the Commercial Inveftmcnt at all the Prefidencies. 1 am naturally impatient to 
return to Bengal, but the experience of every hour convinces me more ftrongly that 
the avowed projedfs of Tippoo Sultaun, combined with his acknowledged means of 
carrying them into effedt, have been among the mod efficient caufes, not only of 
the decline of public and private credit in Bengal, but alfo of encouragement to 
the diforderly and difaffedted clafs of your fubjedis. I am therefore perfuaded, that 
the efFedfual redudfion of Tippoo’s means of mifehief is indifpenfable to the welfare 
and tranquillity of all your pofieffions. Under this impreffion, 1 feel it to be my 
duty to remain at this Prefidency as long as my prefe'nce can in any degree contribute 
to the energy and vigour of our military operations. 

By the latcft accounts from Conftantinople it appears, that General Buonaparte’s 
army ftill confifts of 17 or 18,000 fighting men. The Government of Bombay 
have fitted out an expedition againft the Ifland of Perim, according to your orders. 
You will probably learn from them, that I called their attention to the fame object, 
as loon as I learnt the arrival of the French in Egypt. My Letter reached Bombay 
towards the conclufion of the month of Odtober, but my fuggeftion was not executed, 
in confequence ol a fuppofed deficiency of water on the Ifland of Perim. 

Upon receiving a fimilar fuggeftion from me, Admiral Rainier forwarded a oon- 

S ditional 
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ditional order, for the occupation of the Ifland, to-Commodore Blankett by the Cen¬ 
turion. Since the receipt of your orders, however, I underftand it has been afeer- 
tained at Bombay, that t,he llland of Perim is not deficient in water.

Extract of a Letter from the Right Honorable the Governor 
General in Council to the Secret Committee; dated Fort St. 
George, the 18th April 1799. 

The Governor General having Informed us, that he has communicated, in fe- 
parate diipatches to your Committee, and to the Court of Directors, the general 
caufes which have compelled his Lordlhip to arm for offenfive war againft Tippoo 
Sultaun, the grounds and principles on which his Lordfhip’s repeated applications 
to Tippoo for the admiffion of an Embafly from the Supreme Government have 
been founded, as well as the general political ftate of India, we think it premature, 
at this ftage of affairs, to enter into any detailed explanation of the ftate of the war, 
or of the important coniequences which are likely to follow its termination. 

Wc are defirous however to take this opportunity of exprefling our entire con¬ 
currence in the juftice and neceffity of the war in which we arc now engaged, being 
convinced Tippoo Sultaun’s repeated ev-afions of the Governor General’s pacific pro¬ 
portions, as well as his attempt to fruftrajie the advantages of our military prepa¬ 
rations by an infidious and tardy acceptance of the negotiation which he had fo 
long declined, left no other means of fecuring your interefts than thofe which the 
Governor General has employed. We are further confirmed in this opinion, by 
reflefling on the pofiibilicy of Tippoo deriving fome of the advantages whioh he 
expc&ed from his alliance with the French, as we are ftill entirely ignorant of the 
condition of the French Army in Egypt, as well as the ftate of our naval defences 
in the Red Sea, no intelligence having yet been obtained of Commodore Blankctt's 
arrival at his deftined ftation. 

Under thefe circumftances, every principle of felf-defence, and of prudent 

precaution. 
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precaution, required that the Sultaun Ihould be deprived of the power of availing; 
himfelf of the afliftance of the French, before it would reach his dominions. Im- 
prefied with thefe fentiments, we (hall continue to pay the mod vigilant attention 
to this important objedt; and we beg leave to aflure you of our mod cordial co¬ 
operation, and our mod zealous fupport, of the meafures which the Governor Ge¬ 
neral has already adopted, or which his Lordlhip may yet think it advifeable to 
adopt, for the attainment of thefe objedts. 

In reflecting upon the adtual (late of things, it is impoflible not to advert to the 
perfedt fecurity which we poflefs in the Decan, from the vigorous and decifive 
meafures adopted for the fuppreflion of the French Intereft at Hyderabad, and from 
the intimate connedtion which at prefent fo happily fubfifls between the Company 
and His Highnefs the Nizam; and which has not only relieved us from the 
anxiety inseparable from the former growth and extent of French Influence at that 
Court, but has enabled us, at the critical jundture of a war with Tippoo Sultaun, 
to bring the whole of the fubfidiary force, with a large portion of the Nizam’s, into 
the Myfore Country. The unremitting exertions which have been made for the 
removal of our pecuniary embarraflments, have enabled us to furmount the difficul¬ 
ties which appeared to oppofe the progrefs of the army. 

We have the confequent fatisfadlion of informing you, that the army under 
Lieutenant General Harris, equipped beyond all former comparifon in the great de¬ 
partments of ordnance, (lores, grain, provifions, bullocks, and fpecie, within eight 
months'from the iflue of our firft orders for afiembling it, and within one month 
fince it eroded our frontier, has finally taken up its ground for the fiege of Serin- 
gapatam. 

The detailed fuccefies of the Commander in Chief, his able difpofitions and 
movements, the brilliant advantage obtained by the Bombay Army under Lieutenant 
General Stuart over the flower of Tippoo’s army, commanded by the Sultaun in 
perfon, the extenflve and important afiiflance furnifhed by our faithful Ally the 
Rajah of Coorga, and the cordial co-operation of His Excellency Rear Admiral 
Rainier, will be fubjedls of more detailed difpatches at a future period ; but we 
have thought it our duty, which we execute with particular fatisfadlion, to commu¬ 
nicate to your Committee the unrivalled pre-eminence of the Britifh Power in India, 
the fecurity which we derive from our fuccefies at Hyderabad and in Myfore, 

againft 
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againft any prefen t or future efforts, either of intrigue or force, on the part of the 
French Republic, and the well-founded expectations which we entertain From the 
Hate of your alliances and the efficiency of your military force, of cftablifhing your 
interefts in India upon a footing of permanent liability.

Copy of a Letter from the Right Honorable the Governor General 
to the Court of Directors ; dated Fort St. George, zoth April, 1799. 

To the Honorable the Court of Directors for the Affairs of the Honorable the 
United Company of Merchants of England trading to the Eaft-Indie;;. 

Honorable Sirs, ' 

1. I now proceed to fubmit to you a detail of the operations of the armies in 
Myfore. 

2. The. Army of Bombay under the command of Lieutenant General Stuart, 
marched from Cananore on the at ft of February, arrived at the head of the Pondi- 
cherrinr Ghaut on the 25th of the fame month, and cook poft at Seedapoor and 
Sedafere on the 2d of March, for the protection of the large fupplies which had 
been collected at Verajunder Pett in the diftridt of Coorga. From thefe pofnions, on 
Lieutenant General Harris’s approach. Lieutenant General Stuart intended to form 
a jundtion with the army of Madras. 

3. The army of Madras, under the command of Lieutenant General Harris, 
entered the territory of Myfore on the 5th of March, when Lieutenant General 
Harris forwarded to Tippoo Sultaun my Letter (forming N? 8, of the fincloi'ure$ 
of my feparate difpatch co your Honorable Court, of the 2.0th March) tinu pub- 
lifted the declaration forming N? 9, of the Enclofures of the fame difpatch. 

4. The operations of the army of Madras commenced by the reduction of 
feveral forts upon the frontier.. Some of thefe forts furrendered without any refifi¬ 
ance, and none of them were defended with fpiriry although the Sultaun appears, 

3 from 
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from the improved eftablilhment on which he had placed their garrifons, to have 
provided as well as he could for a different reliilt. 

5. The progrefs of the army of Madras, owing to its ample equipments in 
every department, particularly in that of the ordnance, neceffary for the fiege of 
Seringapatam, was unavoidably flow; its movements, however, were but little 
impeded by the enemy. Confiderable bodies of horfe hovered about its line of 
march, but without any other effed than that of rendering the communications with 
the Company's territories extremely difficult. Some parties of horfe attacked the 
Mizam’6 Contingent, and His Highnefs’s Cavalry are reported by General Harris to 
have conduded themfelves with great fpirit, a circumftance which may partly be 
attributed co the improvements recently introduced into the difcipline and eftablifh- 
ments of His Highnefs’s Cavalry, at the recommendation of the Britifh Refident, 
under my inftrudions. 

6. At the period when the army of Madras entered Myfore, Tippoo Sultaun 
was fuppoled to be encamped in the vicinity of Maddoor, and to be preparing to 
move in the diredion of Bangalore, for the purpofe of oppofing the progrefs of the 
army of Madras, in the event of Lieutenant General Harris actually palling the 
frontier; but it foon appeared, that although the Sultaun had fo recently affeded a 
difpofition to admit an Embaffy from the Britiffi Government, he had probably no 
other view than to conceal the defign which he had formed, of (hiking a hidden 
and early blow againft the army of Bombay ; for without allowing me the fame time 
to anfwer his laft Letter which he had taken for replying to thofe addreffed by 
me to him, and without waiting to hear of the adual commencement of hoftilities 
on the part of the Britifh Government, he came to the refolution of attacking the 
army of Bombay, then affembled beyond the line of his frontier in the cbftrid ot 
Coorga, under the Command of Lieutenant General Stuart. 

7. For this purpofe Tippoo, taking with him the flower of his army, appears 
to have marched from his camp near Cenapatam on the 28th of February, (when 
Lieutenant General Harris was (till within the Company’s territories) and moving 
rapidly in the diredion of Periapatam, to have arrived there on the morning of the 
5th of March, being the fame day on which Lieutenant General Harris entered My* 
fore on the Eaftern Frontier. 


V 
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8. On the 6th of March, Tippoo Sultaun pafied his own frontier, and attack¬ 
ed a detachment of the army of Bombay, under the Command of Lieutenant Gene¬ 
ral Stuart, the total flrengtb of whofe entire army'did not amount to more than fix 
thoufand fighting men. The attack, of the Suiraun’s force was fultained by a body 
not exceeding two thoufand men, and the Sultaun’s army was finally defeated arid 
completely difperfed, before General Stuart could col left the whole of his divided 
force. It is with infinite Satisfaction that I enclofe, for information of your Honor- 

Vide’NT XII able Court, the Paper marked (N? i,) containing General Stuart's account of this 
brilliant and important aftion, which took place at Scedafere on the 6th March. 

9. After this fignal defeat, Tippoo retreated precipitately to his camp at Pe- 

riapataro, and remained there until the nth of March, without making any further 
attempt to moled the army of Bombay. The iofs fuftained by Tippoo's Army on 
the 6th of March, appears to have amounted to near 2,coo killed, wounded, and 
prifoners (which included feveral officers of rank, and fome.of confiderable diftinc- 
tinftion) : that luftained on the yth, by the army of Bombay, will appear in Lieute¬ 
nant General Stuart’s Letter. ./ 

10. Adverting to the great difproportion of numbers, and to other circurn- 
dances of difadvantage, I am confident that your Honorable Court wili be of opi¬ 
nion, that the conduft and fuccefs of the army of Bombay on that day has Seldom 
been equalled, and never furpaffed in India. 

11. Under this impreffion, I take the liberty of recommending to your fa- * 
vourable notice, the feveral officers and corps, named by Lieutenant General Stuart 
in his Letter of the 8th of March, and I am anxious to requeft your particular 
attention to the distinguished conduft of Lieutenant General Stuart, and Major 
General Hartley, as well as of Lieutenant Colonel Montrefor,. and of Lieutenant 
Colonel Dunlop. Major General Hartley had already received a public teitimony 
of my particular approbation of his extraordinary merit, in collecting {lores and pro- 
vifions in the diftrift of Coorga, previoufly to the arrival of General Stuart on the 
CoaSt of Malabar. 

12/ Tippoo returned from Periapatam to Seringapatam, and arriving at the latter 
place on the 14th of March, moved from thence immediately to meet Lieutenant 
General Harris and the army of Madras. 

13. Lieutenant 
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13. Lieutenant General Harris had advanced on the 26th of March to a po« 
fition between Sultanpet and Malavelly, having met with no confiderable impedi 
ment from the enemy. The enemy made their appearance in force on that day, but 
without attempting to difttirb our army. On the 27th of March, when the army 
reached its ground at Malavelly, Tippoo opened a diftant cannonade upon it, which 
though at firft difregarded by Lieutenant General Harris, ultimately led to a general 
engagement, in which the enemy was completely defeated, and driven from every 
Poft which he attempted to maintain. Our lofs on this occafion was very inconfi- 
derable; only feven rank and file being killed, and a few men (including four 
Officers) wounded, while that of the enemy is fuppofed to have amounted to near 
feven hundred. 

14. I refe^" your Honorable Court to Lieutenant General Harris’s Letter of 
the 27th of March, which forms a part of the Enclofure, N? 2, for a more particu¬ 
lar account of this important vidory, requefting alfo your attention to the merits of 
the feveral Officers and Corps diftinguifhed by the notice of Lieutenant General 
Harris. 

15. General Harris marched on the 20th a few miles to the fouthward of Ma** 
lavelly, without the lead interruption from the enemy; from whence it may be in¬ 
ferred that Tippoo Sultaun was confiderably difpirited by the defeat which he had 
fuftained on the preceding day, added to the previous fuccefs obtained over him by 
the army of Bombay. 

16. On the 29th of March, General Harris happily accomplifhed a movement 
which mull have greatly aftonifhed and difconcerted the enemy: inftead of pro¬ 
ceeding in the diredion of Arakerry and Karagat, Lieutenant General Harris fud- 
denly turned towards the river Cavery, where, finding a Ford at fome diftance above 
the jundion of the Cavery and Copany, he immediately crofted the Cavery with a 
part of his army, and occupied ftrong pofitions on both banks of that river, at the 
diftance qf about fifteen miles from Seringapatam. This movement was alfo made 
without the leaft oppofition on the part of the enemy, who indeed does not feem to 

have entertained the moft diftant fufpicion of the Britifh General’s defign, 

* 

17. Lord Cornwallis, at a more advanced period of the year, having in vain 
fought for a practicable Ford to the fouthward of Seringapatam, Tippoo probably 
concluded that Lieutenant General Harris would have purfued his Lordfhip’s route 
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40 the Ford of Caniambaddy, northward of Seringapatam, for the purpofe of effeding 
a junt\ion from thence with the army or Bombay. It is difficult to account 
otherwile for Tippoo’s inaction, while General Harris executed this arduous and 
important movement, 

18. The advantages of the pofkion thus acquired by General Harris mu ft 
prove confiderable. In addition to the immediate aequifition of cattle and forage,, 
it muft facilitate the junction with the army of Bombay ; it mull afford additional 
fecurity to the abundant magazines which have been formed in the Coorga country # 
and favor the fafe approach of our convoys from the fouinern diftrids, and from the 
the Barrahmahl, by the Pafs of Coveriporam ; and it promifes to open to cur army 
that range of forage fkuated tq the louthward of Seringapatam, which Tippoo feems 
to have referved for the confumption of his own army. 

K). Lieutenant General Harris, with his whole army, having crofled the 
Cavery on the 30th of March, halted near the village of Sovelly on the 31ft. On 
the ift of April he moved towards Seringapatam, and on the 5th, encamped two 
miles S. W. of that city, having experienced no oppofition from the enemy fince 
the 2,7th of March. On the morning of the 6th of April, after an engagement in 
which the enemy appears to have made confiderable refiflance, Lieutenant General 
Harris took poffeffion of Sultanpctta, aid an adjacent tope, or grove, and about the 
fame time Major General Floyd, with a ftrong detachment, was fent to effed a 
jundion with the army of Bombay. On the morning of the 6th April, Lieutenant 
General Stuart received at Seedapore a note from Lieutenant General Harris, an¬ 
nouncing the arrival of the latter at Seringapatam, and alfo-fignifying that Major 
General Floyd was to be detached from the army of Madras on the 6th April, for 
the purpofe already liated. In confequence of this intelligence, Lieutenant General 
Stuart had determined to march from Sedapore to Scdafere on the 7th April; and it 
is probable that the jundion of the army of Bombay, with the detachment under 
the Command of Major General Floyd, was effeded on the 8th, in the neighbour¬ 
hood of Periapatanr. The laid accounts received by me from General Harris, are 
dated on the 7th inftant, when he flates that he had taken up his pofition for the 
fiege of Seringapatam. y i 

20. Tippoo Sultaun, on the 7th April, had not returned any anfwer ro my 

Letter of the 226 of February, nor had he manifefted any difpofmon to propofe a 

negotiation. 
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negotiation. Lieutenant General Harris is inftrudted to propofc preliminary articles 
of peace to the Sultaun, before the Britilh batteries fhall be opened againft Serin- 
gapatam. 

21. "While General Harris was advancing towards Seringapatam, Lieutenant 
Colonel Read was employed in reducing the country to the northward of Ryacottah. 
His operations were intended to have embraced a wide range, and he had made 
confiderable progrefs in them, when the more urgent fervice of convoying to rho 
army the large fupplies which were collected in the Barrahmahl, made it neceflary 
for him to change the direction of his march. He is now drawing together in the 
vicinity of Coveryporam, the numerous' Benjaries and other fupplies intended for 
the army encamped before Seringapatam, which place it is hoped he may be able 
to reach early in May. 

22. To the fouthward of the Carnatic and of My fore, Lieutenant Colonel 
Brown, at the head of a refpedtable detachment, began his operation by the reduc¬ 
tion of Carroor, which furrendered to him without any ferious refiftance on the 5th 
April. On the Sth he fent a detachment againft Errode, and marched himfelf on 
the 9th to reduce Aravacourchy. He would, however, be obliged to fufpend his 
intended operations in the diftridt of Coimbatore, and to unite his detachment to that 
of Colonel Read, with a view of forming a force fufficiently ftrong to give due pro- 
teftion to the large and important fupplies proceeding to Seringapatam. 

23. Aravacourchy, which had been confiderably ftrengthened fince laft war, 
furrendered to Lieutenant Colonel Brown on the 10th inftant. 

24. I have annexed to this Difpatch, for the information of your Honorable 
Court, copies of the feveral Letters and Notes received by me from Lieutenant 
General Harris, from the 6th of March to the 7th April inclufive, and alfo copies 
of the Difpatches which I have received from Lieutenant General Stuart, on the 
8th March and the 6th of April.

P. S. After doling my Letter, I had the fatisfadtion to receive the Difpatches 
from Generals Harris and Stuart, of which copies are inclofed, making N? 4 and 3, 

U I congratulate 
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1 congratulate your Honorable Court on the fuccefsful jun&ion of the detatch- 
ment under General Floyd, with the army of Bombay. The final junction of the 
whole with the army before Seringapatam, was expected to take place about the x^th' 
inftant. It may be fafcly affirmed, not to be in the power of Tippoo even materially 
to retard this junction, which, when cffe&ed, muft excite a ferious alarm in the mind 
of the Sultaun for the fafety of his capital, if not of his perfon. 

Your Honorable Court will perceive, that Lieutenant General Harris, in his 
progrefs to Scringapatam, encountered the fame difficulties which were experienced 
by Lord Cornwallis, from the failure of the cattle provided for the ftrvice of the 
army, which although amply fufficient in point of number at the commencement 
of the expedition, appears to have rapidly deercafed on the entrance of the army 
into My fore. The climate and water of that country are reprefented to be extremely 
unfavorable to the cattle of the Carnatic. The delay which arofe from this unavoid¬ 
able contingency feerhs to have been confiderable ; but your Honorable Court will no 
doubt view with fatisfa&tdn, the fpirit and firmnefs with which this difficulty was met 
by the Commander in Chief, and the zealous exertion of the whole army, by which 
he was enabled to proceed on his march. 

When I clofed my Letter, I had not received any detailed relation of the 
action of the 27th March, or any official return of our lofs on that occafion. The 
difpatch fince received from General Harris fupplies the defeat, and at the fame 
time fhows that the lofs fuftained by the enemy in the battla of Malavelly, was 
far more confiderable than I had fuppofed. The accounts received by General 
Harris on the fubjecl of the enemy’s lofs, as ftated in his Letter to me of the 5th 
inftant* are confirmed by the reports of fome Hircarrahs belonging to General Stuart, 
who were in Tippoo’s camp fubtequ^ntly to the engagement. 

I have added, for the further information of your Honorable Court, a fketch of 
the pofition of the army before Scringapatam on the 5th April (N? 6.), a fketch of 
the attack made by Tippoo Sultaun on part of the army under Lieutenant Genera! 
Stuart on the 6th March (N? 7.), and the order of battle of the army under 
Lieutenant General Harris on its entrance into Myforc (N? 8.)

Copy of a Letter from Lieutenant General Stuart to the Governor 
General in Council; dated 8th March, 1799. 

To the Right Honorable the Earl of Mornington, K. P. Governor General, 

&c. See. Fort St. George. 

My Lord, 

1. I had the honor to addrefs your Lordfhip on the 20th ultimo ; and having 
marched from Cananore on the following day, agreeably to my intimation of that 
date, I arrived at the top of PonGiacherrutn Gaut on the 25th of the fame 
month. 

2 I informed your Lordfhip it was my intention to affume a defenfive 
pofition clofe to the frontiers; and there await, in conformity to General Harris’s 
inftruftions, under date the 24th December, his further orders. 

In purfuance of this plan I moved the corps fucceffively forward, and placed 
them in fuch fituations as might enable me mod promptly to form the propofed 
junction with the principal army. 

3. On the 2d inftant the right brigade, confiding of three native battalions, 
under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Montrefor, took up their ground at 
Seedafeer, the boundary of the Coorga country, and about feven miles diftant from 
Periapatam. 

The main body of the army, with the park and provifions, remained - at 
Seedapore and Ahmootenaar; the firft eight miles, and the latter twelve, from the 
advanced pofition. 

4. It may be neceffary to inform your Lordfhip, that I was in fome meafure 
compelled, from the nature of the country, which is every where covered with thick 
Jungles, to place the army in feveral divifions; but I had a further view in 
occupying the poft at Seedafeer, in order to preferve a more ready communication 
with General Harris, as this was the only fpot from whence the fignals eftablifhed 
between the two armies could be obferved. Although I had no reafon to apprehend 
any immediate attack, I thought it advifable to adopt the precaution of encamping 
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the corps at fuch fhort diftances, as would either enable me to move without 
much lots of time, into the enemy’s Territory, or to fupport, if occafion fnould 
require it, any quarter that might Hand in need of afliftance. 

5. In the eourfe of the morning of the 5th, an extenfivc encampment was 
unexpectedly obferved to be forming on this fide the fort of Periapatam. This 
cireumftance was difcovered at ten o’clock in the forenoon, as the enemy were 
taking up their ground, by a party of obfervatton, on the furnmit of the high hill 
of Seedafeer, which commands a view of the Myfore almoft to the environs of 
Seritigapdtam. Before the evening this encampment aflhmed a very formidable 
appearance, and covered a great extent of ground ; we were able to count from 
3 to 400 tents } amongft the number iome of large dimenfmns were diftinguifhed, 
and particularly ore of a green colour, that feemed to denote the prtfence of the 
Sultaun. However much the probabiliy of this cireumftance might be ftrength- 
ened by the relpeCtable appearance of the encampment, it was cuntradifted by 
the evidence of two Hircarrahs, who had recently arrived from Seringapatam. 
Thefe men generally reported, that Tippoo had marched, with all his forces, on the 
20th ultimo, to oppofe the progrefs of the Madras army ; and that the Benky 
Nabob commanded the only force in the field that remained in the neighbourhood 
of Seringapatam. This force was reprefented to be encamped at Canniambaddy, 
and to con fill of 5,000 Piadas, or irregular Infantry, who were faid to be intended 
as a covering party to 7,000 Benjarits, and directed to bring as much proviiions 
as they could colled: about Periapatam to the capital. 

6. In this Hate of uncertainty I thought it prudent to reinlorce Lieutenant 
Colonel MontrefarV brigade with an additional battalion of fepoys, and waited for 
more corred; intelligence, which I expeded hourly, to ad: with the whole of my 
forces, as affairs might render it neceffary. On the morning of the 6th, Major 
General Hartley went forward ro reconoitre; and at break of day, from the hill 
of obfervation, the whole of the enemy’s army was difcovered to be in motion ; 
but their movements were To well concealed by the woodinefs of the country, and the 
hazinefs of the atmofphere, that it was impofiible to alcertain their objeft; nor^ 
in was this difcovered until they had penetrated a confiderable way into.the 

Jungle, and commenced an attack upon our Line, which happened between the 
hours of nine and ten. 
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y. The enemy pierced through the Jungles with fuch fecrecy and expedition, 
that they attacked the rear and the front of our Line aimed at the fame inftant. 
This difpatch prevented more than three of our corps being engaged, as the fourth, 
which was polled two miles and a half in the rear, was unable to form a jun&ion, 
from the enemy having cut in between them and Seedafeer. The communication 
was effectually obdrufted by a Column, which, according to the reports of our pri- 
foners, confidedjff upwards of 5,000 men under the Command of Baber Jung. 

8. Fortunately, before the enemy had accomplidied their purpole, Major 
General Hartley had time to apprize me of their attack, and remained himfelf to 
give any adidance that might be neceffary. The bed pofition was affumed for 
repulfing the enemy ; and in this alarming fituation the corps defended themfelves 
with fo much refolution, that the Sultaun’s troops were unable to make any impref- 
fion. The brigade was on every fide completely furrounded, and had to contend 
againd a vad difparity of numbers, befides other difeouraging circumftances. 

9. As foon as I received intelligence of the perilous fituation of the right bri¬ 
gade, I marched to their affidanee, with the two dank Companies of His Majelty’s 
75th Regiment, and the whole of the 77th. I arrived about half pad two in fight 
of the divifion of the enemy, who had penetrated into the rear, and poffefled them¬ 
felves of the great road leading to Seedafeer. The engagement lafled nearly half 
an hour, when, after a fmart fire of mufquetry on both fides, the enemy were com¬ 
pletely routed, and fled with precipitation through the Jungles, to regain their Co¬ 
lumn, which dill continued the attack in front. On arriving at Lieutenant Colonel 
Montrefor’s pod, I found his men exhauded with fatigue, and their ammunition 
almod expended. At 20 minutes pad three the enemy retreated in all direc¬ 
tions. 

10. For this decifive, and, I hope your Lordfhip will allow, brilliant fuccefs, 
confidering the fmall number of troops who engaged, under very great difadvan- 
tages, probably the flower of Tippoo Sultaun’s Army, I feel myfelf peculiarly in¬ 
debted to the judicious difpofitions for defence made by General Hartley. He 
embraced the opportunity of obferving the motions of the enemy from the hill I 
have above-mentioned, and was thus enabled to advife Lieutenant Colonel Mon- 
trefor of the bed method for defeating them. I beg leave alfo to inform youi 
J-ofddvip, that my bed thanks are due to Lieutenant Colonel Montrefor, for his 
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very a'Sive exertions} and to the Officers and Men, including the Artillery of his bri¬ 
gade, for their gallant and fteady behaviour throughout the whole of this arduous 
affair, lieutenant Colonel Dunlop, and, the European Divifion under his com¬ 
mand, are likewife entitled to my particular approbation, for their fpirited conduft, 
which finally routed the enemy. 

ii. Our lofs on this occafion is far lefs than could reafonably have been ex¬ 
pelled ; and I have the honour to inclofe, for your Lordfhip’s information, a return 
of this circurnftance. 

12,. It was impofliule to afeertain the exad lofs fuftained by the enemy, but 
it mud have been heavy, as in the course of fo long an abtion they were often cx- 
pofed in crowds to the fire of grape ilaot, and vollies of mufauetry 

Several men of diftindtion were killed, and fome wounded Officers have been 
Vid» ipelo- made prifoners. I have the honor to inclofe the information of Mozan Khan, 
fun-, N?a. Bhufkfliy, and the Commander of a Kutcherry, the prifoner of the greated rank 
who has fallen wounded into our hands; but concurring reports date, that Meer 
Ghofar is amongtt the flain. 

13, As the arrival of General Harris at Seringapatam, will not happen at fo 
early a period as he firft intended, the immediate pofleffion of the Pod of Secdalere 
was no longer an objefb of fuch confequence, and to retain it while Tippoo cort- 
tinued in force at Periapatam became an affair of ferious difficulty. The fecrecy 
and expedition with which he had planned bis late enterprize, and the correit intelli¬ 
gence that the Leaders of his Columns appeared to have obtained of the private 
routs through the Coorga Jungles, led to an opinion that he would not remain fans- 
fied with this abortive attempt, but might endeavour to penetrate by another direc¬ 
tion to the femthward, dill more open than the paflage of Seedafere, where he 
would only be oppofed by Ceorgs. This confideration derived a greater weight, a* 
if he fucceeded in forcing this entrance it would throw him into our rear, and put 
him in all probability in pofl'effion of the great depot of rice collected by the 

Coorga Rajah. Thefe motives have induced me to relinquifh the poft of Seedaft-re, 

and to collefl the whole of my force at this place. 1 have accordingly made a 
difpofition, either to defend my pofition againft the Sultaun, if he ffiould again 
venture to attack it, or to move in defence of any part of the Coorga Rajah's Ter¬ 
ritories that the enemy may threaten, provided it ffiall endanger our magazine of 
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provifions; otherwife I (hall remain on the defenfive, until I receive advice from 
General Harris. 

14, Since the aftion of the 6th, <the enemy have continued in their camp at 
Periapatam, nor have I any intelligence either of the Sultaun s defigns, or of the 
motives that induced him to undertake his prefent enterprize. It is not likely that 
he will remain longer in this neighbourhood than after he receives intelligence of 
General Harris having entered the Myfore. As my communication with General 
Harris is become infecure, I muft take the liberty of requefting your Lordlhip to 
inform him of fuch part of thefe particulars as may appear to you neceffary.

P. S. By fome prifoners who have been juft now brought in by the Coorga 
Rajah’s people, I am informed that the lofs of the enemy was very great, and that 
many men of the firft diftindtion fell. They mention Seyed or Meer Ghofar, and the 
Benky Nabob, who led the center attack, among the killed. It is added, however, 
that the Sultaun is collecting more forces,and is determined to make a fecond attack.

The wounded prifoner Hates, that his name is Mozan Khan, and that he is 
Bukihy of the Mudgid or 5th Cutcherry, confifting of about 2,000 men. 

That on the day of the adtion, the Column with which he attacked was com- 
pofed of three Cutcherries, the Futtah adan Khan Bukihy, the Suddoor Ghoolam 
Aly Suddoor Bukfhy, and Mudjid. That Keer Keeran Meer Hallen led the firlt 
Divifion, and that Baber Jung commanded the whole Column, which might amount 
to about 5,500 men; that the Mudjid Cutcherry, of which he is Bukihy, oc¬ 
cupied the center, and emerged into the road where our two fix pounders were 
left, and attributes the failure of the enterprize to the prematurenefs of the attack in 
front. That Khana Jahan and Ruzza Sahel, the fame who commanded at Gha- 
zinoor, led the attack in front with 3 or 4,000 men. 

That he left Pultan with Tippoo’s army three days before that of the attack ; 
he varies with regard to the force now with Tippoo, from forty to twenty Culh- 
oons, and twenty to twenty-five thoufand men, and two Cutcherries of horfe, of about 
feven or eight hundred each. 

That there are nine guns attached to each Cutcherry of foot, and that they are 
now at Periapatam. 

That Keer Saheb commanded the column which took the center of the plain^ 
attended by the Benky Nabob. Li 

That Keer Kummer U 1 Deen is at prefent with the army, as well as Tippoo’s 
three fons. 

That Seyed, or Keer G. Nofan, by which he was indifcriminately called, rode 
on the day of the a&ion a dark coloured horfe, approaching to black, and wore a 
green turban. 

That Seind Saheb commands the troops to the eafhvard of Pultan, and that 
Lally*s corps is ftationed a few Cofs on this fide of Bangalore, but that there are no 
Europeans prefent.with the Sulcaun,

Copy of a Letter from th| Right Honorable Lord Clive to the Secret 
Committee of the Court of Directors ; dated Fort St George, 
1.7th April 1799- 

Gentlemen, - Fort St. George, 17th April 1799. 

Undemanding that the Governor General tranfmits to the Court of Direftors 
by the prtient Dii'patch a full and detailed account of the war in which we are en¬ 
gaged with Tippoo Sultaun, and of the circumftances and motives which have 
determined his Lordftiip in the choice of the meafures which he has purfued relative 
thereto, 1 fhould remain fatisfied with what is wricten in the Letter of this Govern¬ 
ment, of this day’s date, to the Secret Committee, did it not occur to my mind, that 
it may be fatisfattory to you to know more explicitly my fentiments upon the atftual 
ftate of our affairs refpe&ing the war; and that 1 fhould not dojuftice to the Gover¬ 
nor General, if l did not exprefs my fenfe of the conduit which has put us in a 
fnuation of fuch fair and well-grounded expectations as that in which we are now 
placed. Upon my arrival here, the end of Auguft laft, I entertained the moft ferious 
apprehenfion of the Sultaun’s ivading the Carnatic ; which had he done, very 
difficult would it have been to have aflembled the whole of our army, and vain 
would have been the hope of collecting a fufficiency of fupplics and cattle to enable 
us to undertake the fiege of Seringapatam this feafon, and fuaifh the war in one Cam¬ 
paign. Bur the fortune of the Company prevented, and poffibly the complete fuccefs 
of the meafure of annihilating the French party, and encreafing the fubfidiary force 
at Hyderabad, planned with lb much wifdom by the Governor General, and executed 
with fo much ability by Colonel Roberts, ui\der the direction of the Rcfident, Captain 
Kirkpatrick, confounded the Sultaun and detected him from bringing upon the 
Carnatic fo fevere a calamity. 

From the time I was acquainted with the views and intentions of the Governor 
General, it became the objed of my conftant follcitude, in conjunction with the 
other Members of this Government, to promote his meafures by the moft zealous 
and cordial co-operation; and we had the gratification, upon his Lordffiip’s arrival 
here, the end of lalt year, to receive his foil and entire approbation of the exertions 
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that had be»n made, and of the advanced ftate in which he found our preparations 
for war. Since that period the fame wifdom and energy which had charafterized the 
Governor Gevenal’s Councils, has guided our exertions, and we have had the fatis* 
faction to know, that the moil formidable and bed equipped Britilh army that ever 
took the field in India, combined with a refpedtable force from the Nyzam, entered 
My fore the 5th of laft Month. Bombay has not been Jefs forward in its exertions; 
and the two victories, obtained by General Stuart on the 6th March, and by 
General Harris on the 27th, are prefages of future fuccefs, and ferve to evince how 
little Tippoo is able, without French aid, to contend againltthe force which is aflTail- 
ing him. The effe&ual afliftance of the Nyzam, the clofe connexion fubfifting 
between that Prince and the Company, and the powerful ftate of our armies* 
encourage us to expert a fpeedy and glorious termination to the conteft. The irre¬ 
concilable hatred of the Sultaun, and the uncertain ftate of the French in Egypr^ 
of whom we have no accounts to be depended upon fince Auguft laft, when Buona¬ 
parte was ftill ac the head of 17 or 18,000 men, authorize and point out the necelfity 
of continuing the war till we can obtain complete fecurity, and eftablifh the foundations 
of a durable and undifturbed peace. 

Tbe expences of preparation have, from their extent, been unavoidably great 
but as we have reafon to expedt that, if the war is not entirely finilhed in one Cam¬ 
paign, the weight of it will, I truft, upon the whole, prove an economical one ; and 
that the acquifitions we may gain, and the lecurity we ftiall derive from them, will 
amply repay the expences we fhall have incurred. 

Concurring as I do in the views of the Governor General, bearing teftimony to 
the wifdom and decifion of his councils, and lenfible of the advantages which mult 
ever refult from the perfon who has the controul of the Company’s affairs, and the 
means of drawing forth the relources of the three Prefidencies being as near the feene 
of adtion as poffible in a conteft like the prefent, I defire to affure you of my con¬ 
tinuing to give my utmoft fupport and molt cordial co-operation to meafures which; 
bid fair to refledt fo much honor upon Lord Mornington’s Adminiftration, and to- 
fecure the molt folid advantages to the Company and the Britilh Empire. In thefe 
fentiments I am molt heartily joined by the other Members of this Government.

. We have not yet received the details of the a&ion of the 4th of May, but 
we deemed it to be our duty to tranfmit to you, without the delay ot a moment, 
the intelligence contained in this Difpatch.

Company of Merchants of England, trading to the Eaft-Indies. 

Honorable Sirs, 

1. On the x ith inflant, we had the honor of forwarding to your Honorable 
Court the copy of a fhort Difpatch from Lieutenant General Harris, announcing the 
event of the fall of Seringapatam, and the death of Tippoo Sultaun. 

2. Having fince received from Lieutenant General Harris the details relative 
to that memorable conqueft, we enclofe, for your information, a copy of the Com¬ 
mander in Chief’s Letter to the Right Honorable »he Governor General; of which 
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wc have thought it advifeable to omit a pnffiige containing matter on which an im¬ 
port* political arrangement adually defends, and we have, therefore, no doubt 

it will b : more latisfkttory to your Honorable Court, that this fubjeel ihould, 
for the prefent, be communicated only to the Secret Committee. 

3. Having already congratulated your Honorable Court upon the important 
ev.ent of the capture of Seringapacam, and having allured you of the moffc vigilant 
attention of the Governor General in Council to improve the advantages which may 
be expeded to arile tram this briUiant and decitive fuccefs, it is evir principal object, 
in this addrefs, to draw the attention of your Honorable Court to tire merits of that 
gallant army which atchieved the conquell of the Capital of My fore. 

4. We have no doubt that your Honorable Court will view with admiration 
the coni',jmroate judgment with which the afftult was planned, the unequalled, rapi¬ 
dity, animation, and (kill, with which it was executed, and the. humanity which, 
diftinguilhed its final fuccefs. 

5. The lutlre of this vidory can be equalled only by the fubftantial advant¬ 
ages which it promifes to eftabiilh, by reftoring the peace and fafety of the Britifli 
Poffeflions in India on a durable foundation of genuine fecurity; anil your Hono¬ 
rable Court will afluredly concur in the fentiments of national pride, fatisfadion, 
and gratitude with which we relied, that, in this arduous crifis, the fpirit and exer¬ 
tion:: of the Indian army have kept pace with thole of our countrymen at home,, 
and that in India, as in Europe, Great-Britain has found in the malevolent defigns 
of her enemies, an increafing fource of her own profperity, fame, and power. 

6. Under the warmefi impieflions of its difeipline, zeal, and valour, we beg 
leave to recommend this brave and gallant army to the favorable notice of your 
Honorable Court, and to the applaufe and gratitude of their King and Country.

My Lord, 

On the 4th inflant I had the honour to addrefs to your Lordftiip an hafty 
note, containing, in few words, the fum of our fuccefs, which I have now to report' 
more in detail. 

The fire of our batteries, which began to batter in breach on the 30th April,, 
had on the evening of the 3d inflant fo much deftroyed the walls againft which it 
was direfted, that the arrangement was then made for aflaulting the place on the 
following day, when the breach was reported practicable; the troops intended to 
be employed were ftationed in the trenches early in the morning of the 4th, that no 
extraordinary movement might lead the enemy to expedt the aflault, which I had 
determined to make in the heat of the day, as the time bell calculated to enfure 
fuccefs, as their troops would then be leaft prepared to oppofe us. 

Ten flank companies of Europeans, taken from thofe regiments necefiarily 
left to guard our camp and outpofts, followed by the 12th, 33d, 73d, and 74th 
regiments, and three corps of grenadier fepoys, taken from the troops of the three 
Pudencies, with 200 of His Highnels the Nizam’s Troops, formed the party for 
the aflault, accompanied by 100 of the Artillery, and the corps of Pioneers, and fup- 
ported in the trenches by the battalion companies of the Regiment de Meuron> .and 
four battalidns of Madras Sepoys. Colonel Sherbrooke, and Lieutenant Colonels 
Dunlop, Dalrymple,-Gardiner, and Mignan, commanded the feveral flank corps;, 
and Major General Baird was entruftcd with the direction of this important fervice. 

At one o’clock the troops moved from the trenches, crofled the rocky bed of 
the Cavery, under an extremely heavy fire, paflcd the glacis and ditch, and af- 
cended the breaches in the Faufle Braye and rampart of the Fort, furmounting, in 
the mod gallant manner, every obftacle which the difficulty of the paflage, and the 
refiftance of the enemy, prefented to oppofe their progrefs. Major General Baird 
had divided his force for the purpofe of clearing the ramparts to the right and left. 

One divifion was commanded by Colonel Sherbrooke, the other by Lieutenant 
1 Colonel 
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Colonel Dunlop : the latter was di fabled in the breach •, but both corps, although 
ftrongly oppofed, were completely Tuccefsful. Refinance continued to be made 
from die palace of Tippoo for fome time after all firing had cealed from the works : 
Two of his Sons were there, who, on afl'urance of fafety, furr.endered to the troops 
furrounding them; and guards were placed for the protedlion of the family, molt of 
whom were in the palace. It was foon after reported that Tippoo Sultaun had 
fallen ; Syed Saheb, Meer Saduc, Syed Go far, and many other of his Chiefs, were 
alfo flain. Mcafures were immediately adopted to flop the confufion, at firlt una¬ 
voidable in a city ftrongly garrifoned, crowded with inhabitants, and their property 
in ruins from the fire of a numerous artillery, and taken by affaulr. The Princes 
were removed to Camp. 

It appeared to Major General Baud fo important to afeertain the fate of the 
Sultaun, thathecaufed immediate fe.trch to be made for his body, which, after 
much difficulty, was found late in the evening in (She of the gates, under a heap of 
the fiain, and loon after placed in the. Palace. The corpfe was the next day recog¬ 
nized by the Family, and interred with the honours due to his rank in the Maufo- 
leum of his Father. 

The ftrength of the Fort is fuch, both from its natural pofition, and the fiupen- 
dous works by which it is furrounded, that all the exertions of the brave troops 
who attacked it, in whofe praife it is impoffible to fay too much, were required to 
place it in our hands- Of the merits of the army, 1 have expreffed my opinion ir 
Orders, a copy of which I have the honour to enclofe; and I trull your Lordlhip 
will point out their fervices to the favourable notice of their King and Country. 

I am forry to add, that on collecting the returns of our lofs, it is found to have 
been much heavier than I had at firfi imagined. 

On the 5th inftant, Abdul Khalic, the cider of the Princes, formerly hofiages 
witfi Lord Cornwallis, furrendered himfelf at our out-polls, demanding protedlion j 
Kerim Sail>, the brother of Tippoo, had before fought refuge with Meer Allum 
Behauder. A Cowl Namah was yelterday difpatched to Futteh Hyder, the eldell 
fon of Tippoo, inviting him to join his Lrothers; Purneah and Meer Kummer Odeen 
Khan, have alfo been fummoned to Seringapatam; no anfwers have yet been re¬ 
ceived, but I expedt them Ihortly, as their families at* in the Fort. 
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This moment Ali Reza, formerly one of the Vakeels from Tippoo Sultaun to 
Lord Cornwallis, has arrived from Meer Kummer Odeen Khann, to afk my orders 
for 4,000 horfe, now under his command j Ali Reza was commiffioned to declare, 
that Meer Kummer Odeen would make no conditions, but rely on the generolity ot 
the Englifh. 

Monfieur Chapuy and moft of the French are prifoners ; they have Commififions 
from the French Government.

The Commander in Chief congratulates the gallant army which he has the honor 
to command, on the conqueft of yefterday; the effects arifing from the attainment 
of l'uch an acquifition as far exceed the prelent limits of detail, as the unremitting 
zeal, labour, and unparalleled valour of the troops furpafs his power of praife : For 
Cervices, fo incalculable in their confequences, he mud. confider the army as well 
entitled to the applaufe and gratitude of their Country at large. 

While Lieutenant General Harris fincerely laments the lofs fuftained in the valu¬ 
able officers and men who fell in the attack, he cannot omit to return his thanks in 
the warmed terms to Major General Baird, for the decided and able manner in which 
he conducted the affault, and for the humane meafures which he fubfequently adopted 
for preferving order and regularity in the place. He requefts that Major General 
Baird will communicate to the officers and men who, on that great occafion, acted 
under his Command, the high fenfe he muff entertain of their atchicvements and 
met its. 

The Commander in Chief rcquclfs, that Colonel Gent and the corps of Engi¬ 
neers, under his orders, will accept his thanks for their unremitting exertions in 
concluding the duties of that very important department; and his bed acknowledge¬ 
ments are clue to Major Beatfon, for the effential affiftance given to this branch of the 
lervice by the conftant exertion of his ability and zeal. 

The merits of the Artillery corps are fa ftrongly ex puffed by the effects of their 
fire, that the Commander in Chief can only defire Colonel Smith to allure the officers 
and men of the excellent corps under his Command, that he feels mod fully their 
claim to approbation. 

In thus publicly expreffing his fenfe of their*good conduft, the Commander in 
Chief finds himfelf called upon to notice, in a molt particular manner, the exertion of 

Captain 
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Captain Dowfe, and his corps of Pioneers, which during the prefent fervice have 
been equally marked by unremitting labour, and the ability with which that labour 
was applied. 

On referring to the progrefs of the fiege, fo many occafions have occurred for 
applaufe to the troops, that it is difficult to particularize individual merit; but the 
gallant manner in which Lieutenant Colonel Shaw, the Honorable Colonel Wellefly, 
Lieutenant Colonel Moneypenny, the Honourable Lieutenant Colonel St. John, 
Major Mac Donald, Major Skelby, and Lieutenant Colonel Wallace, conducted the 
attacks on the feveral outworks and pods of the enemy, demands to be recorded; 
and the very fpirited attack led by Lieutenant Colonel Campbell, of His Majedy’s 
74th regiment, which tended fo greatly to fecure the pofition our troops had attained 
in the enemy’s works on the 26th ultimo, claims the ftrongeft approbation of the 
Commander in Chief. 

The important part taken by the Bombay army fince the commencement of 
the fiege in all the operations which led to its honorable conclufion, has been 
luch as well fudains its long edablilhed reputation. The gallant manner in which 
the pod at the village of Agrar was feized by the force under Colonel Hart, the 
ability difplayed in directing the fire of the batteries edabliffied there, the vigour with 
which every attack of the enemy on the outpods of that army was repulfed, and the 
fpirit fhewn in the aflault of the breach by the corps led by Lieutenant Colonel 
Dunlop, are points of particular notice, for which the Commander in Chief requefls 
Lieutenant General Stuart will offer his bed thanks to the officers and troops em¬ 
ployed. 

Lieutenant General Harris truds, that Lieutenant General Stuart will excufe his 
thus publicly expreffing his fenfe of the cordial co-operation and affidance received 
from him during the prefent fervice ; in the courfe of which he has ever found it 
difficult to feparate the fentiments of his public duty from the warmed feelings of his 
private friendfhip.

Honorable Sirs, 

1. The accidental detention of the Sarah Chriffiana Packet, enables me to 
forward to your Honorable Committee by this difpatch, documents of great import- 
ance, explanatory of the nature of the connection between Tippoo Sultaun anu t re 

French Republic. 

2. Thefe Papers were found in the Palace of Seringapatam, Rnd were tr^nf 
mitted officially to my military Secretary, by the Secretary of the Commiffion ap¬ 
pointed to affift Lieutenanc General Harris in all matters of a political nature. 

B b 3 * The 
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3. The Paper, (a) N? r. is a letter from Tippoo Sultaun to the Executive Direc¬ 
tory, and appears to be an attefted copy of that which was difpatched by M. Dubuc, 
with two Native Vakeels, on the 7th of February, 1799. The Letter however is 
dated the 20th of July 1798, at which time the military preparations in the Carna¬ 
tic had fcarccly commenced. 

4. Your Honorable Committee will obferve, that in this Letter Tippoo Sul- 
tauo, in the mod diftindl manner, dates the nature of his late embafly to the Ide 
of Fran e to have been the fame which I have deferibed in my minute of the 12th 
of Auguft, and in my Letter to Tippoo Sultaun of 8th November, notwichdanding 
that he had endeavoured to put a different colour on the tranfaftion in his letter to 
me of the 18th December 1798, and received at Fort St. George 25th December, 

5. It is equally remarkable, that ho does not attempt to allege againd the 
Britifh Government any ground of complaint fince the condufion of the lad war. 

6 . The object of his offenfive and defenfive alliance with France, appears to have 
been not merely the recovery of his former dominions, but the expulfion of the 
Engliih from all their rich podeffions in India, and the utter annihilation of their 
power in Afia. 

7. You will further obferve, that he declares it to be his intention to com¬ 
mence the attack on the fird favourable occalion, and, on the whole, that he pro- 
feil’es to make common caufe with France, under the mod foletnu protedations 
of fidelity and zeal to the Republic. 

8. The Paper, (b) N? 2, is a Note of the demands which Tippoo Sultaun’s 
Ambafladors were authorized by him to make upon the Executive Diredoryat Paris; 
they correfpond in fubftance with the requificions announced in M. Malartic’s 
Proclamation at the Mauritius. 

9. In the articles 5 and 6, you will perceive that the Sultaun intended to 
commence his operations in the heart of the Carnatic, in concert with a French 
Army to be landed at Porto Novo; and % that he did not propofc to wait the adual 
arrival of the French force, but was refolved to make himfelf mader of the Coaffc 
of Coromandel as foon as he fhould find it convenient, after having received notice 
of the motions of the French. 
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10. In article 7, it appears that the. Portuguefe Colonies in this quarter of 
India were to have been divided between Tippoo Sultaun and the French. All the 
articles of his Paper demand particular attention, as tending to prove, in the moll 
conclulive manner, the entire devotion of this infatuated Prince to his alliance with 
France. This Paper alfo is dated on the 20th of July 1798, both Papers are figned 
in the Sultaun’s own hand writing, according to the abbreviated form of fignature 
which he was accuflomed to ufe in all his Letters and other official Documents. 
This mode of fignature is ufual among the Natives of Hindoftan, and no doubt 
can be entertained of the authenticity of the Papers. 

11. Your Honorable Committee will obferve, that the Letter from Tippoo 
Sultaun to me, which was received at Fort St. George on the 13th of February, 
muft have been written fubfequently to the difpatch of the Papers now enclofed, as 
M. Dubuc, with the Sultaun’s two native Vakeels, embarked at Tranquebar on the 
7th of February.

1 take advantage of a vefl'el which is 
going to the Coaft of Malabar, to write to the Prince Tippoo Sultaun, with whom 
X have the honor to correfpond. I beg of you to forward my Letter, after having had 
it tranflated into an Eaftern language, that you may not be under the necefilty of 
communicating it to any perfon. 

I. am often afkcd, why your Prince was not an ally of the Sultaun’s ? and on 
my reflecting, that the great Nabob, Hyder Ali, his father, had been the friend 
and ally of Ram Rajah, I was aftonifhed, that this friendfhtp, deranged by fome 
event, never had been renewed. It is very common in Europe, that one Power, 
after having been at war with its neighbour, re~becomes its ally and friend. You 
have been at war with the Ba<;ha: 1 conceive it necefiary that all refentment fliould 
be forgotten, that the old quarrels fliould be extinguifhed, and that it is requifite to 
the two Princes to form a treaty of alliance and friendlhip, in a firm manner, and 
fuitable to their reciprocal interefts. If I was in India, l would prefs you much, 
as well as the Sultaun, believing that my willies would be fulfilled. But it is re- 
ferved for you to have the merit of re-uniting thefe two Powers :—Yon are the 
counfellor and friend of your King; you manage his affairs fo advantageoufly, that 
if you find this alliance worthy (and I have no doubt of it) he will luffer you to 
make him the propofirion, and the two Princes will eafily underhand each other. 
If my wilhes are fatisfied in this refpeCt, my joy will be at its height; becaufe you 
will be reputed our Ally, in becoming that of a Prince, who has been united with 
3 France 
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France a long time. I pray Heaven, that your days may glide long and happy, 
and that it will preferve thofeof your King. This is the fincere wifh of your fervanc

Sir, Fort St. George 19th May 1799. 

The Sarah Chriftiana having been detained for a few hours, I am enabled to 
acknowledge the receipt of the Difpatches of the Secret Committee, under date 24th 
of December. 

The intelligence which I have received this day from Seringapatam, induces 
me to believe that I (hall be able to effedt a fettlement of the country without quitting 
this Prefidency. My Brother and Lieutenant Colonel Kirkpatrick, are far advanced 
on their way towards Myfore, and I lhall wait for their report before I move from 
hence. I requeft you to apprize the Court of Directors of the probability of my 
being able to raife the Inveftment nearly to the ftandard originally propofed. 

The advices from Egypt are by no means fatisfadtory; it appears, that the 
French had gained fome confiderable advantages in Syria, and had taken the town 
°f Joppa; it alfo appears, that they had fortified Suez, and had begun to colledt

Admiral Rainier having been pleafed to order His Majefty’s Frigate 
the Carysfort, on her voyage to England, to touch at this plaoe, for fuch intelligence 
as might be attainable here, of a nature fufficiently interefting to be worthy of your 
notice, I avail myfelf of the opportunity to addrefs you, while my anxiety to avoid 
the detention of the Carysfort, particularly at this late period of the i'eafon, will ne~ 
ceffarily oblige me to be very concife. 

2. General Harris’s difpatches will advife you of his glorious and important 
fuccefs at Seringapatam, on which I have the honor to prefent you with my moft 
cordial congratulations. 0> 



3* On the nth inftant, Kumincer Odien Khan, one of the principal Officers 
of the late Tippoo Sultaun, came in to General Harris with 4,000 horle; and on the 
tatb, Purnea, a Bramin, one of Tippoo’.*} Civil Officers, alfo came in; Futteh 
1 -Iyder, Tippoo’s elded fon, illegitimate, was expected to come in on the 13th ; and 
a lalute, which was heard by the Bombay Army on that day at Seringapatam, was 
fuppofed to announce that event, 

4. The Bombay Army, under General Stuart, left Seringapatam for the Malabar 
Coart, on the 15th inftant, and there is every reafon to expedt, that the whole will reach 
Cananore by the 25th ; they have had the advantage of very fine dry weather, not- 
withftanding the advanced period of the feafon. I underrtand that the whole of General 
Stuart's army, including the two Native Corps lately forming a part of Colonel Little’s 
Detachment, will be cantoned for the prefent at or near Cananore and Tellicherry. 

5. The intelligence of our fuccefs at Seringapatam of the 4th inftant, reached 
the Right Honorable the Governor General, at Madras, on the nth. 

6. 1 have the fatisfaflion to acquaint your Honorable Court, that during the 
late hoftilities between the Honorable Company and Tippoo Sultaun, the tranquillity 
of the Province, and the realization of the revenues, have remained uninterrupted, 
and there is great reafon to conclude, that the general iLte of the Province will be 
very much ameliorated by the very fucccfsful termination of the war. 

7. It is expedted that part of General Stuart’s army will fhortly march into 
and take polTeflion of the country of the late Tippoo Sultaun, which lies on the 
Malabar Coaft, between Kabye, our late northern frontier, and Goa.

Honorable Sirs, 

No particular comment is required from me, to illuftrate the numerous advan¬ 
tages which cannot fail to flow from the brilliant and decifive achievement an¬ 
nounced to your Honorable Court, in the Difpatch of the Governor General in 
Council*of this date; but I cannot refrain from offerring to you my feparate and 
mofl cordial congratulations on an event, the glory of which has never been fur- 
paffed (if it has ever been equalled) in the hiftory of the military tranfadlions of the 
Britifh Nation in India. 

I have the honor to enclofe, for the information of your Honorable Court, a 
copy (N. i.) of a letter addrefled to me by Major Beatfon, one of my Aides de 
Camp, whofe extraordinary abilities and excellent character originally recommended 
him to my notice. He was principally entrufted with the arduous charge of plan¬ 
ning and conducting the approaches and attack of the army at^Seringapatam. From 
his letter it appears, that the fall of Seringapatam, under all the circumftances which 
accompanied that event, has placed the whole Kingdom of Myfore, with all its 
refources, at the difpofal of your Government; and that the only Power in India, 
to which the French could look for affiftance, or which could be deemed formida¬ 
ble to your intcrefts, is now deprived of all vigour, if not entirely extindl. When 
your Honorable Court recollects, that thefe advantages have been acquired within 
four months from the date of my arrival at this Prefidency, and within two from 
the period of the army’s entrance into Myfore, 1 truft you will be of opinion, that 
your fervants have not been deficient in alacrity or diligence. 

When Lieutenant General Harris took the field, I thought it my duty to 
invert him with the moft efficient and extenfive powers, which it was poffible for 
me to delegate; and he has carried with him, to the gates of Seringapatam, the 
full vigour and energy of your Supreme Government. To the judicious exercife of 
this ample authority, combined with the liberal fupplies which had been provided 
for the army, may be aferibed, in a great meafure, the unparalleled rapidity and 
promptitude of its operations. I have the further fatisfattion to add, that the parti¬ 
cular detail of thofe operations, which I (hall hereafter fubmit to your Honorable 
Court, will furnifti the moft brilliant examples of judgment, /kill, difcipline, firm- 
nefs, and valour, under many arduous trials, of all thole diftinguifhed qualities. 

Dd The 
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The dreadful fate of Tippoo Sultaun cannot be contemplated without emotions 
of pain and regret: but I truft ic will ferve as a falutary leffon to the Native 
Princes of India,' and will prove the danger of violating public engagements, ard 
inviting foreign invafion, for the profecution of fche'mes of ambition and hatred 
againft the Britilh Power. He was interred within his own capital, on the day fol¬ 
lowing its capture, in the Maufoleum of his Father, 'with the honors of war paid to 
his remains by the Britifh army, lam perluaded that your Hdnofcrble Court #Hl 
derive peculiar fatisfadtion from the intelligence that his family and Palace fuffered 
no infulr or violence, during the heat of the aflaulr, and have fmee been protected 
with the utmoft care. 

Previous to General Harris’s departure from the Carnatic, t appointed a Cora- 
million to affilt him in all matters relating to political negotiation, and I furnifhed 
him with inftruftions applicable to every contingency which 1 could then forefee. 
The conduct of the Commiffioners under General Harris’s orders has hitherto been 
completely iatisfattory to me; but the prefent crifrs appearing to demand my own 
immediate direction, it is my intention to proceed, without delay, to Ryakottah, and 
from thence, eventually, to Seringapatam, for the purpole of adjulling the affairs of 
the Kingdom of Myfore, on fuch a foundation as fhall permanently eftabtitfi the 
tranquillity of your pofleflions in this quarter of India. As it will require forne days 
to make the neceflary preparations for my journey, 1 have difpatched my Private 
Secretary Mr. Henry Welldley, and my Military Secretary Lieutenant Colonel 
Kirkpatrick, diie&ly to Seringapatam, with fuch orders as appear immediately re- 
quifite for the guidance of Lieutenant General Harris. In the mean while, the 
cncloled extract (N? 2.) of a letter lrom Captain Macauiey to my Military Secretary 
will fatisfy your Honorable Court, that Lieutenant General Harris has proceeded 
with the fame difpatch and judgment, in lecuring the advantages of his prefent 
Ctuation, which he manifeftfed in obtaining it.

To the Right Honorable Earl Mornington, &c. &c. &c. 

My Lord, 

It is with the greatefl. pleafure I inform your Lordihip, that on Saturday the 
4th inftant, about halfpaft one in the afternoon, the breach was aflauked, and in lefs 
. than 
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than an hour our troops were in pofieffion of the whole of the rampart of Serin^a- 
patarn. On this moll happy event, I beg leave fincerely to congratulate your 
Lordfhip, particularly as it has been attended with every circumftance that could 
have been defired, to render it the the moft important event that perhaps ever 
happened. 1 

The death of the Sultaun, who was /hot through the head, and bayonetted in 
three parts of his body, as he attempted to make his efcape ; the pofieffion of 
his whole family, treafure, and jewels, which were fecured from ravage and plunder, 
by the accidental circumftance of the Palace not having been taken pofleflion of 
until the fury of the ftorm was over; and the families of the principal Chiefs of 
the Sultaun’s army having been detained prifoners in the Fort, and now fallen into 
our hands ; are altogether a chain of fuch fortunate events, and fo highly 
advantageous, that nothing feems to be wanting to enlure an immediate peace 
throughout the Peninfula. 

No account has yet been taken of the treafure, but from what has been feen it 
muft be immenfe : and as many of the apartments of the Palace, which are fealed 
up, have not yet been opened, it is hnpoffible to form any idea of the amount: 
nor in this inftance, can we be guided by information ; for the Sultaun, it is faid, 
was of late fo fufpicious, that he trufted nobody, and locked up and fealed thofe 
apartments with his own hands. 

There is alfo an immenfe quantity of grain and military ftores of every 

kind. 

I have faid nothing of the operations of the fiege, of which your Lordfhip 
fhall have a minute detail in my journal : I will only obferve, that it affords me the 
higheft fatisfadlion to find, that the forlorn hope was only fix minutes croffing the 
rocky bed of the river, the ditch, and afeending to the top of the breach, which 
was to me a fufficient proof, that I was not miftaken in the judgment which I had 
formed of the liver and the ditch, after reconoitering them, and which I had the 
honor of communicating to your Lordfhip in my Letter of the i8th ultimo. 

As I have now nothing to detain me here, it is my intention, with General 
Harris’s permiffion, to proceed to the Carnatic, as foon as the communication is 
open, in order to have the honor of attending your Lordfhip, and receiving your 
commands, in whatever way you may be pleafed to employ me.

Copy of a Letter from the Right Honorable the Governor General 
to the Court of Directors ; dated i6th May, 1799. 

To the Honorable the Court of Directors for the Affairs of the United Company 
of Merchants of England trading to the Eall-Indies. 

Honorable Sirs, 

1. I now proceed to communicate to your Honorable Court fuch details of the 
progrefs of the Allied Arms again ft Tippoo Sulcaun, as the impeded advices which 
1 have received enable me to furnifh. The interrupted ftate of the communication 
between Seringapatam and this Prefidencv, has not been favorable to the tranf- 
miffion of minute and copious information, either by Lieutenant General Harris or 
by individuals. 

2. The lateft accounts which had been received from the army before 
Seringapatam, when I addreffed your Honorable Court on the (a) 22(3 April, wire 
dated the yth of April. From that time, nothing material occurred till the 9th, 
when General Harris received a Letter from Tippoo Sultaun, in which the Suit aim 
declared, “ that he had adhered firmly to treaties; and demanded the meaning of 
“ the advance of the Engiifh armies, and ot the occurrence of hoftiiities. 

this Letter, General Harris briefly replied, by referring the Sultaun for an expla¬ 
nation of the advance of the Englilh and Allied Armies, and of the commencement 
of hoftiiities, to the fcveral Letters ivhich 1 had addreffed to I ippoo Sultaun on the 
fubjeft. 


3. Major 
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3 * Major General Floyds detachment, and the army of Bombay, joined the 
army before Seringapatam in the afternoon of the 14th of April. A large body of 
the Cavalry of the Enemy, under the command of Kummeer-o-dien Khan, had at¬ 
tended them clofely, during their march from Periapatam, but without having been 
able to make the flighted impreflion upon them. 

4. The army under Lieutenant General Stuart refled on the 15th, and on/ 
the morning of the 16th crofling the Cavery, took up a pofition extending from near 
its northern bank towards the Eedgah, while General Floyd, with the left wing 
and Cavalry, moved to the Delawa Eery (a tank beyond Myfore) to cover a party 
fent out the preceding night to colledt cattle and (beep, and to examine the new 
fort of Myfore. The party returned with confiderable fuccefs, t|ie evening of the 
16th ; and on the 17th, General Floyd’s divilion encamped near the army. 

5. The enemy appearing to have occupied a village on the north fide of the 
river, which was on the line of enfilade of the S. W. fide of the Fort, and employ 1 - 
ing a great number of men in levelling a height intended to be ufed as cover to one 
of our batteries, General Stuart was directed to attack it, on the aiternoon of the 
17th, from his divifion, which was on this occafion reinforced by His Majefty’s 
74th regiment and a Native Battalion from the main army, while his attack was 
affifted by the fire of cannon from the pofts in advance. In a very (hort time, the 
enemy was driven from the poft, within 900 yards of the weftern angle of the Fort. 
A favourable opportunity prefented itfclf, at the fame time, for advancing our pofts 
on the fouthern fide of the river, in connexion with General Stuart’s attack, a 
Nullah, deftined to form a firft parallel, was feized, after fome conteft, by the 
troops on duty. 

6. In the night of the 17th, a battery of fix guns was eredled at the poft 
feized by General Stuart, and fix eighteen-pounders were placed in it on the night of 
the 18th. This battery opened on the morning of the 19th, and fcoured the enemy’s 
intrenchmencs in front of our intended attack. 

7. On the fame morning General Floyd marched with the Cavalry, a brigade 
of Native Infantry, and the Nizam’s Horfe, to meet Colonel Read near Cavery- 
poram. 

S. Lieutenant Colonel Read had advanced in the mean time to Caveryporam, 
which furrendered to him without refiftance on the 22d April. There hecolledted 
his Benjaries, and other fupplies for the army, and leaving them under the protec¬ 
tion of the Fort of Cavery poram, proceeded with his detachment to clear the pafs, 
which proved a moft arduous fervice; for although he marched from Caveryporam 
on the 23d, he did not reach Maratelly, or the head of the pafs, until the 27th of 
-April, and with every exertion which he could make, it was the 6th May before the 
- E e fupplies 
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fupplies got through the pafs; anti even ther, a large proportion of the Benjaries, 
?nd fcveral carts, were (fill behind. In! the meanwhile, General Hoyds detachment 
had reached Cowdehully, a ttation within a few miles oi Marateljy. He had been 
clbfelv followed on his march from Seringapatam, by the enemy’s Cavalry, headed 
by Kumnieer-O'dien Khan, who however had not oppofedany -\erious lefiflnnce to 
his progrefs. On .the 6th of May, the united detachments of General Floyd and 
Colonel Read were reinforced by the fouthern divinon of the army, under the com- 
rrand of Lieutenant Colonel Brown, and on the 7th the whole, with their convoy, 
moved forward from Hannoor towards Seringapatam. General Floyd expected to 
be haraffed by the enemy’s Cavalry in his return to the army ; but in the mean¬ 
while events had taken place at Seringapatam, which removed this, and every .other 
obftacle of an hoftile nature. 

g. On the evening of the 20th of April, the molt advanced of the enemies 
intrenchmtijts in front of the intended attack, was carried by our troops, and a 
parallel eftabliflied on the fpot. On the night of the 21ft, a battery for fi* guns 
was erected, near the ruins of the powder-mi It; and as a violent attack was made 
before day on the 22d, on all General Stuart’s polls; four guns and two howitzers 
opened from ibis battery on the fort the fame morning, with confiderable eftett in 
doftroying its defences and reducing its fire. 

xg. On the night of the 20th, General Harris received a letter from Tippoo 
Sultaun, expreffive of a delite to open a negotiation for peace. To this overture 
the General anfwered, at noon, qq the 22d {.after jqonfulting Meer Allum ariu the 
CJqmmiflioners appointed by me to aflift in matters of political arrangement) oy 
tranfmitting a draft of preliminaries, founded on inftruttions with which Thaufur- 
nilhed Lieutenant General Harris, but fo modified, with relpcdt to the security to 
be required, as the change of circumftances, fince the date of thole nynruaions, 
appeared to demand. The terms propofed to the Sultaun are detailed in the enclo- 
lure, jSl? 7. b. In lieu of forts, which it was now too late m the leafon to receive, 
additional hoftaees were required; namely, four Sons of the Sultaun, and lout or 
his principal Officers, to be lelefted by General Harris. Thele, with the treafure 
ltipylated in the draft of preliminaries, were to be lent, in forty-eight hours, to Camp, 
oUicrwile the General reftrved to himfelf the power of extending his demand, even 
to the pofleftion of Seringapatam. It is here proper to obferve, that the itock of 
rice, at this time remaining in Camp, was only fufficicnt to fubfift the fighting men 
of the army, at half-allowance, till the fifth of May. An unmenfe depot had, 
indeed, been forced .in-the Coorga country; but the reduced (fate of the cattle of 
thy Afir-y rendenedr it wholly impratticable for the General to avail himlelt <4 t»w 
rdbuvce.' The caufe of lb alarming and une* petted deficiency in the provuronsmt 
the array, has nor yet been iatisftttouly explained, and will require future inyelti- 
patjon. " Every account, public and private,’which had reached me previous to 
lieutenant General Harris’s note of the 18th April, had taught me to calculate 
upon a ftipply, amply fufficient to fubfift the army lor at leaft forty days from the 
71 h °f April. Tte 
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11 . The approaches to the Fort were advanced 250 yards on the night of the 
24th of April, and a battery of four guns was ereCted on the 25th, to deftroy the 
defences of fome works which bore on our attack. This battery was opened with 
confiderable efFeCt on the morning of the 26th ; and in the evening of that day, 
the enemy's entrenchments in advance were attacked and carried, not without an 
obftinate conteft, which continued through the night. Our troops occupied thefe 
works on the 27th, and on that night, their lodgement was made fecure. The pof- 
feflion of thefe works was of great importance, as it gave us the ground on which 
the breaching battery was to be ere&ed. The enemy accordingly dilputed every 
inch of ground, calling forth, on various occafions, the moft animated exertions of 
our troops. 

12. On the morning of the 28th, Tippoo Sultaun acknowledged the receipt 
of General Harris’s Letter of the 22d, and ftated, “ that the points in queftion 
4C (meaning the propofals contained in the draft of preliminaries, lent to him by 
4< the General) were weighty and could not be brought to a conclufion, without 
“ the intervention of AmbaiTadors, and that therefore he was about to fend to the 
<f General two Gentlemen, who would explain themfelves personally to him.” Io 
this propofition, evidently calculated to gain time on the part ot the Sultaun, the 
General replied, by referring to the terms which he had forwarded on the 2.2d, as 
thofe on which alone he would treat; by declining to admit any Vakeels, unlefs 
accompanied by the hoflages and fpecie required; and by infilling on an aniwer 
before three o’clock on the. 29th. 

13. ' On the night of the 28th, a breaching battery for fix guns was ereCted, 
and opened partially on the morning of the 30th. This battery demolilhed, in the 
courfe of that day, part of the outward wall at the v/eft angle of the Fort, and 
confiderably fhook the mafonry of the haftion within it. Its fire continued on the 
1 ft of May, with increafed effect, and on the 2d of May an additional battery, 
conftruCted on the night of the 30th April, was opened. The breach appearing 
practicable on the 3d, every preparation was made for an affault to be attempted on 
the following day. The details of the attack on the 4th May, appear in General 
Harris’s Letter of the 7th May, of which a copy forms the enclofure N? 14. It is 
proper to obferve that Tippoo never returned any anfwer to General Harris’s laft 
Letter of the 28th. 

14. The confummate judgment with which this rapid and brilliant campaign 
has been conduced by the Commander in Chief, and by the feveral Officers em¬ 
ployed under him from His Majefty’s fervice, and from the three Prefideneies of 
Fort William, Fort St. George, and Bombay; the difcipline, valour, alacrity and 
zeal, manifefted univerfaily throughout the whole body of the united Army,, and the 
particular iuftre and value of the conquefl: atchieved on the 4th of May, cannot tail 
to excite in the minds of your Honorable Court, the fame fentiments of admiration* 
gratitude, and honorable pride, which have been diffufed through every part of your 

poffelTionsy 
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Poffeffiohs, and amongft every: description of your Servant in India, dn this im¬ 
portant occafion. Under thefe impreflions, I am perfuaded that your Honorable 
Court will honor the army employed in Myfore with every mark of your approba¬ 
tion, and that you will recommend the tranlcendent .merit of their fer vices to the 
particular notice of His Majefty, and to the grateful applaufe of their Country. 

i*;. It is further my duty to requeft the fpecial attention of your Honorable 
Court to the cordial co-operation of the Nizam’s Officers and troops, throughout 
the whole campaign, during which the Commander In Chief has repeatedly boron 
teftimony, not only to their alacrity and zeal, but to the fubftantial utility of the 
fervices which they have rendered to the common caufe.

My Lord, 

I had the honor to receive, this morning, a duplicate of your Lordlhip s letter 
of the 3d inflant; and am happy, that the condudt of the army has met your appro¬ 
bation. The difpatch of the 29th ultimo, referred to in that of the 3d mftant, has 
not yet reached me. It is not poffible for me to fix the fum which may be required 
for the ufe of the army, but I hope as lar^e an amount of fpecie, allotted for this 
fervice, may be forwarded to the neareft (ecure Ration, fo as to reach us by the end 
of May: till that time I hope our funds will fuffice. The lead expenditure may be 
calculated at two lacks of pagodas a month. General Floyd’s detachment, and the 
Bombay Army, joined us this afternoon. I (hall, without delay, arrange a force to 
proceed under General Floyd, and bring Colonel Read’s Benjarries Iafely to us. 
The materials for the fiege are in great forwardnefs, and I hope to be enabled to 
break ground two days from this date. I have heard nothing of Colonel Brown 
or his force.

Camp before Seringapatam, 18th April, 1799. 

My Lord, 

On the cth inftant I wrote to your Lordftiip by General Floyd ; and as my letter 
was tranfmitwd to the Coaft of Malabar from Periapatam, I rruft it reached you m 
fatety, and gave information of the proceedings ot the Army to that date. On 
the nipbc of the *>th, the port formerly occupied by General Abercrombies Pjcquer, 
and the village of Sultanpett, were attacked; but the obfeunty ot the night was 
unfavorable to our advance, and the fnft of thefe polls only was in part fe.zefh A 
renewal of the attack became neceffary on the morning of the 6th, which was com¬ 
pletely luce I'sfiil, putting us in pofifeffion of a firong line of polls, from very near 
the Bank of theCavery to Sultanpett, which formed the right of our pofinon. the 
nature of thefe attacks was f'uch, that fome lofs was to be expected. Major Colm 
Campbell, of the Honorable Company's fervice, Lieutenants George Nixon and 
Falla, of the rath Regiment, with Fitzgerald of the 33d, were killed ; Lieutenant 
N. Nixon and King, of the 12th, and Brooke of the Bengal Arti.lery, wounded ; 
eleven Europeans killed, fifty wounded, fourteen miffing; nineteen Natives killed, 
Lvemy-rive wounded. M - or 
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Major General Floyd marched for Periapatam early on the 6th, and on the 7th 
the cavalry of the Enemv followed. We continued in quiet pofleflion of the pofts 
we had feized, and bufily employed in preparing materials for the works, during 
the absence of this Detachment, which returned on the i 4 -h> accompanied by the 
Bombay Army. A very large body of the Enemy’s cavalry had haraOcd their 
march, but without attempting any determined attack. I he fatiguing marches 
made by this divifion of our troops, rendered one day’s halt neceffary ; but on the 
16th General Stuart crofted the Cavery, taking up a pofition, extending fioin near 
its northern bank towards the Eadgah, while General Floyd, with the left wing 
and cavalry, moved to the Delawa Eery (a tank beyond Myfore) to cover a party 
fent out the preceding night, to collect cattle and (heep, of which we were greatly 
in want for the European troops, and to examine the new fort of Myfore, in which 
there is no water. The party returned with confiderable fuccefs the evening of the 
16th; and on the 17th, General Floyd’s Divifion encamped near our line. The 
Enemy appearing to have occupied a village on the north fide of the river, which is 
on the line of enfilade of the S. W. fide of the Fort, and employing a great number 
of men in levelling a height intended to be ufed as a cover to one of our batteries. 
General Stuart was direiSfed to attack it yefterday afternoon from his divifion, which 
was on this occafion reinforced bv His Majefty’s 74th Regiment, and the Native 
Battalion from mine, and his attack was affifted by the fire of cannon from our pofts 
in advance. In a very fhort time, the enemy was driven from the poft, within nine 
hundred yards of the weftern angle of the Fort, and a favorable opportunity prefented 
itfelf of advancing our pofts on the fouthern fide of the river, in connexion with 
this attack. A Nullah, which will form the firft parallel, was feized, after fome 
conteft, by the troops on duty. The Enemy have fome ftrong entrenchments (at 
the ruins of a powder-mill) clofe in front of this poft, which at prefent rather confine 
it; but as a fix-gun battery was finifhed in the courfe of laft night at the poft feized 
by General Stuart, in which fix eighteen-pounders will be placed this night, 1 expedt 
to convert their entrenchments to our ufe in the courfe of to-morrow, and very fhortly 
to eftablifh a battery near the fpot they now cover. 

Major General Floyd, with all the Cavalry, and three battalions of Native 
Infantry, marches to-morrow morning towards Caveryporam,} to meet Colonel Read, 
and efcort bis Benjarries to Camp. Their arrival is of the iitmoft confequeoce, as 
on meafuring our bags, to afeertain what rice they really contained, they were found 
I'o much diminifhed by Ids or fraud, that eighteen days provifion for the fighting 
men, at half.allowance, is all that remains in Camp; our iupplies mult therefore 
arrive before the 6th of May, to lave us from extreme diflrefs. I hope, even before 
that time, the place will be in our pofftffion. Tippoo has fhewn no wifh to nego¬ 
tiate. The advanced period of the ieafon, joined to our want of provifions, renders, 
any proportion from us too hazardous. No fecurity, but pofleffion of the horf, 
could now juftify our delaying the operation of. the fiege fo r an inftant. On this 
principle I fhall ad, conceiving it to accord with the jpiric of your Lordfhips in- 
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ftrti&ibns. Your Lord'(hip’s' Letter of the 3d reached me on the 14th : That of, 
the 29th ultimo, has not come to hand. The expence of this army is, at leall, two 
lacs of pagodas per month. Our treafure will, I hope, carry on the neceliary dit- 
burfements to the end of May; but I muftrequeft, that as large a lum as can be 
allotted for this fervice, may be fent to the neareft fecure .ftation, fo as to reach the 
army in the courfe of that month. Much trouble will be avoided, if it is fent in 
the current coins of the Carnatic. 

On your Lordfhip’s Letter of the 3d inftant, General Floyd’s detachment has 
been arranged. We have no other account of Colonel Read, and none of Colonel 
Brown, from any quarter t This is extremely embarraffing. I he diftance of the 
depot, want and wcaknefs of cattle, and the difficulty of (paring troops to efcort 
them, render our large Coorga fupplies of no immediate ufc.

My Lord, 

On the 18th inftant, I had the honour to addrefs to your Lordfliip a report of 
the proceedings of the army to that date, which was given in charge to General 
FJoyd, who on the 19th marched with the Cavalry, a brigade of Native Infantry, 
’and the Nizam’s Horfe, to meet Colonel Read near Caveryporam, and aftift m 
efcorting the Benjarries to Camp. That morning, a battery was opened on the 
north fide of thc Canvery, to enfilade the Enemy’s intrenchments in front of our in¬ 
tended attack. The 20th, in the evening, the mod advanced of thefe was carried 
by our troops, and a parallel eftablifhed on the fpot. On that night, the Letter, 
of which a tranflation is annexed, was received from Tippoo Sultaun. On the night 
of the 21ft, a battery for fix guns was ere&ed, near the ruins of the powder-mill} 
and as a violent attack, was made before day of the 22d, on all General Stuart, s polls, 
four guns and two howitzers opened from this battery on the fort tnis morning, 
with conficfcrable effiSR, in deftroying its defences and reducing its fire. 

Yeftcrday, after confuting the Commiflioners appointed to aftift me in fubjeffs 
of a political arrangement, and with Meer AUum Behauder, I determined, in reply 
to the Sultaun, to tranfmic a draft of preliminaries, founded on your Lordfhip s 
paper, 3 , with fuch alterations, as the change of circumftances feemed to require m 
the l'ecurity exacted. Additional hoftages in lieu of Forts, which now we have no 
time to receive. I have required, as hoftages, four Sons of the Sultaun, and four of 
, i h,s 
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his principal Officers, to be fele&ed by me. Thefe, with the treafure, to be fent in 
forty -eight hours to Camp; or I referve to tnyfelf the power of extending the de¬ 
mand even to the polfeffion of Seringapatam. The Letter was fent this day at noon. 
A duplicate of your Lordlhip’s Letter of the 29th ultimo has been received from the 
Coorga Country. The particular accounts you require cannot now be fent. We 
want only provifions and cattle at prefent: money will be neceflary next month. Of 
rice we have collected, by various inodes, enough to fubfift our fighting men to the 
middle of May.

His Hirearrah relates* 
however, that he left Colonel Read this morning, and experts he may be at Mara- 
thally to-morrow; if fo, my advanced battalion will meet him. Deeming this a. 
fafe conveyance, I now forward General Harris’s difpatch?s» which will, doubtlefs* 
convey the lateft accounts from before Seringapatam. Since I left General Harris 
on the Iptb, nothing bilt rumours have reached me. It is faid, that Tippoo made 
an heavy attack on General Stuart’s polls, but was beat off with great daughter; 
and that we had immediately poffetted fome advanced and important polls. When 
left General Harris, all were fanguine that we Ihould be matters of Seringapatam 
by May-day. 

1 find Colonel Brown was not expetted at Caveriporurn before the end of the 
month. Colonel Read had dvanced without his fuppliesto open the pafs. 1 hive 
written to Colonel Read; and intend to return to Seringapatam, with fuch propor¬ 
tion of fupplies as my troops may be able to cover, and with the leaft poffible delay; 
I gropofe offering your Lordlhip a few details by another opportunity. Conftant 
movement, and being out all day, made it neceffary to halt to-morrow; but on 
the 28th it is my intention) to follow my advanced battalion to M'arathally. 

The Enemy’s horfe attend us, but fo artfully, that I am not matter of their- 
number. A Pandary Sirdar we took, makes their number very confiderable, but I 
have never feen on this trip above a couple of thoufand, There were, however, 
duff, and indications of fomethring ftill behind.

The Allied Armies fhall be entitled to a free and uninterrupted communication with the 
Malabar Coaft and the Carnatic, on both files of the river Cavery, until the Allies are put 
in pojfeffion of the forts and di/tri fis, to be ceded under the fourth article , in which event Tippoo 
Jhall be entitled to require their departure from his territories. 

Article xo. 

Tippoo Sultaun Jhall fignify his afj’ent or rejefiion of the above articles within twenty 
four hours after receiving them, and in twenty-four hours more, the hoftages and money mujt 
arrive in Camp. 

Article 11. « 

When an agreement, containing the articles above written, (hall arrive, bearing 
the feal and fianature of Tippoo Sultaun, counter-agreements (hall befentto Jip- 
poo Sultaun from the Allies, and after the cefiation of hoftilities, a difimtive treaty 
of perpetual friend(hip (hall be fettled and entered into by the feveral Powers.

My Lord, . 

On the 18th inftant, I had the honor to addrefs to your l.ordftup, a report ot 
the proceedings of the army to that date, which was given in charge to General 
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in Floyd, who on the 19th matched with the Cavalry, a brigade of Infantry, and the 
■ Nizam’s Horfc, to meet Colonel Read near Caveriporam, and afliit in efcorting the 
Benjarries to Camp. That morning, a battery was opened on the north fide of the 
Cavery, to enfilade the enemy’s entrenchments in front of our intended attack. 

The 20th, in the morning, the moft advanced of thcfe was carried by our troops, 
and a parallel eftablilhed on the fpot. On that night, the Letter, of which a trans¬ 
lation is annexed, was received from Tippoo Sultaun. On the night of the 2lit, 
a battery of fix guns''wa^creded near the ruins of the powder-mill; and as a violent 
attack was made before day of the azd, on all General Stuart’s polls, four guns 
and two howitzers opened from this battery on the Fort this morning, with con- 
fiderable effed, in dcftroying its defences and reducing its fire. 

Yefterday, after confulting the CommifTioners appointed to aflift me in fubjeds 
of political arrangements, and with Meer Allum Behauder, 1 determined, in reply, 
to tranfrtjic a draft of Preliminaries founded on your Lordfhip’s paper B, with uich 
alterations as the change of circumftances feerned to require in the fecurity exacted. 
Additional hoftages, in lieu of Forts, which now we have no time to receive. I have 
required as hoftages, four Sons of the Sultaun, and four of his principal Officers, 
to be feieded by me. Thofe, with the treafure to be fent in forty-eight hours to 
Camp; or I referve to myfelf the power of extending the demand, even to the , 
pofieflion of Seringapatam. The letter was fent this day at noon. A duplicate of 
your Lordfhip’s Letter of the 29th ultimo, has been received from the Coorga 
country. The particular accounts you receive cannot now be fent. We want only 
provifions and cattle at prefent: money will be necefi'ary next month. Of rice we 
have collected, by various modes, enough to fubfilt our fighting men to the middle 
of May.

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The primary objeds of General Harris's attedtion, after the fall of Seringa- 
patam, were to difband the l&te Sultaun’s army, aad to obtatfh poiTeflion o». t\w 
principal ftrihg holds throughout his dominions. 

The meafures neceflary for efL&ing the firfl of thefe obieas were accordingly 
taken, through tire agency Of Purneah. The Siltehdar Horfe, of their own accord, 
returned to their lands : feme difeuffions, however, rook place, with regard to the 
difpofal of the Bargeirl or liable horfes, which were at length terminated, on the 1 8th 
ultimo, by the afiiltunce or Purheah. 

The corps, formerly Tally ’s, has furrendered; and the Europeans compoling 
ir, together with chofe under M. Chapuy, recently arrived from Mauritius, were 
fecured, and have been lent prifoners of war into the Carnatic. 

Upon the whole, I have the faeisfadtion to inform your Honorable Court, that 
the late Sultaun’s army is now entirely dilbaoded. 1 he liable horfes, elephants, 
and camels, belonging to the Circar, have been delivered upland many of the 
former have been allotted to complete deficient corps of the Company s cavalry, 
while others, not calculated for that fervlce, have been appropriated to the ule of 
His Highnefs the Nizatn. 

In the mean time, the n. ceffary meafures have been purfued, for taking pof- 
feflion of the remaining parts of the Sultaun’s dominions. On the 13th, me. army 
of Bombay, under the command of Lieutenant General Stuart, marched on its re¬ 
turn to Malabar, by the way of Coorga, with the intention of detaching troops to 
take po fie Hi on of the diftrift of Canara. ' This army arrived at Cananore on the aad, 
at which period, fortunately, the rains had not commenced in that quarter. 

Circular orders were addrefled by Lieutenant-General Harris to the Cornman- 
riants of the principal fort relies in Canara, and fupported by fimilar requ.fifions 
from the Meer Suddoor (or General Superintendant of Garrilons) under the .ate 
Sultaun’s government, requiring the furrender of their rdpedive torts to the Bnu.ft 
troops, and giving them general ailurances of favor and prote&ion. Ihere is every 
reafon to believe, that the forts will b. quietly delivered up; in wnich cafe, troops 
will be immediately detached by Lieutenant-General Stuart to occupy them. 

Similar meafures have been adopted, to obtain the furrender of the forts in other 
parts of the late Sultaun’s dominions $ and, as far as our troops have, yet proceedec, 
with uniform fucxefs. 

Tire villagers have returned to their occupations in moft paits of the country 
and the ftrongefl lymptoms have appeared, of a general difpofition to fubnut to the 
orders of the Britilh Government, without oppofition or reluctance. 

I have great fiuisfaaitm in informing your Honorable Courts that the whole of 
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the late Tt'ppoo Sultaun’s records having been fortunately fecured. They are found 
to contain 1 feries of Correfpondence between the Sultaun and tne French. Previous 
to the departure of the Sarah Chriftiana, I received fome of thefe documents j and 
although incomplete, they appeared to be of fo much importance, that I 

coDies of them to the Secret Committee by that conveyance. I have now the honor N? XXIII> 
to uanfmit to your Honorable Court a complete copy of the whole fenes: No com- toXLVIII.

Citizen Reprefentatives, 5 th Year of the French Re P ubl5e * 

You cannot be ignorant of the friend fh ip which my father and' myfelf have ever 
entertained for the French. I fought every opportunity of proving it during your 
former Government, and 1 have done all in my power, fince the commencement of 
your Revolution, to make known to you the fentiments of my heart. From want ot 
opportunity and of intercourfe with perfons acquainted with your cufioms and man¬ 
ners, I have not been able, before this time, to inform you of my intentions. A for¬ 
tunate chance has fent me Citizen Rrpaud (one of your officers) who at my requelt 
has anfwered all the queflions which I put to him. I confider him to be worthy or 
my confidence, and from what he has told me, I perceive it is now the moment for 
me to revive the friendlhip which I have always entertained for your nation : I acknow¬ 
ledge the fublimity of your Conftitution, and as a proof of my fincerity, I propole to 
your nation and to you a treaty of alliance and fraternity, which fhall be for ever 
indiffoluble, and (hall be founded on republican principles, of fincerity and good 
faith ; to the end that you and your nation, with myfelf and my people, may become 
one family ; that the fame oath may bind us for life or for death; that your enemies may 
be mine, and thofe of my people; and, that my enemies may be confidered as yours. 
Thus do I wi(h henceforth to treat with my Allies. You now fee my difpofirton to¬ 
wards your country. When I (hall receive a proof of yours, I will fulfil my pro¬ 
mts; but Citizens Reprefentatives, I will not fulfil thefe engagements with you, 
until I fee your forces, as well naval as military, a&uaily arrive in India. During 
the laft war (it is with regret that I am obliged to recall to your memory thedtfafters 
which my friendlhip for the French Nation has brought upon me) I maintained, 
•with zeal and courage, all the pretenfions of the French. The Englilh, the ambi¬ 
tious Englilh, not having fufficient confidence in their own ftrength and courage to 
dttadc me finely* formed an alliance with the Marrattas and the Niz'anr, and attacked 
me in every quarter. At the very moment when I was on the point of conquering 
them, the French army, under the command of M. de Cofiigny, received an order from 
M. de Buffi to abandon me, though I had paid them well, and they were in want ot 
nothing ; but what filled me with indignation was, that thofe orders extended to 
M de Lally, who commanded a body of'French in my pay, to withdraw himfeit 
with his party : This I oppefed and on juft grounds. From that moment, my army 
became difgufted. Reduced fingly to my own refources, and abandoned by niy Al¬ 
lies, 1 was compelled to make peace, with rhe lofs of half of my dominions, and 
three crores and thirty tboufand- rupees in fpecie. Behold what have been my oues 
Reprefentatives !, What is paft is paft: I have cited thefe truths in order _to apprise 
you, that if I fbould declare war againft your enemies, 1 will not be deferred, nor 
ihall you have the power of making peace without ray previous content, nor without 
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including myf$lf and my people in the treaty. For the fecyrity of our reciprocal 
friendfhip'ahci good faidi, it is neci’ffary to ftipulate one preliminary condition. It 
is this ; that as my people are ignorant of the cuftoms of the French Republicans, 
and as the Republicans are equally unacquainted with the cuftoms of my country, if 
one of the Citizens (if either party Zhou Id violate the cuftoms of the other, he ftull 
be reprimanded immediately by his own fuperior, without .any interruption of the 
good underftanding . and harmony, which ought to fublift between good Allies. I 
infert this claufe, although Citizen Ripdud has a fibred me, that the obfervance of 
the moft leverc difcipline and of refpedt for the laws exifts in the Republican army; 
Mine ftull always be conducted in the fame manner. I require alto, that/he Com¬ 
manding Officer Stall always, confult me on every measure which he may undertake 
for the deftruclion of our common enemy, becaufe I am acquainted with the country, 
its cuftovps, and manners. This is a reservation that he cannot confider as often five. 
Happy moment 1 the time is come when I can depofit in the bofom of my friends, the 
hatred which I bear a gain ft thofe oppreftbrs of the human race. If you will affift me, in 
a Ihorc time not an Englishman fliall remain in India} you have the power and the 
means of effecting it by your free negroes. With thefe new Citizens (much dreaded 
by the Englifh) joined to your troops of the line, we will purge India of thefe villains. 
The fprings which I have touched have put all India in motion ; my friends are ready 
to fall upon the Englifh; for every thing here rely on my difcrction. Your enemies, 
as I have apprized you, fhali be mine. Mow you are apprized of my defigns, delay 
not to inform me of yours, but make no promiles which you cannot perform. Xhave 
retained Citizen Ripaud to anfwer your letters, and 1 will give him a falary worthy 
of the Situation which he holds near my perfon. I entreat you not to be offended 
with him, but on the contrary to approve of what he has done, and to quiet his appre- 
heofions of being confidered as a deferter of his country and of his colours, (a lau¬ 
dable motive which interefts me for his welfare). I requeft you to authorize him to 
remain in his prel'ent Ration with me for the fervice of his Country, of your Colonies, 
and of my fell. 1 detained him ; nor did he confent to remain till after much felici¬ 
tation, being extremely attached to the Ifland of Bourbon, to which he belongs. In 
cafe you fhould confent to my proportions, it is neccfiary that you Jhould know-the 
extent of my power to affift the French Republic, and its army.

I engage, immediately on the arrival of the French troops on the Coaft, to visual 
both the land and fea forces, (European liquors excepted) and I will furnifh all ne- 
ceftaries, fuch as flour, rice, meat, wood, he. 

Article z. 

I engage alio to make advances of money for all the wants of the land and fea 
equipments. 

n Ankle 3. 

I engage to provide all the bullocks neceffary for the Artillery of the Republican 
1 Troops, 
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troops, as well as the bullocks, camels, and Lafcars, for carrying the baggage of the 
Officers and Soldiers. 

Article 4. 

I engage to provide palanquins for the Generals, and horfes for the Officers of 
the troops of the Republic. 

Article 5. 

In cafe the French Army fliould happen to be in want of gunpowder, or other 
ammunition, I engage to fupply it. 

Article 6. 

As foon as the French Army ffiall have difembarked, I engage to march with 
my troops, which (hall, in the firft inftance, confiftof thirty thoufand Cavalry, and 
thirty thoufand Infantry and Artillery, well dii'ciplined, with arms, ammunition, and 
every thing neceflary for the fuccefsofour enterprize. 

What I require on the part of France is as follows: 

Article 1. 

That theFrench Republic ffiall not, under any pretence whatever, conclude peace, 
but with the confent of me and my people, nor without including us in fuch treaty. 

Article 2. 

That as the troops of the Republic will derive fuch advantages from me, the 
Generals in command ffiall undertake nothing without firft confulting me, to enfure 
the fuccefs of the common caufe, and of our refpedtive armies. 

Article 3. 

Should the French General or Republican Troops deted traitors in my coun 
try, or ffiould I or my troops come to the knowledge of any fuch in the French 
Army, the Chief of the party wherein the traitor may be found, ffiall caufe him to 
be feized and executed, upon authentic proofs of his guilt, without prejudice to our 
mutual friendffiip; fince engaged in the fame caufe, our interefts are the fame. 

Article 4. 

As I propofe to make the advances, and furniffi the neceflary fupplies of mon <-y 
to the French Republic, both for the land and the fea forces, it is juft that I ffiould be 
reimburfed at the end of the war, from the fums of money which may be taken from 
our common enemy.

Every capture made from our common enemy, as Towns, Forts, Territory, 
Money, Merchandize, Ships, Ammunition, &c. ffiall be equally divide , at a air 
valuation, fraternally, between the troops of the Republic, me, and my peop e.

As I have fuffered greatly in fupporting the caufe of the French in the lad 
war, when I loft the heft part of my Country, t require that all the towns, lorn, 
territories, or contributions, which I may be able to feize within my former boun¬ 
daries, be exempted from the 4th Article; that they fhall become mine by right, 
and that the Republican Troops fhall have no pretenfions or claims thereto. I claim 
this aft of juftice from my brethen. 

Article 7* 

If the fortune of war fhall put us in poffeffion of Goa and Bombay, the Port 
of Bombay, and the Territories dependent on it, belonging to the Englifh, lhall be¬ 
long of right to the French; but Goa and its Dependencies fhall be mine. 

Article 8. 

I demand that all male and female prifoners, as well Englifh as Portuguefe, 
which dial 1 be taken by the Republican Troops or by mine, lhall be treated with 
humanity ; and with regard to their perfons, that they fhall (their property becom¬ 
ing the right of the Allies) be tranfporred at our joint expenfe, out of India, to 
feme place far diftant from the territories of the Allies. 

Article 9. 

As the towns, ports, forts, and territories flipulated in the 6th Article, are to 
be divided between the Allies, they fhall be garrifoned as they may fall into our 
hands, and the ftipuladons of that Article fhall be afterwards arranged by the French 
General and myfelf, with a diferetion, if circumftances requite it, to blow up any 
fort which may be deemed ufelefs. 

Article 10. 

In order to atchieve the conqueft of the Englifh and Portuguefe Poffeffions, 
if and rhofe of their Allies, it is neceiTary that I Ihould be affifted with from five to 
ten thoufand regular troops or national guards, and from twenty-five to thirty thou- 
fand of your new Citizens, (if you have put the decree into execution) felefting 
the molt fubcle and beft inft'rufted of them; thofe in fliort who are likely todiflurb 
the peace of your own Colonies; I will aniwer for our quick and eafy fuccels. 

Article 11. 

To facilitate the attack and capture of Goa, a Port efiential for your fquadron 
and your tranfports, it will be neceffary to! difembark at my Port of Onore, fituated 
in Latitude 14 0 35' N. and 70 0 Longitude. 

Article iz. 

That I may be apprized whether you accept or rejeft my propofitions, I rc- 
queft, that after having fully confidered them, you will dilpatch a packet-boat to 

Mangalore, 
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Mangalore, to inform me of your decifion as expeditioufly as poffible. That nothing 
may be wanting on the arrival of your fquadron, a French Officer will be ftationed 
at Mangalore, to afford the neceflary affiftance, and to advife me of your intentions. 
To avoid any furprize or doubt, the (hip, during the time fhe may remain at an¬ 
chor in the roads, ffiall hoift American colours, with the National Flag at the main- 
rop-maft head, over that of the Sultaun, which my Envoys carry for that purpofe. 
I am defirous, and therefore particularly requeft that Citizen Aubaigne may be ap¬ 
pointed to command this packet-boat, as he knows my harbours, and is acquainted 
with the cultoms of my Country. 

Article 13. 

I depute four of my Chiefs, who have proved themfelves worthy of my confi¬ 
dence, to treat in my name on the articles which I tranfinit to you ; but fhould you 
neither have the power of acceptirig them altogether, nor of carrying them into 
effedt, without an order from the Executive Government of your mother Country, 
I requeft you to difpatch three of my Chiefs in one of yoar beft veil'els for France, 
and to join with them feme Citizen whom your wifdom may felect, to guide and to 
advife them in France. 1 difpatch thefe Chiefs for this exprefs purpofe: They are 
charged with a packet and with orders to explain my intentions to the Executive 
Power. I cannot fend my ffiip thither without giving the Engliffi reafon to fufpedb 
fome hoftile defigns on m.y part If you fend a fquadron, fend with it the remain¬ 
ing one of the four Chiefs and alfo my ihip, which I requeft may be coppered, and 
we will arrange matters accordingly. If however you think that the fhip cannot be 
coppered without delaying the voyage of the convoy, you will fend the Ihip back 
at the proper feafon, with a Captain and two Officers, whom I will pay. 

Article 14. 

We will commence hoftilities againft the Engliffi and the Portuguefej when 
in cafe the Nizam and the Mahrattas ffiould join them, we will make war againft 
them alfo, for it will then be neceffary to fubjugate them alfo, and to- render them 
tributaries to us. 

Thefe, Reprefentatives, are my intentions: do not let my attachment to your 
nation expofe me to the fame calamity which I formerly fuffered. I entreat you to 
refledt well before you return an anfwer, or you may expofe me to great anguiffi of 
heart, fince I ffiall adt according to the tenor of your anfwer. 1 offer up my vows 
for the fuccefs of our enterprize, for the continuation of profperity to the Arms of 
the French Republic, one and indivifible, and for a fpeedy anfwer. I fwear an in¬ 
violable friendffiip for your nation.

I beg leave to offer my apologies to the Ambafladors of the Padfha: my ill 
health, has prevented me from paying them a vific •, but I (hould have had nothing 
further to communicate to them, for the information of the Prince, than what I now 
propofe to write, which I defire they will tranfcribe, for the purpofe of tranfmitting 
it to the Padfha Tippoo Sultaun. 

I aflure the Padfha Tippoo Sultaun of my refpedt and devotion. I give him 
ray word, that I faithfully tranfmitted, at the time when I received them, his pro- 
pofitions and his Letter to the French Government, and I am certain, that the whole 
is arrived in duplicate ; agreeably alfo to his recommendation, I obferved the grcateft 
fecrecy, that he might not be committed with the Englifh, and becaufe the French 
Government itfelf is not in the habit of publifhing the fecrets of its operations. 

The proof that the propofitions of Tippoo Sultaun have been received, is that 
they have remained fecret even in France. Perhaps it is not convenient for France 
to fend an expedition to India, as it mull depend upon the profpedl of peace, more 
or lefs diftanr, with the Englifh; but I aflure the Padfha, that he will have no reafon 
to repent of this firfl ftep, nor of the confidence he has repoled in me. 

France, I am certain,-will always confider the Padfha as one of its moft faithful 
Allies: His Vakeel and I have not neglected any of the means in our power, to 
inform the French Government of the true interefts of the Padfha; interefts which we

All the Letters which I have at various times written to lippoo 
Sultaun, as well as thole which lie has perfonally written to me, I have conuantly 
forwarded to the French Government; the Letters have always been, and will con¬ 
tinue to remain fecrer, becaufe his intereft, and that of the French Nation, require it. 

I rhufH again repeat my apologies to the' Ambalfadors of the- Paflfba, if toy ; i 
health Ihould prevent me from feeing them before their departure frdm this cblony ; 
for I ihould have had the ftrongeftdefire to become acquainted with them, and to have 
converfed with them, fefpedfing the Padfha. J. heir acquaintance- would have eui 
more particularly agreeable to me, as their diferetion, and the good conduct, oblcrvcd 
by them here, during the courle of the eenbafly with which they weic enti Utleu "*y 
the Prince, infpired me with a very great defire to know them.

I have 
however no doubt, that the French'Republic will fobn iearn, and joyfully partake 
vour overtures of friendfhip and alliance. 

I ihould have been glad if the date of the French force, at this time in India, 
had allowed me, in perfon, to have allured you of the friendfhip of the Republic, 
and to have participated in the glory of your arms againfl our common enemy ; but 
the adtual ftate of affairs deprives n>e of that double honor. 

I intreat you, Prince, to accept my wifhes for the profperity of your Arms, and 
the continuation of your glory. '

Great Prince, 

A frenchman, whole name is not unknown to you, and who withes to he 
ufeful to the generous Ally of his Nation, avails himfelf, with eagernefs, of the op¬ 
portunity offered by the return of your AmbafTadors, Hufiein Ali K han and Mahomed 
Ibrahim, to recall himfelf to your remembrance, 

I had the honor to write to you from Pondicherry, in the month of September, 
ir792, enclofing the rfjanifeft of the cargo of thy'fhip, the Phoenix, and I informed 
Governor Dcfrefne, that I propofed going to Mangalore, for the exprefs purpofc of 
landing a quantity of beautiful and excellent grenadier fufees, intended for you.— 
That General oblerved to me, that i ran the rifk of being fearched and detained by the 
Englifh; but when he faw that I was firmly refoived to adhere to myprojcdl, he 
approved of it, and I departed. This circumftance has afforded me the ineftimable 
advantage of receiving many Perwannahs from you, which I carefully preferve. 

Your Minifter, AfherufF Ali Khan, arrived at Mangalore in the beginning of 
the year 1793. He there received the fufees, and was fatisfied with them: .1 was 
paid only in part j he gave me an order for 14,000 rupees upon Brown of Mahe, who 
gave me a bill on another perfon, and I have not yet received payment; but it is no 
longer your HigHnefs who is refponfible to me for the amount. 

Being a Reprefentarive of the people of the Ifle of France, 1 had the happinefs of 
being Prefident of the Committee of Public Safety, when your AmbafTadors landed 
in this Colony; and I was the firft to teftify to them the fatisfadfiou we felt, at 
receiving amongft us the fubje&s of an Allied Prince, to whom we are fincerely at¬ 
tached: But if our happinefs was great for a moment, our grief was profound, to learn 
that you had been deceived by Ripaud, as to our forces on this ifhnd : the-only re'n- 
forccmenc which has been fent to us from France, fince the commencement of the 
war, is one battalion, which we have fent to Batavia, to afiift the Dutch, in the pre- 
fervation of that place: this we did in return for the afTHfance which we had drawn 
from thence in money, provifions, and naval itores : For you muff know, Great 
Prince, that our own rdburces are fufficient for our fupport, and we have lworn to 
bury ourfelvts under the ruins of our ifland, rather than fee our enemies the pol- 
leilors of it. 

I often had the pleafure of vifiting your Ambafiadors, and I fucceeded in reliev¬ 
ing them from the painful fituation into which they were thrown, by the failure of 
their million, I encouraged them by laying, that you could not defire impofiibilities; 
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and that having done every thing in their power, their conlcience ought to be at eafe.: 
you know, Great Prince, what I frankly declare to you, that an a g ent who h J s 
Jfcd every effort, although without fuccefs, has ftill a claim to the gratitude of thofc 

who granted him their confidence. 

If Huflein All Khan and Mahomed Ibrahim have not been entirely focoefifol. 
if vour wilhes have nor been accomplilhed, it is alone to be attributed to the unfor- 
Inhte circumftances of the times, but I fvneat by the facted name of honor, that they 
have ufed every effort to execute your orders, and have conducted thcuite.ves like 
fubjeds truly attached and faithful to their Mailer. 

The conferences were condufted at the Government Houfe. with the Generals, 
and three Reprefentarives ot the Colony, in the number of whom 1 have the advan¬ 
ce to rank. Your envoys were always defirous that nothing flwuld be made public 
bm what could not poffibly be concealed; and I may venture to affirm you, Great 
Prince that we have every reefon to be fatisfied with the corredt and becom.ng com 
duft obferved by them, during their relidence here; it was fnch as was to be expefted 
from .he honor of their charade, and from your Ambafladors. They obferved, that 
the allowances fixed for the different ranks were too great; and that the Trench in 
IheCampof Tally are not fo highly paid; but General Malartic relieves you from 
any wnbarraffment on that point, by permitting the French to rc.urn, Ihould you not 
be fatisfied with what has been concluded here. 

The fituation of your envoys was critical; they found themfelves in a date of 
fufoence Sous of being ufeful to their Mailer, but at the fame tune apprehenfive 
of incurring his difpleafure. To have refufed thefe fuccours,though trilling, wou d 

have 1 been a^ confeffion, chat you. would not f-f p°. fern" b'jt atom 
rimes; befrdes, it /neceflary to make fome ,n favor o^hofe 

who leave their families, and the comforts which they enjoy here, “V 

teers in a country with which they are totally unacquarnted. Nmhmg left ta« 
preat defire to ferve you, would have induced us to perm 

no meric in obligations which coft nothing. 

Permit me Great Prince, to converfe a moment with you. My love for my 
country my attachment to its Allies, particularly to the deferving Son of the renowned 
Hvd r AMi andS well-founded hatted of the Englilh, or rather of their Govern- 
mentT all this. Hay, (F.ould convince you, .hat I lhall fay nothing which ,s not 
didated by a regard for your true interefts. 

What is then the fatality which has hitherto divided 
Nothing is more eafily underftood. It is the dark policy of the Lnghlh, thwMa^ 
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c'hiavelian principles, which have fubjefted fo many nations to their yoke; and 
rendered them the opprefiors of Afia.

There is ftrll time however to crufh this ambitious nation; but it is neceflarj. 
that the Court or Pot nah—the Soubah of the Decan—the. Tartars—the Rajah of 
Travencore —all the Rajahs, Nabobs, and Soubahs; that all the Chiefs of Afia, in 
fhert, fhould unite to attack, to overthrow, and finally to expel thofe haughty Eng¬ 
lish; but it is absolutely uecefiary, that the Alliance fhould be founded on good 
faith, and that it fhould be fkilfully formed, in order that the Princes, whole forces 
are inconfiderable, may not find themfelves overpowered, in confequence of a want of 
concert between the parties; but when the plan fhall have been properly arranged, and 
when the Englifh (hall find themfelves all'ailcd from every quarter of Alia, their deftruc - 
tion will be inevitable. You have been at war with all the Princes of Afia, you 
in oft now become their friend, and prove to them, by the propofals you make, that 
you are really willing to become l'uch. One Prince mull not aggrandize himfelf at 
the expence of another; but it is proper chat thofe who groan under the bondage of 
the Englifh Ihould be emancipated, and that each individual fhould participate in 
their fpoils, in proportion to the aid he fhall furnifh, as well as to his ioca' pofition. 
I will repeat, that if the Alliance be made with good faith, if each of the contraft 
ing parties fhall find his interefl in it, the engagements will be obferved; but fhould 
it prove otherwile, fhould any one of the contrafting parties be injured, he will 
obferve his engagements no longer, than until fome circumftance or favorable event 
fhall give him an oportunity oi infringing them. If fortunately, we Ihould receive 
troops from Europe, which we can difppfe of in your favor, if the Commiffion 
with which the naval and military Generals of the Colony have entrufted Citizens 
Magot and Seguin, the former the commander of the frigate which carries your 
difpatches to the French Government, and the latter. Aid de Camp to Major Ge¬ 
neral Malartic, fent to give greater efficacy to the application which he has made 
for as large a reinforcement as pofiible; l fay, if this deputation be fortunate, what 
will not be veur advantage in having prepared beforehand, the means of avenging 
yourfelf, by punifhing thofe who have caufed you to be betrayed by your own fub~ 
jefts; and of recovering that inheritance, of which you have been in part deprived, 
b; cable the Princes of Alia, who rook up arms sgainft you, were not fenfibJe, that 
in, proportion as the Englifh became powerful, they would furnifh the Powers of 
the Eaft with arms againlt each other. 

The difference of religion has often prevented Alliances, which would have 
proved advantageous to divers Nations; but thefc falfe principles have difappeared, 
phiiofopby and reafosa have fiienced prejudice, and the fame State in Europe tolerates 
the Roman Catholic, the Calvinifl, and the Lutheran Churches. The man who 
adores the Creator, and offers up vows which are fincere and proceed from the heart, 
is regarded by his God with an eye of benignity and forgivenefs. 

The difpofitions of the Soubah of the Decan are known to you, as are alfo thofe 
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of the Mahratta and Tartar States. I think I may venture to affure you, that the 
good Prince, Ram Rajah of Travencore, is tired ot the oppreffion of the Enghfti. 
Raman Kefvin, his prime Minifter, would, I conceive, be well ddpofcd to aft a^ainlt 
thefe defpots, had he the means: I know that it was with great relu&ance he con- 
l'ented to P fend away Migot de la Combe, who commanded his troops at Parour, as 
well as the other French Officers who commanded his battalions. 1 he mterefts of 
this Rajah if L am not deceived, require, equally with your own, that you fhal 
propofe J to him an Alliance, that all refentment fhould ceafe, and that your ancient 
feuds fhould be extinguifhed and forgotten forever: but above all. Great Pnnce, 
conduft the negotiation in fuch a manner, that the rnay not u pc it, or 

other wife this Prince will be totally crufhed, and the Engl.ffi, in defpoihng h,m will 
cnc elfe their means of aching agninft you. Believe me, Great Prince, one of he 
“iehteft days of my life will be that on which I (hall hear that, by re-umung with the 
Princes of Afia, you have acquired the means of annihilating the power of the 

Englifh in India. 

I know not, Great Prince, whether my franknefs will be pleating to you, or 
whether you may not confidently obfervations as officious; but of this I am certain, 
that my anxiouswilh is, that you may make great conquefts from the Eng hfh; and 
that by this fuccefs, you may be enabled to render your people and yourlelf happy. 
This iJthe fincere prayer of a true Frenchman, who is with efteem and lcfpedt.

I received, on the aorh January lad, (old ftyle) your Letter under date Ae 9* 
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O&ober, 1707, which announced to me that you had deputed Captain Ripaud, 
v'bom you had engaged in your fervice, and two Ambafladors, to conn-t with me re- 
fneaine the (late of your affairs, and that I might place the greateff confidence in what¬ 
ever they might communicate. Your Ainbafiadors afterWfcais deliverer .0 me your 
memorandum of propofals to the Executive Direftory, tending to form an Alliance, 
oftenfivc and dcfcnftve, with the French, and by which you oiler to entertain, at your 
own expenfe, as long as the war in India fcull toff, the troops they may be able to 

lend you. •' 

Not thinking myfelf authorized by my powers to conclude this Alliance with 
vou I immediately dtfpatchcd two frigates to France, with your proportions to 
the Executive Directory. I have not the imalkft doubt, but that they will take 
vour propofal into their moft ferious confideradon; and 1 am1 periuaded, that they 
will fend vou, as fpeedlly as pofiibie, the fuccours ot men which you demand, and 
which you require for the purpofe of attacking your enemies, w.10 are alfo the ene- 
mies of the French Republic. 

In the fnean-time, and wbilft waiting the arrival of thefc fuccours, I difpatch 
(he Pfeneufe frigate, commanded by Captain L’Hcrmite, to convey back your 
Ambafladors and their Suite, with the Officers, Surgeons, and Volunteers, whom I 
have recruited in the two Iflands for your fervice. 

I have annexed to this Letter, 

, Th e ro ii of the Officers compofmg the Marine Eftablifhment, whom you 
were defirous of having to command your fhips, and to form Seamen for you. 

a. The roll of the land Officers, of the Surgeons, and of the Volunteers. - 

Thefe lifts exhibit the refpe&ivd ranks of the Officers. 

You will alfo receive with this Letter the monthly pay-tables of the allow¬ 
ances to be given, independently of the appointments and provifaons for each rank, 
and for every peifon who fhall enter your territories. 

It would have been more regular, had a treaty been entered into between your 
Ambaffadors and myfelf, and ligned by both parties, which you might have ratified 
on the return of your Ambaffadors-, but l could not perfuade them to undertake to 
fien the treaty. They affured me, that you would moft unqueftionably agree to my 
demand, and that the appointments and pay ot the troops, as well as the eftablifh- 
mentand provihons, which l had requefted, would be exaff v and regularly paid 
at the end of every month. Should it prove otherwffe, I authorife all the Officers 
Volunteers, and others, to avail themfelves of the return of the trigate, or ot any 
other opportunity which may ofter, to return to tliete iflands. 

I muft alfo premife, that it is my intention that they lhall, at all times,^be^at 
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liberty to quit your territories; and I therefore requeft you will give orders', that 
they may be furnifited with the neceffary means, that every affiltance and protection 
be granted to them, and that they may not be fubjcdted to any hindrance or molef- 
tation on the part of your fubjetts. 

The eftablifhment of the faCtory which you are anxious to have in this Ifiand, 
in order to facilitate the means of connecting yourfelf more clofely with the French, 
nrefenting reciprocal advantages, you arc at liberty to eftabhfh it whenever you 
may think proper The two Muffulmans and the Frenchman, whom you propole 
to fend for that purpofe, will eafily find a commodious houfe for their reception.. 
They fliall be under the protection of Government, and they fhall enjoy all the 
privileges ufually granted to fuch eftablilhments. 

I mutt now mention to you the good conduct of your Ambaffadors, and the 
anxiety they have always fliewn to execute punctually, the commiffion with which 
you had entrufted them; I am happy to render them thisjuftice, which they on 
every account delerve. 

Immediately on their arrival in this Colony, they delivered all the Letters with 
which they were entrufted, for the Reprefentatives and for the Naval and Military 
Generals. They urged entreaty upon entreaty, and ftrenuoufly folicited the difpatcfi 
of a confiderablc force to their Prince, according to the tenor of their inftruCtions, 
founded on the reports which had been made to you. % 

After having, for fome time, hefitated to accept of the inconfiderable affiftance in 
men which was offered to them, your Ambaffadors determined to receive it upon 
the folemn affurances which I gave them, to difpatch to you not only fuch troops as 
might arrive from France, but alfo thofe from this Hland, who might hereafter 
refolve co proceed to India. 

Your Ambaffadors having likewife folicited me, with great earneftnefs, to 
cement the Alliance exifting between the French and yourfelf, by a formal oath, 

I informed them, that as this Alliance ftill remained in full force, I thought the 
Executive Direftory, and the Legiflative Body of the French Republic, had alone 
a right to renew the confirmation. 

In fhort, I can only give you advantageous teftimonies of their good conduct; 
they conducted themfelves, I can affure you, with the moil perfect honor and pro¬ 
priety, and all their actions have been well calculated to procure for your interelts 
the ccnfiderable force which you had directed them to obtain. 

They will tell you, that I publifhed a Proclamation, which has been fent into 
all the Cantons of this Ifiand, for the purpofe of raifing Volunteers. 

They will inform you, that a veffcl has been difpatched to the Ifiand of La 
Re-unlon, for the fame purpofe. 

03 They 
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Ihey will inform you likewife, that a general embargo has been laid on all thfc 
veffds in this Pert, in order that none might fail for India or for the Straits, until after 
the departure of the Preneufe Frigate, which conveys your Ambafladors back to 
your territories. 

I thought it necetfary to adopt this laft-mentioned meafure, left the Emdifh 
our common enemy, ihould be apprized of the part which you feem determined to 
adopt with regard to them, and of the fupply of men which I have fent to you. 

In confequence of the requeft made to me by your Ambafladors, I fend fix 
cafes, numbered l, 2, 3, 4, 5, & 6, containing garden trees, plants of the Ifle of 
France, and drawings of different flowers, with two fiafks, each containing a nut¬ 
meg full blown, an object of much curiofity in Natural Hiftory. I hope you will 
receive them all in good order; the account of thefe articles, under my ligature 
has been delivered to your Ambafladors. 0 

I conclude my Letter by requefting you to place confidence in trie, and in everv 
thing that 1 fhall write to you. 

Believe not fo readily thofe who deceive you. * 

Endeavour, by every means in your power, to point out to the Maratlas their 
tru-’ interefts, by fatisfying them, that your enemies are in reality theirs. 

Write to all the Princes of Hindoftan, and to all the Nabobs of Bengal; tell 
them that your enemies are alfo theirs, and that the time is come to rid yourfelves 
of your common enemy. 

Make facrifices of money, pay your army well; and give money to the 
JViarattas. 

Of what ufe to you is money? A great reputation is fuperior to every thing. 

\’our courage, and'the refources of your genius, are known to me-, both will 
every where attend the Son of the great Hyder Ally Kh2n; you are deftined to fur- 
pafs even his fame. 

Write to me fometimes. Why have you delayed fo long to give me an account 
of yourfelf; you cannot have received falfe reports? I know, however, that much 
has been laid to you of the Legiflative Body and the Executive Directory of France, 

The beneficence of the French Repub ,: c, its policy, and particularly its defire 
to perpetuate friendfhip with your Government, and to confirm the harmony which 
has ever fubfifted between you and the French, will induce it to fend troops to India.

The Captain in the Navy of the French Republic, Commanding the 
Frigate la Preneufe, in the Roads of Mangalore, to the Sovereign 
Prince Tippoo, in his Palace at Seringapatam, the 25th April, 1798. 

Sovereign Prince, 

Having been difpatched from the Ifle of France, by Admiral Sercey, Commander 
of the Naval Forces of the French Republic, on fervice in the Indian Seas, to bring 
back to one of your Ports your Ambaffadors, Affen-Alli Khan, and Mahomed 
Ibrahim, whom you had deputed by Citizen Ripaux, to the Government of the Ifle 
of France, I have the honour to announce to you my arrival this day, the 25th of 
April, in the Roads of Mangalore, with your Ambaffadors and the Frenchmen, whom 
General Malartic has fent to you, under the orders of M. Chapuis, commanding the 
land, and M. Dubuc, commanding the naval forces. 

I ftiould felicitate myfelf the more on having been feleded for this honorable 
commiffion, did not the approach of the ftormy feafon oblige me to haften my de¬ 
parture, and deprives me of the honor of prefenting to you, in perfon, the affurances 
of my refped and attachment. 

I have requeued Affen-AUi-Khan, who is about to approach his Sovereign with 
an account of his embaffy, to exprefs to you my zeal for your fervice, and at the 
fame time the lively regret which I feel at being obliged fo loon to depart. 

With as much juftice as pleafure I can affure your Majerty, that your Ambaffa¬ 
dors, during the fifty days they have been on board my fhip, have rendered theni- 
felvcs confpicuous for all the good qualities and virtues required in the ftation with 
which you have inverted them, and that their quitting my fhip, as well as their de¬ 
parture from the Ifle of France, has been the caufe of regret to thofe friends whom 
their irreproachable conduct has gained them; nor can 1 wilh you greater happinefs, 
than to poffefs many fubjeds as faithful and as much attached to you as they are. 

Anxious to evince my zeal to ferve you, and to procure you the means of corref- 
pondincr with my Government, before the approaching monfoon, I have the honor to 
acquaint you, that in fifteen or eighteen days at furthefl, I may poffibly touch again 
at Mangalore, and from thence perhaps fail for the Ifle of France; you might by 
that period honor me with your anfwer, and your commands. 

As it would be advantageous to the Ifle of France, and convenient to me, to carry 
thither, on my return, from 150 to 200 tons of rice in bags, I have the honor to 
make a demand for the fame. 
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I will deliver the receipt for whatever quantity I may fhip, at your Government 
of Mangalore, to-whomf’oever you may pleafe to order to make over tome the quan¬ 
tity required, if that be pofliblc. 

What I receive will become a debt, due by my Government to you, of which 
they will acquit themlelves in any mode you may think prop.tr. 

As I have already had the honor to obferve to you, and as you without doubt 
know, that in 15 or 20 days at the furtheft, your coaft will no longer be fafe, I offer 
my fervices, and confine my requeff to that period ; for when it is palled, I fhall be

In the name of that friendfhip which the Srcar Coudadad, and the fubjefts of 
the Sircar, vow to the French Republic, which friendfhip and alliance fhall endure 
as long as the fun and moon fhine in the Heavens, and which fhall be lo folid that 
the mod extraordinary events fhall neither break nor difunite them. 

The En<difh, jealous of the connection and friendfhip which for fo long a time 
has fublifted between my Sircar and France, fome years ago united againft me 
with the Mahrattas, the Nizam AH Khan, and my other Enemiesj and declared a 
war, as odious as unjuft, which lafted fevcral years, and of which the refult was fo 
fatal, that it colt me three crores and thirty lacs of rupees in money, and my hneft 

provinces. 

The Republic is certainly not ignorant of any of thefe unfortunate circum- 
ftances, nor of the many efforts I made to difpute, inch by inch, the pofleflion of 
that country, which at laft I was obliged to relmquifh to our common Enemy. I 
fhould not have been driven to fuch cruel facrifices, had I been aided by my ancient 
allies the French; who were deceived by the perfidious machinations of Conway, 
the Governor General of Pondicherry, who was then plotting with Campbell, the 
Governor of Madras, for the evacuation of the place commanded by the former. 
No doubt, the Republic will now repair the fault of their former Government, by 
driving the Englifh from their rich pofieffions in India. 

Thefe fentiments, with which I have long been animated, I have made known 
to the Government of the Ifle of France, through the organ ot two Ambafladors,

On all marches and military operations, the King's orders are to be obferved.

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in preference, to Porto Novo, where the difembarkation of the troops (hall take 
place* and where the King, with his whole army, will appear, either before the 
arrival of the French Army, or at any time appointed, it being his intention to 
commence operations in the heart of the Enemy s country. 

Article 6. 

The King defires that the Republic will inform him, by difpatching to Man¬ 
galore two corvettes from Europe, within twenty days of each other, of the number 
of fhips and troops which are to be fent from France, in order that he may take the 
field immediately, and be mafter of the Coromandel Coaft, before the airival of the 
Republican torces, and thus be enabled to provide for all their wants. 

Article 7. 

All the conquefts which may be made from the Enemy, excepting thofe pro¬ 
vinces which the King has been obliged to cede to the Englilh, to the Mahrattas, 
and to the Nizam Ally Khan, (hall be equally divided between the two nations, 
and according to their refpedtive convenience. The fame divifion (hall alfo be 
made of the Enemies (hips, and of the Portuguefe Colonies, m order to indemnify 
the King for the expences of the war. 

Article 8. 

Should any difficulty arile between the allied armies, each (hall obferve jufiice, 
according to their own laws and cufloms; and every difeuffion relating to them mail 
be conducted in writing between the two nations. 

Article 9. 

Whatever may be the defire of the Republic, whether to give peace to Eng¬ 
land, or to continue the war, the King trutts the Republic will always have the 
kindnefs to confider him as a friend and faithful ally, and accordingly comprehend 
him in all its treaties, and apprize him of all its intentions. 


Article 10. 

All French whatever, who now are or may hereafter come within the territo¬ 
ries of the King, (liall be treated as friends and allies; they (hall have the liberty 
of pafiin^ and repaffing, and of trading, without any moleftation or hindrance, on 
the contrary, they lhall receive every afliflance and fuccour which they may wan .

part, I believe they mu ft have tied their legs for three months and a half. H |f car- 
rahs, which I fentyou on the nth of laft month, have returned with your Majeity s 
reply, dated the 29th of the fame month ; 1 haften to fend them back, as they are 
faithful men, and I ffiould wifh them to be liberally recompensed. 1 he perfon who 
is to furniffi the money does not appear, nor do 1 hear any thing of him. 1 a .PP ri "' 
hend that there will be much trouble in obtaining payment. I confider it as inclil- 
nenfably neceffary, that you ffiould fend me an order to take up immediately all the 
money in the hands of Mercier, and accompany it with a letter of credit on the 
Republic, as requeued by me. The importance of my miffion is fuch, and the reluit 
promifes to be fo advantageous to your Majefly, that I cannot too often repeat, t iat 
money ought to be confidered as nothing, when matters of fuch conlequence are ins 
agitation. I muft fet off; but to do this, money is neceffary. In all countries, 
money is the finew of intrigue and, of war ; if your Majefty does not wiffi ^ta ffie 
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ruined by the .Englilh, and to lofe the affiftance of your good and faithful friends 
the French, (hew me a fufficient mark of your confidence, in (applying me with 
the means; they will not flop Soucars on the road with ipecie, specially if it be in 
ftar pagodas.

I again folicit from your Majefty full powers to chat oir.C , 
and that the means may be immediately furnilhed me. As the Hircarrahs allure me 
of their return in thirty days, I can get away in ioyty. It will be advdeable, that 
you fhould ftation herewith your Vakeel eight Hircarrahs, that you may receive 
intelligence every eight: days, which I have the means of arranging. I recommend 
the Vakeel to you, his pay is inefficient, and it is now eight months that tne 
Cuchcrv has given him nothing; he fhould have befides a Palankeen; I he Am- 
baflador of fo noble and generous a Prince as yourfclf, ought not to go on foot like 
a Cooly.

auguft children for ever. 

By means of the intrigues carried onlay the Englifh in all the Durbars of India, 
it is eafy for them to excite commotions, and they may detach from you perhaps 
all your Allies. It is very probable, that by divifion and negotiation, in the event 
of their l'ucceeding in a new war againft your Majefty, they may accomplifh the 
deftru&ion of the Mahratta Power, and feize with impunity every thing which may- 
have been ceded to them under anew treaty of peace; it is evidently then their 
intereft, to enter into a joint treaty with you, that by the means of a powerful league, 
you may eftablifh a firm fecurity for each other ; and in this league, each ought to 
co-operate, in defending the acquifitions or ceflions that either may have made at 
the peace concluded at your capital, with the feveral contracting Parties. The 
Englifh threaten you; the Mahrattas ought to lupport you, and not allow you to 
be expol'ed to deftru&ion; the barrier that feparates you from the former ought to 
be preferved, fo that nothing may be able to break or deftroy it. You may place 
a dependence on your Allies while your interefls are the fame; but you will be 
abandoned, if thofe interells fhould ceafe to be mutual, or more certainly ftill, if 
they fhould be abfolutely at variance, or if your Allies fhould begin to fear you. 
Your time is fhort and precious, you muft convince them of your good intentions ; 
anticipate the Englifh by your adtivity, and throw impediments in their way, which 
fhall retard their negotiations at Poonah, or render them ineffectual. Under fuch 
circumftances, the Mahrattas ought to infift on the faith of treaties; to remind the 
Englifh of the afliftance they afforded them againft your Majefty; and to urge the 
gratitude which they have a right to expeCt. They may reconcile the different 
interefls of the parties with the delicate fltuation in which they are placed, and avoid 
the reproach of a breach of faith, either in regard to the execution of the treaty of 
peace generally, or any particular article of it. If thefe means of conciliation fail, 
they muft immediately arm and menace the Nation which fhall have infringed the 
treaty; the mere outcry will perhaps put a flop to all the military and hoftile pro¬ 
ceedings againft your Majefty; if otherwife, the fvvord muft be drawn, the fcabbard 
muft be call away where it may never again be found, and the fortune of war muft 
decide the event. 

We have not yet received any interefting news from Europe; the Republic 
continues victorious over all her enemies, and refufes peace to England. Scindia 
has already taken Delhi, and I think he muft have completed the conqueft of Agra. 
Your Majefty will do well to difpatch couriers to inform him immediately of the 
fltuation you are in. 

I beg your Majefty will read attentively my Letter, which has been lolely dic¬ 
tated by candor, truth, and a regard for your real interefls.

Letter from Tippoo Sultaun to M. Dubuc. 

Seringapatam, the id January, 1799. 

The Hircarrahs, who were the bearers of your Letter of the 16th ultimo, 
arrived on the 30th. They have been paid, as a prefent, ten rupees. You mu ft 
make every exertion to depart with all pofliblc expedition, for it is urgently necef- 
fary. The cloths which you mention as not being arrived, have been brought back 
without orders. I have caufed them to be returned again without delay ; but fhould 
they not arrive immediately, let not this prevent your departure- The letter of 
credit for France, which you defire,.is in the packet. I hope that you will find the 
perlbn who pughc to pay you the money: we couhder him as entirely to be depended 
upon; but if he fhould fail, you will endeavour, by means of. your Veter of credit, 
ro arrange matters, and depart as foon as poffible. You need not doubt, that you 
poflefs mv entire confidence, and that I confider you as one of my very good friends. 
We have fettled together every thing which you have to do. It is ufetefe, and even 
dangerous, to write again; becaufe letters may be loft, and what I am moft anxious 
about, is, that you fhoulu'depart as quickly as poffible. Your dilpatches have already 
been once intercepted, and have furnifhed information of your deftination, which 
is much to be regretted. If you fhould wrire again, mention no names 5 we (hall 
always underftand each other: I have always written to you in that manner. 

You afk me to fend money from hence: how can this be done, when letters 
pafs with fo much difficulty ? I authorize you to take up. by means of the letter 
of credit upon Europe, whatever you may require for yourfelf, as well as for other 
purpofes. After the departure of this difpatch, I will fend the neceffary perfons to 
carry oq the correfpondcnce. I rely folely on Providence, cxpe&ing that I (hall be 
„ alone

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alone and unfupported; but God and my courage will accomplifh every thing. I have 
fent to Poonab, but it is your departure which moft interefts me, and which is 
moft prefling. Overcome all obftacles, and depart with fpeed.

To Tippoo Sultattn the Victorious, the Ally of the French Republic, and the 
well beloved of the Republicans, his Children ; Health. 

From the Republican Camp, the 3d day of the ift Decad 
Citizen Sultaun, of Prairial, the 5th Year, (May 23d, 1797.) 

I have received the Letter, which you have done me the friendfhip to write to 
me, and I take the liberty of replying to it article by article. 

With refpeCt of that which relates to Monfieur Raymond ; I have read the 
Letter written by him to Citizen Dompars :—M. Raymond, more fubtle than him, 
has the air of a man, who would be a Frenchman, or who would at lead wifh to be 
thought fo; and this with a view to difeover your intentions, and thofeof the Republic, 
your Sifter j—he exprefles a wifh, to be informed of our means, and of our force, 
alledging that he has facrificed the greater part of his property, to prove his attach¬ 
ment to the French, and to fupport the French, and their name in India j that his 
party is called the French, and that he has always borne the French colours. 

He is known to you, excellent Prince, and dill better to France.—He has made 
war,—on whom ?—on you, the Ally of my Nation : it is thus, that he would prove 
to you his fincerity. He has erected the ancient ftandard of France: this was only to 
difengage you from the French, who adled under your orders—he is in the fervice of 
a Prince, who is both your enemy and ours, and has formed an unworthy alliance 
with the Englilh, with whom he is in conftant habits of intercourfe. But my Prince, 
in dealing with traitors, we mud make ufe of their own arms. You muft not let 
him perceive that you have unmafked him.—If you will permit me to write to him, 
I will manage matters in fuch a manner as to draw him over, and induce him to 
enter entirely into your wifhes. In politics, we fhould avail ourfelvesof the arms of 
thofe whofe hands we fhould be glad to fee cut off, and put it out of the power of our 
enemy to hurt us, either by word or deed.

I repeat 
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I repeat to you, that your interefts at e as dear to me as thofe of my own Nation, 
and you may rely on the franknefs of my heart; but Raymond appears to make 
advances to you : do you appear t6 accept arid return this confidence, and allow me 
to adt a part with him. Be a flu red that he will fubmit himfelf to your pleafure ; 
fubtle as he is, I will outwit him, and ypu lhall be fatisfied. 

With refpeft to the men who are in irons, had they deferved death, be 
perfuaded that they flioukl have received no mercy : I do not love either 
cowards or traitors, and you may left allured that your Camp (hall be ordered 
with all the dignity and refpedt which is dpt to you. 1 do not command it, 
but I am a Repuldican, and I will make them know that you do not pay them either 
for their debauchery or their vices, and that they muft earn the money which you 
give them ; that every where, and at all times, they muft be ready to maintain your 
precious name and glory. They begin to liften to me. I will render them worthy 
of this honor, and this is no trifling attempt, after their late diforderJy behaviour. 
An order from you to Citizen Dompars, conceived in the terms of the writing en- 
doled, would have the beft effeft. Your will fhall be complied with ; on Monday 
afternoon I will take out, with your permiffion, the citizen gunners to your place of 
exercife, that they may fire at the mark. I make them pradice daily firing at the 
mark. But as it is the cuftom among the Republicans to attach a (mail piece of 
artillery to each Company of Infantry, for the purpofe of manceuvering, and to favor 
attacks or retreats, or the lkirmilhes of Cavalry, 1 requeft of you merely to lend me 
one of your fmalleft field pieces; thd'e pieces, in time of adtion, are drawn with 
traces. Your wilhes are laws, I wilh you all the happinefs youdeferve.

I defire the Citizen Dompars, as Commandant, to qualify himfelf, that he may 
be able to command in perfon, the French Republicans who are under his orders. 
That he will, in the fame manner, require his officers to qualify themfelves to com¬ 
mand, as well as his inferior officers, i give yon all one month to enable you to 
pradtifc, and I lhall judge myfelf of the military evolutions which you may be able 
to perform at that period.—To be Republicans, it is necefifary to be well informed, 
to pofTels a degree of pride, and to merit the efteemof thofe whofepay we receive. 

Hithereto you have negledted thefe duties of honorable men; repair your former 
errors, and merit my efteem. You will daily make the Citizens whom you command, 
without any diftinftion, except that of age, praftife with the mufquet and great 
guns. Thofe who perform their exercife well, with the mufquet and cannon, will prac- 
tife only every Monday on my parade; thofe who will not make the mod of their 
time, lhall be formed, according to their refpeftive acquirements, into fecond and 
third clafles : thole of the fecond clafs (ball exercife three times a week ; thofe of the 
third daily, until all your Citizens become qualified for the firft clafs, both with refpedt 
to the management of the mufquet and of the artillery ; they muft all be equally expert 
at the mufquet and the artillery.

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Be careful that this order be carried into execution ; you will be anfwerable to 
me for it. Iflue orders alfo to your Cavalry to inftrudt themfelves. It is proper that 
all (hould be perfect. Such is my will,

<yhis Letter ejtablijhes the faff, that M. Raymond, Commander of the French Amy at 
Hyderabad , had opened a correfpondence with Tippoo Sultaun. With regard to theflandard 
under which M. Raymond's corps Jerved, they were delivered up at Hyderabad, on the 
zid Ottober, 1798 ; they cortjijled of the Three-coloured Flag, J'urmounted by an Emblem, 
reprefenting the FHtoman Crejcent tranfixed by a dagger, on the point of which was placed 
the French Cap of Liberty.

May the Almighty encreafe your power and deftroy your enemies.

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Translate of a Letter from General Buonaparte to the Sheriff of 
Mecca, written in Arabic, without Date, and received at Judd a, the 
17th February, 1799. 

You will be fully informed by the Nocqueda of this Dow, how tranquil and 
qujec every thing is at Cairo and Suez, and between thofe places, and of the tran¬ 
quillity which is eftablifhed among the inhabitants. Not a Tingle Mamalulce oppreflbr 
remains in the country, and the inhabitants, without dread or fear, employ them- 
idves in weaving, cultivating the ground, and in other trades, as formerly ; and by 
the bldling of God, this.will be daily encreafmg, and the duties on merchandize 
and the taxes will be leffened. The duties on merchandize are now the fame as they 
were prior to their being raifed by the Mamalukes; the merchants have every aflift- 
ance granted them, and the road between Suez and Cairo is open and fafe } therefore 
do you affure the merchants of your country, that they may bring their goods to 
Suez and fell them, without dread-or appfehenfion, and may purchafe in exchange 
tor them, fuch articles as they may wilh. ”

Copy of a Letter from the Right Honorable the Governor General 
to the Court of Directors; dated 3d Auguft, 1799. 

To the Honorable Court of Dire&ors for the Affairs of the United Company of 
Merchants ofEngland, trading to the Eaft-Indies. 

Honorable Sirs, 

1. The rapid fucceflion of aftive meafures in which I have been engaged, has 
not admitted of my recording, in a conne&ed fhape, for the information of your 
Honorable Court, the feveral opinions which I have entertained, at different periods 
of time fince the month of June 1798, relative to the terms of an adjuftment with 
the late Tippoo Sultaun. The knowledge of my progreffive fentiments on this im¬ 
portant fubjeft may appear neceffary to your Honorable Court, in forming your 
judgment of the meafures which I have purfued; it is therefore my intention, in 
this Letter, to review my original plan for a fettlement with Tippoo Sultaun, and 
the variations which it has undergone, according to the change of circumftances and of 
the general afpeft of affairs, fince the firft difclofure of the nature of the embafly dif- 
patched by the Sultaun'to the French Government. 

2. In my Letter of the 20th March 1799, I have declared to your Honorable 
Court, that as foon as I had afeertained the views of Tippoo Sultaun to be fuch as 
they are reprefented in the Proclamation of Monf. Malartic of the 30th January 
1798, I determined to make an immediate effort for the redudtion of that Princes* 
refources and power; but the defedt of the requifite means had precluded the pofi- 
fibility of the attempt at that time. 

3. In this ftate of things, my intention was to have endeavoured to detach 
Tippoo Sultaun from his connexion with the French Nation ; and ifhould then have 
been contented with any adjuftment, which appeared to offer a reafonable profpedt 
of fecuring that objeft. The arrangement which occurred to me at this period of 

time was ftated in a Minute recorded in the Secret Department on the 12th Auguft Vide N? LI. 
1798. My views were then limitted to the eftablifhment of permanent Refidents, on 
the part of the Company and of the Allies, at Seringapatam ; to the difmifiion of all 
the French, then in the Sultaun’s fervice; and to the perpetual exclufion of the 
French from his armies and dominions. 

4. But before I could fafely attempt to propofe even this moderate arrange¬ 
ment to Tippoo Sultaun, it was neceffary that the vigor of the triple alliance fhould 
bereftored, and that our armies fhould be placed in a pofture, not only of defence, 

Y y ' but 
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but fufficiently refpedlable to enforce the juft and moderate demands at that time in 
my contemplation, or any augmentation of thofe demands, which the obftinacy, 
treachery, or violence of the Sultaun, might ultimately compel me to make : for al¬ 
though my views were then limitted to the objects ftated in the preceding paragraph, 
it appeared prudent to provide for every poffible contingency. 

5. The meafurcs which I purfued for the purpofe of reftoring our alliances, 
and of aflembliog our armies, are already known to your Honorable Court: you are 
alio apprized of my fcvcral unfuccelsful attempts to open a pacific negotiation with 
Tippoo Sulcaun. 

6. In the month of November 1798 (at the period of my firll attempt to open 
fuch a negotiation with him) my opinion, .with refpeift to the nature of the terms 
neceffary for our fecurity againft the defigos of the Sultaun, had undergone fome 

• change. I had received th* intelligence of the French invafion of Egypt; and it 
could not be doubted, that this expedition, if it had not been originally planned with a 
view to the affiftance of Tippoo Sultaun, might be converted to that purpofe. On 
the other hand, our ftrength was conliderably incrcafed; we had fubverted the 
French party at Hyderabad, and by that fuccelsful blow, had fecured the effectual 
co-operation of the Nizam’s Government: our military forces and preparations 
were alfo in a ftate of forwardness. Under tbefe combined circumftances, my 
opinion was, that Tippoo Sultaun Ihould not only he compelled to renounce his con¬ 
nexion with France, ro difmifs all the French in his fervice or dominions, and to 
receive refident Ambaffadors from the Allies, but alfo to cede, as an additional fecurity 
againft a renewal of his hoftile intercourfe with the French, the maritime province of 
Camara to the Company, for an equivalent to be given to him at a diltancc from 
the coaft. It would not have been difficult for the Company to have made ths 
nccclfary exchanges, for the purpofe of obtaining the equivalent, if circumftances 
had favored fuch an adjuftment with the Sultaun. 

7. This plan, without any material variation, formed my views of the fettle- 
rmnt neceffary to be concluded with Tippoo Sulcaun, until the period of my arrival 
at Fort St. George, on the 31ft of December, 1798. 

8. With this plan in contemplation, I addreffed to the Sultaun my Letter 
Vide dated on the 9th January;, but I was induced, towards the clofe of the month of 

46. January, to extend my views beyond the limits by which they 4 **] hitherto been 
circutnicribcd. 

9. Tippoo Sultaun’s negledt of my Letter of the date above mentioned, ma- 
ni felled a flrong indifpofition to any amicable adjuftment of our differences, and 
appeared to indicate a determination to purfue his projedl of irrigating the French 
to invade India. FT is obftinacy had already induced a very heavy expence upon the 
finances of the Company, and threatened to augment, and even to perpetuate, the 

charge 
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charge of our defenfive fyftem. On the other hand, the armies of the Allies were 
now fo concentrated, as to warrant the expe&ation of our being able to enforce any 
demands, which vve might think it juft and prudent to make. On thefe grounds, 
towards the clofe of the month of January, 1799? m y intention was to have required 
from Tippoo Sultaun, in addition to the terms already ftated, the payment of a 
confiderable fum of money, as an indemnification for the expenfe to which his 
hoftile and treacherous conduit had fubjedted the Allies. 

10. The next change in my view of the fubjedk, took place at the commence¬ 
ment of the month of February 1799, after I had obtained the intelligence that 
Tippoo Sultaun, while he declined the amicable advances of the Allies, had actually 
difpatched another Embaffy to the French, under the conduft of M. Dubuc. The 
infidious conduit of Tippoo Sultaun now determined me to fufpend all negotiation 
with him, until the advance of our armies into Myfore fhould ferioufly menace his 
capital. It was reafonable, that the indemnification to be demanded fhould keep 
pace with the burthens which the progrefs of his unjuftifiable proceedings impofed 
on the Allies. The French, at this period of time, being to all appearances efta- 
blifhed in Egypt, the neceffity of reducing the power of Tippoo Sultaun was greatly 
increafed-, and as our means of effecting this impottant objedt were proportionably 
augmented, I now determined to raife my demands, to the extent ftated in the En- 
clofure marked (A.) of my Letter of the 22d of January, 1799, to the Coin«man- 
der in Chief, already fubmitted to your Honorable Court. I refolved, at the fame 
time, in the event of our obtaining any decifive advantage in the field, and of our 
being compelled, by the obftinacy of the Sultaun, to open our batteries upon Se- 
ringapatam, to infift on greater conceflions from him; and I therefore provifionally 
directed the Commander in Chief to demand the terms ftated in the Enclofure (B.) 
of the fame Letter to his Excellency. 

11. Towards the end of April, frefh circumftances arofe, which difpofed me 
to think, that if the courfe of the war fhould favor the attempt, it would be pru¬ 
dent and juftifiable entirely to overthrow the power of Tippoo: accordingly on the 
23d of April, 1 fignified to Lieutenant General Harris, my wifii that the power and 
relources of Tippoo Sultaun fhould be reduced to the lowed date, and even utterly 
deftroyed* if the events of the war fhould furnilh the opportunity. 

12. The Commander in Chief in the interval, however, (as ftated in my Let¬ 
ter of the 16th of May to your Honorable Court) had been induced to offer to Tip¬ 
poo Sultaun the terms marked (B), contained in the Enclofure of my inftruftions 
of the 22d February; and for the powerful reafons detailed in his Letter of the 18th 
April, his Excellency, with great propriety, had not offered thefe, or any other 
propofals, to Tippoo Sultaun, previoufly to opening the batteries on the fort of 
Seringapatam. After the batteries had been opened, Lieutenant General Harris was 
not authorized, by my inftru&ions, to offer or accept any terms, lefs advantageous cu 
the Allies than thofe contained in the paper (B), to which I have already referred. 

13. Acccrd- 
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13. Accordingly, his Excellency, on the 22d day of April, propos'd the 
-age 118. - tcrms con tained in that paper* with luch a modification of the fecurities, as the ac¬ 
tual date of circumftances appeared to require. Tippoo Sultaun not having agreed 
to Lieutenant General Harris’s propofitions, and his Excellency pofleffing no autho¬ 
rity to depart from them, the neceflary confequence was the .profecution of the 
fiege, which terminated in the redu&ion of die place. 

14. I have already informed your Honorable Court, that the condud of Lieu¬ 
tenant General Harris, in this refped, as well as in every part of the campaign and 
fiege, has met with my entire approbation. I Jhall exped, with anxiety, the judg¬ 
ment of your Honorable Court on the important queftions fubmitced to it in this 
letter; requefting you to confider every ad of Lieutenant General Harris, in the 
management of the negotiations with Tippoo Sultaun, to be founded in the fpirit of 
my orders, and to be ftridly conformable to my views of my duty towards you, 
and of the exigencies of your fervicc.

Extract from the Right Honorable the Governor Generai/s Minute 
in the Secret Department, dated the 12th of Auguft, 1798. 

The firft regular authentication of the Proclamation, which I received, was 
contained in the Letter from Lord Macartney cf 28th March, and in that from Sir 
Hugh Chriftian of the fame date, received on the 18th of June. It could now no 
longer be doubted, that the Proclamation adually had been iffued by the Governor 
General of the Ifle of France. Whatever may have been the motives of Monfieur 
Malartic in this tranfadion, the objed of Tippoo Sultaun was always plain and clear, 
although fortunately for our interells, his fucccfs has not yet been anfwerable to 
the extent of his defign. Of the objed of that defign, I foon poirelfed ample proof, 
arifmg from the belt evidence which the nature of the cafe could admit. In the 
firft place, it appeared by the general tenor of the letters from the Cape, as-well as 
by every public account which had been given of the tranfadion, to be an undis¬ 
puted fad, that Tippoo difpatched two Ambaffadors to the Ifle of France, and that 
* . 5 the 
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3d Auguft, 1799. 
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the Proclamation in queflton was publifhed fublequent to their arrival, and during 
their refidence in that Illand. Thefe fa&s would perhaps have been fufticient, with¬ 
out further enquiry, to warrant a Prong prefumption, that this Proclamation, pur¬ 
porting to declare the objedt of the Embaffy, mull have been framed with the 
confenc and knowledge of the Ambafladors of Tippoo, then on the f pot, and mult 
have correfpondedwith their inftruflions from their Sovereign, whole orders they 
would fcarcely have ventured to exceed, in a matter of fuel) ferious confequence as 
the conclufion of an alliance offenfive and defenfive with the French. In order, 
however, to obtain the moft accurate information, with refpeft to the circumftances 
attending the recepfon of the Embafly, the publication of the Proclamation, and 
the conduct of the Ambafladors, I examined upon oath fome refpedable peribns, 
who were prefent in the Iile of France during the refidence of the Ambafladors at 
Port Nurd Oueft; from the concurrent teftimonv of thefe perfons, fince corroborated 
by intelligence from various quarters, I obtained a connedted account ot the whole 
tranfadtion. 

Tippoo difpatched two Ambafladors, who embarked at Mangalore for the Me 
of France, and arrived there at the clofe of the month of January, 1798. They 
hoifted Tippoo’s colours upon entering the harbour of Port Nord Oucif, were re¬ 
ceived publicly and formally by the French Government, with every circumftance 
of diftindlion and refpedt, and were entertained, during their continuance as the 
Mand, at the public expence. Previoufly to their arrival, no idea or rumour exifted 
in the Mand, of any aid to be furnifhed to Tippoo by the French, or of any pro- 
fpedt of a war between him and the Company. The fecond day after the arrival 
of the Ambafladors, an advertifement was publiflied of the fame purport as the 
Proclamation, and immediately afterwards, the Proclamation was fixed up in the 
moll public places, and circulated through the town. The Ambafladors (far from 
protelling againft the matter or ftyie of the Proclamation) held without referve, 
in the moft ^public manner, the fame language which it contains with relpett to the 
offenfive war to be commenced againft the Rritifh pofleflions in India-, they even 
fuffered the Proclamation to be publicly diftributed at the place of their refidence. 
In confequence of thefe circumftances, an univerfal belief prevailed in the Ifland, 
that Tippoo would make an immediate attack upon the Britifh pofleflions in India ^ 
which opinion had gained fo much force, that the perfons who gave this evidence, 
and all thole who arrived at that period in India from the Ifle ot France, expe&ed 
to find us at war with Tippoo. The Ambafladors were prefent in the Mand, when 
the French Government proceeded to adt under the proclamation in -queftion, and 
they aided and aflifted the execution of it, by making promifes, in the name of 

Z z Tippoo 


* Although the Ambafladors, on their firft arrival at the Mauritius, were very folicuous, accord¬ 
ing to the tenor of their inftruflions, to keep the objefl: of their million fecret, yet when the Govern¬ 
ment neglected this precaution, and gave them a public reception, the condufl of the Ambafladors be¬ 
came equally public, and the objefl of their million equally undilguitcd. 
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Tippoo, for the purpofe of inducing recruits to enlift j they propofed to levy men 
to ►any orafticable extent, dating their powers to be unlimited with refped tp the 
numbers of the force to be railed. The Ambaffadors aided and alfilled in the levy 
of 150 Officers and Privates for the fervice of Tippoo, under the terms and for the 
purpofes dated in the Proclamation. Few of the Offices are of any experience or 
JkiH, and the privates are the refufe of the democratic rabble of the Itland: Some 
of them are Volunteers others were taken from the pi ifons and compelled to embark : 
levcral of them are Cafffees, and people of half cad. With fuch of thefe troops as 
were ’Volunteers, the Ambaffadors entered into feveral ftipulations and engagements, 
in the name of T ippoo. 

On the 7th of March 1798, the Ambaffadors embarked on board the French 
frigare La Preneufe, together with the force thus railed, and they publicly declared 
an intention of proceeding to the Ids of Bourbon, with toe nope ot obtaining more 
recruits for the fame fcrvice. 

The Proclamation therefore originated in the arrival of the Arabatfiidors at the 
Ifle of France, was diftributed by their Agents, was avowed in every part by their 
own public declaration, and finally was executed, according to its tenor, by their 
perfonal affiftancc and co-operation. 

The Proclamation itfelf furnilhes the mod powerful internal evidence of the 
concurrence of the Ambaffadors in all its effential parts, the principal fads dated 
therein are : 

“ That Tippoo Sultaun, through two Ambaffadors, difpatcbed for the purpofe 
« to the Ifle of France, had addreffed letters to the Colonial Affembly of the I lie of 
« France, to all the Generals employed there, and to the Executive Diredory of 
France, and had made the following proportions ; 

ill. “ That he defired to form an alliance, offenfive and defeaftve, with1 the 
«* French, and offered to maintain, at his expencc, during the continuance of (he 
•* war in India, whatever troops lhould be fur.uihcd by the French, and to fupply 
«» (with the exception of certain (lores) every necefiary for carrying on the war.” 

2d. «« That he had given affurances, that all bis preparations were already 
" completed., and that the Generals and Officers would find every thing neceffary 
«* for carrying on a fpecies of war, to vvhich Europeans have not been accuftomcd 
** in their coritefls with the Native Powers in India. 

*d. “ That he only waited for the fuccour of France to declare war again ft. 
“ the Englifh, and that it was his ardent defirc to expel the Englifh from India.” 

Upon the ground of thefe fads, the Proclamation recommends a general levy 
of men for the fervice of Tippoo, and it concludes by affuring “ all the citizen* 

who 
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enlift, that Tippoo will give them an advantageous rate of pay and 
“ allowances, which will be fixed by his Ambaffadors, who will alfo engage, in the 
“ name of their Sovereign, that the Frenchmen who (hall have enlified in his army 
“ (hall never be detain-d there, after they (hall have exprefled a defire of returning to 
their native country.” 6 

The avowed purpofe of this proclamation is to acquaint the inhabitants of the 
ifland with the propofitions made by Tippoo Sultaun, through his Ambafladors, on 
the fpot. It enumerates thofe propofitions with a particularity of detail, which could 
never have been hazarded in the prefence of the Ambaflhdors, if the fa<5b dated had 
rot been corredlly ^rue, or if the propofitions'enumerated had varied in fubdance 
from thofe communicated by the Ambafladors, under the orders of their Sovereign : 
But the laft paragraph of the Proclamation, connected with the conduit of the Am¬ 
bafladors, as already deferibed* edablifhes, in the cleared manner, their participation 
in the whole tranfaition. That paragraph contains a diredt reference to the power 
of the Ambafladors, and engages on their behalf, that they (hall enter into certain 
dipulations, in the name of their Sovereign, with refpeit to 'he pay and final dif- 
charge of luch French fubjeits as (hall enlid in his army, under the conditions of the 
Proclamation. The accounts which I have received from the Ifle of France concur 
in dating, that the Ambafladors openly adted under this part of the Proclamation ; 
and in the name of Tippoo, entered into engagements and dipulations with the 
recruits, according to the aflurances fpecified in the proclamation. Monfieur Dubuc 
now Mader Attendant at Mangalore, dated to one of the witnefles whom 1 examined^ 
the whole fubdance of the engagements which had pafled perfonally between him and 
the Ambadadors, all of which engagements referred immediately to Tippoo’s inten¬ 
tion of commencing war upon the Company, with the aid of the French force, then 
about to be levied. It appears from the evidence which I have collected, that the 
AmbalTadors had not brought to the Kle of France a fupply of treafure fufficient for 
advancing bounty-money to the recruits. It was dated, that an apprehenfion of the 
Lng!i(h cruizers had prevented the embarkation of treafure for this purpofe ; and 
no doubt was entertained, that if the Ambadadors had been better provided with 
money, they might have railed a much greater number of men, who refufed to en¬ 
gage on the mere fecurity of promifes in the name of Tippoo. 

The Ambafladors, together with the force thus collected during the time of 
their million in the Ifle of France, landed from the frigate La Preneufe, at Manga¬ 
lore, on the 26th of April 1798. Accounts vary with refpeft to the exadt number 
ot the force landed : the mod probable are, that it did not exceed two hundred per- 
fons. I ippoo (far from manifeding the lead fymptom of difapprobation of the 
condudt of his Ambadadors, in any part of the tranfadtion) formally received them, 
and the Officers and leading perfons fo landed, with public marks of honor and dif- 
tinftion. One of his Ambadadors refided for fome time with the French Recruits in 
a fortrefs near Mangalore, and the Sultaun has admitted the whole levy of Officers 
and men into his fervice, 
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Referring, therefore, to the conduct of the Ambafiadors in the Ifle of France, 
to their arrival at Mangalore with the force levied in confequence of their million, 
and finally to the reception of the Ambafiadors and of the French Recruits by Tippob 
Sultaun, the following cdnciufions appeared to me to be incontrovertibly' eflab- 

lilhed: ’ 

Firft. That the Ambafiadors d if patched by Tippoo Sultaun to the Government 
of the file of France, propofed to that Government an alliance offenfive and defen- 
five, againft the Britifh Pofleffions in India, which alliance was * accepted L;y that 
Government, and its acceptance formally notified by a public Proclamation. 

Secondly. That the Ambafiadors were charged with letters from Tippoo Sultaun 
to the Executive Directory of France ; which letters were Hated to contain the fame 
propofitions *, and that the Ambafiadors delivered thole letters to the Governor Ge¬ 
neral of the Ifie of France, for the purport of nanfmiflion to France. 

Thirdly. That the Ambafiadors, in the name of Tippoo Sultaun, gave public 
affurances, that he had aftually compleated the neceffary preparations for commencing 
immediate hoftilities, and that he only waited the arrival of fuccour from theFrsnch, 
to declare war againft the Company, for the exprefs purpofe of expelling die Britifh 
Nation from India. 

Fourthly. That the Ambafiadors demanded unlimited military fuccour from 
the French, and levied a military force in the Me of France, with the declared objeft 
of commencing immediate war againft the Britifh Nation in India. 

Fifthly. That this force has been actually landed in Tippoo’s country, ancl 
publicly admitted into his lerviee, with figrwl marks of approbation ; and that the 
Ambafiadors have been receivedwith fmiilar diftinftion. 

Sixthly. That Tippoo Sultaun (by receiving with public marks of approbation 
his Ambafiadors, who had concluded, in his name, an ofienfive and defenfive alliance 
with the French, and by admitting into his fcrvice the military force railed for effeft- 
ing the objeftsof that alliance; has perlbnally ratified the engagements contained in 
the Proclamation of the Governor General of the Me of France, and has proceeded 
to aft under thofe engagements, conformably to the tenor of that Proclamation. 

Seventhly. That although the fuccour aftually received by Tippoo Sultaun, 
under his offenfive alliance with the French, is inronfiderabie, yet the tenor of the 

Proclamation 


* Although it appears the Government of the Tile of France, did not actually enter into a formal 
Treaty of defenfive and offenfive Alliance with the Ambafladors, by executing regular engagements, 
yet they adopted the more decided meaturc of fending all the troops they coulcf raife, and of promifm£ 
more for the aid of Tippo Sultaun, with a view to the exprefc obje 3 of that Alliance, and with the hune 
view they difpatched his .Letters to France, and afiuretl him chat due Alliance would here be formally 
concluded. 
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proclamation, the propofition made to the French Government for unlimited military- 
aid, and the declarations of the Ambaffadors prove, that it was the intention of 
Tippoo Sultaun to receive into his fervice the largeft force which he could obtain, 
for the purpofe of commencing a war of aggreffion againft the Company in India. 

Having thus entered into offenfive and defenfive engagements with the enemy, 
having proceeded to colled, in conjundion with the enemy, a force openly deftincd 
to ad againft the poffeffions of the Company, having avowed, through his public 
Ambaffadors, that he has compleated his preparations of war, for the exprefs purpofe 
of attempting the entire fubverfion of the Britilh Empire in India, and having 
declared, that he only waits the effectual fuccourofthe French, to profecute offenfive 
operations, Tippc.. Sultaun has violated the treaties of peace and friendfhip fubfifting 
between him and the Company, and has committed an ad of dired hoftility againft 
the Britilh Government in India. 

Before I proceed to apply the principles of the law of nations to the condud of 
Tippoo Sultaun, it appeared proper to enquire, what had been the condud of the 
Company towards him for fome years part, and whether he had received any pro¬ 
vocation, to juftify or to palliate his late proceedings. 

Since the conclnfion of the Treaty of Seringapatam, the Britilh Governments 
in India have uniformly conduded themfelves towards Tippoo Sultaun, not only 
with the mod exad attention to the principles of moderation, juftice, and good 
faith, but have endeavoured, by every pradicable means, to conciliate his confi¬ 
dence, and to mitigate his vindidive fpirit. Some differences have occafionally 
arifen, with refped to the boundaries of his territory bordering upon the confines of 
our poffeffions on the Coaft of Malabar; but the records of all the Britifh Govern¬ 
ments in India will Ihew, that they have always manifefied the utmoft anxiety to 
promote the amicable adjuftment of every doubtful or difputed point, and that 
Tippoo Sultaun has received the moft unequivocal proofs of the conftant difpofition 
of the Company to acknowledge and confirm all his juft rights, and to remove 
every caufe of jealoufy which might tend to interrupt the continuance of peace. 

The fervants of the Company in India have not, however, been ignorant of 
the implacable fentiments of revenge which’ he has preferved, without abatement, 
fince the hour of his laft defeat. It has always been well underftood, that Tippoo 
Sultaun’s refentment was not to be appeafed by any conciliatory advances on our 
part, nor by any other means than the recovery of his loft power, the difgrace of 
the Britifh arms, and the ruin of the Britilh interefts in India. With fuch views, 
it was expeded that he would eagerly embrace the firft favorable occafion of ftriking 
a blow againft our poffeffions; and his intrigues at the Courts of Hyderabad and 
Poonah, together with his embaffy to Zemaum Shah (although managed with fuch 
a degree of caution as to avoid the appearance of dired ads of aggreffion) were 
fufficient indications of an hoftile mind. But none of thefe circumftances have, 
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in any degree, affoTed the conduct of the Company V fervants tOWhrdshim. The 
correfpdndence between him and the late Governor General, and the letters from 
Bombay on the iubjeft of the diftrift of Wynaad, ftrnifh ample proofs of a fincere 
defreto bring that queftion to a fair ifiiie, “ ivith the coafmt ahd knowledge of both 
parties, according to the tenor of the 7 th article of the Treaty of Seringapfram. 

I appeal to the Getter which I difpatchcd to him, foon after my arrival in Ben- 
g il, propohng an amicabic adjuftnuot of the fame queftion, as well as of his reemr 
daunt, op on certain parts of .he diflrift of Coofga, for a teftimonv of the pacific 
ipiru, which has marked my firft communication with him, although, perhaps, P a lefs 
m.ki fcprefentation might have been juftified, by his unwarrantable precipitation in 
iUtiomng-a military force on the frontier of Ccorga, before he hadrmde any trial of 
the prelcnbed and regular channels of negotiation. Tippoo Sultaun cannot therefore 
allege e ven the pretext of a grievance, to palliate the oh trader of his recent a$! 

; u . ulce ; 1 ' l!]e £ cd none > but has continually profelfed the moll fincere defire 

to maintain the relations of amity and peace with the Company. In his letters (o 
b.r John Shore (written a fliort time before the return of the Myforean Ambafi'i 
dors from the Ifle of Prance, and received in Fort William on the 26th of April 
the day on which the French force landed ac Mangalore) Tippoo declares

'< ‘u t firengthen the foundations of harmony and concord eftabhfoed between

This is not the language of hoftility, nor even of difeonteot, From what di£ 
pofition in the friendly heart of Tippoo thefe amicable profeffions have proceeded

It appears highly probable, that he was inftigated by the prdmifes and exhor 
atwns of the Government of France (whofe emiffarfe have reached his 
to haften the execution of a projeft, in which every confideration of htereft >nrt 
every fentinicnt of paffion, would induce the French toSlk withSie 5 
/eai, ardor, and rancour, not inferior to his own. g 

The 
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The importance of thefe pofieflions to all the moll valuable interefts of Great- 
Britain, has pointed the particular attention of the Government of France to the 
deftrudtion of our empire in India. The profperity of our fettlements in India has 
long been the primary and undifguifed objeCt of the jealoufy of France, avowed by- 
all her minifters in every negotiation, and by all her rulers, in every ftage of her 
innumerable revolutions: Tippoo, therefore, might realonably hope, that if the 
reflation of hoftilities on the Continent of Europe fhould, at any time, enable the 
French Dire&ory to turn their views to the difturbance of the peace of India, fuch 
an adventure would be amongft the earlicft of their operations. 

The conclufion of a peace upon the Continent of Europe may have appeared, 
both to ”1 ipgoo and to the French, to offer a favorable opportunity for the profecu- 
tion of their joint defign. The premature difclofure of this defign may perhaps be 
imputed rather to the policy of M. Malartic, than to the imprudence of Tippoo. 
Whether the fcope of that policy was to involve us in a war with Tippoo, or to 
expofe his treachery to our view, is yet a matter of doubt; but whatever circum- 
ftances occafioned the premature difclofure of the defign, whether the defign was 
wifely or rafhly conceived, whether it has partially fucceeded or entirely failed, are 
queftions, the folution of which, in no degree, affeCts the ofFenfive nature of an 
aggrefiion fo unprovoked, and of a violation of faith fo flagrant and unqualified. 

1 he hiftory of the world fcarcly furnifhes an inflance, in which any two Powers 
have united in confederacy or alliance precifely with the fame motives. The party 
propofing an offenfive alliance againft the Company cannot be abfolved from the 
coniequences of fuch an adt, by any apparent oy real indifference in the party ac¬ 
cepting fuch a propofal: the conduit of Tippoo Sultaun, therefore, cannot be cor- 
redtly eftimated by reference to the fuppofed mocives of Monfieur Malartic. 

From the application of the acknowledged principles of the law of nations to 
the fatts of this cafe, I formed my judgment of the rights of the Company, and 
of my own duties. With reference to the aggreffion of Tippoo, the courfe of reason¬ 
ing which I purfued may be ftated in the following manner: 

The rights of States, applicable to every cafe of conteft with Foreign lowers, 
are created and limited by the neceflity of preserving the public fafety. This necef- 
fuy is the foundation of the reciprocal claim of all nations to explanation of fufpi- 
cious or ambiguous conduct, to reparation for injuries done, and to fecurity againft 
injuries intended. 

In any of thefe cafes, when juft fatisfadlion has been denied, or from the evi¬ 
dent nature of circumftances cannot otherwife be obtained, it is the undoubted right 
of the injured party to refort to arms, for the vindication of the public fafety; and 
in fuch a conjuncture, the right of the State becomes the duty of the Govern¬ 
ment; unlefs fome material confideration of the public intereft fhould forbid the 
attempt. 
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If the conduft of Tippoo Sultaun had been of a nature which could be "termed 
ambiguous or fufpicious ; if he had merely incrcafed his force beyond his ordinary 
tftablifhment, or had Rationed it in fome portion on our confines, or on thofe of our 
Allies, which might juftify jealoufyor alarm ; if he had renewed hifcfecret intrigues 
at the Courts of Hyderabad, Poonah, and Cabal, or even if he had entered into any 
negotiation with France, of which the object was at all obfeure, it might be our duty 
to refort, in the firfi: inftance, to his conitruftion of proceedings, which being of a 
doubtful ebarafter, might admit of a fatisfaftory explanation. But where there is no 
doubt, there can be no matter for explanation! The aft of 7'ippoo’s Ambaffadors, 
ratified by himfelf, and accompanied by the landing of a French force in his country, 
is a public, unqualified, and unambiguous declaration of war, aggravated by an 
avowal, that the objeft of the war is neither explanation, reparation, nor fscurtty, but 
the total dci’ruftion of the Brtttfh Government in India. 

To a fie ft to mifunderftand an injury or infult of fueh a complexion, would argue 
a conicioulnefs, either of weaknefs or of fear •, no State in India can mifconltrue the 
conduct of Tippoo; the correipondence of our refidents at Hyderabad and Poonah 
i'nfficientiy manifefts the conilruftion which it bears at both thofe Courts ; and in fo 
clear and plain a cafe, our demand of explanation would be juft ly attributed, either to 
a deleft of fpirit or of power. The relult of fuch a demand would therefore be, the 
difgrace of our character, and the diminution of our influence and confideration in 
the eyes of our Allies, and of every Power in India. If the moment ftiould appear 
favorable to the execution of Tippoo’s declared defign, he would anl'wer fuch a de¬ 
mand by . n immediate attack, If, on the other hand, his ^separations fliould not 
be lufficientiy advanced, he would deny the cxiftence of his engagements with 
France, would pcrfift in his denial until he had reaped the full benefit of them, and 
finally, after having completed the improvement of his own army, and received the 
aeceffion of an additional French force, he would turn the combiued ftrength of both 
agatnft our poffefiions, with an alacrity and confidence infpired by our inaftion, and 
with advantages redoubled by our delay, in the prefent cafe, the idea therefore of 
demanding explanation muft be rejefted, as being difgraceful in its principle and 
frivolous in its object. The demand of reparation, in the ftrift fenfe of the term, 
cannot properly be applied to cafes of intended injury, excepting in thofe inftances 
when the nature of the reparation demanded may be effentially connected with fecu- 
rjtjl againft the injurious intention. 

Where a State has unjuflJy feizedthe property, or invaded the territory, or violat¬ 
ed the rights of another, reparation may be made, by reitoring what has been unjuitly 
taken, or by a fubfcquent acknowledgment of the right which has been infringed j 
but the cauic of our complaint againft Tippoo Sultaun, is not that he has feized a 
portion of our property which he might reflore, or invaded a partof our territory 
which he might again cede, or violated a right which he might hereafter acknow¬ 
ledge ; we complain that, profefling the molt amicable difpofuion, bound by fubfift- 
ing treaties of peace and friendihip, and unprovoked by any offence on our parr, he 
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lias manifefted a defign to effe£t our total deftruftion, he has prepared the means and 
inftruments of a war of extermination againft us; he has lolicitedand received the aid 
of our inveterate enemy, for the declared purpofe of annihilating our empire ; and 
he only waits the arrival of a more effedtual fuccour to ftrike a blow againft our 
exiftence. 

That he has not yet received the effeftual fuccour which he has folieited, may be 
aferibed either to the weaknefs of the Government of Mauritius, or to their want of 
zeal in his caufe, or to the ralhnefs and imbecility of his own councils ; but neither 
the meafure of his hoftility, not of our right to reftrain it, nor of our danger from it, arc 
to be eftimated by the amount of the force which he has actually obtained : for we 
know that his demands of military afliftance were unlimited, we know that they were 
addrefied, not merely to the Government of Mauritius, but to that of France, and we 
cannot ascertain how foon they may be fatisfied, to the full extent of his acknow¬ 
ledged expeflations. This therefore is not merely the cafe of an injury to be repaired,, 
but of the public fafety to be fecured againft the prefent and future defigns of an. 
irreconcileable, defperate, and treacherous enemy. Againft an enemy of this de- 
feription, no effectual fecurity can be obtained otherwife, than by fuch a reduction of 
his power, as lhall not only defeat his aftual preparations, but eftablilh a permanent 
reftraint upon bis future means of offence.

Letter from the Right Honorable the Governor General to the 
Court of Directors ; dated 3d Auguft, 1799- 

To the Honorable Court of Diredfors for Affairs of the United Company of Meiv 
chants of England trading to the Eaft-Indies. 


Honorable Sirs, 

1. My laft feparate letter to your Honorable Court was dated on the 6th Ot 
June, at which period I informed you, that I was occupied in framing a general 1 
fettlement of the conquered Territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun. In this difpatch,. 
I fhall fubmit to your Honorable Court a fummary abftraft of the principles by 
which my conduft has been governed in framing the fettlement, and of the means 
which 1 have employed for carrying it into effect. 

2. From the juftice and fuccefs of the late war with Tippoo Sultaun, the 
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Ototnpany and the Nizam derived an undoubted right to the difpofal of die domi¬ 
nions conquered by their united arms. This right of conqueft entitled the Company 
and the Nizam to retain the whole territory in their own hands: the cetuon or any 
portion of it to any other party might be a confideration of policy or humanity, bu f 
could not be claimed on any ground of juftice or right. 

The Mahrattas (whatever might have been their difpofition) having taken 
no ilia re in the war, had forfeited every pretenfion to the advantages or tiie peace. 
The numerous progeny of Tippoo Sultaun (even if it had been poffible to adjuit 
their feparate pretenfions to the fuoceffion) could plead no tide, which haa not been 
fuperfeded by the conqueft of the kingdom ; no, was it poffible, ineftimaung their 
claims, to forget the ufurpation of Hyder Ally, and ftc (offerings of the unfortunate 
family, expelled by his crimes from the Throne of Myforc. A lineal descendant of 
the ancient houfc of the Rajahs of Myforc (till remained at Scringapatam; out what¬ 
ever might be the hopes of his family, from the moderation and humanity of the 
conquerors, this young Prince could alfert no right to any fhare ol the conquered 


territory. 


I To the free and uncontrolled exercifeof the right of conqueft, thus vefted 
in the Company and the Nizam, no obftacle cxifted in the internal ftate of the king¬ 
dom of Myforc. The whole body of the people had mamfefted the moft favourable 
difpofition to fubmit to our authority : the Commanders of moft of the principal for - 
treffes had furrendered, or exnreflcd their readinefs to furrender to our arms; and 
within a few days after the fall of Scringapatam, I was fatisfied that no difficulty 
would arife, from the influence of the Mahomedans introduced into My lore under 
the reigns of Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun. It had been the uniform policy of 
the latter, to deftroy every veftige of hereditary right, eftabliffied office, or territorial . 
poireffion among his fubjefts, and to concenter, not only the whole authority of the 
State, but the whole condu& of the Government, in his own perform during his 
reign, therefore, his numerous Mahomedan Chiefs pofielTed neither individual 
weight nor colieiftive force; many of them had fallen at Malavdly, Seda.ere, and 
Serinpapatam, during the courfe of the war, and moft at the iomvors, together with 
their families, were adually in the fortrefs of Scringapatam, lubjefted toourdilcre- 
tion, and confiding-in the clemency of the Britiffi Government, without union, lpint. 






c . In regulating the exercife of our right of conqueft, it appeared to me that 
no principle could more juftly be affirmed, than that the original objects of the war

fonable indemnification for our expence in the war, and an adequate fecurity againft 
the return of that danger, which originally provoked us to aifms. 

6. With a view to each of thefe juft and neccflary obje&s, it was requifite 
that the Company and the Nizam fliould retain a large portion of the conquered ter¬ 
ritory ; but it required much confideration to determine the precife extent of that 
portion, as well as the juft rule of partition. The war had not been undertaken in 
purfuit of fchemes of conqucft, aggrandizement of territory, or augmentation of 
revenue. In proportion to the magnitude and luftre of our fuccefs, it became a more 
urgent duty to remember, that a peace, founded in the gratification of any ambitious 
or inordinate view, could neither be advantageous, honorable, nor l'ecure. 

7. The approved policy, interefts, and honor of the Britifh Nation, therefore, 
required that the fettlement of the extenfive kingdom, fubjedted to our difpolal, 
fhould be formed on principles acceptable to the inhabitants of the conquered terri¬ 
tories, juft and conciliatory towards the contiguous Native States, and indulgent to 
every party, in any degree affe&ed by the confequences of our fuccefs. 

8. To have divided the whole territory equally between the Company and the 
Nizam, to the exclufion of any other State, would have afforded ftrong grounds of 
jealoufy to the Mahrattas, and aggrandized Nizam Ally’s power, beyond all bounds 
of diferetion. Under whatever form fuch a partition could have been made, it mull 
have placed in the hands of the Nizam many of the ftrong fortrefles on the northern 
frontiers of Myfore, and expofed our frontier, in that quarter, to every predatory 
incurfion. Such a partition would have laid the foundation of perpetual differences, 
not only between the Mahrattas and the Nizam, but between the Company and both 
thofc Powers. 

9. To have divided the country into three equal portions, allowing the Mah¬ 
rattas (who had borne no part in the expence or hazard of the war) an equal fhare 
with the other two branches of the Triple Alliance, in the advantages of the peace, 
would have been unjuft towards the Nizam and towards the Company, impolitic, as 
furnifhing an evil example to our other Allies in India, and dangerous, as affefting a 
confiderable aggrandizement of the Mahratta Empire, at the expence of the Com¬ 
pany and the Nizam. This mode of partition, alfo, mull have placed Chittledroog, 
and fome of the moft important northern fortrefles, in the hands of the Mahrattas, 
while the remainder of the fortreffes, in the fame line, would have been occupied by 
the Nizam, and our unfortified and open frontier in Myfore would have been expofed 
to the excefles of the undifeiplined troops of both Powers. ^ 

10. The Mahrattas, unquestionably, had no claim to any portion of the con¬ 
quered territory; and any confiderable extenfion of their empire was objeiftionable, 
efpecially when accompanied by the poffcffion of ftrong fortrefles, bordering on the 
line of our frontier; it was, however, defirable, to conciliate their good will, and 
to offer to them fuch a portion of territory, as might give them an in ter eft in the

new fettlemenr, without offence or injury to the N : zam, and Without danger to the 
frontier of the Company's pofic/fions. On the other hand, it was prudent to limit 
the territory retained in the hands of the Company and of the Nizam, within fuch 
bounds of moderation, as fhould bear a due proportion to their refpedtive expencc,9 
in the contefl, and to the hefcelfary mtabs of fecuring the future fafetjr of their 
icfpeftive dominions. 

u. For the information of your Honorable Court, I have annexed to this 
difpatdh a comparative flatemenc of feveral plans for the partition of Tippoo SuF 
taun’s dominions, drawn up under my inftrtfftions, with a view to the relative in» 
terefts and power of the Nizam, the Mahrattas, and the Company; to the nature, 
produce, and geographical boundaries of the country *, abd to the pofition and 
lirength of the feveral fortrefles and paffes. An attentive inveftigation of every 
comparative view of thele important queftions, terminated in my decifion, that the 
eftablifhment of a central and feparate Government in Myfore, under the proteftion 
of the Company, and the admiilion of the Mahrattas to a certain participation in 
the divifion of the conquered territory, were the expedients belt calculated to recon¬ 
cile the intererts of all parties, to feeure to the Company a kfs invidious and more 
efficient fhare of revenue, refourcc, commercial advantage, and military ftrength, 
than could be obtained under any other deftribution of territory or power, and to 
afford the meft favorable prolpedt of general and permanent tranquillity in India. 

12. Having decided thefe leading principles of the new fcttlement, I proceeded 
to determine the rule of diftribution for the refpedive fha.es of the Company, the 
Nizam, and the Mahrattas, to fix the mod eligible pofition for the ceffions to be 
'made to each party, and to define the limits of the new Government of Myfore. 

*3. To the Company's fhare naturally fell the province of Canara, and the dif- 
trifl of Coimbatoor and Deramporarn, with all the territory lying between your 
pofieffions in the Carnatic and thole in the Majabar. Thefe acquifitions appeared 
the moil eligible, not only on account of their intrinfic value, in point of produce, 
but as fecunng an uninterrupted track of territory, from the Coaft of Coromandel 
to that of Malabar, together with the entire fea coaft of the kingdom of Myfore 
and the bafe of all the eaftern, weftern, and fouthern Ghauts. To thefe, I thought 
it nectffary to add the forts and pods forming the heads of all the pafles above the 
Gfiauts, and the Table Land. The pofleflion of the bafe of the Ghauts alone, 
formed no effectual barrier for the inhabitants of the low-lands againll an enemy pof- 
fe fling the lummits of thole mountains, and I therefore confidered the acquifition of 
all the entrances of the pafles, fituated above the Ghauts, to be an eflential object 
of ftcuriiy agamft t-very poifible approach of danger from the Tabic Land. This 
acquifition derived a further importance, in my opinion, from the means which i; 
appeared to afford* of curbing the refractory fpitit of the Poligars, and of all other 
turbulent and dilaffrCfcd lubje&s in the Carnatic, and on the Coaft of Malabar; I 
alio confidered the diltriCcs of Wvnaad to be an ufeful pofleflion, with a view to the 
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tranquillity of your territories on the latter Coaft. The lad: addition which I deemed 
it necelTary to make to your fhare of the conquered dominions, confifted of the 
fortrefs, city, and ifland of Seringapatam, the poiTeffion of which would effectually 
fecure the communication between your territories on both Coafts, and confolidatc 
all your lines of defence, in every direction. 

14. To the Nizam it appeared mod expedient to allot the diftriCts of Gooty, 
of Gurrumcondah, bordering on the ceflions which he acquired by the Peace of 
1792, together with a traCt of country, the frontier of which fhould be drawn 
nearly along the line of Chittledroog, Sera, Nundidroog, and Kolar, leaving how¬ 
ever thofe fortrefles to the fouthward, to form the frontier of the new Government, 
of Myfore. Nizam Ally certainly could not affert any juft claim to an equal parti¬ 
cipation with the Company in the advantages of the peace. The operation of the 
6th article of the Treaty of Pangul, refpeCting an equal divifion of conquefts, was 
limited to the war, which terminated in 1792. Since the Peace of Seringapatam, 
the 10th is the only article of the Treaty of Pangul, which can be confidered to 
continue in force; and no fubfequent engagements had been contracted with Nizam 
Ally, which could entitle him to any advantage in the prefent peace, exceeding his 
relative proportion in the expences and exertions of the allied Force during the 
late war. It was, however, defirable, that the territorial revenue retained in fove- 
reignty by the Company (after deducting whatever charges might be annexed to the 
tenure) fhould not exceed Nizam Ally’s proportion, and accordingly I determined 
that this principle fhould be obferved in the pattition, referving however to the 
Company, as a juft indemnification for their fuperior fhare in the expences and ex¬ 
ertions of the war, the principal benefit of whatever advantages might flow from 
any engagements to be contracted with the new Government of Myfore. 

15. For the Mahrattas, I refolved to referve a portion of territory, the reve¬ 
nues of which fhould not exceed two-thirds, nor fall fhort of one-half of the portions 
retained in fovereignty by the Nizam and the Company refpeClively. Confidering 
that any ceffion to the Pefhwa rauft be viewed as a matter of favor, it appeared to 
me, that the fhare to be allotted to him was amply fufficient: it would contain 
Harponelly, Soonda above the Ghauts, Annagoody, part of the diftriCt of Chittle¬ 
droog, part of Bednore above the Ghauts, and other diftriCts; but the frontier for- 
trefifes of Chittledroog and Bednore would remain for the protection of the new 
Government of Myfore. 1 alfo determined, that no portion of territory ihould be 
ceded to the Pefhwa, unconditionally, and that the ceffion fhould form the bafis of 
a new treaty with the Mahratta Empire. 

16. The territory remaining unoccupied by this plan of partition, would be 
bounded to the northward by a ftrong line of hill forts and pofts, forming a power¬ 
ful barritft towards the fouthern frontiers of Nizam Ally and of the Mahrattas, from' 
Punganoor, on the line of the eaftern, to Bednore, on the line of the vveftern Ghauts, 
and would be entirely furrounded. to the eaft, weft, and fbuth, by the territories of 
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the Company, above and below the Ghauts; the Company alfo holding the fort 
of Seringapatam, in the centre of the Table Land. 

17. The neceflity now occurred of determining in what hands the new Go¬ 
vernment of Myfore fbould be placed ; and although no pofitive right or title to 
the throne exifted in any party, it feemed expedient that my choice fhould be made, 
between the pretentions of the family of Tippoo Sultaun, and thofe of the ancient 
houle of the Rajahs of Myfore. 

18. The claims of humanity on both fides, rendered the decifion a painful 

and ungracious talk. No alternative remained, but to depofe the Dynafty which l 
found upon the throne, or to confirm the Mahommedan Usurpation, and with it 
the perpetual exclufion and degradation of the legitimate Hindoo Sovereigns of the 
countries. The ufurpation, although not lanffioned by remote antiquity, had 
fulfifted for fuch a length of time, as to have nearly extinguifhed the hopes of the 
Hindoo family, and accullomed them to the humility of their fortune, while the 
ions of Tippoo Sultaun. born in the ftate of royalty, and educated with the proudeft 
and moft exalted expe&ations of fovereignty and power, would be proportionally 
fenfibie to the fudden change of their condition, and to the unexpe&ed difnppoint- 
fnent of their fplendid profpe&s. In this view of the fubjedt, it would have been 
more grateful to my mind (fecuring a munificent provifion for the ancient family 
of Myfore) to have reftored that of Tippoo Sultaun to the throne, if fuch a re¬ 
iteration could have been accomplifhed, without expofing Myfore to the perpetual 
hazard of internal commotion and foreign war, and wirhout endangering the liability 
of the intended fettlcment of your incereils, and thole of your Allies, in this quarter 
of India. ' 

19. Since the Feace of Seringapatam, and more efpccially fmee the year 
J796, the deftrudtion of the Britifh Power in India has formed the favorite and 
unremitting objeft of Tippoo Sultaun’s hopes and exertions. His haughty mind 
never could be reconciled to the facrifices which he was compelled to make, for 
the purchafe of peace in 1792, and his increafing eagernefs to recover the extenfive 
portion of his dominions, then ceded to the Allies, urged him to purfue a fyftematic 
courfe of intrigue againlt the Britifh Power among all the Native States, and to 
revert to his ancient and hereditary connexion with France, as the only effectual 
means of gratifying cither his ambition or revenge. 

ac. The proofs which I had obtained, previous to the war, of the nature and 
objetts of bis machinations, were fufficient to fatisfy my judgment: they have fince 
been corroborated, by the voluminous records difeovered in the Palace at Seringa¬ 
patam. It is now inconteftible, that Tippoo Sultaun s thoughts were perpetually 
intent upon the ruin of the Britifh Power, that he trufted to have accomplilhed 
our expulfion, by mitigating the French to invade India, and that he profecuted 
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this unalterable purpofe, with all the zeal and ardor of paftionate refentment and 
vindictive hate, as well as with the fteadinefs of a deliberate maxim of ftate. 

21. Perhaps the moft wife policy which Tippoo Sultaun could have purfued, 
would have been to have reljed fatisfied with the dominions remaining in his hands, 
after the peacd of 1792; but a policy of fo moderate and pacific a fpirit, being 
utterly incompatible with the impetuofity of his temper, and with the military 
character of his Government, it might be at leaft a matter of rational fpeculation, 
whether a clofe alliance with France (however dangerous in its remote confequences) 
was not his true intereft, in the adtual ftate of his immediate views and purfuits. 
The pofleflion of b'sloft dignity, wealth, and power, could not be recovered, with¬ 
out the conqueft of a great part of the Company's territories, nor effectually fecured, 
without the total fubverfion of the Britilh interefts in India. A French army was 
the only inftrument, by which fuch an enterprize could be attempted. An alliance 
with France was therefore the neceffary confequence of Tippoo Sultaun’s reftlefs, 
but natural defire, to reftore his Empire to its former fplendor and ftrength. In 
addition to his correfpondence with the French at Tranquebar, with thofe at the 
ifle of France, and with the Executive Directory at Paris, his embafly to Zeman 
Shah, his intrigues at Poonah and Hyderabad, and his correfpondence with Mr. 
Raymond, (all which tranfaClions appear diftinClly in the records difcovered at 
Seringapatam), furnifh abundant evidence, that his antipathy to the Englifh was 
the ruling palfion of his heart, the main fpring of his policy, and the fixed and 
fundamental principle of his councils and government. 

22. The heir of Tippoo Sultaun muft have been educated in the fame princi¬ 
ples, encouraged to indulge the fame prejudices and paffions, and inftruCted to form 
the fame views of the interefts and honor of the Throne of Mylore. Thefe fenti- 
ments would neceffarily acquire additional force in his mind, from the iffue of the 
late war. Our unexampled fuccefs had iubverted the foundations of his Father’s 
empire, and transferred to our pofleflion, every fource of the civil or military power 
of My fore; and placed on the Throne by our favor, and limitted by our control, he 
muft have felt himfelf degraded to a ftate of humiliation and wcaknefs fo abjeCt, as 
no Prince of fpirit would brook. Under fuch an arrangement, our fafety would 
have required us to retain, at leaft, all the territory which we now hold by the Par¬ 
tition Treaty of Myfore. Whatever we retained, muft have been confidered by this 
Prince as a new ufurpation upon his royal inheritance, and an additional pledge of 
his degradation and difgrace. In proportion to the reduction of his territory and 
refources, he would have had lefs to lofe, and more to regain, in any ftruggle for 
the recovery of his Father’s empire; nor does it feem unreafonable to fuppofe, that 
the heir of Hydtr Ally and Tippoo Sultaun, animated by the implacable fpirit and 
bold example of his parents, and accuftomed to the commanding profpedt of inde¬ 
pendent foVereignty, and to the fplendour of military glory, might deliberately 
hazard the remnant of his hereditary poffcffions, in purfuit of fo proud an objeCt, 
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ar, the recovery of tha$ yaft and powerful empire, which, for many years had ren- 
his apccftori? the (courgc of the Carnatic, and the terror of this quarter: of 

2 3 - In tKe moft narrow view of the fubjed, it jnuft be admitted, that the 
bon of rippoo Sultaun muft have felt a perpetual intereft in the fubverfion of any 
lettlemenr of Myfore, founded on a partition of his Father’s dominions, and a limita* 
t»bn of his own indepenefeiicc. If, therefore, a Prince of this race had been placed 
on the Throne of Myfore, the foundation of the new fetclement Would have been 
1 •}!? 10 l _ hc very, principle of its own difiolution. With fuch a Prince, no flneere 
alliance, no concord of fendmenc, or union of views, could ever have bften efta- 
blilhed; the appearance of amity or attachment muft have been deiulivej even 1m 
fubmmion muft have been rdu&anc, if not treacherous; while all his i^terefts, his 
habus, prejudices, and paflions, his vices, and even his virtues, muft have con- 
Cnrred to cherifh an irrcconcileable avcrfion to our name and power, and an eager 
delire to abet the caufe, and to exafperate the animofitv, and to receive the aid^of 
every enemy of the Hritilh Nation. Whatever degree of influence or ftrength might 
have been left to the Native Government of Mylore, in fuch hands, would always 
have been thrown into the fcale oppol'cd to their intcrefts. The hoftiie power of 
Myfore would have been yveakened, but not deftroyed: an Enemy would. have flill 
remained in the centre of your poffeiTions, watching every occafion to repair the mif- 
fortunes of his family, at their expence, ancj forming a point of union, for the 
machinations of every difcOntenteJ faction in India, and for the intrigues of every 
emiflary of the French. 

24. t nder thefe circhmftances, the fame anxiety for the fecurity and repofe 
of your pofleflions, which originally compelled me to reduce the power of Tippoo 
Sultaun, now appeared to require, that 1 fhould provide cffeftually againft the revi* 
vai, in any degree, of a fimilar danger in the perfon of his Son. 

24* On the other hand, the reftoration of the defeendant of the ancient Rajahs 
of Mylore was recommended, by the lame courfe of reafoning which excluded the 
heir oftheUfurpation. 


26. The indignities which the depofed family of Myfore had fuffered, efpeci- 
ally during the cruel and tyrannical reign of Tippoo Sultaun, and the ftare of degra- 
elation and mifrrjr to which they had Been reduced, muft naturally excite a fentiment 
o! gtaritude and attachment in their minds, towards that Power which fhould not 
only deliver them from oppreflldn, but raife them to a ftate of confiderablc affluence 
nnc! diihn&ion. Between the Britifh Government and this family, vn intercourfe of 
friendship and kindnefs had fubfifled; in the moft defperate crifls of their adverfe 
lortune, they had formed no connexion with your enemies. Their elevation would 
be the fpontaneous a& of your generofity, and from your fupport alone, could they 
ever hope to be maintained upon the Throne, either againft the family of Tippoo 
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Sultaun, or againft any other claimant. They muft naturally view, with an eye of 
jealouly, all the friend's of the ufurping family, and confequently be adverfe to the 
French, or to any State conneded with that family, in its hereditary hatred of the 
Britifh Government. The heir of the Rajah of Myfore, if pl&ed on the Throne, 
mutt feel that his continuance in that ftation depended on the (lability of the new 
fettlement in all its parts; it muft therefore be his intereft to unite, with cordiality 
and zeal, in every effort ncceffary to its harmony, efficiency, and vigour. The effeft 
of fuch an arrangement of the affairs of Myfore would not be limited to the mere 
deftrudtion of die hoftile power which manaced our fafety: in the place of that 
power, would be fubftituted one whofe interefts and refources might be abfolutely 
identified with our own; and the kingdom of Myfore, fo long the fource of cala¬ 
mity or alarm to the Carnatic, might become a new barrier of our defence, and 
might fupply frefh means of wealth and ftrength to the Company, their fubjears, and 
Allies. 

27. In addition to thefe, motives of policy, moral confederations, and fenti- 
ments of generofity and humanity, favoured the reftoration of the ancient family of 
Myfore. Their high birth, the antiquity of their legitimate title, and their long 
and unmerited fufferings, rendered them peculiar objects of companion and retpeft j nor 
could it be doubted, that their Government would be both more acceptable and more 
indulgent than that of the Mahomedan Ufurpers, to the mafs of the inhabitants of 
the country, compofed almoft entirely of Hindoos. 

28. Thefe confiderations induced me to adopt the refolution of preferring the 
defcendant of the Rajahs of Myfore to the Heir of Tippoo Sultaun. 

29. 1 determined, at the fame time, to grant to the families of Hyder Aly and 
Tippoo Sultaun, a more munificent maintenance than either had enjoyed during the 
late reign, and to provide with the fame liberality for all the Mahomedan Officers 
and Chiefs of the State, who had furvived the Sultaun, and for the families of all 
thofe who had fallen in the courfe of the war. 

30. For the accomplifhment of a fettlement founded on the principles which 
I have had the honor to detail to your Honorable Court in the preceding paragraphs, 
I iffued a fpecial commiffion, on the 4th of June, appointing Lieutenant General 
Harris, the Honorable Colonel Wellefley, the Honorable Henry Weilelley, Lieutenant 
Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant Colonel Barry Clofe, Commiffioners for 
affairs of Myfore, with the ample powers fpecified in the commiffion ; and I named 
Captains Malcolm and Munro to be Secretaries, and Mr. Golding and Lieutenant 
Charles Pafley, Affiftant Secretaries to the Commiffion. As the favorable (late of the 
country had rendered my prefence at Seringapatam unneceffary, 1 accompanied the 
Commiffion with inftrutftions, directing the Commiffioners to proceed, without delay, 
to lay the foundations of the new arrangement; and for the purpol'e of precluding 
the intrigues of the Natives, and of all the great interefts which were in fufpence, 
I enjoined the Commiffioners and their Secretaries to take an oath of fecrecy, in 
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order that no part of my plan might tranfpire, until the arrangements for its accom¬ 
pli fh meat had been completed. 

01. The Commiffioners aflembled at Seringapatam on the 8th June, and 
under toy inftrudtions the firft flep taken by them was to make provifion for the 
Surviving Officers and Chiefs of the late Sultaun, and for the families of thofe flain 
.during the campaign, the particulars of this arrangement will appear in the letter of 
.the Commiflioncrs of the 12th June, an extract of which is annexed to this dif- 
patch, I am happy to inform your Honorable Coart, that this meafure produced 
the moll faluiary eiicdt, in tranquillizing the minds of the principal Mahometans 
remaining in Myfore, and in placing the clemency and generofuy of the British Go¬ 
vernment in the mod conspicuous and honorable light. It was determined, that 
Meer Kumtner ud Dten lhould be fettled at Gurrumcondah, with a Jahgire from the 
Nizam, and another from the Company. This arrangement having been concluded, 
Kumtner ud Deen departed from Seringapatam on the 19th June, with many expref- 
iions of gratitude towards the Company’s Government. The Brahmin, Purneah, 
who had been the principal financial vninifter of the late Sufteun, having given 
fatisfadtory proofs of his readinefs to ferve the new Government in the fame capacity, 
it was determined that he lhould be appointed Dewan to the young Rajah*of Myfore. 

32. The next proceeding of the Commiffioners, in purfuance of my directions, 
was to undertake the painful, but necefTary talk, of removing the families of Hyder 
Ally and Tippoo Sultaun from Seringapatam to the Carnatic. The details of this 
proceeding will appear in the letter frpra the Commiffioners of the 19th of June. I had 
previoufly given orders that thefortrefs of Vellore fhould be prepared for the recep¬ 
tion of the families ; and I had appointed Lieutenant Colonel Doveton to the com¬ 
mand of that fortrefs, and had alfo entrufted him with the payment of the fiipends 
allotted to both families, directing him to fpare no reafonable expence in providing 
for their accommodation, on a fcale fuitablc to their former rank and expectations. 
The four Princes, Futteh Hyder, Abdul Kawlik, Moyen-o-Deen, and Mohu-o-Deen, 
with their families, arrived at Vellore on the 12th of July : They expreffed their 
fatisfadtion in the accommodations provided for them. The remainder of the families 
of Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun, will be removed as loon as may be prac¬ 
ticable. 

30. Previoufly to the departure of the Princes from Seringapatam, the Com¬ 
miffioners had cautioufly abftained from all intercourfe with the family of the Rajah 
of Myfore; but as loon as the four elder Sons of the late Sultaun had left the capital, 
the Commiffioners paid a vjfit to the young Rajah, whom they found, with others of 
his perfecuted family, in a condition of poverty and humiliation, which excited the 
ftrongefi emotions of compaffion. It was determined to fix the refidence of the 
Rajah in the ancient town of. Myfore, as being the mod eligible fuuation for the feat 
of his Government. 


34. On 
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On the 5th of June, I had furnifhed the Commiffioners with the firft 
draft ot a treaty between the Company and his Highnefs the Nizam, for the partition 
of My fore ; and having received the fulleft communication of their fentiments, and 
of thofe of Meer Allum, on the fubjedt, I made fuch alterations as appeared to be 
advifable. On the 22d June, this treaty was executed by the Commiffioners and 
Meer AUum, at Seringapatam, and ratified by me, in Council, at Fort St. George, on 
the 26th of the fame month, and by His Highnefs the Nizam, at Hyderabad, on 
the 13th July. It is annexed to this difpatch, under the title of The Parutio 1 Treaty 
of Myfore,” and is accompanied by a Memorial, explanatory of its feveral provifions, 
the fubftanceot which, however, I have already had the honor tofubmit to y«u, in 
the preceding paragraphs of this letter, I have alfo added, for the information of 
your Honorable Court, a map of the Partition of the 22d of June 1799, conftrudted 
by Captain Mackenzie, and feveral documents relating to the revenues of My fore, 
furnifhed by Captain Macleod from the records at Seringapatam, together with a 
map con ft rutted by Captain Marriott, containing a view ot the new divifion of the 
country lately introduced by Tippoo Sultaun. 

35. On the 30th of June, the Rajah of Myfore was formally placed on the 
Mufnud by the Commiffioners, affifted by Meer Allum. The letter of the Commif¬ 
fioners, containing an account of this interefting and affc&ing ceremony, is annexed 
to this difpatch. 

36. On the 8th of June, I had forwarded to the Commiffioners the firft draft 
of the Subfidiary Treaty to be concluded between the Company and the Rajah of 
Myfore. After an ample difeuffion with the Commiffioners (who had communicated 
the whole arrangement to the Brahmin, Purneah, and conciliated his co operation) 
and after the adoption of feveral alterations, this treaty was executed in the fortrefs 
of Nuzzerbah, near Seringapatam, by the Commiffioners, and certain proxies on the 
part of the young Rajah, on the 8th of July, and ratified by me, in Council, on the 
23d July, under the title of ct The Subfidiary Treaty of Seringapatam It forms N? 
of the papers annexed to this difpatch. Although the treaty is accompanied by an 
explanatory Memorial, I fhall, in this place, requeft the attention of your Honorable 
Court, to the main principle upon which its ftipulations are founded. 

37. In framing this engagement, it was my determination to eftablifli the moft 
unqualified community of interefts between the Government of Myfore and the Com¬ 
pany, and to render the Rajah's northern frontier, in effedt, a powerful link of our 
fence. With this view, I have engaged to undertake the protection of his country 
in confideration of an annual fubfidy of feven lacks of ftar pagodas *, but recolledting 
the inconveniencies and embarraflments which have arifen to all parties concerned, 
under the double Governments and conflicting authorities, unfortunately eftablifhed 
in Oude, the Carnatic, and Tanjore, 1 refolved to referve to the Company the moft 
extenfive and indifputable powers of interpolition in the internal aflairs of Myfore, 
as well as an unlimited right of aftuming the direCt management of the country, and 
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of requiring extraordinary aid, beyond the amount of the fixed fubfidy, either in 
time of war, or of preparation for hoftility. 

58. Under this arrangement, I truft that I Hull be enabled to command the 
whole refourc.es of the Rajah’s territory, to improve its cultivation, to extend its 
commerce, and to fecure the welfare of its inhabitants. It appeared to me a more 
candid and liberal, as well as a more wife policy, to apprize the Rajah diftlnfitly, at 
the moment of his acccflion, of the exatt nature of his dependence on the Company, 
than to leave any matter for future doubt or difeuflion, The right of the Company 
to cflablifh fuch an arrangement, either as affecting the Rajah or the Allies, has 
already been dated in this difpatch. 

39. I entertain a fanguine expectation, that the Rajah and his Minifters, being 
fully apprized of the cxtenfiyc -rowers referved to the Company, will chearfully adopt 
fuch regulations, as fhall render the actual excrcife of thofe Powers unneceffary. 
Much Indulgence will be required at the commencement of the new Government; 
and it is my intention to abftain from any preflure upon the Rajah’s finances, which 
by embarraffing them, might tend to the impoverifhment of the country, and to the 
diftrefs of the people, 

40. Soon after the enthronement of the Rajah, the Brahmin, Purneah was 
appointed by the Commiffioners to be His Highnefs’ Dewan. 

41. The eminent talents and integrity of Lieutenant Colonel Clofe, added to 

his extraordinary fkili in the country languages, and to his experience in the manners, 
cuftoms, and habits of the Natives of India, induced me to feleft him, for the im¬ 
portant charge of Refident with the Rajah of Myfore; he was accordingly appointed 
to that office, immediately after the Subfidiary Treaty of Seringapaiam had been 
figned * and the Commiffion was then diffolved, on the of July. 

ft' 

42. Although your Honorable Court will perceive, in the Commiffion, the names 
of two perions of whole merits it may be difficult for me to form an impartial judg¬ 
ment, I feel it to be my duty to recommend the conduct of the Commiffioners to 
your molt public and diftinguilhed approbation. 

43. The cone!ufion, within one month, of two treaties, Co exeenfive in their 
confequences and complicated in their details, together with all the fubordinate ar¬ 
rangements connected with this important lettlement, will appear a more extraor¬ 
dinary effort of diligence and ability, when it is remarked, that reference was necefia- 
rily made to me at Fort St. George, in every llage of the bufinefs. It will aifo be 
facisfadtory to yotir Honorable Court to obferve, that the whole arrangement has been 
conducted, at Sering'apatam, with a fpirit of humanity and liberality, which cannot 
fail to conciliate the good-will of the inhabitants of Myfore. 

44. The command of Seringapatam will remain in the hands of Colonel Wel- 

lefley. 
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leilev. It is a truft of great delicacy and importance* which it is my duty to re- 
pofe in a perfon of approved military talents and integrity, and to luperintend with 

peculiar vigilance and care. 

ac. Although I (hall deem it prudent to detain the army in the field for a (hort 
period of time, I have the fatisfadion to aflure your Honorable Court, that far tie 
greater part of the dominions of the late Tippoo Sultaun is now in a (late of perfedt 

tranquillity. 

a6. A detachment of the army of Bombay took poMon of Mangalore on 
the 4th of June ; and the Province of Canara, with the exception. of the fortrejs of 
Temaulabad, appeared difpofed to fubmit chearfully to out amhortty. I have little 
doubt, that the commanding officer of Jemaulabad will (bon be induced to furtender 
to the Company’s arms: in any event, however, he will be reduced, without diffi¬ 
culty : in this confidence, a Colle&or has been appointed for the province of Canara. 

,, The remainder of the Territory allotted to the Company in Coimbatoot 
has paffed into our hands without any difficulty, and Colleftots have been appointed 
for the adminiftration of the revenue. The fort of Gutumcondah ,s ,n the poffcffion of 
his Hivhnefs the Nizam, and tliofe of Seta and Chlttledroog are now gamfoned by 
the Btifiih troops. Some difturbances have taken place in Bednote. m which province 
an adventurer had aflembled a banditti, which had dillreffed the inhabitants of the 

country. A d.vifion of the army being now on its progrefs towards Bednore, have 
every reafon to expedt that the commotions in that quarter will fpeedily be quelled.

greeting: 

Whereas the glorious fuccefs of the Bricifh and Allied Arms in f^Sul’j-u^to 
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fincfcfrM i Earl of Mornir.gton, Governor General for all the Force' and Affairs of cbe Britiffi 
N? I,II. Nation in India, to con cl lift and order the in ierefts of his Highnefs in the faid po(- 
feflions, and to conclude fuch an arrangement thereof, asfhall appear to his Lordfhip 
to be moft expedient for the fecurity and welfare of the country, and for the common 
benefit of the Allies ; now know ye, that for the more tpeedy conclufion of fuch a 
falutary arrangement, and for the reftoration of order and tranquillity, by the fettle- 
ment of the (aid conquered territories, 1 , the faid Richard, Earl of Mornington, 
Governor General, as aforefaid, do hereby conflitute, nominate, and appoint.. Lieu¬ 
tenant General George Harris, the Honorable Colonel Arthur Wellefley, the Honor¬ 
able Henry Wellefley, Lieutenant Colonel William Kirkpatrick, Lieutenant Colo¬ 
nel Barry Clofe, or any three or more of them, to be Commiffioners for the fettlement 
of the territories fo recently conquered from the faid Tippoo Sultaun, and to be and 
be fly led Comnv flioncrs for the Affairs of Myfore, with full powers to negotiate and 
conclude, in my name, ail fuch treaties, and to nuke and ifllie all fuch temporary 
and provifional regulations, for the ordering and management of the civil and mili¬ 
tary Government, and of the revenues of the faid territories, as may be neceflary 
for the immediate adminiftration and fettlement'hereof: The faid Commiffioners t$> 
be, neverthclefs, fubjeft to fuch orders and inftruftions as they lhall, from time to 
time, receive from me, and regularly to report their proceedings 10 me, keeping aa 
exaft diary, or daily record thereof, under the fignature of one of their Secretaries. 
And I do hereby empower the laid Commiffioners to hold their meetings at fuch 
places, either within the territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun, or ellewhere, as they 
lhall judge moll convenient, and to adjourn, fjrom time to time, and to change the 
place of their meeting, according to the exigency of the public fervice. And I 
authorize and direft the faid Commiffioners to communicate, from time to time, 
with Meer Allum Bahauder, touching the objefts of this Commiflion. And I 
nominate and appoint Captain Malcolm and Captain Munro to be Secretaries, and 
Mr. Edward Golding to be Affiftant Secretary to the faid Commiflion, during my 
pleafure. And before the faid Commiffioners, or any of them, fhali proceed to 
aft in the execution of any of the powers or trufts veiled in them by this Com¬ 
miflion, fave only the power of adminiftertng the oath herein-after mentioned, lie or 
they fhali feverally take and fubferibe the following oath ; that is to fay : 

I, A. B. do faithfully promife and fwear, that as aCommUfioner for the Affairs 
of Myfore, I will execute the feveral powers and trufts repofed in me, according to 
the belt of my flcill and judgment, without favor or affeftion, prejudice or malice, 
to any perfon whatever. I will not difclofe or make known any of the orders or 
inftruftions which fhali be tranfmitted to me, or to the laid Commiffioners, by the 
Governor General, or by his order, or any of the proceedings of the faid Commif¬ 
fioners, Have only *0 the other Members of this Commiflion, or to the perfon or 
perfons who lhall be duly nominated and employed in tranferibing or preparing the 
lame, refpeftively, or in recording the proceedings of the faid Commiffioners, or 
unlefs i (hall be authorized by the Governor General to difclofe or make known the 
* • fame. 
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fame. I do further promlfe and fwear, that I will not demand, take, or accept, Enclotare in 
dire&ly or indirectly, by myfelf or by any other perfon, for my ufe or on my be- 
half, or on the behalf or for the ufe of any other perfon, any fum of money, or 
other valuable thing, by way of gift, prefent, or otherwife; and that to the Go¬ 
vernor General in Council I will juflly and truly account for, anfwer, and pay, all 
the rents, duties, and other revenues, and fums of money, which Iha 1 ! come to my 
hands, or to the hands of any perfon or perfons in truft for, or employed by me, 
in execution of the powers and authorities veiled in the faid Commiffioners by the 
faid Governor General. 


So help me God. 


Which oath, any two of the faid Commiffioners fhall, and are hereby em¬ 
powered to adminiffrer to the others of them. And the faid oath fhall be entered 
by one of the Secretaries to the Commiffion amongft the a<fls of the Board, and 
be duly fubferibed and attefted by the faid Commiffioners, at the time of their 
taking and adminiftering the fame to each other, refpedtively : and the feveral Se¬ 
cretaries, and other Officers of the faid Board of Commiffioners, fhall alfo take and 
fubferibe, before the faid Board, fuch oath of fecrecy, and for the execution of the 
duties of their refpedtive flations, and the integrity of their conduct therein, as the 
faid Board lhall diredt. And when any three of the faid Commiffioners fhall have 
taken the oath, they fhall immediately conftitute a Board, and proceed ro adt under 
the Commiffion. And I do hereby empower and diredt the faid Commiffioners to 
take charge and render an exadt account to me, of all fuch public property as has 
been, or fhall be found, within the territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun, and alfo 
to colledt and bring to account, all fuch arrears of revenue, and all fuch fums of 
money, as were due to the Sircar on the 4th of May 1799, or have, or fhall become 
due to the Government of the Allies, from knd after that day. Provided always, 
that this order fhall not be conflrued to prevent or impede the diftribution among 
the Allied Army, of the prize taken in the fort of Seringapatam on the 4th May, 
according to the general order iffued by the Governor General in Council, under date 
the : and provided alfo, that nothing contained in this 

Commiffion fhall be deemed to preclude the right of the captors of any fort or place, 
taken on or before the faid 4th day of May 1799, to obtain from the Commiffioners 
an attefted account of the public property contained therein, in order that the claims 
of all fuch captors tnay be heard and determined by the Governor General in 
Council, or by the Honorable the Court of Directors, or by His Majefty in Council, 
according to the nature of the cafe. And I do hereby authorize and direct the 
faid Commiffioners, immediately upon entering on their duties under this Cora- 
miffion, to iflbe a proclamation, notifying the reftoration of tranquillity, and pro- 
mifing to all the inhabitants of the territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun, fecurity 
of perlon and of private property, encouraging them to refume their ordinary oc¬ 
cupations, under the prote&ion of the Allies. And I further diredt, that the faid

Gentlemen, 

i. The Commiffion which accompanies this letter, will apprize you of the 
nature and extent of the powers which I have deemed it advifable to entrutt to you. 
Thefe powers neceffiitily fupercede thofe which I haa delegated, during the cam¬ 
paign, to the Commiffion appointed to aflift Lieutenant General Harris, in ab mat¬ 
ters relating to political negotiation. 1 he favorable fituation ot affairs in My fore, 
appearing to render my prefence at Seringapatatn quite unnecelTary, I have again 
taken the refolution of remaining at Madras; and I therefore propofe to confide to 
you fuch a portion of ray authority, as may enable you, under my orders, to effect 
a icttleraent of the country without ray prefence. Whatever three members of the 
Commiffion fhall be j 5 refent at Seringapatam, on the arrival of this difpatch, will 
proceed immediately to ad under the Commiffion, and to execute the inftrudions 
contained in this letter. 

a. The reftoration of the reprefentative of the ancient family of the Rajahs of 
Myfore, accompanied by a partition of territory between the Allies, in which the 
interefts of the Mahrattas fhould be conciliated, appearing to me, under all cir- 
cumftances.of the cafe, to be the nioft advifable bafis on which any new iettiemenc 
of the country can be refted, I have refolvcd to frame, without delay, a plan found¬ 
ed on thefe principles, and 1 hope in the courfe of to-morrow, to be able to forward 
to you the articles of a treaty, with prop r inftrudions annexed, for the purpofe of 
carrying the above-mentioned plan into effed. 

3. In the mean while, it is abfolutely needfiry that certain meafures of pre¬ 
caution fliould be immediately adopted, in order to facilitate the intended arrange¬ 
ment. Thefe meafures relate, Firfl , to the fatisfadion of the principal Mufl'ulman 
Sirdars, and of the Kelledars of the feveral forts; Secondly, to the mode of removing 
the family of Tippoo Sultaun from Myfore, with the leaft pradicable injury to their 
feelings. With regard to the firft objed, 1 have already forwarded to the Honora¬ 
ble Mr. Henry Wellefley, a letter to Meer Allum, and a copy of a letter from the 
Nizam to me, which I trull: will enable you to gwe complete fatisfadion to Kum- 
meer ud Deen; and unlcfs yoO exped any confiderable advantage from his influence 
at Seringapatam, in conciliating others of his religion, 1 defire that you will take

the earlieft meafures to induce him to repair to Gurrumcondah. With the other 
leading Muflblmans, you fhould immediately enter into fuch fpecific engagements, 
as (hall preclude the poflibility of any alarm in their minds, with refpedfc co their 
fituation and profpedts, under any new arrangement of the country. 

4. I rely on your diferetion to conclude fuch an arrangement, with as little 
burthen to the finances of the Company as circumdances will admit. The whole 
body of Tippoo’s Sirdars ought not to become an] exclufive charge upon the Com¬ 
pany. They mull be employed and provided for by the Allies, and by the Rajah 
■of Myfore, coU-’Ctively: the families of the Sirdars (lain during the campaign, mud 
alfo be provided for in the fame manner. 

5. The Kelledars, who have furrendered, and thofe who dill hold forts in their 
poffeflion, (hould be paid their arrears for the month of April at lead, with their 
pay for the month of May, and for as long a time as we may leave them in charge 
of their forts. On difmilfing any of them, liberal gratuities (hould be given them, 
for the purpofe of conciliation. All thefe charges may hereafter be adjufted be¬ 
tween the Allies. 

6. As foon as you (hall judge that your arrangements with the remnant of the 
Muffulman intereft are in fufficient forwardnefs, you will proceed to take the necef- 
fary meafures for removing the family of the Sultaun. The details of this painful, 
but indifpenfable meafure, cannot be entrufted to any perfon more likely to combine 
every office of humanity with the prudential precautions required by the occafion, 
than Colonel Wellefley; and I therefore commit to his diferetion, adtivity, and hu¬ 
manity, the whole arrangement, fubjedt always to fuch fuggedions, as may be of¬ 
fered lay the other members of the Commiffion. I have appointed Lieutenant Colo¬ 
nel Doveton to take the command of the fortrefs of Vellore, which is deftined for 
the future refidence of the Sultaun's family. Colonel Doveton is al(b appointed 
Pay-mafter of Stipends to the family; and he has been diiccftd to make every pof- 
fible preparation for their accommodation at Vellore. After their arrival, no reason¬ 
able expen(e will be fpared, to render their habitation fuitable to their former rank 
and expectations; and it is my intention to give them a liberal pecuniary allowance*. 
Colonel Wellefley will judge, whether it may be necedary to give either to the whole 
or to any branch of the family, any fpecific affurance of the exadt amount of the 
fums to be allotted to them, refpedtively. If any fuch particular explanation fhould 
appear necedary for their fntisfadiion, I authorize you to make the allotment of fti- 
pend to each of them, as well for the edablifhment of the Zenana, provided that 
the total fum for the maintenance of the whole family be not dated at more than 
three, or at the utmoft four lacs of pagodas. The Sons of the late Sultaun may 
be accompanied by fuch attendants as they may feledt, provided the number be not 
fo great as to endanger the public tranquillity, or to form a point of union for the 
adherents of the late Sultaun. It might be defirable, that Ali Reza fhould accom¬ 
pany the Princes, as he appears to be attached to the intereds of the Company, and 
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Fudofqrc'lfi at the feme lime to entertain confidcrable affedton for the Princes. The fctpalcs and 
Nf til. children of the feveral families mu ft follow the Princes, as Ipeedily as pofliblfc. Co¬ 
lonel Wellcfley, in my name, will give the moft unequivocal affurances of protec¬ 
tion and indulgence to every branch of the family; and at a proper time, he will 
deliver rbc letters for the four eldell Sons of Tippoo, forwarded by the Perfia» 
Tranflutor to Mr. Henry WdJcflty. If General Harris fhould be at Seringapmtn, 
or within reach of it, 1 am perfuaded that his humanity will, induce him to exert 
every effort to mitigate all the rigorous parts of this revolution in Myfore, which J 
fetTniyfdf bound, by every principle of duty towards the Britilh intererts in India, to 
accompliftv without delay. , . 

7. 1 have learned, with the utmoft degree of furprize and concern, that the 
Zenana in the Palace of the Sultaun was fcarched for treafure, fome time after the 
capture of the place: I could have wilhed, for the honour of the Britilh name, that 
the apartments of the women had not been dillurbed. fn the heat and. confofion 
‘o fan "a (la wit, fpeh t xeefles arc frequently 'unavoidable.; but I fhall for ever lament, 
that this tcc'ne fhould have been a died long after ihe cone eft had fubfided, and when 
the whole place had lubmitted to the fuperiority of our vi&orious arms. If any per- 
lonai ornaments, or other articles of value, were taken from the women in that un¬ 
fortunate moment, I trull that the Commander in Chief will make it his bufinels to 
vindicate the humanity of the Britilh Cbaradcr, by ufing the moil zealous exertions 
to obtain a full refti .ucion of the property in qudlion, 

8. After this obfervation, it is fuperfluous to add my moft anxious expecta¬ 
tion, that the utmoft degree of care will be taken to fecure the perianal property of 
the Princes and of the women, when the period of their removal fhall arrive. 

9. You will of cotirfe apply to the Commander in Chief, for luch an efcort as 
may be necdlary' to convey the family of Tippoo to the place of their deftination* 
and you will arrange the time and mode of their departure, ,fo as to preclude the 
poffibility of any commotion or efcape. It is delirable, that Tome Officer, converfant 
in the language, manners, and cuftums of the Natives, and of approved humanity, 
•fhould accompany the Princes, until Lieutenant Colonel Doveton can meet them. 
His quahfeations for the trull which I have repofed in him, are too well known to 
require any illullration. 

to. In exercifing the general powers verted in yon by the accompanying Corn- 
million, 1 define that you will not interfere in the management of the province of 
Canara, until you fhall receive further inllrudions from me. I have direded Gene¬ 
ral Stoatr to make a temporary arrangement for the Government of that province; 
and until l fhall have received his report, 1 cannot decide the fyftem of meafures, 
moft eligible to be adopted in that quarter. You will apprize the Commifiioners, 
whole power is fafterteded by this new Comrniffion, of my entire approbation of 
their krvices; and you will return them my thanks accordingly.

It'has occurred to me, that the removal of your meetings to Bangalore 
might have an ufeful effeft, in drawing the multitude of Muflulmans from Serin- 
eabatam. This would enable the Commandant of the fort to commence the repair 
or 1 improvement of the fortifications, and to proceed m clearing the place, and 
making it ftriftly a military Ration. 1 recommend the earliett poffible attention to 
this meafure, as being of eifential importance to our fecunty in Mylore.

As Colonel Welleflcy finds it impoffible to procure a fufficicnt number in the 
neighbourhood of this place, we requeft that you will furnifh him with the number 
required, from the cattle in ufc with the army. 

We would hope that the arrangement \vc propofe will not interfere with the 
intentions you rmy have formed, of moving the army fhortly in the diredtion of 
Sera; but we conceive the removal of the Princes to iupercedc every other con- 
fideration.

In our feleftion of the three firft of the Sirdars, named under the firft head, we 
were guided by confiderations, referring partly to the fervices which they had 
rendered, or the good difpofitions which they had manifefted towards the Britilh 
Government, and partly, to the high refpeft entertained for their chat-after, and to 
the weight and authority which they are univcrfally acknowledged to pofiefs amongft 
the Mahomedans of this country. 


With refpeft to the two laft, we were influenced folely by a regard to the latter 
of the preceding confiderations. 

AH the perfons named under the fecond head (with the exception of Bankur 
Sahib and Huflin Sahib, who are forts of Budnoy Zemaun Khan) were Meer Mee- 
rans under the late Government, and have been reported to us as men of the molt 
refpcftablc characters in that rank. 

In fixing the amount of the penfions to be granted to the Sirdars, already enu- 
merated, our attention was not fo much direfted to the amount of their refpefttve 
falaries under the late Tippoo Sultaun, as to the policy of fecunng, by a liberal 
provifion, the attachment of fo many perfons of rank and influence, to rhe mterefts 
and welfare of the Britilh Government in India. 


It did not appear advifable to us, to fetter the provifion to be made for the 
foregoing' perfons, by any conditions which might be thought to derogate from the 
liberality and munificence of the Company: we determined, therefore, to be fatif- 
fied with fignifying to them, that we had no doubt their conduft would be fuch, as 
to fecure a continuance of the favor and protection of the Bncifh Government. 

The perfons included in the laft lift, had alfo held the rank of Meer Meerans, 
under the late Government, but did not appear to us to pofiefs fuch weight of cha¬ 
racter. as to entitle them to equal confideration with thofe of the lame rank, enu¬ 
merated under our fecond refolution. 


All the Sirdars mentioned under the foregoing head's, attended us this morning, 
by appointment, and were received by us, according to the dalles into which ^ve 
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had previoufly arranged them. We then proceeded to date to each clafs, feparately, 
the powers with which we were entrufted by your Lordfhip, and the refolutrons 
which, under thofe powers, we had adopted with refpedt to them. 

We have great fatisfatfion in informing your Lordfhip, that this communica-, 
tion was received by every individaul with very lively fenlations of graiittide, and 
in feveral inftances, of wonder; many of them exprefiing the greateft aftonifhmenc 
at the unparalleled condefcenfion and generofity of the Company’s Government, in 
maniftfting fo much confideration for perfons who had fo recently borne arms againft 

them, and who could not aflfert any claims to their favor and protection. 

.... 

From the manner in which the bounty of your Lordfhip to thefe perfons has 
been received, we entertain a confident expectation, that the meafure will produce 
the happieft effeCt, in tranquillizing and conciliating all dalles of people, and in 
preparing their minds for the new order of things, about to be eftablilhed under 
your Lordfhip’s inftruCtions. 

Your Lordlhip will obferve, that the total amount of the allowances which we 
have hitherto agreed to grant to the Sirdars of the late lippoo Sultaun, does not 
exceed the annual fum of Star Pagodas 20,907. 2. 6. 

We (hall, no doubt, find it neceflary to augment the prefent: lift of penfioners, 
and to make provifion for the families of certain Sirdars deceafcd, whole preten- 
fions we have not yet taken into our confideration, excepting in the inftance of Syed 
Sahib’s family (confifting of eighteen perfons, male and female) for the mainten¬ 
ance of which we have afligned a monthly penfion of two hundred Star Pagodas. 
We are perfuaded, however, that the fum allotted by your Lordfhip, as a fund for 
providing fuitably for thefe various perfons, will be more than adequate to the pur- 
pofe of enabling us to extend the Company’s liberality to every individual whom it 
may be neceflary to admit to a participation of it, either on the fcore of humanity 
or policy. 

Having judged it of the utmoft importance, to lofe no time in carrying into 
effeCl your Lordfhip’s inflru&ions, with refpeCt to the removal of the Jamily of the 
late Tippoo Sultaun, we this morning addrefled a letter to the Commander in Chief, 
a copy of which we have the honor to enclofe for your Lordfhip’s information. 
The deficiency in draft and carriage cattle, which at prefent exifts both here and at 
Camp, has compelled Colonel Wellefley to confine himfelf to the removal, in the 
firft inftance, of the four elder Princes, with their refpe&ive families. The remain¬ 
ing parts of the family inhabit the Zenana; and no danger is to be apprehended 
from their continuing in Seringapatam, until it fhall be practicable to remove them.

We have the honor to inform your Lord (hip, that the four elder Princes, with 
their refpe&ive families, crofTed the river yefterday, and proceeded on their march 
to Vellore this morning. The etcorc appointed to conduct the Princes to Vellore 
is commanded by Lieutenant Colonel Coke, and eonfifts of two divifxons of the 
Honorable Company's fecond European Regiment, of one battalion of Native 
Infantry, with four field pieces, and of two troops of Cavalry, amounting, in the 
whole, to 1500 men. 

We truft, that our appointment of Captain Marriott to attend the Princes, 
until they fhall be joined by Lieutenant Colonel Dovcton, will meet with your 
your Lordfhtp’s approbation.

i. In confequence of thefe communications it appeared to us proper, that the Enclofurein 
members of the Commiffion lbould wait upon the Rajah, without delay : we ac- N? L1I. 
cordingly yeflcrday fignified, through Rurneab, to His Highneis, and to his family, 
our intention of paying our perfonai refpedts to them in the courfe of the evening. 


3. We proceeded to His Highnefs’s reftdence, accompanied by Purneah, 
whom we thought it proper ftiould be prefent at this firfl interview. Although every 
preparation was made for our reception, it is not eafy to defcribe to your Lordlhip 
the Rate of mifery in which we found this perfecuted family. 


4. A port!-n of the apartment in which we were received was concealed frotn 
our view by a curtain, behind which the Rana, and the other female members of 
die family, were Rationed. 


We were received by the male part of the family, with expreffions of 
gratitude and joy, proportioned to the magnitude of the benefits conferred on 
them, and to the Rate of indigence and obfcurity from which they were relieved. 
We again communicated, as we had done before, through Purneah, the general 
outline of your Lordfhip’s propofed arrangement, and your intentions with refpedt 
to the Rajah. The Rana, in reply, expreffed, through one of her attendants, the 
lively l'enfe which flie entertained of your Lordlhip’s clemency, which had raifed her 
and her family from the loweR pitch of human mifery, to that Ration of which they 
liad been deprived by tyranny and ufurpation. She dwelt particularly on the per- 
lecution to which flic and her family had been expofed, from the cruel, favage, and 
relentlefs difpofition of the late Tippoo Sultaun; but flie added, that the generofity 
of the Company, having reflored the ancient rights of her houfe in the perlon of her 
Grandfon, had opened to her a profpeft of palling the remnant of her days in peace. 

6 . The Rajah, who is faid to be five years old, is of a delicate habit; his com¬ 
plexion is rather fair than otherwife, and his countenance is very expreffive. He 
betrayed fome fymptoms of alarm on our firfl arrival, but thefe foon difappeared. 
He feems to be of a timid difpofition, and to have fuffered confiderably from reflrainr. 


7. We have the honor to inform your Lordfliip, that the partition of the 
country, and the elevation of the Rajah to the Mufnud, was this day proclaimed.

Treaty for the ftrengthening the Alliance and Friendfhip fubfifting between the 
Englifh East-India Company, Behauder ; His Highnefs the Nabob Nizam 
ud Dowlah Asopii Jah, Bahauder ; and the Pefhwa Row-Pundit Purdhan, 
, Behauder ; and for tffedfing a Settlement of the Dominions of the late Tippoo 
' SULTAUN. 

Whereas the deceafed Tippoo Sultaun, unprovoked by any adt of aggreflion on 
the part of the Allies, entered into an offenfive and defenfive Alliance with the 
French, and admitted a French force into his army, for the purpofe of commencing 
war againft the Honorable Englifh Company Behauder, and its Allies, Nizam ud 
Dowlah Afoph Jah Behauder, and the Pefhwa Row Pundit Purdhan Behauder ; and 
the faid Tippoo Sultaun having attempted to evade the juft demands of fatisfadiion 
and fecurity made by the Honorable Englifh Company Behauder and its Allies, for 
their defence and protection againft the joint defigns of the faid Sultaun and of the 
French, the Allied Armies of the Honorable Englifh Company Behauder, and of His 
Highnefs Nizam ud Dowlah Afoph Jah Behander, proceeded to hoftilities, in vin¬ 
dication of their rights, and for the prefervation of their refpedtive dominions, from 
the perils of foreign invafion, and from the ravages of a cruel and rclentlefs enemy. 

And whereas it has pleafed Almighty God to profper the juft caufe of the faid 
Allies, the Honorable Englifh Company Behauder and His Highnefs Nizam ud 
Dowlah Afoph Jah Bahauder, with a continued courfe of vidtory and fuccefs, and 
finally to crown their arms,* by the redudlion of the capital of My fore, the fall of 
Tippoo Sultaun, the utter extindfion of his power, and the unconditional fubmiffioti 
of his people; and whereas the faid Allies, being difpofed to exercife the right of 
conqueft, with the fame moderation and forbearance which they have obferved from 
the commencement to the condufion of the late fuccefsful war, have refolved to ufe 
the power which it has pleafed Almighty God to place in their hands, for the pur¬ 
pofe of obtaining reafonable compenfation for the expences of the war, and of eftab- 
lifhing permanent fecurity, and genuine tranquillity, for themfelves and their fubjedts, 
as well as for all the Powers contiguous to their refpedlive dominions: wherefore a 
treaty, for the adjuftment of the territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun, between the 
Englifh Eaft-India Company Behauder and His Highnefs the Nabob Nizam ud Dow¬ 
lah Afoph Jah Behauder, is now concluded by Lieutenant General George Harris, 
Commander in Chief of the Forces of His Britannic Majefty and of the Engiilh Eaft- 
lndia Company Behauder in the Carnatic and on the Coaft of Malabar, the Honorable 
Colonel Arthur Wellefley, the Honorable Henry Wellefley, Lieutenant Colonel 
William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant Colonel Barry Clofe, on the part and in the 
name of the Pvight Honorable Richard Earl of Mornington, K. P., Governor General 
for all Affairs, Civil and Military, of the Britilh Nation in India ; and by the Nabob

tied in fchcdule A, hereunto annexed, together with the heads of all the paffes lead¬ 
ing from the territory of the late Tippoo Sultaun to any part of the poffeffions of the 
Englifh Eaft-India Company Behauder, of its Allies or Tributaries, fituateti below

For the fame reafon ftated in the preceding article, the diftridts fpecified in the 
Schedule B., annexed hereunto, fhall be fubjefted to the authority, and for ever 
united with, the dominions of the Nabob Nizam ud Dowlah Afoph Jah Behauder, the 
faid Nabob having engaged to provide liberally, from the revenues of the faid dif- 
tridts, for the fupport of Meer Kummer ud Deen Bchander, and of his family and 
relations, and to grant him, for this purpofe, a perfonal Jaghire in the diftridk of 
Gurruracondah, equal to the annual fum of Rupees 2,10,000, or of Canteria Pagodas

Article 3. 

It being further expedient, for the prefervation of peace and tranquillity, and 
for the general fecurity on the foundations now eftablifhed by the contracting parties, 
that the fortrefs of Seringapatam Ihould be fubje&ed to the faid Company Behauder, 
it is ftipulated and agreed, that the faid fortrefs, and the ifland on which it is 
fituated/including the fmall trad of land or ifland lying to the weftward of the main 
ifland, and bounded on the weft by a Nullah called the Myfore Nullah, which falls 
into the Cavery near Chungul Ghaut) (hall become part of the domin’ ins of the faid 
Company, in full right and fovereignty for ever. 

Article 4. 

A feparate Government fhall be eftablifhed in Myfore; and for this purpofe it 
is ftipulated and agreed, that Maha Rajah Myfore Kiftna Rajah Oodiavcr Behauder, 
a defeendant of the ancient Rajahs of Myfore, fhall poffefs the territory hereinafter- 
deferibed, upon the conditions hereinafter mentioned. 

Article 5. 

The contracting powers mutually and feverally agree, that the diftriCts fpecified 
in Schedule C, hereunto annexed, fhall be ceded to the faid Maha Rajah Myfore, upon 
the conditions herein after-mentioned. 

Article 6- 

The Englifh Eaft-India Company Bahauder, fhall be at liberty to make fuch 
deduction, from time to time, from the fums allotted by the iirft article of the pre- 
fent treaty, for the maintenance of the family of Hyder Ally Khan and Tippoo 
Suitaun, as may be proper, in confequence of the deceafe of any member of the laid 
families; and in the event of any hoftile attempr, on the part of the faid family, 
from any member of it, againft the authority of the contracting parties, or againft 
the peace of their refpeCtive dominions, or the territory of the Rajah of Mylore, then 
the faid Englifh Eaft-India Company Behauder fhall be at liberty to limit, or fuf- 
pend entirely, the payment of the whole, or any part of the flipend, herein before 
ftipulated to be applied to the maintenance and fupport of the faid families,

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Article 7 , 

His Highnefs the Pefhwa, Row Pundit Purdhan Bahauder, fhall be invited to 
accede to the prefent treaty 5 and although the laid Pefhwa Row Pundit Purdhan 
Bahauder, has neither participated in the expencc or danger of the late warj and 
therefore is not entitled to {hare any part of the acqnifitions made by the eontradting 
parties (namely, the Englilh JEaft-Jndia Company Bahauder and His Highnefs the 
Nabob Nizam ud Dowlah Afoph Jah Bahauder) yet for the maintenance of the 
relations of friendfhip and alliance between the laid Pefhwa Row Pundit Purdhan 
Bahauder, the Englilh Eaft-India Company Bahauder, His Highnefs the Nabob 
Nizam ud Dowlah Afoph Jah Bahauder, and Maha Rajah Myfoor Kilhnarajah 
Bahauder, it is ftipulated and agreed, that certain riiftrifts, fpecified in Schedule 
D, hereunto annexed, Brail be relerved for the purpofe of being eventually ceded to 
the faid Pefhwah Row Pundit Purdhan Bahauder in full right and fovereignty, in. 
the fame manner as if he had been a contracting party to this treaty i provided, 
however, that the laid Pelhwa Row Pundit Purdhan Bahauder fhall accede to .the 
prelent treaty, in its full extent, within one month from the day on which it fhall be 
formally communicated to him by the contracting parties, and provided alfo that he 
Brail give fatisfadtion to the Englilh Eaft-India Company Bahauder, and to His 
Highnefs the Nabob Nizam ud Dowlah Afoph Jah Bahauder, with regard to certain 
points 'now depending between nim the (aid Pefhwa Row Pundit Purdhan Bahauder 
and the faid Nabob Nizam ud Dowlah Afoph Jah Bahauder, aud alfo with regard to 
fuch points as fhall be represented to the laid Pefhwa, on the part of the Englilh 
Eaft-India Company Bahauder, by the Governor General or the Englifh. Refrdent ac 
the Court of Poonah.

If, contrary to the amicable expectation of the contracting parties, the faid 
Pelhwa Row pundit Purdhan Bahauder fhall refafe to accede to this treaty, or to 
give fatisfadtion upon the points to which the feventh article refers, then the righc 
to and fovereignty of the feveral diftridts, herein-before referved for eventual cef- 
rion to the Pefhwa Row Pundit Purdhan Bahauder, Brail reft jointly in the faid 
Englifh Eaft-India Company Bahauder, and the faid Nabob Nizam ud Dowlah 
Afoph Jah Bahauder, who will either exchange them with the Rajah of Myfore, for 
other diftndts of equal value, more contiguous to their refpedtive territories, or 
otherwife arrange and fettle refpeding them, as they fhall judge proper.

Article 9. 

It being expedient, for the effectual ettabliihment of Maha Rajah Myfoor Kilh¬ 
narajah in the Government of Myfore, that His Highnefs fhould be aflilted with a 
iuitable fubfuhary force, it is ftipulated and agreed, that the whole of the faid force 
ftiall be furnifhed by the Englifh Eaft-India Company Bahauder, according to the 
terms of a feparate treaty, to be immediately concluded between the faid Englilh 
4 Eaft- 
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Eaft-Tndra Company Bahauder and His Highnefs the Maha Rajah Myfoor Kifhna 
Rajah Oodeaver Bahauder. 

Article 10. 

This treaty, confining of ten articles, being fettled and concluded, this day, the 
22d of June 1799 (correfponding with the 17th of Mohurriun, 1214 anno Higeree) 
by Lieutenant General Harris, the Honorable Colonel Arthur Wellefley, the Ho¬ 
norable Henry Wellefley, Lieutenant Colonel Willjam Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant 
Colonel Barry Clofe, on the part and in the name of the Right Honorable Richard 
Earl of Mornington, Governor General aforelaid, and by Meer Allum Bahau¬ 
der, on the pare, and in the name of His Highnefs the Nabob Nizam ud Dow- 
lah Aloph Jah Bahauder, the faid Lieutenant General Harris, the Honorable 
Colonel Arthur Wellefley, the Honorable Henry Wellefley, Lieutenant Colonel 
William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant Colonel Barry Clofe, have delivered to 
Meer Allum Bahauder one copy of the fame, figned and fealed b • themfelves; and 
Meer Allum Bahauder has delivered to Lieutenant General George Harris, the 
Honorable Colonel Arthur Wellefley, the Honorable Henry Wellefley, Lieutenant 
Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant Colonel Barry Clofe, another copy of 
the lame, figned and fealed by himfelf ; and Lieutenant General George Han is, the 
Honorable Colonel Arthur Wellefley, the Honorable Llenry Wellefley, Lieutenant 
Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant Colonel Barry Clofe, and Meer 
Allum Bahauder, feverally and mutually engage, that the faid treaty fhall be reflec¬ 
tively ratified by the Right Honorable the Governor General, under his feal and 
fignature, within eight days from the date hereof, and by His Highnefs the Nabob 
Nizam ud Dowlah Afoph Jah Bahauder, within twenty-five days from the date 
hereof.

T * The principle of partition between the Nizam and the Company, aflumed 
‘ n ^ c ' "tit and fetond articles, is that each party fbould retain in direft fovereigntv 
an equal ihare of unincumbered territorial revenue, deduflion being made from both 
/ides, of the amount oi the pensions for jaghires, of which each party has agreed to 
bear the charge. 

• a!]owa "<* s made by Tippoo Sultaun to his family, and that of Hyder, 

inducing the whole expences of the maintenance of every branch of the families, did 
Dot exceed 1,12,1x6 Canteria Pagodas. 

•j* Was . ^ owever thought advifable, to allot a larger fum for this purpofe, 
as well with a view tomeet the fifft expences of fettling the families in the Carnatic, 
as the increafed charge of maintaining the younger Ions of the late Sultaun 
(nine in number) as they lhall advance in years' The youngeft of the four Princes 
now at Vellore is abew fifteen years of age. It is not intended to make the nine 
younger Ions now at Seringapatatn, the eldcft of whom is about eleven years of age, 
lo large an allowance as that enjoyed by each of the four elder now at Vellore. • The 
four elder fons have been accuitomed to a degree of date, of which it would be in¬ 
delicate to deprive them : the fame reafons do not apply to the younger fons, who 
havefcarcely ever been fuffered to pafs beyond the limits of the Zenana. 

4. The e/lunate of the revenues ofTippoo Sultaun, on which the partition has 
been tounried, is the fame as that admitted by the Allies at Seringapatatn in 1792, 
.eduding. the fum of nine l?cs of pagodas, which had been added by the Allies to 
the eltimate given in by the Vakeels of Tippoo Sultaun on that occafion. There is 
every reaton to luppole, that this ellimate is much below the real produce of the 
revenues ot the country, efpecially in its valuation of the Company’s (hare. Tippoo 
Stiitaun had made a fictitious iricreafe of his revenues, by an arbitrary addition to the 
nominal value of his coin, and by other capricious and extravagant operations, the 
nature of which is explained in the Papers annexed to this dilpatch : by this 
contrivance he had railed the apparent amount of his revenues to the fum of Canteria; 

1 .tgodas £-3,67,549 : 1 his mm certainly much exceeded their real amount. In N? 
—a compafilon is inflituted between the extravagant ftatements lately found at 
berirgapatarn, and the depreciation of I'lppoo’s remaining revenue impofed upon 
!lie - dues^ in 1792. By this comparifon it appears, that at the lowed valuation, the 
Company s share of the prclent partition may be expected, wirhin a lhort period of 
time, to produce not lefs than 14,78,698 Star Pagodas *, provided the revenues be 
ably and honeftly adminiftered.

It is recommend¬ 
ed to the attention of your Honorable Court, as exhibiting a curious and interelling view 
of the new and capricious divifion of territory introduced by Tippoo Sultaun, by which 
he had changed many of the names, and all the divifions of every part of his king¬ 
dom, loading his eftablilhments with innumerable Mahomedan Officers of revenue, 
and entirely fubverting the wife and economical fyftem eftablifhed by Hyder Ally. 
In N?— will alfo be found a note, relating to the produce and commercial powers of 
My fore. Having already ftated, in paragraphs 13, 14 and 15, of this difpatch, the 
principles which have regulated the feleftion of the particular diftrifts allotted to each 
of the contra&ing parties, it is unneceflary to add any thing on that fubjedt to this 
memorial. 

6. The third article does not appear to require any explanation. The fmall 
tradt of land retained in addition to the lfland of Seringapatam, "is neceflary to the 
effectual ftrength of the place, and to its conftant fupply.with water. By the next 
difpatch it is hoped, that an accurate report of the value of the acquifitions made 
under this article may be forwarded to your Honorable Court. 

7 * Articles 4 & 5. Thefe articles are fo exprefled, as to exclude any claim of 
right to the throne on the part of the Rajah, and alfo to prevent many of the Poli- 
gars defeended from the ancient poffefibrs of various parts of the territories of 
Tippoo Sultaun, from preferring obfolete pretenfions, founded on alleged rights of 
inheritence. 

8. Article 6,—Requires no explanation. The firft feparace article refers to 
this, and will hereafter be explained. 

9. Article 7,—Refers to an intended treaty with the Mahratta Empire, the nego¬ 
tiation of which is now depending at Poonah, with every profpedt of a favourable 
ifiiie. 

10. The 8th article requires no particular comment: it is connedted with the 
fecond leparate article, which will be hereafter explained. 

11. The 9th article is founded upon the equitable right of the Company, 
arifing from a fuperior fhare in the expences and dangers of the war, to the 
principal benefit of any collateral arrangements to be made with the new Government 
of Myfore. It is evident, that His Highnefs the Nizam, the exigence of whole throne 
has confeftcdly been faved, and is now protected by the Britifh Power, will derive a 
eonfiderable additional fecurity from the eftablilhment of the Britifh influence in 
Myfore. On the other hand, the penfions to be made to the Mahrattas will be em¬ 
ployed to purchafe certain immunities of the moll valuable kind for Hi's Highliefs ; 
or if the Mahratta Porter fhould decline fuch an accommodation, the lecond feparate

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inkle (as hereafter explained) will place His Highnefs’s intererts/under the ope- 
raflons of this treaty, on a level with thofe of the Company.

This article was inferted with a view to exclude the Nizam from any interfe¬ 
rence in the affairs of the families of Hyde/ Ally and Tippoo Sultaun : its operation 
is reciprocal, as it renounces the Company’s right of interference between Nizam 
Ally and Kurnmer ud Dicn. 

Article z. 

If the Pelhwa fhould accede to the terms to be propofed to him under the 
feventh article of the Treaty, it has already been remarked, that the Nizam will 
derive confiderable benefit from that arrangement. The precife nature of the benefit 
which his Highnefs may expedt, is now a matter of negotiation at Poonah. If 
Nizam Ally fhould be difappointed in his expectation at Poonah, he will be amply 
indemnified, by receiving two-thirds of the territory now referved for eventual ceffion 
to the Pefhwa, while the Company lhall receive only one-third.

To the Commiflioners for the Affairs of My fore. 

Gentlemen, , 

In compliance with the defire of the Right Honorable the Governor General, 
conveyed in his letter to you dated the zirt June, extraft of which was forwarded to 
me by your directions, I have the honor to tranfmit to you a ftatement of the revenues 
of the territories lately acquired for the Honorable Company, in which you will 
pleafe to obferve the grounds, on which I am led to believe that thofe acquifitions 
are capable to yield a grofs revenue, equal ro the fums in Column 4. 

The late Tippoo Sultaun railed his Jummabundy, in the year 1796, by augmenting 
his land-rent three Cantaria Fanams on each Pagoda (ten Fanams) fuppofing the 
country to be capable of bearing this augmentation. He alfo charged his Jumma¬ 
bundy with half a Fanam, as a tax on Shroffs, and a quarter of a Fanam, as a duty 
on Tobacco. The two laft articles were abfurdly added to the land-rent, as well as 
the firif, the whole amounting to 3% Fanams on every ten Fanams; fo that by this 
increale, every ten by the preceding Jummabundy became 13^ for the new Jumma¬ 
bundy, or 40 was raifed to 55. 


There 
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There were, however,Tome inconfiderable articles of the revenue excluded from 
contributing towards this augmentation ; fuch as the rents of land farmed for portions 
of the produce, and alfo the road-duties : but as I could not procure an exad account 
of the amount of items left out in forming the increafe, I have fuppofed, for the con¬ 
venience of calculation, that the increafe of 1796 extended to the whole grofs reve¬ 
nue and by following this mode, 1 have eftimated the increafe in Column 2 of the 
Lenient greater than it really was •, confequently Column 3 or 4 is eft.mated lower 
than it otherwile fliould be, if the detail of the whole increafe had been accurately 

afeertained. 

The fums in Canteria Pagodas in the third Column, or in Star Pagodas in the 
fourth, may, in mv opinion, be confidered as nearly the fair Jummabundy which 
may hereafter be expeded; though I cannot take upon myfelf to aflert, that the 
feveral diftrids ought to yield revenue equal to this valuation ot them. 

If fome of the diftrids fhould be over-rated in this eftimate, it is probable that 
others are under-valued. I think it is not unreafonable to exped, that in the aggre¬ 
gate, the whole may, in the courfe of three or four years, produce a revenue equal 
?o the amount of Column 4; and if from this fum one-fifth be deduded, for the 
feveral heads oflnaums to Pagodas, &c. and for defraying all charges of colledion, 
there would remain to the Company a clear revenue of near twelve lacs of Star 

Pagodas annually. 

Should this eftimate of the new acquifitions be hereafter fo ^ n ^; 
formation, to be materially erroneous, I hope it will^be remembe tt, 
the trueft fcale which can at prefent be procured. Much will always depend on 
ftill and talents of perfons employed in the management of revenue. 

I have an account of the amount of the rent of each Aumildarrie compofing the 
Tumma in the firft Column •, and I have materials and information (ufficient to \ ,

JUMMABUNDY. 

Sir, 

I have the pleafure to lay before you an abftradt of the Jummabundy, and a Lift 
of the feveral Forts of the late Tippoo Sultaun. As he had given new names to all 
Forts, and the cadence of his Afiphs, the proper, or former name, is affixed to each 
Divifion and Fort, for the convenience of geographical information. 

The Sultaun’s miftaken fyftem of Revenue Collection, operated in a great degree 
towards reducing his receipts, by his having increafed the number of Aumildarries to 
ten times as many as had ufually been the proportion under all former Governments 
pf the Myforc Dominions. 

The Sultaun rjaifed his Jummabundy, in the year 1795, by adding about nineteen 
Lacks of Canteria Pagodas to his former Jumma : But this increafe was only ideal; 
as I am informed by men, of whofe veracity I have a high opinion, that fince the 
year 1792, his receipts were annually from twency-five to thirty-five Lacks of Can- 
teria Pogodas. His aftual annual Difburfements are eftimated at forty Lacks of Can¬ 
teria Pagodas, fince the Treaty of 1 792; fo that it appears, a confiderable portion of 
hisexpences mult have been taken from the treafure collected by his Father. 

All the Afiphs and Aumildars under his Government were Moormen, who were 
feldom chofen for any other reafon than their being Mahomedans; and although 
the whole of them had an oath of fidelity adminiftered to them, the embezzlement'of 
Public Revenue, by the feveral clafles of Servants, is fuppofed to have amounted 
annually to fifteen or twenty Lacs of Canteria Pagodas. The Jagheers for the fup- 
port of Troops, which amount ro about five Lacks of Canteria Pagodas, do not ap¬ 
pear in the ftatement: The valuation of them is included in the Revenue.

General ; dated 30th Tune, 1799. 

To the Earl of Mornington, &c. &c. &c. 

My Lord, 

1. We have the honor to inform your Lordfhip, that Purnea having reported 
to us, on the 25th inftant, that the Brahmins had fixed on the 30th of June, as the 
moft aufpicious day for placing Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver on the Mufnud of My fore, 
we refolved that the ceremony Ihould accordingly be performed on that day. 

2. We at the fame time communicated to Lieutenant General Harris our wifh, 
that he would, if pofiible, alfifl in perfon on this occafion. 

3. His Excellency, in confeqtience, came hither from camp yefterday morning, 
attended by his Elite, and an efcort of European Cavalry, for the occafion. 

4. The Rajah and his family removed fomedays ago from Seringapatam to the 
old town of Mvfore, where the belt preparations were made for their accommodation 
which circumftances would admit. 

5. This morning, the Members of the Commiffion, accompanied by Meer 
Allum, and his fon, Meer Dow ran, and preceded by His Majefly’s 12th regi¬ 
ment of Foot, proceeded to the refidence of the Rajah, who was placed on the 
Mufnud about noon, under three vollies of mufquetry from the troops on the lpoc, 
and a royal falute from the guns of Seringapatam. 

6. The ceremony of placing the Rajah on the Mufnud was performed by 
Lieutenant General Harris, as Senior Member of the Commiffion, and by Meer 
Allum, each of them taking a hand of His Highnefs on the occafion. His Excel¬ 
lency the Commander in Chief, fome time after, delivered to the Rajah the feal and 
fignet of the Rauje. 

7. The deportment of the young Prince, during this ceremony, was remarks- 

f bly 
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bly decorous, confidering the untoward circumftances which had preceded his 
elevation, and confirmed the opinion which we had formed of him at our firft vifit 
to him. 

S. We had great pleafure in informing your Lordfliip that Gholam Aly Khan, 
Aly Reza, Budruz Zemaun Khan, and Syed Mohommed Khan Mehdur, fponcane- 
oully attended on this occafion. The Meer Suddoor was prevented, we underftand, 
by indil'pofition. 

9. After taking leave of the Rajah, we partook of an entertainment which 
had been provided for us in an adjoining Choultry. 

10. The inauguration having taken place under an open Pandaul, the fpedta- 
tors were very numerous v and it would be difficult to deicribe the joy which was 
vifible in the countenances of all the Hindoos prefent.

A treaty of perpetual friendthip and alliance, concluded, on the one part, by 
his Excellency Lieutenant General George Harris, Commander in Chief of the 
Forces of His Britannic Majefty and of the Englilh Eaft-India Company Ba- 
hauder in the Carnatic and on the Coaft of Malabar, the Honorable Colonel Arthur 
Wellefley, the Honorable Henry Wellefley, Lieutenant Colonel William Kirkpatrick, 
and Lieutenant Colonel Barry Clofe, on behalf and in the name of the Right Honorable 
Richard Earl of Mornington, K. P., Governor General for all Affairs, Civil and 
Military, of the Britifh Nation in India, by virtue of full powers veiled in them for 
this purpofe, by the faid Richard Earl of Mornington, Governor General ; and on 
the other part, by Maha Rajah Myfoor Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver Bahauder, Rajah of 
Myfore. 

Whereas it is ftipulated in the treaty concluded on the 22d of June 1799, be¬ 
tween the Honorable Englilh Eaft-India Company Bahauder, and the Nabob Nizam 
ud Dowlah Afoph Jah Bahauder, for lengthening the alliance and friendlhip lublilhng 
between the faid Englilh Eaft-India Company Bahauder, his Highnefs Nizam ud 
Dowlah Afoph Jah Bahauder, and the Pelhwa Row Pundit Purdhan Bahauder, and 
i for 
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.dofarem for e ffecting a fettlement of the territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun, that a leparate 
N?LII. government foall be eftablifoed in Myfore, and that his Highnefs Maha Rajah Myioor 
Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver Eahauder (hall pofiefs certain territories, fpecified in Schedule 
C., annexed to the faid treaty, and that for the effe&ual eftabli foment of the Govern¬ 
ment of Myfore, his Highnefs foall be affiled with a fuitable fubfidiary force, to be 
furnifoed by the Engiifo EafWtidia Company Bahauder: 

Wherefore, in order to carry the faid ftipulations into effefl, and to increafe and 
ftrenwthen the friendfoip fubfifting between the faid Engiifo Eaft-India Company and 
the laid Maha Rajah Myfoor Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver Bahauder, this treaty is concluded 
by Lieutenant General George Harris, Commander in Chief of the Forces of His 
Britannic Majefty and of the faid Engiifo Eaft-India Company Bahauder in the Car¬ 
natic and on the Coaft of Malabar,^the Honorable Colonel Arthur Welleftey, the 
Honorable Henry Welleftey, Lieutenant Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieute¬ 
nant Colonel Barry Clofe, on the part and in the name of the Right Honorable 
Richard Earl of Mornington, Governor General aforefaid, and by his Highnefs Maha 
Rajah Myfoor Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver Bahauder, which ftiall be binding upon the 
contracting parties, as long a. the Sun and Moon foall endure. 

Article 1. 

The friends and enemies of either of the contracting parties ftiall be coniidered 
as the friends and enemies of both. 

Article 2. 

The Honorable the Eaft-India Company Bahauder agrees to maintain, and his 
Highnefs Maha Rajah Myfoor Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver Bahauder agrees to receive, a 
military force, for the defence and fecurity of his Highnefs's dominions; in conlider* 
ationof which protection, his Highneis engages to pay the annual fum of teven lacks 
of ftar pagodas to the faid Eaft-India Company ; the faid fum to be paid in equal 
monthly inftalments, commencing from the tft of July, Anno Domini 2799* And 
his Highnefs further agrees, that the difpofal of the faid ium, together with the 
arrangement and employment of the troops to be maintained by it, {hall be left en¬ 
tirely to the Company. 

Article 3. 

If it foall be necellary for the proteftion and defence of the territories of the con¬ 
tracting parties, or of either of them, that hoftilities foall be undertaken, or preparations 
made for commencing hoftilities againft any State or Power, his faid Highnefs Mabah 
Rajah Myfoor Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver Bahauder agrees to contribute towards the dn- 
charge ot the ihcr . afed-expen.ee, incurred by the augmentation of the military force,

have full power and right either to introduce fuch regulations and ordinances, as he 
ihall deem expedient for the internal management and colleaion of the revenues or 
for the better ordering of any other branch and department of the Government of

_ A ?i K ,>l S kn’tt’y’ further agreed, that whenever thefaid Governor General in 
Council Ihall fignify to the faid Maha Rajah Myfoor Kilina Rajah Oodiaver Bahauder 
that it is become neceflary to carry into effett the provifion of the fourth article his 
faid Highnefs Maha Rajah Myloor Kiftna'Rajah Oodiaver. fhall immediately iflue 
orders to his Aumils, or other Officers, either for carrying info effett the faid reo-ula- 
tions and ordinances, according to the tenor of the fourth article, or for placing the 
territories required under the exclufive authority and control of the Englifh Company 
Bahauder. And in cafe his Highnefs fhall not iflue fuch orders, within ten days from 
the time when the application fhall have been formally made to him, then the faid 
Governor General in Council fhall be at liberty to iffue orders, by his own authority 
either for carrying into effett the faifl regulations or ordinances, or for alfuming the 
management and collection of tire' revenues of the faid territories, as he fhall iud^e 
moft expedient, for tkrpurpdfe of fecuring the efficiency of the faid military f U ncfs 
and of providing for the eftettual protection of the country, and the welfare of the 
people* ^Provided always, that whenever and fo long as any part or parts of his faid 
Highnefs S territories ihall be placed, and fhall remain under the exclufive authority 
and control of thefaid Eaft-india Company, the Governor General in Council fhall 
render to his Highnefs a true and faithful account of the revenues and produce of the 
territories io ailumed. . Provided alfo, that in no cafe whatever, (hall his Hi^hnefs’s 
attual receipt of annual income, arifingouc of his territorial revenue, be lefs than the 
fum of one lack of rtar pagodas, together with one-fifth part of the net revenues of 
the whole of the territories ceded to him by the fifth article of the Treaty of Mvfore- 
which fum of one lack of ftar pagodas-, together with the amount of one-fifth of th* 
faid net revenues, the Eafl-India Company engages, at all times, and in every pofTR 
hie cale, to lecure, and caufe to be paid for his Highnefs’s ufe.

His Highnefs Mafia Rajah Myfoor Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver Bahauder engages,, 
N? LU. 10 that he will bt guided by a (iiicere and cordial attention to the relation:; of peace and 
amity, now cftabltfhed between the Englilh Company Bahatider and the'r Allies; and 
that he will carefully abftain from any interference in the affairs of any State in alliance 
with the fold Englilh Company Bahatider, or of any State whatever. And for fecuripg 
the objeft of this ftipulation, it is further ftipulated and agreed, that no communication 
or correspondence, with any foreign State whatever. Shall be hidden by his fold 
I Ughnefs, without the previous knowledge and fan&ion of the faid Englilh Company

Article 7. 

His Highnefs ftipulates and agrees, that he will not admit any European 
Foreigners ilito his ferv ee, without the concurrence of the English Company Bahauder ; 
and that he will apprehend and deliver to the CornpanyhsGovernment, all Europeans, 
of whatever defeription, who fhall be found within the territories of his laid Highnefs, 
without regular paffports from the Engliflt Government, it being his Highnels’s de¬ 
termined reiolution, not to fuffer, even for a day, any European foreigners to remain 
within the territories now fubjedled to his authority, unlefs by con lent of the laid 
Company. 

Article 8, . 

Whereas the complete prote&ion of his Highnefs’s faid territories requires that 
various fortrdfos and ffrong places, fituated within the territories of his Highnefs,. 
Ihould be garrifoned and commanded, as well in time of peace as of war, by Biiufh 
Troops and Officers, his Highnefs Maha Rajah Myfoor Kiffna Rajah Oodjaver Ba¬ 
il audef engages, that the faid Englilh Company Bahauder fhall, at all times, be at 
liberty to. garrifon, in whatever manner they may judge proper, fuch fortreffes and 
ffrong places, within his faid Highnefo’s territories, as. it fhall appear to them ad* 
vifable to take charge of. 

Article 9. 

And whereas, in confluence of the fyffena of defence which it may be expedi ■ 
ear to adopt, for the fecurity of the territorial poileffions of His Highnefs Maha 
Rajah Myfoor Kiffna Rajah Oodiaver Bahauder, it may be .neceffary that certain forts* 
and ffrong places, within His Highnefs’sterritones, ihould be difmantled or deftroy - 
cd, and that other forts and ffrong places Ihould be ffrengthened arid repaired, it is 
ftipulated and agreed, that the Englilh Eaft-lndia Company fhall be the foie judges 
of the neceffity of any fuch alterations in the fortreffes. And it is further agreed, that 
fuel} expcnces as may he incurred on this account, (hall be borne and defrayed, in 
equal proportion, by the contracting parties.

In cafe it fhall become neceffary, for enforcing and maintaining the authority 
and government of His Highnefs in the territories now fubje&ed to his power, that 

the 
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tfie regular troops of the Englifh Eaft-India Company Bahauder (hould be employed, 
it.is ftipulated and agreed, that upon formal application being made for the fervice of 
the faid troops, they {laa 11 be employed in fuch manner as to the {aid Company fhall 
feem fit: but it is exprefily underftood by the contracting parties, that this fiiptila- 
tion (hall not fubjeCt the troops of the Englifh Eaft-India Company Bahauder to be 
employed in the ordinary transactions of revenue. 

Article ii . 

It being expedient, for the reftoration and permanent eflahlifhment of tranquil¬ 
lity in the territories now fubjeCted to the authority of His Highnefs Maha Rajah My¬ 
foor Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver Bahauder, that fuitable provifion (hould be made for cer¬ 
tain officers of rank in the fervice of the late Tippoo Sultaun, his faid Highnefs agrees 
to enter into the immediate difcuffion of this point, and to fix the amount of the 
funds (as foon as the neceflary information can be obtained) to be granted for this 
purpofe, in a feparate article to be hereafter added to this treaty. 

Article 12. 

Left the garrifon of Seringapatam (hould, at any time, be fubjeCt to inconveni¬ 
ence from the high price of provifions and other necefiaries, His Highnefs Maha 
Rajah Myfoor Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver Bahauder agrees, that fuch quantities of pro¬ 
vifions, and other neceffaries, as may be required for the ufe and confumption of the 
troops compofing the faid garrifon, fhall be allowed to enter the place, from all and 
every part of his dominions, free of any duty, tax, or impediment, whatever. 

Article 13 . 

The contracting parties hereby agree to take into their early conlideration, the 
beft means of eftabliftiing fuch a commercial intercourfe between their refpeCtive do¬ 
minions, as (hall be mutually beneficial to the fubjeCts of both Governments, and to 
conclude a commercial treaty, for this purpofe, with as little delay as poffible. 

Article 14 . 

His Highnefs Maha Rajah Myfoor Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver Bahauder, hereby pro- 
mifes to pay, at all times, the utmoft attention to fuch advice as the Englifh Govern¬ 
ment (hall occafionally judge it neceflary to offer to him, fvith a view to the cecono- 
my of his finances, the better collection of his revenues, the adminiftration of juftice, 
the extenfion of commerce, the encouragement of trade, agriculture, and induftry, or 
any other objeCts connected with the advancement of His Highnefs’s interefts, the 
happinefs of his people, and the mutual welfare of both States. 

Article 15. 

Whereas it may hereafter appear, that fome of the diftriCts declared by the 
treaty ofMyfore to belong, refpeCtively, to the Englifh Company Bahauder and to 
His Highnefs are inconveniently fituated, with a view to the proper connection of 
their refpeCtive lines of frontier, it is hereby ftipulated between the contracting 

parties. 
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parties, that in all fuch cafes they will proceed to foch an adjuftittent, by means of an 
exchange or othcrwtle, as ihall be belt (luted to the occafion.

This treaty, confiding of fixteen articles, being this day, the 8th of July, Anno 
Domini 1799, corresponding to the 3d of Suffer, Anno Higeree 1214, and to the 
7th of the month Hafiar, of the 1721 year of the Salwant JEra, fettled afcd concluded 
at the fort of Nuzzerbah, near Seringapatara, by hts Excellency Lieutenant General 
George Harris, Commander in Chief of the Forces of His Britannic Majefty and of 
the Honorable Englifh Eaft-lndia Company in the Carnatic and on the Cdaft of 
Malabar, the Honorable Colonel Arthur Wellefley, the Honorable Henry Wellefley, 
Lieutenant Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant Colonei Barry Clofe, with 
the Maha Rajah Myfoor Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver Bahaiider, the afbrefaicf'gentlemen 
have delivered to the faicl Maha Rajah one copy of the fame in Englilh and Periian, 
fealed and figned by them, and His Highncfs the Maha Rajah has delivered to the 
gentlemep aforefaid another copy, alfo in Perfian and Englifh, bearing his leal, and 
figned by Luchuma, widow of the late Kiftna Rajah, and feared and , figned by Pur- 
nea, Dewan to the Maha Rajah Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver. j? 

And the aforefaid gentlemen have engaged to procure and deliver to the faid Maha 
Rajah, without delay, a copy of the fame, under the feal and fignature of the Right: 
Honorable the Governor General, on the receipt of which by the faid Maha Rajah, 
the prefent treaty (hall be deemed compleat and binding, on the Honorable the Eng- 
iifh Eaft-India Company and on the Maha Rajah Myfoor Kiftna Rajah Oodiaver Ba- 
hauder, and the cqpy of it now delivered to the faid Maha Rajah, (hall be returned. 


(N? 17.) —Memorial, explanatory of the Subsidiary Treaty of 

Seringapatam. 

Article 1,—-Requires no explanation. 

Article a. The amount of the fubfidy was fixed after full communication with 
Purnea. It may, perhaps, be necefiary to indulge the Rajah with the payment of a 
lefs fum,, for the Jfirft year of the new Government ; but no doubt exifts, that: after 
that period, the full fubfidy may be realized, without any inconvenience to the, 
Rcjah’s affairs, or any preflurc upon the country. It was -thought more adviiabje, 
to undertake the defence of the country, without any fpecification of the force to be 
employed, than to bind the Company to maintain a fpeciiied number of troops in 
Myfore. 

Article 3. The principle eftabtUhed in this article, connected with the fourth 
and fifth articles, will enable the Company to command the whole refources of 
Myfore, in the event of adtual or approaching war. 

» . ’ ' Articles 
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Articles 4 and 3. Thefe articles fecure to the Company the power, not only of 
allunoing the management of the Rajah’s revenues, either in time of peace or war, 
whenever fuch a meafure may appear necefiary, but alfo of introducing any improve¬ 
ments into any or each of the Rajah’s adminiftration, which the Governor General in 
Council may deem advifable; it may therefore be hoped-, that it will not be necef- 
fary to refort to the extreme meafure of afluming the Rajah’s country. The powers, 
both of regulation and afiumption, are fecured in the mod unqualified manner, for the 
purpofe of avoiding the embarraffments which have occafioned fo much inconvenience 
in Oude, Tanjore, and the Carnatic. The fum of one lack of ftar pagodas, in addition 
to one-fifth of the net revenue, is referved for the Rajah, left in time of war, fuch a 
defalcation of revenue fhould tdke place, as lhould reduce his income from the amount 
of his necefiary expences. It is not intended that the Rajah, in time of peace, fhould 
ever be required to pay to the Company a larger fum than the amount of the fubfidy ; 
namely, feven lacks of ftar pagodas, excepting only in the cale of preparation for hof- 
tilities. 

Articles 6 to 10,—Require no explanation. 

Article it. It is intended by this article, tareferve the right of charging the 
Rajah with the provifion to be made for the principal Sirdars and Kelledars in the 
fervice of the late Tippoo Sultaun. The meafures which have already been taken, 
with a view to the execution of this article, will appear in the letter from the Com- 
miffioners in the Myfore, under date 12th June. The total amount of the annual 
Charge already incurred on this head is 23,000 ftar padogas. Some addition muft 
certainly be made to this fum; but it is not probable that they will increafe the an¬ 
nual charge beyond the amount of 40,000 pagodas*. This fum cannot be deemed 
a confiderable facrifice to the important objedt of conciliating the good will* of the 
principal furviving officers of the late Sultaun. It muft, however, beobferved, tjhat 
the whole of this fum is not to be ftated as a permanent charge, feveral of the penfions 
having been granted conditionally, during the good behaviour of the penfioner, or 
until he fhall be employed by the Company or its Allies. The provifions which have 
beentnade for the families of thofe who have fallen during the campaign, are irtcluded 
in this calculation, and amount to a fum which bears no proportion to the credit which 
has refulted to the character of the Company from this tranfadtion. 

Article 12,—Requires no explanation. 

Article 13. The fubjedt of this article has already occupied the attention of the 
Commiffioners j feme time, howerver, will necefl'arily be required, before a plan can 
be thoroughly digefted for this important fubjedt. 

Articles 14 and 15,—Require no explanation.

Dewa Raige was dill Dilwai , or Prime 
Minider, and his brother Nunda 
Raige was Surwadikar , or Com¬ 
mander in Chief. Kifna Raige was 
only three years old when he was 
nominated Rajah: The management 
of the country was entirely in the 
hands of Dewa Raige and Nunda 
Raige. The former was reckoned 
to be a man of better judgment 
than the latter, who appeared, from 
his attions, to have been led rather 
by his pallions than by maxims of 
prudence. 

During this reign, Davanhully. and 
Dindigul were added to the Myfore 
Government, exclufive of the con- 
quefts made by Hyder, who ufurped 
the Government in the year 1759, 
by befeiging Nunda Raige in the 
Fort of Myfore. 

From this period, the Rajah became a 
date prifoner. He died in 1766, 
aged about thirty-three.

Hyder ordered eight or ten boys, 
lineally related to the Rajah’s family, 
to be brought, according to 111 age, 
from the villages ad jacent to Myfore, 
to Seringapatarn, for the purpole of 
electing one of them to be Rajah, 
Hyder, on the boys being brought 
to his Palace, called for Tome fruit 
to be diflriboted among them; and 
watching attentively the conduct of 
the boys after receiving the fruit, 
he obferved that one of them gave 
the fruit to his (the child's) father, 
while all the others either began to 
eat their fharcs on the fpot, or tied 
them up in their clothes. Hyder 
remarked, that the boy who gave his 
portion of the fruit to his father was 
the moft promiftng, and he immedi¬ 
ately appointed him, then four years 
of age, to the Throne. This Prince 
lived till the year 1796, when he 

■ died of the fmall-pox; upon his 
death, Tippoo did not nominate 
or acknowledge a fuccdFor. 

Kifna Raige, who was placed on the 
Throne in June 1799, was the only 
child of Chiaum Raige, the fourth,, 
who was married to feven wives, of 
whom five are (till alive. The mo¬ 
ther of the prefent Kifna Raige died 
in about a fortnight after his birth. 

One of the wives of Chick Kifna Raige 
is ftill alive, aged 58; alio the pa¬

To the Honorable the Court of Dire&ors for Affairs of the Honorable the United 
Company of Merchants of England trading to the Eaft-Indies. 

Honorable Sirs, 

It has appeared to the Governor General in Council to be proper, that his 
»s proceedings and refolutions for the diftribudon of the trcafure and jewels 
in Seringapatam, Ihould form the fubjeft of a fcparate difpatch -to your 

Honorable Court. 

2. The pofleffion of Tippoo Sultaun’s whole treafure, even on the fall of 
Seringapatam, was an event, which the Governor General in Council could not rea¬ 
sonably have anticipated*, and it was a cafe, therefore, for which no rule could be 
provided, until the obftinacy of Tippoo Sultaun, and the rapid progrefs of the fiege, 
had actually produced the event. 

- Under thefe circumftances, and the uncertainty of the amount of the Sul- 
taun’s treafure, which common rumour had extremely exaggerated, the difpofal of re 
became a queftion of confiderable delicacy and importance. 

4. The right of the Crown to the whole cf the captured property appeared to 
be founded on The beft interpretations of the law of nations, while the capture having 
been effedled by the joint operation of His Majefty’s and of the Honorable Company $ 
Forces His Majefty’s royal Patent, bearing date 14th January 1758, and exprefsly 
referving for his Royal Prerogative, the difpofal of all property captured in fuch ope¬ 
rations, feemed to apply with full force to the cafe. 

e. The orders, alfo, of your Honorable Court, dated 8 th March 175L direift 
that, in all hoftilities or expeditions, in which any of His Majefty’s forces ihall be 
appointed and commanded to adt in conjunction with thofe of the Company, fuch 
plunder or booty as may be taken, or the produce thereof, (hall be kept entire, and 
reported to your Honorable Court, in order that the neceffary application may be 
made to His Majefty, for a divifion thereof, in luch manner and proportion as the

7. The difficulty of this queftton (if indeed the doubt had ever been entertained 
in the minds of the army) would have been folved by the decifion and authority of 
the Marquis Cornwallis; for during the courfe of the former war in Myfore, his 
JLordfhip declared, in general orders, “ That he cotifidered all property in places 
“ taken by aliauit, or deferred, to belong to the captors.’’ 

8. This order, as well as the uniform practice fandtioned by the fame great 
authority, during the whole of the former war, being recent in the memory of the 
whole army, was confidered as an unqueflionablc confirmation of their right to the 
property taken in Seriogapatam ; and although the law of nations, applicable to the 
cafe, juftified the Governor General in Council in dilfenting from the authority of the 
Marquis Cornwallis, yet a decifion, founded on abftrad grounds of public law, might 
have appeared rigorous and illiberal, when oppofed to the prevailing opinions rclpeft 
ing the right of captors, confirmed by fo formal and juftly revered a fanCtion. 

9. Under thefe ctrcumfiances, the difficulty appeared to refolve itfirlf into a 
queflion of expediency, arifing from conflderations of the amount of the treafure cap¬ 
tured in Seringapatam, and in this view of the fubjedl, the Governor General in 
Council deemed it ndvifable to permit the captors to proceed to adiftribution of the 
prize, ro fuch an extent as ffiould not incur the hazard of producing any relaxation in 
the tlifeipline of the army. 

10. The report tranfmitted to his L.ordlhip by the Commander in Chief on this 
fubje&, flares the amount of fpecie at "about fixteen lacks of pagodas, and the amount, 
of jewels at about nine lacks more. 

i 1. Although this fujm is very confiderable, yet comparing it with the donations 
which have been granted to the array by the Marquis Cornwallis and by your Honor¬ 
able Court in the year 1792, the Governor General in Council did not judge the dif¬ 
ference to be difproportioned to the actual cafe, under all the circumfhm.es of the 
alfault. 

12. With an anxious defire to pay the mofl refpe&ful obedience to your orders 
of the 8th of March 1758, as well as to purfue the fpirit of His Majefty’s Letters Pa¬ 
tent, by which the prerogative royal to deftribute all plunder and booty is referved, 
in all cafes in which His Majtfty’s troops may have been employed, the Governor 
General in Council was alfo fenfible of the utter inexpediency of difappointing the 
fangwne expeftations of the whole army, founded on fuch rational grounds as the 
uniform practice of the late war, and the public orders of the Marquis Cornwallis, 

13. Being accordingly fatisfied, that the amount of treafure and jewels, dated to 
his Lurdfhip, was not fo great as to produce any dangerous irregularity among the 

, u troops.

troops, and being urged by tbe Commander in Chief, tor the reafons dated in Ins 
Excellency’s letter of the 23d May, to an early diftribution of fuch part of the pr.ze 
property as might be granted to the army, the Governor General in Council entertained 
no doubt, that the gracious bounty of His Majefty, and the liberality of your Honor¬ 
able Court, would be proportioned to the effort which had produced to large an addi¬ 
tion to the revenues and refources of the Company, and eitablifh the fecurity of your 
pofieffions in the Peninfula of India on fuch folid and permanent foundations. 

14. His Lordfhip, therefore, charged himfelf with the tefponfibility of anticipa¬ 
ting the Royal fandion and your determination, and accordingly authorized the Com¬ 
mander inChiet to make an immediatediftribution of the treafure and jewels to the troops 
of the Allies, in fuch proportions as might be conformable to the ufage of the Brituh 
fervice, in cafes of a fitnilar nature; and his Lordfhip in Council took this oppor¬ 
tunity of expreffing his fatisfadion, that the final fuccefs of this brilliant campaign 
had enabled him to afford a fubftantial proof of the public gratitude towards the army, 
by bellowing a reward, proportioned to the magnitude and importance of their ler- 
vices, and earned not more by their labor, courage, and perfeverance, than by their 
exad difcipline, uniform regularity, and exemplary fubordination. 

ic. In your letter, dated 8th March 1758, you are pleafed to dired, that «* in 
** land operations, all cannon, ammunition, and military (lores, of all kinds, are not. 
“ to come into the divifion, buc are to belong entirely to the Company.” 

16. On a full confideration of this injundion, the Governor General in Coun¬ 
cil thought it advifable to referve the whole of the ordnance, ammunition, and 
military (lores, (including grain,) for the ultimate decifion of His Majefly, on 
fuch application as fhall be made to him by your Honorable Court. 

17. For this purpofe, his Lordfhip in Council direded, that a proper Board 
of Officers fhould be feleded and appointed by the Commander in Chief, to value and 
take an exad inventory of all that part of the captured property which is included un¬ 
der the denomination of ordnance, ammunition, and military (lores. 

18. The Governor General in Council is concerned, that the irregularity and con- 
fufion which was found to prevail in the arlenal of Tippoo Sultaun, together with the 
extent and variety of his military equipments, render it impoflible to tranfmit, by the 
prefent difpatch, a corred eftimate of the value of the ftores, &c. referved under this 
order; but his Lordfhip trufls, that the lifts which are now forwarded, - will enable your 
Honorable Court to lay fufficient information before his Majcfty, and to obtain his 
royal fandion for the difpofal of the ordnance, ammunition, and military (lores. , 

iq. His Lordfhip in Council direded, that the proportion of prize-money to 
y 3 x be 
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be allotted to the Contingent of his Highnefs the Nizam, Jhould be determined by the 
number of his Highnefs’s regular troops, a&ually employed in the field with the army 
before Seringapatam, at the time of the capture of that place. 

20. This principle has accordingly been applied to the Infantry, of which 

regular returns had been made to the Adjutant Genera! of the Army •, but 

the irregular ellablifhment of his Highnefs’s Cavalry having rendered this mode of 

calculation unpra&icable with regard to them, a compromife was effected between the 

Commander in Chief and Meer Allum Bahautler, for one lac of pagodas, in lieu of all 

farther demands on account of the Nizam’s Cavalry, 

* 

21. Having judged it probable, that Mcer Allum might not be inclined to dlf- 
pen^i with, the right of his Sovereign over that part of the captured property which 
was allotted to his Highnefs,, the Governor General in Council directed the Comman¬ 
der in Chief to conl'ulc Meer Allum on this point, and to give orders for the appropri¬ 
ation of the Nizam’s (hare, in fuch manner as fhall be molt agreeable to him, 

22. It is fcarcely neceflary to nbferve to your Honorable Court, that whatever 
determination may be taken, with refpedt to the appropriation of the ordnance and 
military ftores, captured in Seringapatam, it will be proper to confidcr the title of his 
Highnefs the Nizam to lhare in this part of the prize. Perhaps his Highnefs’s pro¬ 
portion of this part of the prize cannot be determined by a more equitable ftandard 
than chat ailumed in the firft dividend to the army. Conformably to this rule, his 
Highnefs would be entitled to about one fourth part of the ordnance and military 
Stores, to be applied to his Highnefs’s own ufe, or divided among his troops., accord¬ 
ing to the pleafure of his Highnefs. 

23. With a view to render the diftribution of prize-money an available refource 
for the immediate fupply of fpccie to the army, and to afford individuals in camp the 
means of difpofmg of their refpedive proportions with fecurity, the Governor General 
in Council authorized the Commander in Chief to open a loan for bonds of this Go¬ 
vernment, bearing intereft at 8 per cent, per annum; and wc are happy to add, that a 
material fupply of money has, by this means, been obtained for the ufe of the army, 
which has relieved us from the ncceffity of fending fpecie for that purpofe from the 
Prefidency, and which will ultimately, we truft, have a confidcrable effed, in reducing 
the rate of intereft on your paper.

Letter from the Governor General to the Court of Directors, 
dated 3d Auguft, 1798 ; continued from Page 197. 

48 The advantages refulting to your interefts, from the recent fettlement of 
Myfore, are fufficiently obvious, as they appear in the preceding parts of this dif¬ 
patch, and in the papers which accompany it. It may not, however, be ufelefs to 
fubmit to your Honorable Court, in a connected form, a general view of the whole 
of this important queftion, together with the reflections which have arifen in my 
mind, from an anxious and afliduous attention to every branch of the fubjedt. 

49. Since the firft war with Hyder Ally, the tranquillity of your poffeflions has 
been continually menaced by the power of My fore. Even in the intervals of peace 
which have Succeeded to the feveral wars in which the Company has been engaged 
with Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun, your fecurity in the Carnatic has ever been 
precarious. During the ceflation of adtual heflilities, the dtfigns of the Sovereign of 
Myfore have ftill continued uniformly hoftile, and his means of executing them have 
always remained confiderable, while the degrees of your fafety have fluctuated with 
the ftate of your military eftablilhrnents and preparations, and with the diflribution 
of your force. 

30. The baneful effefts of this perpetual ftate of uncertainty and folicitude, 
have been felt, not only in the decay of agriculture, and of the arts of peaceful in- 
duftry on the Coaft of Coromandel, and in the rebellious fpirit of certain descriptions 
of your fubjects on that Coaft, and on the Coali of Malabar, but occafionally, 
throughout all India, in the diminution of the Brkifli influence and confideration at 
foreign Courts, in the riflng hopes of the turbulent and diiaffedted, and in the decline 
of public and private credit, ftiaken by repeated rumours of war, and by the conftanc 
neceffity of guarding againft furprize, from the fudden aggreffion of an enemy, 
whom no clemency or moderation could conciliate, and no faith could bind.

51. The redu&'ion of Tippoo Sultaun’s power and refources, efFe&ed by the 
Treaty of Seringapatam in 1792, had weakened, but not extinguished, the.caufeof 
thefe complicated evils. Soon after the cottclufion of peace, this caufe and its ef- 

appear tQ have recovered a confiderable degree of idmey and vigour;, until, 
in the year 1796, the intrigues and military movements of Tippo$ Su.ir.iun com¬ 
pelled the Government General to affcmble the army on the Coafl: of Coromandel, 
and in Autumn of 179.7, fuch apprehenfions were juflly entertained of his defigns 
and power, as induced the Government of Fort St. George to abandon the profecu- 
tiop of an expedition ably planned, intimately connected with your interefis, and 
which had already brought a heavy charge on your finances. 

52. Judicious indeed, and provident, was the policy which dictated the re- 
linquifhment of that enterprise, fin.ee fubfiquent efifeoveries and events have mani- 
fefted the great probability fit -not the abfolute certainty) that the departure of 
the large force defttned for Manilla would .have proved a iignal to the watchful 
vengeance of Tippoo Syltaurt to invade the Carnatic, even without waiting for the 
aid of a French force, the afliftance of which might not, perhaps, have appeared to 
him necelFary, during the abfence of a confiderable portion of our army. 

53. Bur the apprebenfion of the defigns and movements of the power of My- 
fore had never per haps, been more anxioufly or more jutfly entertained, chan be¬ 
tween the months of June and September 1798. It cannot be denied, that during 
that period, your interefts were menaced by a combination of the moll ferious 
dangers. The anxiety and fears hitherto entertained, with regard to the defigns of 
Tippoo Sultaun, were now confirmed, by a certain knowledge of his having ai 5 tu- 
ally propofed to the French, projects of the molt extenfive hoftili y agairrll: your 
PcflHfions in India. The alarm, as well as the danger, were confiderabiy aggra¬ 
vated by the formidable preparations of the French in the Mediterranean, by the 
apparently defperate Bate of our alliances, in the Decan, and by the peculiar fitua- 
tion of the Court of Hyderabad, fubjerfted to the will of a powerful French army 
and French fa&ion. 

54. The fituation of our Allies at this period of general defpondency, is now 
well known to your Honorable Court; it will therefore be fufEcient, in this place, 
to obferve, that the degree of danger, with which the Nizam and Pefiiwa were 
threatened by the impending {form, exceeded that which menaced our pofleffions. 
It is true, that Tippoo Sultaun’s views againft the Courts of Poonah and Hyderabad 
■were oftenfibiy limited to the recovery of the cefiTons made by him to thole Powers 
in 1792 ? but it cannot be doubted, that his ambition and rapacity would have 
augmented with the progrefs of his victories, and his revenge was net of a temper 
Co be mitigated by fuccefs. 

55. Your Honorable Court is apprized of the changes which fuccdlivcly and 

rapidly 


WNlST/f 
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rapidly took place in the condition of our alliances, and of our army, fubftituting 
at Hyderabad, in place of a French fadtion, and a French army, Britilb influence 
and a confiderable Britifh force, and producing, ultimately, the happy reftoration of 
confidence and energy among your fervants at Fort St. George: it-is, therefore, 
unneceflary to dwell on th 3 t part of the fubjedt-, but it may be expedient to advert 
to the date of the general expeditions, at different periods of time previous to the 
war, and to compare our actual fituation with tbofe expeditions, as well as with our 
poiition in the month of June 1798. 

56. At that time, even the molt fanguine difpofitions, and thofe leaft affedted 
by the prevalent panic, would probably have been content to have detached 1 ippoo 
Sultaun from his alliance with the French Nation, in the hope that, without the aid 
of a French force, he would not attempt to difturb the tranquillity of the Car¬ 
natic. 

57. Even at a later period, when the fubverfion of the French party at Fly-r 
derabad, the reftoration of the Nizam to the condition of an efficient Ally, and the 
advanced ftate of our military preparations, had infpired a general fpirit of confi¬ 
dence and zeal, the mod confident and zealous would have deemed the ifiue of the 
approaching conteft profperous, as well as honorable, it it had effedted a confider¬ 
able redudtion of the power and refources of 1 ippoo Sultaun, and had obtained a 
reafonable indemnity for the expenfes of the Allies. 


c8. The entire deftrudtion of Tippoo Sultaun’s power, or the abfolute transfer 
of his refources, to any hand lefs inimical or lefs violent, would have been deemed 
a glorious termination, even of a long and expenfive conteft. 


eg. But the fuccefs of your arms in the fliort period of the late campaign, has 
not merely excluded the French from Myfore, provided an ample indemnity to 
you and to your Ally for the charges of the war, deftroyed the hoftile power of 
Tippoo Sultaun, and effedtually precluded its revival, but has transferred the fwora 
of your implacable enemy into your own hands, and turned to your ufc the main 
fprings of his wealth and ftrength. 

60. By the Partition-Treaty of Myfore, you have acquired an augmentation 
of direft territorial revenue, to the annual amount of about Star Pagodas 6,47,641. 10. 
Bv the Subfidiary Treaty of Seringapatam you have fecured an annual lubtidy 
of Star Pagodas 7,00,000, making, together with your new territorial revenue, the 
fum of Star Pagodas 13,47,641. lo. and leaving_(after deducing the proufion a - 
lotted for the families of Hyder Ally Khan and Tippoo Sultaun) an annual mcreafe 
of your funds in this quarter of India, equal to Star Pagodas 11,47,641. 10. But a 
reafonable- expectation is entertained, that the territory acquired by th'e Company, 
under the Treaty of Myfore, will yield, in the courlc of a few years, a fum not lefs than 
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Star Pagodas 14,78,698. If fcch an advance in the nominal revenue of the acquired 
di(lrtfts*flK>uld aduaily be realized, the pofitive augmentation 0; your available annual 
refources, inconfoquerfee of the latcfottfemenc of My fore, will amount nearly to twenty 
lacs of Star Pagodas : Bui in eftimating the increafe of your annua! available retoufq^ 
fince the month of June, 1798, the augmentation which took place m the fubfidy 
payable by the Nizam is not to be omitted. By the I Maty of Hyderabad, conclud¬ 
ed on the fir ft of September, 1798, the annual fubfidy was augmented from. Arcot 
Rupees 6,44,556, to Arcot Rupees 24,17,100, making an increaie annually of Ar¬ 
cot Rupees 17,7a, 544 . or Scar Pagodas 5,64,98a. Thus the total augmentation of 
your available annual refources, fince June, 1798, in this quarter of your noffeffions, 
amounts actually to Scar Pagodas 17,^,623, and if the revenue of the newly ac¬ 
quired territory fiiould be realized (according to juft expedition) will amount to Star 
Pagodas 25,43,680. 

61. Againft thefe acqulfiiions, rauft be placed the expenfe of whatever addi- 
lions it may be found neceflary to make your military force, cither in confcquencc 
of the extenfion of your territory, or of the fubfidiary engagements which have been 
Contradled with the Nizam, and with the Rajah of Myl'ore. 

62. The fubfidtary force at Hyderabad muft be confidered as a part of your 
efficient ftreneth, prepared for your fervice on any emergency, and ready to cud 
you in any future war, as it has done in the laffo It does not appear to me pro¬ 
bable that it will be neceflary to make any eonfiderable addition to the military 
eftabliChment of Fort St. George, in confequence of the Treaty of Hyderabad ; nor 
do 1 apprehend, that the requifice increafe of that efoabhfhment., and of the army of 
Bombay, in confequence of the two treaties annexed to this difpatch, will bear any 
proportion to the increafe of your revenue and refources j for it muft never be for¬ 
gotten. that white your territory has been extended, vour frontier has been contrac¬ 
ted and ftrengchened, your principal enemy utterly diftroyed, and an Ally and de¬ 
pendant of the Company eftablifhed on his throne, 

6a. I do not yet poflefs the means of Rating, with fufficient accuracy, to your 
Honorable Court, either the amount of the charges incurred in confequence of the va¬ 
rious mealures of preparation and precaution, which became neceflary on the difeovery 
ofTippoo Sultauns hoftile defigns in June, 1798, or the amount of the expenfe which 
is to be placed to the account of the operations of the late war. The accumulated 
it harges, both of our preparations and of the war, mull be confiderable ; but when¬ 
evera fhtemenr of the expenfes of the late war can be fubmitted to your Honorable 
Court, your wifdom and juftice will neceflarily diftinguilh the charges incurred for the 
nurpofe of aflembling an effedive army in the field, from thofe actually belonging 
to the operations of your armies in Myfore, and to the fiege of Seringapatam. 

64. From the moment that Tippoo Sultaun’s negotiation had tranfpired, it- 
1 became 
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became an indifpenfable duty to place the Carnatic in a pofture of corn pleat defence* 
The experience of former wars with Myfore, the nature of the frontier of the 
Carnatic (expoied, in various points, by its almoft innumerable paftes, to the incui- 
fion of the enemy,) the aCtual ftate of affairs in India and in Europe, all concurred 
to convince me, that the only rational fyftem of defence againft Tippoo Sultaun was, 
to aflemble your armies on the Coafts of Coromandel and Malabar, in fuch force, in 
fuch a ftate of equipment, and in fuch a pofition, as fhould excite in the mind ot 
the Sultaun, a juft alarm for the fafety of his capital. No other plan was calculated 
to fecure the Carnatic againft the ravages of his numerous cavalry •, becaufe no other 
plan would have coftipelled him to concentrate his forces within his own territories, 
for the defence of the vital point of his empire. His capital was not only the ob- 
jeCtofhis pride, but the center of his power; it was the ftrongeft fortification, the 
principal granary of his army, his only arfenal, the repofitory of his trealure, and 
the prifon of the legitimate claimant of his throne, as well as of the families of all 
his great chieftains, whofe obedience he fecured by retaining the objeCt of their 
reverence and afftCtion, within the walls of the fortrefs of Seringapatam. On the 
prefervation of that fortrefs, therefore, depended the fate of his empire, and (although 
I did not negleCt any practicable precaution againft the contrary courfe of events) my 
judgment was always decided, that he would never abandon the defence of Seringa¬ 
patam, but with his life. 

65. The fuccefe of the plan (founded on this opinion) fully anfwered its primary 
purpole, fince no pattof the Sultaun’s force ventured to enter the Company’s pof- 
feflions in the Carnatic during the late hoftilities. It alfo fully anfwered the lecon- 
dary purpofe, of enabling your armies (when our fpecific negotiation had failed) to 
aCt offenfively, with promptitude, vigour, and effeCt. 

66. Neither the expenfe of the magazines of grain and other ftores, on either 
Coaft, nor of the batterring train, with its equipment of cattle, ought therefore to be 
charged to the account of the war; for every expenfe incurred previous to the 
„d February 1799 (the day on which Lieutenant General Harris received orders to 
march) muft and would have been incurred, if no war had taken place, and ought to 
be charged to the account of the indifpenfable defence of your polieflions, according 

_ to the only plan which could provide effectually for that objeCt. 

67. The expenfes of moving the battering train to Seringapatam, as well 
as of maintainining the army in Myfore, cannot have much exceeded the charges 
which muft have been continued, if the whole had remained within your frontier ; 
and when it is confidered, that if the army with the battering train had not moved to 
Seringapatam, the expenfive, but necellary fyftetn of defence already explained, 
muft have been protrafted, until all danger from Tippoo Sultaun’s connection with 
the French fhould have been averted, your Honorable Court will probably fanCtion 
my decided opinion* that the rapid movement of the Eritifh forces towards the feene 
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0 f their certain triumph, was not only the mod cffc&ual, but the moft economical 
meafure which could have been adopted, to frtiftrate the views of the enemy, and to 
fecure the tranquillity of your poffeffipns. 

68. For, on the one hand, no profpedf appeared of any pra&icaBTe reduction In 
the expenfe of a defenfive fyftem, during the continuance of the war between Grease 
Britain and France, while every hour of delay in the movement of our army, afforded 
to Tippoo Sultaun the means of increafing his ftrength, of receiving fuccour's From the 
French, and confequently, of aggravating to the Company, both the expenfe and 
hazard of the impending conteft. 

69. On the other hand, the ftate of our army, the arrangements which had been 
rnade for its equipment and fupply in every department, and the period of the feafon, 
left no doubt, that the great objed of the war would be attained in one Ihort cam¬ 
paign. Nor did this calculation prove to have been in any degree fanguine; for al¬ 
though an alarm of a deficiency of grain prevailed in the army before Seringapatam on 
thf 16th of April, it appeared foon after, upon an accurate examination, that at that 
time, (exchifive of the immenfe depot eftablifhed in the ,diffri£l of Coorga’) a quantity 
of grain remained in camp, fuificicnt to maintain the whole of the fighting men of 
the army, at half allowance, until the 20th of Mayj'and on the 13th of that month. 
Major General Floyd returned to Seringapatam, yhth the large ftlpplies which had 
been forwarded from the Carnatic, under the care of Lieutenant Colonels Read and 
Brown. It may alio be nfeful to remark, in this place, that if any accident had protract¬ 
ed the operations of the ftege, beyond the 4th of May, ample time would ftill have 
remained for the reduction of the place, previous to the riling of the Cavery, fince 
the four eldeft Tons of Tippoo Sultaun, with an efcort of 1,500 men, and a confi- 
derable train of attendants, eroded that river on the 18th of June, on which day the 
•water was nearly as law as on the day of the aflault. 

70. Reviewing all thafe circumffances, your Honorable Court will hereafter 
compare the 1 expenfe incurred by the movement of the army to Seringapatam, with 
the probabie charges of any other practicable plan of policy, or of military operation. 
In any view of the fubjefl it will probably appear, that the increafeof your revenue and 
pecuniary refources, obtained by the iffue of the war, far overbalances the combined ex¬ 
penfe of the preparations for your defence, and of the operations of the late campaign, 

71. But in addition to this pofitive indemnification for your expends, your 
Honor able-Gourt will alfoconfider the augmentation of your commercial and military 
refources from the conqueft of Myfore. 

72. Hitherto, all traffic between your fubjcfls or dependants ant? thofe of the 
late Sultaun was nearly prohibited, by the reftraints to which his hatred_pf the British 
Nation, or his ignorance and prejudice, had fubje&ed the communication with your 

pofieffions. 
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poffeffions. Thefe reftraints being removed, and every proper encouragement to 
commercial intercourfe being fubftituted in their place, it may reafonably be ex- 
pedted, that the neighbouring, and now united countries of the Carnatic and My- 
fore, will mutually confume a confiderable portion of their refpedive productions and 
manufactures, and that even a proportion of Britifh commodities will foon find a market 
in Myfore. My information, with regard to the articles produced, manufactured, 
or confumed, in the unintries acquired by the Company and by the Rajah of Myfore, 
is at prefent too imperfeCt to enable me to form any accurate calculation of the poffible 
increafe of the imports from the C'oaft of Malabar to Europe; but it appears probable, 
that your inveftment in the article of pepper may foon be augmented, to any extent 
which you may deem advifable. 

73 Your military refources may be confidered to have received a great aug¬ 
mentation, not only from the additional fupplies of grain, provifions, and cattle, 
which your connexion with Myfore places at your difpofal, but from the new chan¬ 
nels which it opens for recruiting the native force, both of thePrefidencie s of Fort 
St. George and Bombay. Under this hea f, may alfo be confidered the fuperiority of 
the climate of Myfore, to any in this quarter of India, and the means which it affords 
of preferving the health, and confequent efficiency of European troops. 

74. Highly as I eftimace thefe immediate and direCt advantages of revenu ’ 
and of commercial and military refource, I confider the recent fettlement of My_ 
fore to be equally important to your interefts, in its tendency to encreafe your politi 
cal confideration and influence among the Native Powers of India, together with 
your means of maintaining internal tranquillity and order among your fubjedts and 
dependants, and of defending your poffeffions againft any enemy, either Afiatic or 
European. 

75. Thefe are principles of fubflantial and durable fecurity, the operation of 
which muft be felt throughout every part of your poffeffions, and in every branch of 
your affairs both in India and Europe. 

76. The balance which it was the policy of the Treaty of Seringapatam, in 
*792, to eftablifh between the Native Powers of India, was foon deranged by the 
courfe of events: our influence in the general fcale proved infufficient, not only to 
maintain peace between our Allies, but to check either the rapid decline of their 
refpe&ive refources and ftrength, or the growing alcendency of the French fadtion at 
Hyderabad, on the fyftematic machinations of Tippoo Sultaun. Experience has 
manifefted, that the power preserved to that infatuated and reftlefs Prince, muft al¬ 
ways have been thrown into the fcale oppofed to our interefts, and that, in nopoffi- 
blec ombination or conflict of the politics-of Poonah. and Hyderabad, could the 
interpofition or neutrality of Tippoo Sultaun rake a bias favourable taoufcfecurity. Ifnfc 
•menaced war, or fought alliance with either or with both thofe States,-his uniform object 
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was me difturbarue : If he remained neuter, either in their attentions dr union, it wa» 
to preferve his own length unimpaired for that conteft with ours, which formed the 
favourite fcopc of ai! his views. In no cafe, has his power been brought into aftion, 
or remained at reft, without a hoftile defign, and an injurious eftett to our influence 
and coofideration. The balance is now in our own hands * we now poflefs theim- 
(iftible power, either of concentrating the moft efficient part of the refoutces of 
My fore in one mafs, for our Angle defence again ft any po (Tib's combination ; or or 
throwing the fame weight into that fcale, which (hall appear to require fuch an aid, 
for the prelervation of the general tranquillity, on the (olid bafis ot moderation and 

77, The connexion between the Nizam and the French is entirely diflolved, 
under circuniftance’s which, I truth, will render its renewal impracticable, at leaft for 
many years. 

78. The intrigues of Tippoo Sultann among the Rajahs inhabiting the Coaft 
of Malabar, among the Poligars in the Carnatic, and among every other delcriptton 
of your difaffefted or refractory fubje&s, were the fources of continual commotion 
within your .territories, while the vicinity of the hoftile frontier of Myfore offered 
refuge and impunity to every offender againft your authority, and to every 
diflurber of the public peace,* It rnay reafonably be expedfed, that the eftabhAinient 
of your influence in Myfore, will operate as a powerful check on the fpirit ol dilbrdei 
in your own poffeffiohs, and by removing the caufcsof internal weakti'efs, may enable 
you to oppofe every foreign attack with greater confidence and vigour. 

70. Such appear to me to be the conTequences of the late fettlement, as they 
relate more immediately to the interefts of the Honorable Company; but it will be 
proper to confider them alfo as they affe£l: our Allies. 

80. The eftablifhrnem of a Hindoo State in Myfore, with the reftoration of the 
temples and endowments of that religion, rnuft be grateful to the ’.government of 
i’oonah, independently of the advantages arifing from the fubllitution of a power of 
the fame religion and of pacific views, in the piace or an odious Mahomedan bfur- 
pation, fcarcely id's hoftile to the Mahratta than to the Brinlh Nation. . 

3 1. With regard to the Nizam, the folk! and permanent benefits which have 
refufted to his Higbnefs from the recent improvement of his conne&ion with the 
Company, and particularly from the new fettlement of Myfore, are obvious and con- 
fiderable. The exiftence of his throne was faved, by the deftruftion of the French 
party at Hyderabad, in October 1798. 1 he formidable power of Tippoo Sultaun, 

which perpetually menaced his Highnefs’s poffeffions, and filled his court and domi¬ 
nions with intrigues 4rid treafon, has been annihilated, and a friendly and allied State 
dlablifhed in Myfore. His Highnefs has received a large encrcafe of territory,reve- 
, nue, 
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jnue, and power, together with feveral important fortrefies, tending greatly to fecure 
the tranquillity of his dominions. His expenfes in the war have been inconfiderable 
and if a comparifon were to be inftituted, of the advantages accruing to him and to 
the Company from the whole arrangement, thofe obtained by his Highnefs would 
probably be found to preponderate: For the danger from which he has been delivered, 
was even more imminent tl/an that which menaced the Company’s poffefiions ; and 
while his expenfes have borne no proportion to ours, he has attained equal benefits, 
both of indemnification and fecurity. The collateral benefits derivable by the Com¬ 
pany from its conne&ion with the Rajah of Myfore, will neceflarily extend to the 
Nizam, and be fcarcely lefs felt by him, than by us, while he (hall remain faithful to 
his alliarfcc with the Company. I have the fatisfaCtion to know, that his mod able 
and experienced counfellors are fully fenfible of the extenfive and folid benefits ac¬ 
quired by his Highnefs, under the general operation of the late treaties, I am there¬ 
fore perfuaded, that his Highnefs’s juft fenfe of the permanent interefts of his State, 
will command his cordial co-operation in the maintenance of the new fettlement, 

82. The interefts of the Rajah of Myfore being identified with thofe of the 
Company, and the fafety, prolperity, and honor of the Pelhwa and of the Nizam 
being amply fecured by the Treaties of Hyderabad and Myfore, and by the Sub- 
fidiary Treaty of Seringapatam, I entertain a confident expectation, that the recent 
fettlement of the dominions of Tippoo Sultaun will prove not lefs durable than, I 
truft, it will be found equitable in its fundamental principles, beneficial in its general 
operation, and conformable, in every point of view, to the liberal character of the 
Englifti Eaft-India Company, and to the juft and moderate policy eftablilhed by 
Parliament for the Government of the Britifh Empire in India.

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The following Particulars relative to the Conduct of Tippoo Sultaun, on the Day 
of the Jjfault and Capture of Seringapatam, is taken from, the Bombay 
Courier, of the 24 th Augufl, 1799. 


Extract of a Letter from Camp at Seringapatam. 



<£ I fend you the following particulars relative to the conduit of the late Tippoo 
Sultaun on the 4th May, colledted chiefly from the Killadar of Seringapatam, and 
from accounts given by fome of his own fervants. 

“ The Sultaun went out early in the morning., as was his cuftom daily, to one of the 
cavaliers of the outer rampart of the north face, whence he could obferve what was do¬ 
ing on both fides: he remained there till about noon, when he took his ufual repaft under 
a Pandal. It would appear, that he had at that time no fufpicion of the aflault being 
fo near; for when it was reported to him, that our parallels and approaches were 
unufually crouded with Europeans, he did not exprefs the leaft apprehenfion, nor 
take any other precaution, but defiring the meflenger to return to the weft face 
with orders to Meer Gofhar, with the troops on duty near the breach, to keep a 
ftriit guard. 

“ A few minutes afterwards he was informed, that Meer Gofhar had been killed 
by a cannon fhot near the breach, which intelligence appeared to agitate him greatly. 
He immediately ordered the troops that were near him under arms, and his perfonal 
fervants to load the carbines which they carried for his own ufe, and haften along the 
ramparts towards the breach, accompanied by a feledt guard and feveral of his chiefs, 
till he met a number of his troops flying before the van of the Europeans, who he 
perceived had already mounted and gained the ramparts. Here he exerted himfelf 
to rally the fugitives, and uniting them with his own guard, encouraged them by his 
voice and example to make a determined ftand. He repeatedly fired on our troops 
himfelf, and one of his fervants aflerts, that he faw him bringdown feveral Europeans 
near the top of the breach. 

£ ‘ Notwithftanding thefe exertions, when the front of the European flank com¬ 
panies of the left attack approached the fpot where the Sultaun ftood, he found him¬ 
felf almoft entirely deferted, and was forced to retire to the traverfes of the North 
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Ramparts; thefe he defended, one after another, with the braved: of his men and 
officers, and affiled by the fire of His people on the inner wall, he federal times ob¬ 
liged the front of our troops, who were puflung on with their ukul ardor, to make a 
lEnd. The lofs here would have been much greater on our parr, had not the light 
infantry and part of the battalion companies of the twelfth regiment, eroding the 
inner ditch, and mounting the rampart, driven the enemy horn them, and taken in 
reverfethofe who, with the Sultaun, were defending the traverfes of the outer ram* 
parts. 

“ While any of his troops remained with him, the Sultaun continued to dispute 
the ground, until he approached the pafiage acrofs the ditch to the gated the inner 
fort; here he complained of pain and weakneis in one of his legs, in which he had 
received a bad wound when very young, and ordering his horle to be brought, he 
mounted ; but feeing the Europeans dill advancing on both the ramparts, he made 
for the gate, followed by his palanquin and a number of officers, troops, and fer- 
vants. It was then, probably, his intention either to have entered and (hut the gate, 
in order to attack the Email body of our troops which had got into the inner fort, 
and If fuccefsful in driving them our, to have attempted to have maintained', it .againft - 
us, or to endeavour to make his way to the palace and there make his lail (land but; 
as he was eroding to the gate by the communication from the outer rampart, he re¬ 
ceived a muiquet-ball in the right fide, nearly as,high as the bread: he however {fill 
prefied on, till he was flopped, about half way through the arch of the gateway, by 
the fire of the 12th"light infantry from within, when he received a fecond ball clofe 
to the other. The horfe he rode on, being alfb wounded, funk under him, and his 
turban fell to the ground. Many of his people fell at the fame time, on every fide, by 
mufquctry, both from within and without the gate. 

tf The fallen Sultaun was immediately ratted by feme of his adherents and placed 
upon hi? palanquin, under the arch, and on one fide the gateway, where he lay or fat 
for fome minutes faint and exbatefted, till fome Europeans entered the gateway. A 
iervant, who has furvived, relates that one of the foltliers leized the Sulcaun’s fword- 
belt (which was very rich j and attempted to pull it off; that the Sultaun, who (till 
held bis (word in his band, made a cut at the foldier with all his remaining ftrength, 
and wounded him about the knee, on which lie put bis piece to his fhoulder, and (hat 
the Sultaun through the temple, when he inflantly expired. 

“ Notlefs than three hundred men were killed and numbers wounded under the 
arch of this gateway, which foon became impafiable, excepting over the bodies of the 
dead and dying. 

“ About dufk. General Baird, in confequence of information he Had received* 
at the Palace came with lights to the gate, accompanied by the late Kiilad.ar of the 
fort and others, to fe&rch for the body of the Sultaun, and after much labour ic was 
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found and brought from under a heap of flain to the infide of the gate. The coun¬ 
tenance was no ways diftorted, but had an expreffion of ftern compofure ; his turban, 
jacket, and fword-belt were gone, but the body was recognized by feme of his people, 
who were there, to be Padjhaw, and an-officer who was prefent, with the leave of 
General Baird, took from off his right arm theTalifman, which contained, fewed up 
in pieces of fine flowered lilk, an amulet of a brittle metallic fubftance of the colour 
of filver, and fome manuferipts in Magic Arabic and Perfian characters, the purport: 
of which, had there been any doubt, would have Efficiently afeertamed the identity 
of the Sultaun’s body. It was placed on his own palanquin, and, by General Baird’s 
orders, conveyed to the court of the Palace, where it remained during the night, 
furnilhing a remarkable inftance to thofe who are given to reflection, of the uncer¬ 
tainty of human affairs. He, who had left his Palace in the morning a powerful, 
imperious Sultaun, full of vaft ambitious projects, was brought back a lump of clay, 
his kingdom overthrown, his capital taken, and his Palace occupied by tne very man,^ 
(Major-General Baird) who about fifteen years before had been, with other victims of 
his cruelty and tyranny, relealed from near four years of rigid confinement in irons, 
fcarce three hundred yards from the fpot where the corpfe of the Sultaun now lay. 

« Thus ended the life and the power of Tippoo Sultaun. It will require an 
able pen to delineate a character apparently fo inconfiftent, but he who attempts it 
muit not decide haftily.” 
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
